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RULES  OF  ORDER 


FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 
OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 
OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH,  INC. 

ADOPTED  OCTOBER  28,  1970 


Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and  call  the  Convention  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials  to  receive,  examine  and  report 
on  the  credentials  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates.  Upon  the  report  being  made  by  the  Committee, 
the  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  all  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates  and  enter  their  names  in  the 
minutes  of  said  Convention. 

Rule  III.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention 
organized  for  business. 

Rule  TV.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary  who  being  chosen 
shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  Assistant  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  V.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  VI.  Immediately  following  the  Bishop’s  annual  address,  nominations  shall  be  made  for 
the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee  to  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  As  soon  as  the  nomina¬ 
tions  have  been  made,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  such  nominations  to  be  printed  on  a  ballot  for 
the  use  of  the  convention.  Pending  receipt  of  the  printed  ballots  for  the  election  of  a  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  as  far  as  possible  and  the  making  of  reports 
shall  be  made.  Upon  the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee,  nominations  shall  then  continue  for 
all  other  elective  offices  of  the  convention  (except  those  nominated  by  the  Bishop).  The  regular 
order  of  business  shall  continue  as  far  as  possible  during  the  elections. 

Rule  VII.  The  Bishop  shall  make  such  nominations  and  appointments  as  are  directed  by  the 
Constitution  and  Canons. 

Rule  VIII.  During  the  balloting  the  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  insofar  as  is  expe¬ 
dient.  Reports  shall  be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Fiscal  year.  Proposed  Budget. 

2.  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

3.  Examining  Chaplains. 

4.  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

6.  Bishop’s  Cabinet. 

a)  Administration 

(1)  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

b)  Development  and  Communications. 

c)  Operations. 

7.  Registrar  and  Historiographer. 

8.  Convention  Committees. 

a)  Unfinished  business. 

b)  Admission  of  new  parishes  and  missions. 

c)  Constitution  and  Canons. 

d)  State  of  the  Church. 

9.  Diocesan  Council. 

10.  Standing  Committee. 

11.  Ecclesiastical  Court. 

12.  Directors  of  the  Foundation. 
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13.  Cathedral  Chapter. 

14.  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  Board. 

15.  Episcopal  Church  Women. 

16.  Other  Committees  and/or  Special  Committee  Reports 

Rule  IX.  Elections  shall  be  in  the  following  order:  The  Standing  committee  of  the  Diocese  as 
hereinbefore  set  forth:  Diocesan  officers:  members  of  the  Diocesan  Council;  Deputies  and  Alter¬ 
nates  to  the  General  Convention;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of  the  Mid¬ 
west;  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop);  and  all  others.  After  the  casting 
of  one  ballot  and  the  election  is  still  not  resolved  on  a  majority  vote,  the  person  and/or  persons 
having  the  least  number  of  votes  at  the  end  of  the  first  ballot  shall  automatically  be  dropped  from 
the  second  ballot.  This  dropping  of  the  candidate  with  the  least  number  of  votes  at  the  end  of 
the  second  and  each  succeeding  ballot  shall  continue  until  the  elections  are  made  for  the  election 
of  primary  delegates  and  alternate  delegates,  the  panel  of  nominations  shall  be  printed  on  the  bal¬ 
lot  and  the  election  for  the  primary  candidates  shall  take  place.  After  the  election  of  the  primary 
candidates  has  taken  place,  the  remaining  nominated  candidates  shall  be  the  panel  from  which 
the  alternates  are  elected. 

Rule  X.  At  each  session  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called  and  acted  upon  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  order  unless  changed  by  vote  of  the  Convention: 

1.  The  roll  call. 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  VIII. 

5.  Miscellaneous  business. 

Rule  XI.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  after¬ 
wards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

Rule  XII.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from  the  sitting  of  the  Convention, 
he  shall  apjwint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his  absence. 

Rule  XIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  house,  unless  he  have  leave, 
or  be  able  to  attend. 

Rule  XIV.  When  a  member  is  about  to  sp)eak  in  debate  or  delivery  any  matter  to  the  Convention, 
he  shall  arise  from  his  seat  and  with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XV.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without  the  consent  of 
the  House. 

Rule  XVI.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue  in  their  seats 
and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XVII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put,  unless  excused  by  the  Con¬ 
vention,  and  up>on  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XVIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  made  unless  to  lay 
it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  postp)one  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend 
it,  or  to  divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  take  precedence  in  the  order  named. 

Rule  XIX.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XX.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  in  unqualified,  shall  be  settled 
without  debate. 
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Rule  XXI,  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced 
to  writing. 

Rule  XXII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Convention 
and  shall  not  again  be  considered  during  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsi¬ 
dered  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  purpose  by  one 
of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

XXIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

XXIV.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes 
unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by 
the  Convention,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XXV.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President  in  the  first  instance,  but 
any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision;  and  on  such  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  XXVI.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered  on 
the  Journal  on  their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  to  take  part  in 
the  proceedings. 

XXVII.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Conventions,  unless  altered  or  res¬ 
cinded  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Jounal  of  each  Convention. 
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MINUTES 
of  the 

EIGHTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 
November  9-10,  1984 

The  Eighty-Sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  began  with  the  Holy 
Eucharist  (Votive  of  the  Holy  Spirit)  at  6:00  p.m.,  E.S.T.  on  Friday,  November  9,  1984, 
celebrated  in  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  Logansport,  Indiana.  The  chief  celebrant  was  the 
Bishop  with  the  Rt.  Rev.  Edward  W.  Jones,  Bishop  of  Indianapolis,  as  con-celebrant. 

Following  the  festive  Eucharist,  dinner  was  served  in  a  building  across  the  street  by  the 
members  of  Trinity  Church  in  an  exquisitely  decorated  hall.  Speaker  for  the  occasion  was 
Bishop  Jones  of  the  Diocese  of  Indianapolis  whose  topic  was  "The  Mission  of  the  Anglican 
Church  Today." 

The  business  session  of  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  with  prayer  by  Bishop  Sheridan 
promptly  at  9:00  a.m.,  E.S.T.,  Saturday,  November  10,  1984,  at  the  Holiday  Inn  banquet  hall 
in  Logansport. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Kennison,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  that  all 
credentials  were  in  order. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  retired  and  non-parochial  clergy,  clergy  and  lay  delegates 
of  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese,  delegates  to  the  1982  General  Convention,  lay 
members  of  Diocesan  Council  and  the  Bishop's  Cabinet.  He  declared  that  a  quorum  was 
present.  The  Bishop  then  declared  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

The  Bishop  asked  for  a  show  of  hands  of  those  new  as  delegates  to  Diocesan  Convention. 
A  considerable  number  were  raised! 

The  Bishop  nominated  the  Rev.  John  Schramm  for  the  position  of  Secretary  of  the  Diocese 
following  the  Convention  (noting  that  Fr.  Hibbert  would  be  leaving  for  a  new  ministry  in  a 
different  diocese  following  this  Convention).-  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  passed  that  the 
nominations  be  closed  and  that  a  unanimous  ballot  be  cast  for  Fr.  Schramm.  Fr.  Schramm 
appointed  Ft.  McCormick  as  his  assistant.  The  Convention  concurred. 

The  Rev.  H.  James  Considine,  Rector  of  Trinity,  Logansport  then  welcomed  the  Convention 
to  the  city  and  parish. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Mr.  Orville  Nichols,  Jr.  and  Fr.  John  Blakslee  as  parliamentarians.  The 
Convention  concurred. 

The  Bishop  announced  that  tellers  for  the  elections  were  drawn  from  the  members  of 
Trinity  Church  and  that  no  delegates  were  serving  in  that  capacity  at  this  convention. 

Balloting  then  began  for  deputies  to  the  1985  General  Convention.  Eventually  elected  after 
six  ballots  were  the  following:  Deputies  —  Frs.  Bizzaro,  Center,  Considine  and  Davis;  Pliilip 
Childs,  Nancy  Moody,  James  Pankow,  Chester  Williams.  Alternates  (in  order)  —  Frs.  Eyrick, 
William  Martin,  Randall,  Keyse;  Wyatt  Mick,  Leroy  Lacey,  Eric  Shone,  Mayo  Sanders. 

The  Bishop  then  appointed  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  (Thanks  and  Memorials)  with 
Judge  Walton  as  chairman,  and  reminded  the  Convention  that  all  resolutions  must  be  submitted 
by  12:00  noon. 

The  Bishop  then  presented  the  following  clergy  new  to  the  diocese  since  the  last 
Convention:  Frs.  William  E.  Martin,  H.  Roy  Thompson,  William  B.  Klatt,  Loyd  Holifield,  Curtis 
Ross;  and  mentioned  those  transfered  from  this  diocese  since  the  last  Convention:  James  W. 
Curtis  (to  Western  Michigan),  Robert  L.  Rademaker  (to  Milwaukee),  Donald  A.  Milligan  (to 
New  Jersey). 
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The  Bishop  announced  that  Mr.  Robert  Taylor  will  be  ordained  Deacon  on  November  16  in 
Gethsemane  Church,  Marion  and  that  Richard  Kennison  and  Clair  Price  were  ordained  to  the 
priesthood  since  the  last  Convention.  He  also  introduced  Sarah  Tracy  (of  the  Cathedral  parish) 
who  will  be  ordained  deacon  in  the  diocese  of  Idaho  on  November  16. 

The  Bishop  then  introduced  those  priests  under  license  in  this  diocese:  Frs.  Roberts 
Ehrgott,  Richard  Taylor,  Paul  Tracy,  Philip  Morgan,  Dale  Hathaway  and  Richard  Leggett. 

The  Bishop  introduced  those  from  our  diocese  now  attending  seminaries:  Mark  Clevenger, 
Jeffrey  Lee,  Ron  Poston,  Robert  Schwartz;  and  he  named  those  who  are  postulants  and 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders:  Robert  Book,  Ronald  Baskin,  David  Kletzing,  Frank  King,  Richard 
Matthews,  David  Mathus,  Larry  Smith,  Gregory  Stevens  and  Eric  Schone. 

The  Nominating  Committee  (under  the  chair  of  Nancy  Moody)  presented  the  remainder  of 
its  report  (having  first  presented  the  nominations  for  deputies  to  General  Convention). 

Balloting  began  for  elections  to  the  Standing  Committee.  Elected  were  Fr.  Robert  Center 
for  a  three  year  term  and  Anne  Donnelly  for  a  two  year  term. 

The  Bishop  nominated  Dan  Gibson  for  the  position  of  Trustee  for  the  Diocese  for  a  three 
year  term.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  passed  that  the  nominations  be  closed  and  that  a 
unanimous  ballot  be  east  for  Mr.  Gibson. 

The  Bishop  refered  to  the  elections  in  the  Deaneries  to  members  of  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Elections  for  the  Greater  Cathedral  Chapter  were  then  held  and  elected  were  (for  one  year 
terms)  Frs.  Richard  Phelps  and  H.  Roy  Thompson;  Sue  Guard  and  Joseph  Hies. 

The  Convention  confirmed  the  nominations  of  seven  priests  and  five  lay  persons  to  the 
Commission  on  Ministry  (names  printed  elsewhere  in  this  JOURNAL). 

Balloting  for  Directors  for  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  Foundation  were  then  held, 
with  Fr.  H.  James  Considine  and  Mr.  R.  Wyatt  Mick,  Jr.  being  elected  to  three-year  terms. 

The  Bishop  then  made  various  committee  appointments  as  listed  in  the  DIRECTORY. 

Because  of  the  lengthy  number  of  resolutions,  they  were  begun  to  be  acted  on  at  this  time. 
(SEE  RESOLUTIONS  ELSEWHERE  IN  THIS  JOURNAL) 

Resolution  #1,  On  the  Dissolution  of  a  Parish,  was  moved  by  Fr.  Center  and  seconded  by 
Judge  Walton.  After  explanation,  the  question  was  called  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Resolution  #2,  On  the  Altered  Lectionary,  was  moved  by  Fr.  Eyrick  and  duly  seconded. 
After  pointed  questioning  and  debate,  Fr.  Center  moved  to  table  the  resolution  for  rewriting. 
This  was  seconded  by  Fr.  Bizzaro  and  the  motion  to  table  carried  by  a  vote  of  75-43. 

Resolution  #3,  On  the  Presiding  Bishops  Fund  for  World  Relief  was  moved  by  Sue  Guard 
and  seconded  by  Fr.  Hyndman.  It  easily  carried  unanimously. 

Resolution  #4,  On  Support  for  the  Wawasee  Center  was  moved  by  Fr.  Hyndman  and 
seconded  by  Fr.  Center.  There  was  some  discussion  about  this  resolution,  and  questions,  but 
the  question  was  called  and  the  motion  carried. 

Resolution  #5A,  On  the  Beacon  and  Diocesan  Journal  was  moved  by  Fr.  Blakslee  and  duly 
seconded.  There  was  considerable  discussion  about  it,  ending  with  Fr.  Blakslee  moving  and 
obtaining  a  second  to  separate  the  portion  dealing  with  the  Beacon  from  that  dealing  with  the 
Journal  (#5B).  Resolution  5A  dealing  with  the  distribution  of  the  Beacon  carried.  Resolution 
5B  dealing  with  the  preparation  of  the  Journal  was  defeated. 

Noonday  Prayers  for  the  departed  were  read  by  the  Bishop  and  the  Convention  immediately 
adjourned  for  preparations  for  lunch  in  the  meeting  room. 
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Following  lunch,  the  Convention  reconvened  at  1:40  p.m. 

A  presentation  and  slide  program  on  the  Presiding  Bishop's  Fund  for  World  P»elief  was 
presented  by  Sue  Guard,  diocesan  PB  Fund  chairman. 

Jenny  Girton,  of  St.  Andrew's,  Valparaiso,  gave  a  brief,  but  complete,  report  on  the 
National  Youth  Event  at  which  she  attended  as  a  Diocesan  representative. 

Balloting  for  delegates  to  the  Provincal  Synod  were  held  and  after  three  ballots  (Fr. 
Center  withdrawing  on  the  second)  Dean  Bizzaro,  Leroy  Lacey  and  Nancy  Moody  were  elected 
to  three  year  terms  with  Chester  Williams  as  the  alternate. 

Work  on  resolutions  then  resumed. 

Resolution  #6,  concerning  compensation  for  the  Canon  to  the  Ordinary  and  Resolution  #7 
on  the  same  topic  were,  by  motion  made  by  Judge  Walton  and  duly  seconded,  to  be  considered 
together.  Without  objection  of  the  Convention,  Fr.  Hyndman  asked  that  Resolution  #7  be 
withdrawn.  Resolution  #6  was  then  moved  by  Fr.  Ames  and  seconded  by  Judge  Walton  and 
after  brief  discussion  was  carried  unanimously  with  a  standing  ovation  for  Fr.  McCromick. 

At  this  point  (see  earlier  minutes)  balloting  was  still  continuing  for  General  Convention 
deputies.  Judge  Walton  moved  and  Fr.  Kennison  seconded  a  motion  that  at  the  next  ballot 
the  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  in  each  order  be  declared  the  deputy  with 
the  remaining  three  and  the  highest  on  the  previous  ballot  being  declared  the  alternates.  The 
motion  to  suspend  the  rules  carried. 

Resolution  #8  concerning  the  provision  for  a  published  operating  financial  statement  for 
THE  BEACON  was  moved  by  Fr.  Considine  (after  caucusing  with  the  Wabash  Valley  Deanery 
to  revise  the  motion  as  written)  and  duly  seconded.  The  motion  carried. 

Resolution  #9  concerning  use  of  the  Wawasee  Center  was  moved  by  Fr.  Considine  and 
seconded  by  Fr.  Kennison.  The  motion  carried. 

Resolution  #10  concerning  a  new  Canon  #35  limiting  consecutive  terms  to  the  Standind 
Committee  and  Diocesan  Council  was  moved  by  Fr.  Randall  and  seconded  by  Fr.  Kennison. 
The  motion  carried. 

Resolution  #11  on  the  Altered  Letionary  (not  the  same  as  Resolution  #2  which  was  tabled) 
was  moved  by  Fr.  Eyrick  and  seconded  by  Fr.  Schramm.  The  motion  carried. 

Resolution  #12  on  Combining  the  Episcopalian  and  the  Beacon  was  moved  by  Fr.  Davis  and 
duly  seconded.  After  debate,  the  motion  was  defeated,  Fr.  Davis  excusing  the  chair 
for  not  carrying  forth  the  written  ballot  as  mentioned  in  the  motion. 

The  Bishop  then  made  various  committee  appointments  for  the  Committee  on  Admission 
of  New  Parishes  and  Missions,  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  the  Committee  on 
Constitutions  and  Canons,  and  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church--all  to  report  to  the 
1985  Diocesan  Convention.  The  Convention  concurred  in  the  appointments  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  Committee. 

The  required  reports  were  then  given: 

Mrs.  Ryan  gave  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  with  a  second  proposed  revision  of 
the  1985  Budget  to  reflect  changes  as  a  result  of  the  passage  of  Resolutions  #5A  and  #6. 
Following  an  explanation,  she  moved  the  acceptance  of  the  new  Proposed  Budget.  Fr. 
Kennison  seconded  it,  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Fr.  Comer  moved  and  it  was  duly  seconded  that  the  remaining  reports  be  accepted  by  title 
as  distributed  and  this  carried  unanimously. 

Judge  Walton  gave  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Thanks  and  Memorials  (Resolutions 
#13,  14  and  15)  all  of  which  were  duly  moved,  seconded  and  carried. 
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The  Bishop  then  honored  the  retiring  Secretary  with  a  gift  of  a  vestment  carrying  case  for 
his  nine  years  of  service  as  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  and  of  the  Convention,  noting  that  he 
had  spent  all  of  his  ministry  in  this  Diocese  and  that  he  would  be  assuming  the  position  of 
Associate  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Indianapolis,  Indiana  (Diocese  of  Indianapolis)  on 
November  26.  The  Convention  gave  Fr.  Hibbert  a  standing  ovation. 

In  the  interest  of  time,  the  Bishop  gave  only  a  brief  portion  of  his  Address,  delayed  until 
the  close  of  the  day. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Bishop  called  for  a  motion  to  adjourn,  which  was  made 
and  seconded,  and  he  adjourned  the  Convention  with  his  blessings  at  4:10  p.m.

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ANNUAL  ADDRESS

(Fifth  Bishop  of  Northern  Indiana) 

to 

THE  EIGHTY-  SIXTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

of  the  Church 

in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 

November  9th  and  10th,  1984,  at  Logansport 

"Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace  from  God  our  Father,  and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

For  the  thirteenth  year  I  again  address  you  with  joy,  and  with  hope  in  our  Blessed  Lord. 

When  this  86th  diocesan  synod  has  ended  its  work  this  afternoon,  each  of  you  (Priest  and 
Lay  Delegate)  will  be  given  —  in  summary  --  a  copy  of  your  Bishop's  "Apostolic  Acts." 

To  simply  read  those  acts  to  you  would  be  folly;  the  facts  would  not  be  remembered  for 
ten  minutes.  But  in  giving  them  to  you  --  to  be  read  at  leisure  (perhaps  after  Sunday  Mass), 
I  have  hope  that  you  will  understand  something  more  of  a  Bishop's  labor  and  ministry. 

Many  of  you  will  remember  that,  all  over  the  Anglican  Communion  (in  1983)  the  Church 

was  gratefully  celebrating  the  150th  Anniversary  of  the  Oxford  Revival  --  the  rebirth/restoring 
of  the  Catholic  fullness  of  the  historic  Faith.  There  were  sermons,  pilgrimages,  study  groups 

—  all  intended  to  be  a  way  of  refreshing  our  sense  of  gratitude  for  the  fullness  of  the  Faith 
as  we  now  enjoy  it. ..as  it  is  now  contained  in  our  Prayer  Book. 

Happily,  this  Diocese  is  a  first  child  of  the  Oxford  Revival.  And  two  of  our  parishes,  at 
least,  have  come  to  their  own  150th  Anniversary  of  parish  life  --  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka  and 
Trinity  Parish,  Michigan  City. 

This  Diocese  is  essentially  a  Eucharistic  one.  As  the  Church  --  in  obedience  to  her  Lord 

—  has  put  the  Mass  at  the  very  center  of  life  in  every  century,  so  do  we. 

At  our  best,  and  most  faithful,  we  make  the  Holy  Eucharist  the  crown  and  center  of  all 

life.  The  Sunday  Liturgy  is  a  sacred  meeting  place  with  God.  We  know  that  --  to  willfully 
miss  that  meeting  between  God  and  man  is  a  serious  sin  against  Almighty  God  and  against  the 
honor  of  our  Creator. 

And  to  willfully  miss  the  worship  of  the  Most  High  God,  also,  a  sin  against  neighbor.  It 
is  something  like  a  team  of  Alpine  climbers  --  each  dependant  on  the  others  for  life  and 
survival.. .and  one  climber  carelessly  (or  deliberately)  letting  go  the  common  rope,  which  is  the 
common  "life-line." 

All  this  —  and  so  much  more  ~  is  our  living  inheritance  from  the  Catholic  Revival/the 
Oxford  Revival  of  150  years  ago...a  sence  of  stewardship,  of  discipline,  of  reverence  for  Holy 
Scripture. 

At  the  Eighty-Third  diocesan  synod,  held  at  St.  Paul's,  LaPorte  in  1981  I  devoted  most  of 
my  annual  address  to  a  single  subject.  And  that  subject,  essentially,  dealt  with  the  future  of 
this  Diocese,  and  our  life  as  the  stewards  of  the  Living  God. 
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From  the  very  beginning  of  our  corporate  life  in  1898,  when  we  were  the  "Diocese  of 
Michigan  City,"  the  Diocese  has  been  woefully  short  of  funds  —  to  do  an  aggressive  work  for 
our  Blessed  Lord,  and  His  Church,  in  Northern  Indiana. 

As  a  practical  matter  --  that  has  meant  lost  missionary  opportunities,  the  inability  to 
establish  new  works,  the  inadequate  support  of  our  smallest  mission  congregations. 

A  financial  comparison  with  other  small  Mid-West  jurisdictions  may  amaze  you!  The 
Diocese  of  Eau  Claire,  having  one-third  of  the  number  of  baptized  souls  we  have,  has  an 
endowment  fund  of  more  than  $1,000,000.  The  Diocese  of  Northern  Michigan  —  we  are  2  1/2 
times  as  large  as  they  are!  —  also,  has  an  endowment  of  more  than  $1,000,000.  By  contrast, 
the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  has  a  trust  fund  of  $105,000,  which  earns,  at  most,  some 
$8,000  yearly. 

In  our  two  smaller  sister  dioceses  (Eau  Claire  and  Northern  Michigan)  each  of  their 
endowments  of  more  than  $1^000,000  earn  more  than  $100,000  yearly.  That  is  a  goodly  sum, 
and  it  has  served  those  jurisdictions  well.  I  have,  deliberately,  left  out  the  resources  of  the 
Diocese  of  Indianapolis,  which  was  left,  by  will,  several  million  for  its  advance  work. 

Please  do  not  think  that  I  am  pleading  for  some  vast  campaign  effort  to  raise  a  large 
endowment  fund,  so  that  there  would  be  ample  funds  for  strategic  missionary  plans  on  a  large 
scale,  or  so  that  our  smallest  mission  congregation  could  be  strengthened,  or  so  that  a  parish 
in  a  bad  financial  plight  could  be  helped..  We  know  that  such  a  venture  at  such  a  time  as  this 
would  be  an  horrendous  folly  and  futility.  Consider  how  difficult  it  was  to  try  and  finish  our 
VENTURE  IN  MISSION  efforts! 

No,  I  do  not  propose  a  money-raising  campaign,  to  increase  our  tiny  endowment  fund.  But 
I  do  propose  a  new  and  lasting  practice  of  stewardship,  which  can  "transmogrify"  the  resources 
of  our  diocese  in  the  future.  The  emphasis  is  on  the  words  "lasting  stewardship"  —  or  even 
better,  a  final  act  of  stewardship  on  our  individual  parts. 

I  mean,  quite  simply,  that  as  we  make  preparations  to  go  back  to  God  Eternally  —  however 
many  years  away  that  may  be  —  that  we  include  in  our  final  stewardship  a  bequest  to  our 
parish  church,  and  a  bequest  to  the  RESERVE  FUND  of  the  Diocese. 

In  my  vision  of  greater  financial  strength  and  mission  outreach  in  this  beloved  Diocese,  I 
am  not  thinking  of  large  bequests  which  (perhaps)  only  some  25-35  souls  could  do  —  within  the 
whole  Diocese,  I  am  thinking  of  (for  example)  $5,000  for  your  local  spiritual  home,  and  $5,000 
for  the  DIOCESAN  RESERVE  FUND. 

Would  you  be  surprised  to  know  that  —  within  the  last  several  years  —  members  of  this 
Diocese  have  left  their  parish  churches  more  than  $500,000?  This  amount  I  know  about.  It 
might  even  be  a  larger  sum.  And  a  number  of  such  wills  were  in  amounts  of  $5,000  or  $10,000 
or  $15,000.  There  is  truth  and  there  is  reality  to  what  I  envision  for  this  Diocese.  If  only  half 
that  amount  ($250,000)  had  been  willed  to  the  DIOCESAN  RESERVE  FUND,  present  day 
interest  rates  would  have  earned  $25,000  (plus)  yearly  for  new  work.  That  may  not  be  so  much 
—  in  some  circles  — ,  but  it  could  have  provided  a  full-time  Diocesan  Missioner  to  be  the 
Pastor  of  isolated,  scattered  Churchmen,  who  live  far  from  a  parish  church.  It  could  have 
meant  the  difference  between  St.  Peter's,  Rensselaer  having  a  full-time  priest,  instead  of  the 
Bishop  trying  desperately  to  find  a  vigorous  retired  priest  for  St.  Peter's  —  one  who  could 
bring  with  him  most  of  his  own  stipend  via  his  pension  and  social  security.  Even  half  of  that 
imaginary  $25,000  plus,  would  have  been  an  absolute  Godsend!  The  Bishop  could  have  provided 
help  for  several  priests  to  go  to  summer  school  for  theological  and  spiritual  "refreshment." 
With  only  a  tiny  part  of  that  "imaginary  $25,000  interest,  your  Bishop,  for  example,  could 
provide  an  exhausted,  mementarily  depressed  priest,  and  his  wife,  a  few  days  rest  and 
recreation  —  before  Lent  began.  I  could  give  you  a  longer  list  —  these  are  just  some 
elemental  examples. 

I  hope  every  priest  and  Lay  Delegate  knows  something  abouth  the  DIOCESAN  RESERVE 
FUND.  But  if  you  did  not  read  it,  by  chance,  let  me  tell  you  about  it  briefly. 

THE  RESERVE  FUND  —  small  as  it  is  now  —  is  an  exciting  reality.  It  "owes  its  life," 
humanly  speaking,  to  the  dogged  stubborness,  and  sturdy  vision  of  three  people:  (1)  Mr.  Robert 
Hanna  (God  rest  his  soul)  of  Holy  Family,  Angola,  who  served  in  the  Bishop's  Cabinet  under 
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Bishop  Klein  and  myself., he  also  was  Chairman  of  the  Diocesan  Financial  Committee  for  more 
than  10  years  til  his  death  in  1980;  (2)  to  Barbara  (Mrs,  Vern)  Ryan,  our  highly  skilled 
professional,  and  devoted  Diocesan  Treasurer;  (3)  and  to  your  Bishop, 

This  triad,  this  "Troika,"  may  be  remembered  in  some  future  history  of  our  diocese  as  "The 
Three  Pennypinchers."  Seriously,  with  the  faithful  support  and  authorizatoin  of  several 
successive  Diocesan  Councils,  we  have  husbanded  and  carefully  saved  the  budget  surpluses 
each  year  for  THE  RESERVE  FUND,  Sometime,  it  would  be  only  a  "tiny"  $1,500  for  a  whole 
year.  A  "vintage"  year  would  be  $6,000.  But  always  it  has  been  protected  in  "escrow,"  and 
always  earning  the  best  possible  interest.  And  now,  after  more  than  nine  years  of  "pinching" 
plus  unbelievable  current  rates  of  interest  in  the  recent  past  --  this  RESERVE  FUND  stands 
at  an  incredible  sum  of  $84,430.83,  Do  not  forget  the  astronomical  interest  rates  until 
recently. 

That,  dear  friends-in-Christ,  may  not  be  an  "earth-shaking"  amount  —  but  alongside  of 
nothing,  it's  a  glorious  beginning! 

And  how  the  Angels  must  have  smiled,  when  word  came  that  the  very  first  bequest  to  be 
left  to  THE  RESERVE  FUND  comes  from  the  desure  if  Bob  Hanna,  and  his  wife.  In  1982  THE 
RESERVE  FUND  received  $10,000  from  his  widow's  estate. 

Let  me  say  again  plainly  what  THE  RESERVE  FUND  is  all  about  —  its  source  and  its 
purpose:  (1)  Its  source  springs  from  the  careful  saving  of  any  surplus  funds  —  at  the  end  of 
a  budget  year  —  to  be  put  into  THE  RESERVE  FUND  —  to  earn  the  maximum  amount  of 
interest  permitted;  (2)  Its  source  grows  by  gifts  from  individuals  or  parishes  (Bob  Hanna's  gift 
of  $10,000  is  an  example  of  that);  (3)  Its  source  will  continually  grow  from  future  bequests, 
received  from  members  of  the  Diocesan  Family. 

The  purpose  of  THE  RESERVE  FUND  is  —  for  all  time  —  to  end,  finally,  the  constant 
financial  scraping,  which  the  Diocese  has  had  to  do  for  its  86  years  of  existence.  The  purpose 
is  to  be  able  (from  interest  earned  on  the  Fund)  to  do  advance  work,  in  the  Name  of  our 
Blessed  Lord  and  His  Church.  The  purpose  is  to  be  faithful  stewards  in  such  a  way  that  the 
Family  of  the  Diocese  will  be  prepared  for  emergencies  and  unusual  expenses  -and  meet  them 
happily  and  in  stride!" 

It  would  be  inconceivable  if  I  failed  to  point  out,  in  profound  gratitude,  ALSO,  the  work 
of  the  "Diocesan  Foundation."  It  was  the  crowning  glory  of  Bishop  Reginald  Mallett's 
Episcopate.  It  was  the  first  Diocesan-wide  effort  to  do  SOMETHING  about  our  financial 
inadequacies. 

The  small  resources  of  the  Diocesan  Foundation  provides  loans  to  parishes/missions  for 
crucial  mortgages.  And  from  earned  interest,  it  makes  small  grants  for  extraordinary 
purposes.  I  think  of  the  gifts  to  Christ  Church,  Gary,  which  helped  share  in  the  great  expenses 
of  the  Cuban  refugee  work  there!  I  think  of  the  loan  to  make  possible  the  splendid  Christian 
Education  Center  at  St.  Anne's,  Warsaw!  I  think  of  the  combination  loan  and  grant  to  Holy 
Trinity,  South  Bend,  in  its  hour  of  great  need! 

All  these  life-giving  acts  —  and  many  more  —  have  been  possible  because  of  the  modest 
Diocesan  Foundation. 

I  repeat,  what  has  just  been  said  largely  in  1981,  at  St.  Paul's,  LaPorte... repeated  because 
we  have  so  many  new  priests  and  laymen  since  that  time. 

Now  I  have  the  exceeding  joy  of  telling  you  about  some  specific  acts  of  stewardship,  which 
are  making  a  difference  in  our  life,  or  will  be  doing  so  in  the  future.  They  serve  as  superb 
guides  for  the  rest  of  us. 

I  shall  limit  myself  to  just  three  examples:  (1)  The  heroic  labors  of  Holy  Family,  Angola 
—  led  by  its  priest,  Father  Maxwell  Brown.  By  extraordinary  means,  they  conquered  the 
mortgage  on  the  new  Vicarage,  thereby  saving  many  thousands  of  dollars  in  interest  and 
careful  preparing  for  the  future.  If  the  Bishop  owned  any  medals,  they  would  be  put  on  every 
member  of  Holy  Family,  and  an  extra-large  one  affixed  to  Father  Brown's  cassock.  (2)  The 
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love  of  a  priest  who  left  this  Diocese  31  years  ago  is  the  second  example.  Father  John 
Reussell  died  recently  from  a  sudden  heart  attack  in  North  Carolina.  He  remembered  his  first 
cure  of  souls,  Christ  the  King,  Huntington  in  his  will. 

It  was  a  modest  sum,  $5,000,  but  it  is  coming  at  a  crucial  time  in  the  life  of  Christ  the 
King.  And  it  is  impossible  to  exaggerate  the  joy  and  encouragement,  which  this  final  act  of 
stewardship  has  brought  to  the  Parish  Family  of  Christ  the  King. 

This  loving  remembrance  simply  emphasises  what  I  have  tried  to  say.. .a  bequest  of  $5,000 
or  $10,000  or  $15,000  can  do  glorious  things  for  Christ  and  His  Church  in  Northern  Indiana. 
A  dozen  or  two  dozen  such  bequests  a  year  divided  between  the  parish  and  the  Diocesan 
Reserve  Fund  could  work  miracles  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

The  third  example  represents  an  act  of  final  stewardship,  which  is  touching  thousands  of 
people  now,  and  in  the  future.  Francis  Peters  of  Gethsemane  Parish,  Marion,  had  a  very  clear 
understanding  of  the  Body  of  Christ,  the  Church.  First,  she  remembered  generously  her  parish 
church.  She  then  remembered  the  Order  of  the  Holy  Cross.  She,  also,  included  in  her  final 
act  of  stewardship  a  handsome  gift  to  Nashotah  House  Seminary,  which  means  that  many 
future  parish  priests  will  be  helped  in  their  education  for  the  priesthood.  And,  finally,  she 
remember  her  DIOCESE. 

ALL  the  Diocesan  Family  will  be  affected  by  this  last  provision.  There  will  come  a  time, 
when  I  shall  be  asking  for  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  who,  after  a  brief  period  of  preparation  and 
tutoring,  will  be  enthroned  as  a  6th  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

As  you  can  imagine,  that  whole  process  —  from  choosing  a  Bishop  to  enthronement  is 
a  long  one  --  at  least  18  months  —  and  it  is  a  very  expensive  one. 

Depending  on  where  the  future  Bishop-Elect  come  from,  moving  expenses  could  be  $8,000 
(or  more).  The  stipend  of  two  Bishops  for  three  months,  or  so,  will  be  costly.  Except  for  this 
bequest,  which  is  now  earning  maximum  interest,  the  Diocesan  Family  would  face  a  major 
final  crisis  one  day. 

Thanks  to  this  devoted  Churchman,  there  will  be  sufficient  funds  to  do  everything  properly, 
and  without  having  to  ask  the  parishes  to  bear  the  cost. 

Of  course,  this  all  has  been  duly  authorized  by  the  Diocesan  Council.  There  is  one  more 
proviso  —  if  any  Election  —  Consecration  Funds,  etc.,  are  left  over,  the  balance  will  go  into 
the  PRIESTS  MINIMUM  STIPEND  FUND. 

If  you  cannot  take  in  fully  the  enormity  of  this  blessing,  I  couldn’t  either,  when  the 
lawyers  first  advised  me  of  the  bequest.  Except  for  a  long,  tiring  day,  I  would  suggest  a  Te 
Deum  —  even  without  an  organ. 

Finally,  as  I  drive  the  roads  of  this  Diocese  (almost  400,000  miles  in  the  last  13  years), 
I  sometimes  see  a  sign  which  reads  "ONLY  THAT  WHICH  IS  DONE  FOR  GOD  ENDURES." 

All  of  us  need  that  reminder  —  from  time  to  time.  The  opposite  way  of  expressing  its 
truth  would  be:  "NOTHING  OFFERED  TO  GOD  IS  EVER  LOST  ETERNALLY."  Remember  our 
final  act  of  stewardship. 

Neither  death  or  catastrophe  —  nothing  can  separate  us  from  the  love  of  God,  and  from 
God  Himself.  He  has  won  for  us  already,  the  Eternal  Victory!

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

The  customary  meetings  of  this  Committee  were  held  in  1984. 

Following  the  action  taken  as  a  result  of  Resolution  2,  1982  Diocesan  Convention,  additional 
work  was  done  regarding  Clergy  Stipends.  A  survey  of  neighboring  Dioceses  was  conducted, 
and  results  are  already  published. 

This  led  the  Committee  to  recommend  the  following  increases: 

Minimum  stipend:  $14,000 

Minimum  car  allowance:  2,200 

The  Committee's  Report  to  the  1983  Convention  included  a  commentary  on  the  means  of 
funding  such  minimums  and  in  respect  of  a  section  of  Resolution  2.  We  sincerely  hope  this 
commentary  will  be  reviewed. 

Health  Insurance  Costs:  There  was  a  review  of  our  Comprehensive  Health  plan  and  comparison 
with  similar  or  alternate  plans.  The  results  are  also  published. 
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The  production  of  the  budget  for  1985  was,  as  usual,  not  an  easy  task.  We  are  most  grateful 
for  the  preliminary  work  undertaken  by  Mrs.  Barbara  Ryan. 

The  valuable  help  of  the  other  Committee  members  is  appreciated.

THE  BISHOP'S  CABINET 

DEVELOPMENT  AND  COMMUNICATIONS  DIVISION 

With  the  reorganization  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet  in  June,  1983,  this  division  now  functions  in 
a  more  general  way,  with  specific  responsibilities  delegated  to  the  various  departmental 
chairmen,  whose  reports  form  a  regular  part  of  the  "Pre-Convention  Packet,"  which  is  mailed 
to  all  delegates  approximately  two  weeks  in  advance  of  our  annual  synod.  These  are  readily 
identifiable  and  may  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  Journal.  A  few  additional  comments  are 
perhaps  in  order. 


Publications 

Our  Diocesan  Family's  quartely  news  organ.  The  Beacon,  continues  to  perform  an  invaluable 
service  in  helping  to  keep  our  people  informed  of  the  Church's  life,  mission,  and  work  on  the 
national,  provincial,  and  local  levels.  Fr.  William  Gibson,  the  new  editor,  brings  to  his  duties, 
not  only  a  background  of  experience  in  the  graphic  arts,  but  a  freshness  of  journalistic 
approach  which  gives  good  hope  of  improved  usefulness  of  The  Beacon  as  a  medium  of 
effective  communication. 

Bishop  Sheridan's  occasional  news-letter.  Between  Brothers,  which  he  sends  to  our  clergy  and 
lay  leaders  at  frequent  intervals,  is  only  one  example  of  his  ongoing  concern  for  a  fully- 
informed  Diocese. 


Among  our  many  excellent  parish  papers.  Action  Line,  the  monthly  magazine  of  Holy  Family 
Parish,  Angola,  under  the  editorship  of  Elizabeth  (Mrs.  Robert)  Hanna,  might  be  cited  as 
illustrative  of  what  a  smaller  congregation  is  capable  of  doing  in  this  important  field. 

Stewardship 

Fr.  Corydon  Randall,  our  Diocesan  Chairman,  is  co-ordinating  efforts  in  this  area  with  his 
usual  vigor  and  imagination.  An  instance  is  the  upcoming  Diocesan  Stewardship  Conference 
to  be  held  at  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  in  January,  1985,  with  Fr.  Thomas  K.  Carson  as 
leader  and  consultant.  Details  concerning  this  will  be  sent  to  all  our  parishes  and  missions 
in  due  course.  Meetings  with  Fr.  Carson  in  the  various  deaneries  during  his  visit  are  a 
possibility. 

Meanwhile,  samples  of  the  national  Church's  ("SWEEP")  stewardship  aids  were  mailed  to  our 
congregations  in  mid-summer,  and  also  distributed  at  the  fall  Clergy  Conference.  There,  also, 
were  made  available  the  Bishop's  annual  Stewardship  Letter,  as  well  as  pledge  cards  and 
envelopes,  to  every  parish  and  mission  wishing  to  make  use  of  them.  The  quantities  requested 
this  year  suggest  that  these  helps  are  finding  an  increasing  place  in  local  efforts. 
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Fellowship 


This  heading  covers,  of  course,  a  broad  spectrum.  Newcomers  to  Northern  Indiana  almost 
invariably  express  appreciation  (and  sometimes  surprise!)  at  the  degree  of  fellowship  evident 
among  our  diocesan  clergy.  Chiefly  contributory  to  this  are: 

Our  Priests'  (and  Deacons')  Fellowship. 

This  meets  monthly  during  the  fall,  winter,  and  spring  at  St.  Thomas', 

Plymouth,  with  the  final  gathering  taking  place  in  May  at  Wawasee 
Center.  Fr.  Donald  Raih,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Gas  City,  is 
the  current  President,  with  Fr.  Allyne  Smith,  Vicar  of  the  Church  of 
the  Incarnation,  Chesterton,  assisting  him  as  Secretary  and  Program 
Chairman. 

The  yearly  Clergy  Conference,  also  at  Wawasee  Center.  The  1984 
meeting  was  held  on  September  19,  with  the  largest  attendance  on 
record,  and  with  visiting  and  retired  clergy  represented  in  addition 
to  our  parochial  and  non-parochial  priests. 

Our  Annual  Retreat  for  Priests  and  Deacons.  Serving  as  conductor  this 
year,  October  28  to  31,  was  the  Very  Rev.  James  E.  Annand,  Dean  of 
Berkeley  Divinity  School  at  Yale.  The  Holy  Cross  Fathers  at  Our  Lady 
of  Fatima  Conference  and  Retreat  Center,  Notre  Dame,  again  provided 
their  ideal  facility  for  this  chance  for  refreshment  and  renewal;  it  is 
underwritten  by  the  Diocese  for  all  who  share  in  it. 

The  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Sheridan's  "Open  House  and  Christmas  Tea,"  for 
our  clergy  and  their  wives.  By  custom,  this  is  held  on  Holy  Innocents' 

Day,  December  28,  and  is  always  a  time  of  truly  "Apostolic  hospitality" 
and  warm  seasonal  visiting  greatly  enjoyed  by  those  who  come  to  it. 

Numerous  other  opportunities  for  fellowsip,  such  as  those  provided  by  the  receptions, 
luncheons,  and  suppers  following  diocesan  occasions,  make  their  natural  and  productive 
contribution  toward  creating,  maintaining,  and  extending  a  genuine  "family  feeling"  among  us. 
We  are  properly  grateful  for  each  of  them  as  they  occur. 

Education 

Worthy  of  brief  mention  here,  for  the  sake  of  record,  are  two  conferences  which  made  an 
especially  significant  impact  during  the  past  year: 

The  day-long  Diocesan  Peace  Conference  held  on  March  31,  at  the 
Cathedral  of  St.  James,  with  Fr.  William  Hibbert  and  David  Mathus 
as  Co-Chairmen.  Leaders  were  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  Davidson,  Assist¬ 
ant  Bishop  of  Ohio,  Ft.  Peter  Strimer,  and  Lawrence  Poston  of  the 
Episcopal  Church's  Joint  Commission  on  Peace,  together  with  diocesan 
clergy  and  lay  people. 

An  instructive  Conference  on  Christian  Education,  set  up  by  Linda 
Meacham  of  St.  John's  Church,  Elkhart,  and  carried  out  there  on 
May  12.  The  response  was  such  that  it  is  hoped  to  sponsor  a  second 
conference  in  Lent,  1985. 

The  Lay  School  of  Ministry  and  Theology  sponsored  by  the  Cathedral 
Church,  and  planned  and  offered  for  Christians  who  desire  to  discover 
and/or  develop  the  gifts  and  talents  given  by  God  to  each  of  us,  had 
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an  outstanding  successful  year  under  the  dedicated  direction  of  Sarah 
(Mrs.  Paul)  Tracy.  Basic  courses  in  Scripture,  Liturgy,  Christology,  and 
Spirituality  were  shared  by  a  group  of  thirty-five  men  and  women  from 
all  over  the  Diocese,  meeting  weekly,  and  monthly  on  the  first  full 
weekends  from  Friday  evening  through  Sunday  afternoon.  All  the  parti¬ 
cipants  found  the  experience  of  studying,  worshipping  at  and  assisting  in 
regular  Cathedral  offices,  praying,  eating,  and  working  together  in  an 
environment  of  Christian  community  an  immensely  rewarding  one.  The 
next  six-week  semester  will  commence  in  February,  1985  and  is  open  to 
everyone.  Full  information  may  be  obtained  by  writing  or  calling  the 
Cathedral  office. 

The  1984  Province  V  Education  Conference,  with  "Exploring  Our  Hebrew 
Heritage"  as  its  theme  is  to  take  place  at  Geneva  Center,  Rochester, 

Indiana,  November  13  to  15.  It  is  a  matter  of  some  regret  that  this 
annual  conference  is  invariably  scheduled  at  a  time  when  our  diocesan 
calendar  is  so  full  that  relatively  few  of  our  educators  can  take  advant¬ 
age  of  the  opportunity  which  it  undoubtedly  offers. 

Ecumenism 

Diologue  with  our  Lutheran  fellow-Christians  went  forward  in  a  very  encouraging  fashion 
during  the  whole  of  1984.  Conferences  in  late  1983  and  early  1984  by  Bishop  Sheridan  and 
Dean  Bizzaro  (our  Ecumenical  Officer)  with  representatives  of  the  three  Lutheran  bodies  with 
which  the  Episcopal  Church  is  holding  official  conversations,  culminated  in  two  moving  Joint 
Celebrations  of  the  Holy  Eucharist: 

The  first,  on  January  29,  (IV  Epiphany),  took  place  at  4:00  o'clock  in 
the  Cathedral  of  St.  James.  Our  Bishop  and  Bishop  Ralph  Kemski,  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  (Indiana-Kentucky  Synod)  were  joint  celebrants, 
with  Bishop  Kemski  as  homilist. 

The  second  celebration  was  on  the  following  Sunday  at  Trinity  English 
Lutheran  Church  (LCA)  in  Fort  Wayne,  where  the  two  bishops  again 
celebrated  jointly  and  Bishop  Sheridan  preached. 

Both  occasions  were  characterized  by  excellent  attendance,  magnificent 
music,  ample  opportunity  for  informal  visiting  by  the  clerical  and  lay 
members  of  both  communions,  and  a  deeper  realization  on  the  part  of 
all  of  our  common  heritage,  doctrinally  and  sacramentally. 

Fr.  John  H.  Morgan,  Chairman  of  the  Diocesan  Committee  on  Christian  Education,  was  part 
of  a  team  which  developed  and  set  up  a  conference  of  Anglican  and  Lutheran  clergy  held  from 
October  21  to  26  at  Our  Lady  of  Fatima  Retreat  Center.  The  Rt.  Rev.  John  Tinsley,  Bishop 
of  Bristol,  England,  and  Mr.  David  Rogers  of  Somerset  University  were  on  the  roster  of 
scholars  who  led  and  participated  in  the  program,  which  consisted  of  liturgy,  lectures,  and 
living  together  in  community.  Some  forty  clergy  were  enrolled. 

The  Church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Elkhart,  is  currently  enjoying  a  particularly  rich 
enperience  in  intra-Anglican  fellowship  and  co-operation.  Fr.  Philip  Morgan,  of  the  Welsh 
Diocese  of  Swansea  and  Brecon,  is  serving  a  full  year  as  a  member  of  the  parish  staff,  and 
the  Rev.  Dr.  William  J.  Elliott,  Rector  of  St.  Nicholas'  Church,  Elstree,  England  was  the  guest 
of  St.  John's  the  week  of  October  19. 

Regular  contacts  with  our  Roman  Catholic  brethren,  especially  through  worship  shared  locally 
by  their  parishes  and  ours,  continued  in  a  gratifying  way. 
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Appreciation 


Once  again,  your  chairman  wishes  to  express  his  grateful  thanks  for  the  help  and  co-operation 
of  his  colleagues  at  the  diocesan  office,  and  of  a  great  number  of  our  parish  priests  and  lay 
people,  as  his  division  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet  has  tried  to  carry  out  the  duties  entrusted  to 
it  over  the  year  just  closing.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL 

(Highlights  of  Meetings  in  1984) 

January  28,  1984 

1984  Budgets  for  the  aided  parishes  were  approved  as  submitted. 

Approval  of  Venture  In  Mission  Funds  for  local  use  for  projects  in  Church  of  the 
Incarnation,  Chesterton,  and  for  sending  diocesan  youth  to  the  August  Episcopal  Youth  Event 
were  secured. 

The  Bishop  was,  by  motion,  asked  to  establish  a  committee  to  set  guidelines  for  use  of 
the  Retreat  and  Conference  Scholarship  Funds  held  in  escrow.  The  same  was  moved  for  the 
use  of  the  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  facilities. 

The  Bishop  reported  on  several  institutions,  priests  who  have  been  "dismissed"  to  other 
dioceses  andprogress  on  calling  new  priests  to  vacant  cures,  and  the  recent  ordinations  of 
Harold  Comer  and  Jack  Bliven  to  the  priesthood. 

Council  heard  of  the  appointment  of  Fr.  Thompson  and  Mr.  Evans  to  the  Companion 
Relationship  with  Nigeria  Committee. 

AprU  28,  1984 

Venture  in  Mission  funds  for  local  projects  were  approved  for  St.  Paul's,  Hammond;  St. 
Andrew's,  Kokomo;  and  St.  Paul's,  Gas  City. 

The  Bishop  reported  on  vacancies  and  institutions. 

The  Bishop  reported  that  he  had  declared  a  "temporary  moratorium"  on  accepting  any 
further  aspirants  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  due  to  a  vast  clergy 
surplus. 

The  Bishop  reported  on  several  other  carry-over  items  from  previous  meetings  of  the 
Council. 

Council  heard  that  Valparaiso  University  would  be  unable  to  provide  facilities  for  our 
Diocesan  Convention  at  the  time  requested,  and  that  Trinity,  Logansport,  had  agreed  to  host 
the  1984  Convention  and  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne  the  1985  Diocesan  Convention. 

June  23,  1984 

The  Bishop  reported  that  Fr.  Brinkmoeller  is  the  new  vicar  of  St.  Stephen's,  Hobart,  and 
that  Fr.  Bliven  would  temporarily  serve  at  Holy  Trinity,  Peru. 

The  Bishop  reported  that  as  of  the  May  meeting  of  the  commission  on  ministry  Frank 
King,  Ronald  Baskin,  and  Eric  Shone  had  been  approved  for  Postulancy  and  that  Ron  Poston, 
Mark  Clevenger,  Dr.  Larry  Smith,  and  Robert  Schwarz  had  been  recommended  for  Candidacy. 
Recommendations  for  ordination  to  the  diaconate  were  given  for  Robert  Taylor  and  to  the 
Priesthood  for  Fr.  Richard  Kennison  and  Fr.  Clair  Price. 

The  Bishop  reported  that  The  Rt.  Rev.  Edward  Jones  (Bishop  of  Indianapolis)  will  address 
the  Diocesan  Convention  in  November. 

A  brief  report  on  the  Companion  Diocese  Relationship  with  Enugu,  Nigeria  was  made  by 
the  Bishop,  noting  especially  the  difficulty  of  mail  delivery  with  the  country. 

Wilma  Pratt  discussed  ECW  work,  noting  especially  some  concerns  and  contributions  to 
the  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  and  the  July  Summer  Fair  of  the  ECW  at  Wawasee. 
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The  Bishop  reported  that  he  will  consult  with  the  Chancellor  regarding  speeding  up  the 
balloting  procedures  for  deputies  to  the  1985  General  Convention. 


September  29,  1984 

The  Bishop  reported  by  letter  (he  was  attending  the  House  of  Bishops  meeting  in 
Mississippi)  that  with  a  large  bequest  from  a  member  of  Gethsemane,  Marion,  sufficient  funds 
were  now  in  hand  to  cover  the  procedures  of  selecting  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  bringing  him 
to  the  Diocese  --  when  that  time  comes! 


The  1985  Proposed  Diocesan  Budget  was  presented  and  accepted.

Maxwell  Brown  will  send  a  proposal  to  the 
Finance  Committee  exploring  the  possibility  of  a  change  in  the  way  reductions  in  assessments 
are  handled  —  by  providing  a  line  item  in  the  budget  as  a  "Grant  in  Aid"  rather  than  more 
or  less  "hidden"  by  simply  a  reduction  in  the  contingency  Item  in  the  proposed  budget.

The 
land  was  retained  by  the  parish  for  future  use. 

In  a  discussion  concerning  financial  matters  in  connection  with  the  dissolved  parish  of 
Christ  Church,  Gary,  returned  the  matter  to  the  Diocesan  Council  as  the  interim  arm 
of  the  convention,  with  suggestions  as  to  what  might  be  done. 

After  considerable  debate  the  Standing  Committee  authorized  the  President  to  pursue 
the  matter  of  a  revision  of  the  canons  to  provide  for  the  dissolution  of  a  parish.  Such 
a  revision  will  be  properly  submitted  to  the  86th  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

Received  two  communications  from  St.  Peter's  Church,  Rensselaer,  regarding  the 
establishment  of  new  work  at  Delphi.  No  action  taken  as  material  was  only 
communication. 

Approved  the  application  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels  Parish  in  South  Bend  to  borrow 
$25,000  from  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  Foundation.  The  sum  to  be  secured  with 
a  ten-year  mortgage.

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WAWASEE  EPISCOPAL  CENTER  REPORT 


The  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  facilities  continue  to  support  diocesan  needs  for  conferences  and 
retreats  on  a  continuing  basis.  The  new  addition  is  functional,  but  furnishings  are  still 
incomplete.  While  there  has  been  greater  use  of  the  facilities,  income  from  its  use  and  direct 
diocesan  funding  barely  meet  operating  expenses  and  make  no  provision  for  maintenance  and 
upkeep.  A  resolution  will  be  submitted  to  this  convention  which  may  be  a  partial  solution  to 
this  problem. 

In  addition,  the  committee  is  working  on  a  proposed  schedule  of  fees  for  the  use  of  the  center. 
Any  increases  in  the  fees  will  be  used  to  offset  higher  utility  costs  and  other  operating 
expenses  lessening  the  need  for  additional  operational  funds  from  the  diocese. 

Members  of  All  Saints'  Mission  have  pledged  to  continue  support  of  property  needs  within  their 
capabilities.  This  year  extensive  landscaping  of  the  lakeside  of  the  property  was  undertaken 
as  well  as  the  reroofing  of  the  church's  vestibule.  Some  necessary  exterior  trim  paining  of  the 
Bishop  Mallett  House  was  begun,  and  addition  improvements  were  made  to  the  driveway  and 
parking  lot. 

Thanks  to  the  Diocesan  ECW  there  is  now  a  handsome  plaque  commemorating  the  gift  of  the 
property  to  the  diocese  by  Mary  May  White  Doubleday  in  1951.  The  Episcopal  Church  Women 
have  also  contributed  funds  for  center  furnishings. 

The  diocese  is  fortunate  to  have  this  facility  for  retreats  and  conferences.  It  is  a  ministry  that 
has  served  the  diocese  well  and  will  continue  to  do  so.  Use  of  the  center  is  strongly  urged. 
Please  contact  Fr.  Hyndman  to  schedule  events  for  1985.

DIOCESAN  YOUTH  COUNCIL 

The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  has  been  greatly  assisted  this  year  by  very  competent  adult  staff 
and  enthusiastic  young  leaders. 

The  youth  of  this  diocese  have  participated  in  the  annual  Provincial  Youth  Conference  held  in 
Birmingham,  Michigan,  and  have  also  been  active  in  the  planning  of  the  Provincial  Youth 
Program.  A  total  of  eleven,  adults  and  youth,  with  some  financial  help  from  the  diocese  were 
also  able  to  attend  the  National  Episcopal  Youth  Event  held  in  August  at  Oklahoma  State 
University.  The  participants  would  be  available  to  speak  to  parish  youth  groups  about  their 
experience. 

On  the  local  level  the  Diocesan  Youth  Council  sponsored  a  retreat  at  Wawassee  on  Jaunary  14- 
16,  1984  on  Personal  Changes,  Friendships,  and  Priorities.  The  retreat  was  very  well  attended. 
The  Bishop  Mallett  Converence  was  held  June  10-16,  1984  and  dealt  in  an  intensive  way  with 
such  subjects  as  peace  and  death  and  dying  and  also  featured  small  workshops  on  subjects  the 
conferees  elected.  The  Bishop  White  and  Gray  Camps  for  elementary  and  junior  high  school 
students  were  held  once  again  at  the  Howe  Military  School  Summer  Camp  in  early  August.  The 
theme  centered  around  the  "I  am"  statements  of  Jesus  in  the  New  Testament. 

The  Annual  Youth  Convention  will  be  held  at  Wawasee  on  October  19-20,  1984  for  all  high 
school  students  in  the  diocese.  The  purpose  will  be  to  meet,  exchange  ideas,  get  to  know  one 
another,  and  plan  the  activities  for  the  coming  year. 
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The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  and  a  group  of  interest  adult  leaders  were  concerned  with  the 
relatively  low  attendance  at  both  the  camps  and  conferences.  Meetings  have  been  scheduled 
to  evaluate,  redesign,  and  help  promote  attendance  at  these  diocesan  youth  programs. 

Any  imput  in  the  way  of  suggestions  or  criticism  will  be  ^eatly  appreciated.  These  programs 
have  played  a  large  part  in  the  life  of  this  diocese.  We  wish  to  have  them  continue  to  provide 
a  quality  experience  for  the  young  members  of  our  Christian  family.

REPORT  OF  THE  ECUMENICAL  OFnCER 

Much  is  happening  in  developing  greater  understanding  among  Christians.  This  past  year  has 
been  a  very  significant  one  in  the  area  of  Ecumenical  relations.  Let  me  share  with  you  three 
exciting  examples  of  ecumenical  action: 

I.  ANGLICANS  AND  ROMAN  CATHOLICS  have  been  meeting  in  officially  sponsored 
consultation  for  the  past  dozen  years.  The  important  documents  resulting  from  these  years  of 
prayer,  dialogue  and  research  by  the  Anglican/Roman  Catholic  International  Commission  have 
been  co-published  by  the  Forward  Movement  Publications  and  the  Office  of  Publishing  Services 
of  the  U.S.  Catholic  Conference. 

The  processes  for  evaluation  of  this  FINAL  REPORT  in  our  two  churches  are  similar.  The 
Anglican  Consultative  Council  has  asked  the  churches  of  the  Anglican  Communion  to  study  the 
report  and  respond  to  two  questions  by  1986,  in  preparation  for  the  1988  Lambeth  Conference: 

(1)  Whether  the  agreed  statements  in  Eucharistic  Doctrine,  Ministry  and  Ordination,  and 
Authority  in  the  Church  (I  and  II),  together  with  Elucidations,  are  consonant  in 
substance  with  the  faith  of  Anglicans. 

(2)  Whether  the  FINAL  REPORT  offers  a  sufficient  basis  for  taking  the  next  concrete 
step  towards  the  reconciliation  of  our  Churches  grounded  in  agreement  in  faith. 

The  visit  of  Pope  John  Paul  II  on  the  eve  of  Pentecost  ,  1982,  to  Canterbury  Cathedral,  was 
a  remarkable  occasion  including  a  service  of  the  Word,  renewal  of  baptismal  vows,  and 
commemoration  of  twentieth  century  martyrs  for  the  Faith.  Afterwards  the  Pope  and 
Archbishop  Robert  Runcie  of  Canterbury,  signed  a  Common  Declaration  setting  up  a  new 
international  commission.  That  commission  has  already  begun  its  work. 

II.  The  General  Convention  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  which  met  in  New  Orleans  in  the  Fall 
of  1982,  gave  overwhelming  approval  for  the  "interim  sharing  of  the  Eucharist"  between  the 
Episcopal  Church  and  three  synods  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  A  significant  event  took  place  on 
Sunday,  January  29,  1984,  at  4:00  p.m.  in  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  James,  South  Bend,  when 
Bishop  Sheridan  and  Bishop  Kempski  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  celebrated  a  Eucharist. 
Lay  people  and  clergy  of  both  churches  filled  the  Cathedral  and  participated  enthusiastically 
in  the  Liturgy.  A  similar  service  took  place  a  short  time  later  in  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church 
in  Fort  Wayne.  Individual  parishes  of  our  Diocese  are  joining  with  neighboring  Lutheran 
Churches  for  shared  Eucharistic  Celebrations  as  authorized  by  the  Bishops  of  our  two  churches. 

An  Episcopal/Lutheran  Dialogue  Group,  made  up  of  the  Episcopal  and  Lutheran  Bishops  of 
Indiana,  with  three  clergy  from  their  jurisdictions,  concluded  their  third  meeting  this  past 
October  9  and  10.  Plans  have  been  made  for  a  joint  clergy  conference  to  be  held  March  19 
and  20,  1985,  at  the  North  Meridian  Inn  in  Indianapolis. 
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I  III.  A  major  advance  in  the  ecumenical  journey  is  the  World  Council  of  Churches'  statement 

!  published  under  the  title  BAPTISM,  EUCHARIST,  AND  MINISTRY,  the  result  of  a  fifty-year 
process  of  study  and  consultation.  This  publication,  also  known  as  the  "Lima  Document," 
resulted  from  a  meeting  of  over  100  theologians  in  Lima,  Peru,  in  January,  1982.  This  "Lima" 
text  is  now  available  for  common  study  and  official  response  from  the  member  churches. 

I  urge  the  clergy  and  lay  people  of  this  Diocese  to  become  well  acquainted  with  the  above 
mentioned  documents,  and  to  personally  participate  in  the  ecumenical  dialogue.  If  the  Church 
is  to  fulfil  its  Mission  to  the  world,  we  need  to  be  united  to  Jesus  in  His  high-priestly  prayer: 
"that  they  may  all  be  one;  even  as  thou.  Father  art  in  me,  and  1  in  thee,  that  they  also  may 
be  in  us,  so  that  the  world  may  believe  that  thou  hast  sent  me."  (John  17:21-23).

ALTAR  GUILD 
Annual  Report  —  1984 

The  ninth  annual  Diocesan  Altar  Guild  Day,  hosted  by  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  Fort  Wayne, 
was  held  October  6,  1984,  with  75  person  attending.  This  included  nine  clergy  and  one 
candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

Father  Randall,  Rector  of  Trinity,  welcomed  everyone  to  his  parish  and  gave  a  brief  history  of 
the  church.  The  present  church  was  built  in  1865  and  is  registered  as  a  National  Histone 
Landmark. 

Father  Randall  then  introduced  Mary  Jo  Luke,  Diocesan  Altar  Guild  Chairman.  Mary  Jo 
welcomed  everyone  to  DAG  Day  and  remined  everyone  present  of  the  goals  for  the  day 
fellowship,  an  exchange  of  ideas  and  to  make  at  least  one  new  friend.  Mary  Jo  expressed 
thanks  for  the  good  response  to  her  request  for  pictures  of  parish  altars  in  the  diocese  for  a 
poster  display.  Everyone  was  asked  to  please  complete  the  evaluation  sheets  giving  suggestions 
and  ideas  for  future  DAG  Days. 

Joy  Williams  from  St.  James’,  Goshen,  narrated  the  slide  presentation  on  Altar  Flower 
Arrangements  that  are  used  on  the  altars  at  Washington  Cathedral,  Washington,  D.C.  Among 
the  points  that  were  brought  out  concerning  flower  arrangements,  it  was  mentioned  that  the 
days  of  the  narrow-necked  vases  are  numbered.  The  more  modern  trend  demands  a  container 
which  v;ill  give  a  looser,  lighter  feeling.  Another  point  was  the  rule  of  thumb  that  no  individual 
pair  of  arrangements  should  exceed  the  hight  of  the  cross  arms.  However,  rules  are  made  to 
be  broken.  If  the  cross  is  incorporated  into  the  arrangement,  the  greens  and  flowers  framing 

the  cross  go  higher. 

Following  the  morning  slide  presentation.  Father  Keyse,  Rector  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist, 
Elkhart,  moderated  the  "Question  Box."  The  Question  Box  provides  an  opportunity  for  anyone 
to  ask  questions  anonymously,  and  the  purpose  is  to  stimulate  discussion  on  customs  and 
practices  on  Altar  Guilds. 

During  free  time  the  group  had  an  opportunity  to  view  the  pictures  of  altars  in  the  churches 
of  the  diocese,  "Parish  Pride"  items  and  some  inormational  books  and  literature  available. 

The  Holy  Eucharist  was  celebrated  at  11:30  by  Father  Randall  with  Father  Gibson,  Vicar  of  St. 
Philip  and  St.  James',  Fort  Wayne,  giving  the  homily. 

Lunch  was  served  by  the  ECW  of  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne. 

The  program  resumed  at  1:30  p.m.,  with  a  slide  presentation  on  needlework  at  Washingtion 
Cathedral,  narrated  by  Jayne  Bontrager,  St.  James',  Goshen.  There  are  over  1,000  pieces  of 
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needlework  at  the  Cathedral  as  a  result  of  a  project  started  thirty  years  ago. 

Next  year's  DAG  Day  is  scheduled  for  October  5,  1985.  At  this  time  a  location  has  not  been 
chosen.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDING  BISHOP'S  FUND  FOR  WORLD  RELIEF  -  1984 

S  The  PFBWR,  established  in  1938,  is  guided  by  the  imperative  of  our  Lord  (Matthew  25)  to  care 
for  the  hungry,  clothe  the  naked,  welcome  the  stranger.  We,  as,  individuals,  have  the 
I  opportunity  to  fulfill  this  ministry  by  responding  to  the  yearly,  special,  and  emergency  appeals 
!  of  the  Fund.  The  needs  this  year  have  been  immense  (up  to  1/3  of  the  population  of  Africa 
'  faced  with  starvation;  continuing  refugee  and  rehabilitation  problems  in  Lebanon  and  elsewhere; 
^  emergencies  at  home  and  abroad). 

Response  to  these  appeals  resulted  in  over  $4  million  in  grants  (see  "Where  Your  Dollars  Go" 
.1983  Report).  The  Presiding  Bishop's  Summer  Appeal  (1983)  received  $68,964  as  of  March  31, 
1984,  and  enabled  famine  relief  and  development  projects  attacking  the  root  causes  of  hunger 
,  in  Mozambique,  Zimbabwe,  Ghana,  Ethiopia,  Malawi,  and  Zambia. 

i  The  1983  Christmas  Appeal  brought  $67,533  from  890  contributors.  Our  Diocesan  offerings  for 
jthe  last  three  calendar  years  have  been: 

j  1981  —  $7,069.58  1982  —  $9,509.09  1983  —  $7,139.09 

For  the  first  time  this  year,  the  print-outs  from  New  York  show  the  offerings  by  parishes  and 
"individuals,  not  just  the  Diocesan  total. 

•  In  our  diocese,  we  are  asked  to  send  checks  to  the  diocesan  office  in  South  Bend  with  the 
notation  it  is  for  the  PBF/WR.

As  the  Diocesan  chairman  (appointed  by  the  Bishop),  it  was  my  privilege  to  attend  a  conference 
in  Denver,  May  1984,  with  22  other  Diocesan  Network  Representatives  and  Diocesan  Refugee 
Coordinators  from  Provinces  V  and  VI.  The  sessions  were  tailored  to  meet  the  needs  expressed 
at  the  1983  conference  in  Chicago,  and  were  led  by  staff  personnel  from  the  New  York  Office, 
iPBFWR  field  officers,  and  special  guests  (including  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Fund  who  gave  details  on  the  grant  process).  The  scope  of  the  Fund's  work  is  emphasized,  new 
materials  are  reviewed,  specific  help  is  given  to  each  diocesan  representative  attending,  and 
deas,  techniques,  and  projects  are  shared. 

New  audio-visual  aids  were  made  available  this  year:  "Another  Face  of  Africa,"  "Water  is 
Life,"  and  "You  Make  It  Possible."  They  are  available  without  cost  (except  postage)  through 
me. 

Results  are  being  felt  in  the  effort  to  have  a  "contact  person"  in  each  parish  or  mission  of  the

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REPORT  OF  THE  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 

The  Evangelism  Committee  continues  its  work  gathering  materials,  attending  workshops  on  a 
provincial  and  a  national  level.  During  the  past  year  a  group  of  five  persons  from  one  parish 
was  sent  to  the  national  conference  at  Asheville,  North  Carolina.  It  is  hoped  that  those  who 
attended  will  not  only  furnish  written  reports  of  the  conference,  but  that  they  will  begin  to 
implement  some  of  the  strategies  locally. 

The  committee  met  with  the  Bishop  and  the  Rev.  Rick  Lobs  who  is  the  provincial  chair  for  this 
diocese.  A  clearer  understanding  of  the  role  of  the  committee  with  the  Bishop  and  such 
national  programs  as  we  may  enter  was  achieved.  One  of  the  results  of  that  meeting  is  that 
the  speaker  for  the  upcoming  86th  convention  will  speak  to  the  subject  of  evangelism. 

The  committee  attended  a  provincial  workshop  this  fall  at  Fatima  Retreat  Center.  We  heard 
of  some  of  the  refinements  of  the  different  evangelism  models  currently  in  use  and  some 

suggestions  for  future  models. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  committee  that  we  can  have  two  pilot  programs  on  evangelism  in  1985. 
The  plan  calls  for  a  pilot  with  a  small  congregation  and  one  with  a  larger  congregation.  Such 
pilot  programs  could  provide  a  yardstick  and  pattern  for  other  congregations  in  the  diocese. 

While  the  SWEEP  program  is  not  primarily  an  evangelistic  program,  the  Evangelism  Committee 
has  been  the  distribution  agent  for  SWEEP  materials  and  has  been  actively  involved  in  the 
SWEEP  evaluation  of  three  congregations.  We  shall  continue  to  do  this  when  invited.  We  would 
remind  each  congregating  unit  that  this  evaluation  was  mandated  at  the  Louisiana  General 
Convention  for  every  congregation,  and  to  be  completed  before  the  General  Convention  in  1985 

at  Anaheim. 

There  are  some  positive  evangelism  programs  now  going  on  in  the  diocese,  but  more  emphasis 
must  be  roused  to  the  mission  of  the  Church  as  we  have  received  it,  throughout  the  diocese 
if  we  are  to  be  true  to  our  calling  as  Christians.  We  welcome  any  request  from  any 
congregation  to  assist  in  the  development  of  their  own  oarish  program.  Each  congregating  unit 
is  unique  in  its  location,  its  size,  and  its  personality  as  a  corporate  body.  There  is  no  one 
program  that  will  work  in  every  parish.  The  Evangelism  Committee  is  prepared  and  ready  to 
help  develop  individual  evangelism  programs.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  SMALL  COMMUNITIES  AND  MINISTRY 

1984 

Since  our  organization  in  May,  1984,  this  committee  has  met  monthly  except  during  August.  We 
have  established  our  purpose,  under  the  mandate  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  as:  To  help 
develop  a  ministry  strategy  to  aid  and  encourage  small  congregations  in  their  life  and  work,  and 
to  help  them  feel  a  sense  of  "belonging"  to  and  being  active  participants  in  the  diocese,  national 
and  world-wide  Anglican  Communion. 

Some  of  the  long-range  objects  that  will  occupy  our  attention  in  developing  a  ministry  strategy 
useful  to  small  congregations  are:  To  work  with  the  problems  of  declining  or  static 
membership;  to  study  demographic  changes  that  affect  our  small  congregations;  to  provide  help 
for  growth  opportunities;  to  be  an  advocate  for  small  congregations  to  the  diocesan  convention

and  council. 


We  also  see  ourselves  as:  Working  in  cooperation  with  other  diocesan  committees  to  assist  their 
programs  in  small  congregations;  developing  ways  and  means  of  distributing  or  calling  attention 
to  Resource  Materials  pertaining  to  life  and  church  work  in  small  congregations;  in  making  it 
possible  for  interested  clergy  and  laity  to  attend  conferences,  short  courses  or  other  educational 
opportunities  that  relate  to  our  special  field;  in  becoming  a  supportive  group  for  clergy  and 
1  laity  to  help  them  overcome  isolation,  frustration  and  burn-out;  to  plan  and  conduct  workshops 
in  the  diocese  especially  designed  for  small  congregations  and  their  ministry;  to  deal  with  all 
1  related  matters  in  the  life  of  small  congregations  whenever  we  are  invited  by  them  to  be  their 
I  consultants. 

I 

i  In  all  these  activities  we  will  work  closely  with  the  Bishop  and  will  be  accountable  to  him  and 
to  the  Convention. 

At  the  time  of  this  Convention  our  committee  has  met  with  the  congregation  or  their 
representatives  at  two  of  our  diocesan  missions.  We  have  sent  three  of  our  committee  members 
for  training  at  a  Fifth  Province  seminar  on  Conflict  Management  in  Small  Churches.  We  have, 
with  members  of  the  Department  of  Evangelism,  helped  conduct  SWEEP  studies  in  two 
congregations.  Each  of  our  committee  members  have  accepted  assignment  for  a  specific  area 
of  concern  to  develop  special  abilities  to  assist  small  congregations  in  that  specific  area  of 
concern. 

In  1985,  in  addition  to  continuing  the  above  activities,  we  plan  to  offer  four  all-day  "Institutes" 
in  the  diocese  that  will  be  specifically  designed  to  deal  with  problems  related  to  the  small 
congregations  in  conducting  their  SWEEP  study  and  subsequent  actions  coming  forth  from  these 
studies.

RESOLUTION  NO.  1 
ON  THE  DISSOLUTION  OF  A  PARISH 
(Carried) 

In  the  event  that  it  becomes  evident  to  a  Parish  Vestry  that  the  Parish  is  no  longer  viable  and 

should  be  dissolved,  the  following  steps  shall  be  taken: 

1. )  The  Bishop  shall  first  be  consulted  and  shall  give  his  consent  in  writing  within  30 

days.  If  he  does  not  agree  with  the  proposed  dissolution,  he  shall  state  the  reasons 

in  a  written  communication  to  the  Vestry  which  communications  it  shall  be  the 
Vestry's  duty  to  cause  to  be  mailed  to  the  entire  mailing  list  of  the  Parish. 

2. )  In  any  case,  the  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestry  shall  call  a  Parish  meeting  for 

discussion  of  the  proposal  to  dissolve  and  notify  the  members  of  the  Parish  no  less 
than  30  days  before  the  scheduled  date  of  the  meeting.  In  the  event  of  the  Rector’s 
absence  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Parish,  one  of  the  Wardens  shall  preside. 

3. )  Having  determined  to  proceed  with  the  dissolution  of  the  Parish,  the  Vestry  shall 

consult  with  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  and  present  an  inventory  of 
assets  and  property  and  a  written  plan  for  the  disposition  of  those  same  assets  and 
property  of  said  Parish.  The  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  must  be  satisfied 
with  the  plan  and  so  state  in  writing  to  the  vestry  before  the  proposed  dissolution 
becomes  effective. 

4. )  All  assets  and  property  of  the  Parish  on  the  effective  date  of  dissolution  shall 

become  the  property  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  Ultimate  disposition  of  the 
undisbursed  assets  and  property  will  be  made  by  the  Diocesan  Convention,  if  one  be 
meeting  within  30  days  of  the  effective  dissolution  of  the  Parish,  or  otherwise  by 
the  Bishop  and  Diocesan  Council,  which  is  the  arm  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

5. )  In  the  disposition  of  assets  and  property,  all  legitimate  indebtedness  shall  be  paid. 

Any  moneys  owed  the  Diocese  or  any  of  its  agencies  shall  be  construed  as  part  of 
the  indebtedness  to  be  satisified.

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THE  CONSTITUTION 


Preamble 


Certain  principles  ought  to  be  recognized  and  enforced  by  Canon  Law.  This  Church  traces 
its  continuity  from  the  Apostles  and  respects  its  own  history.  In  belief,  government  and  worship 
it  aims  to  conform  to  the  practice  adopted  most  generally  by  the  Episcopal  Church  throughout 
its  development.  The  purpose  of  these  laws  is  to  establish  as  the  rule  of  this  Diocese  that  order 
which  the  Church  adjudges  best  to  comport  with  God's  Glory  and  to  provide  for  man  s  growt 
in  CTace.  And  as  anarchy  must  prevail  where  no  law  exists,  so  where  laws  have  been  enacted 
their  ends  are  best  secured  when  they  are  enforced  by  reverent  regard  for  law  by  all  who  are 
amenable  to  law,  by  a  willing  and  conscientious  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  that  law.  These 
laws  are  framed  with  this  end  in  view.  They  are  submitted  to  a  law-abiding  people  in  the  hope 
that  in  order  to  insure  compliance  with  them,  it  will  only  be  necessary  that  it  be  known  what 
the  mind  of  the  Church  is. 


WHEREAS,  by  the  vote  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  ^*2® 
United  States  of  America  at  its  session  held  in  the  City  of  Washington,  D.C.,  in  October,  A.D. 
1898  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  was  divided,  and  all  that  part  of  the  State  of  Indiana  lying  north 
of  the  south  line  of  the  following  counties,  to  wit:  Benton,  V/hite,  Carroll,  Howard,  Grant, 
Blackford  and  Jay,  was  constituted  and  created  a  Diocese  of  said  Church;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Church  in  said  Territory  has  been  and  is  now  duly  recognized  as  a  Diocese  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  under  the  name  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal 

Church,  Inc.; 


NOW  we,  the  Bishop  and  Priests  of  said  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  and  the  Lay  Delegates 
of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  thereof  in  Convention  assembled,  do  adopt  and  enact  this  t  e 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  said  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  I 

The  name  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  Inc.,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "The  Diocese." 


ARTICLE  n 

The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Inc.  comprises  all  of  that  part 
of  the  State  of  Indiana  lying  north  of  the  south  line  of  the  following  counties,  to  wit:  Benton, 
White,  Carroll,  Howard,  Grant,  Blackford  and  Jay. 


ARTICLE  m 


The  law  governing  the  Diocese  is  declared  to  be: 


1.  The  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

2.  The  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America 
as  set  forth  by  the  General  Convention  thereof. 

3.  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  its  Rubrics.  ^ 

4.  The  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  and  the  enactments  of  the  Convention 

th0r0of* 

5.  The  ecclesiastical  law  of  England  and  the  Statutes  of  the  British  Parliament  made  in 
aid  thereof  prior  to  A.D.  1789,  and  which  are  of  a  general  nature,  not  local  to  that  kingdom, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  paragraphs  of  this  article. 
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ARTICLE  IV 


SECTION  1.  The  legislative  power  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested  in  a  Convention 
thereof. 

SECTION  2.  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  is  constituted  as  follows; 

First.  The  bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and,  if  there  be  one,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  any 
Suffragan  Bishop  shall  each  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention. 

Second.  Every  Priest  and  Deacon  not  under  ecclesiastical  censure  who  is  canonically 
resident  within  the  Diocese  shall  each  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Third.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex- 
officio  entitled  to  sit  and  vote  in  the  Convention.  The  three  appointed  chairmen  of  each 
of  the  Bishop's  three  Executive  Divisions  shall  be  given  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

Fourth.  Each  parish  in  the  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  three  (3)  lay  delegates,  and  each 
Diocesan  and  parochial  mission  to  one  (1)  lay  delegate,  who  shall  in  all  cases  be 
communicants  of  the  Church,  not  less  that  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age,  and  residents  and  stated 
worshipers  of  the  parish  or  mission  which  they  represent;  further,  such  persons  may  not  be 
under  ecclesiastical  discipline,  and  must  have  been  elected  delegates  in  accordance  with  the 
Canon  governing  the  election  of  delegates. 

*  Fifth.  Lay  members  of  Diocesan  Council  shall,  during  their  term  of  office,  have  a  seat 
and  voice  in  Convention. 

*  Sixth.  Elected  lay  deputies  of  this  Diocese  to  General  Convention  shall,  during  their 
term  of  office,  have  a  seat  and  voice  in  Convention. 

SECTION  3.  The  Convention  shall  meet  in  regular  annual  session  which  shall  be 
convened  by  a  summons  issued  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  conjunction  with  the  Standing 
Committee,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  then  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  at  a  time  designated 
by  Canon  and  at  a  place  deemed  most  convenient.  In  all  cases  printed  notice  shall  be  sent 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  to  all  who  are  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Annual 
Convention  at  least  ninety  (90)  days,  and  in  a  Special  Convention  at  least  thiry  (30)  days, 
in  advance  of  its  assembling  which  said  notice  shall  specify  the  place  and  the  time  of 
meeting  and,  in  the  case  of  special  sessions,  the  business  for  the  transaction  of  which  the 
session  has  been  called. 

SECTION  4.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of  the  Convention, 
but  in  case  of  his  absence  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  shall  preside.  In  the  absence  of  both,  a 
presiding  officer  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Convention  from  among  its 
representatives. 


ARTICLE  V 

SECTION  1.  A  majority  of  the  Priests  and  Deacons  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention 
and  lay  delegates  from  one-third  of  the  parishes  and  missions  entitled  to  representation, 
when  duly  assembled,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  smaller 
number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 

SECTION  2.  All  elections  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  Canon  shall  be  by  ballot  in 
Convention  unless  the  same  be  dispensed  with  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention. 

SECTION  3.  The  clergy  and  laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body.  Every  member  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  determine  any  question  submitted 
to  the  Convention,  unless  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Constitution  and  the  Canons  of  the 
Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  If  any  member  shall  call  for  a  vote  by  oral  declaration,  the  Secretary  shall 
call  the  roll  of  the  Convention,  and  the  members  shall  thereupon  announce  their  votes  as 
their  names  are  called  by  the  Secretary.  The  votes  so  east  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Journal, 
and  no  member  shall  be  excused  from  voting  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention. 

*These  sections  to  be  voted  on  for  the 
second  time  at  the  Convention  of  1985. 
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SECTION  5.  If  any  three  clerical  members  or  three  lay  delegates,  being  representatives 
from  three  different  parishes  or  missions,  shall  demand  a  vote  by  orders,  the  roll  of  the 
Convention  shall  be  called,  as  directed  in  the  previous  section,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes 
of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  an  affirmative  decision. 


ARTICLE  VI 

SECTION  1.  The  Convention  may  admit  parishes  and  missions  into  union  with  it  on  such 

terms  as  provided  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese 

SECTION  2.  The  Convention  shall  set  forth  the  conditions  by  virtue  of  which  parishes 
and  missions  in  union  with  it  may  be  deprived  of  representation  in  the  Convention,  or  forfeit 
their  parochial  privileges. 

SECTION  3.  No  parish  shall  be  organized  within  the  boundaries  of  any  existing  parish 
without  the  consent  of  such  existing  parish,  which  must  be  given  by  the  action  of  its  Rector, 
Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  sitting  as  one  body.  If  consent  is  refused,  the  parish,  through 
its  Rector,  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  shall  give  notice  to  the  Bishop  of  such  refusal 
and  the  reasons  therefor.  The  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  shall  judge  the 
reasonableness  of  such  refusal  and  decide  accordingly,  and  if  the  decision  of  the  Bishop  and 
a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  is  that  such  refusal  is  unreasonable,  they  shall  proceed 
to  grant  consent  for  the  organization  of  the  new  parish.  Any  decision  of  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  shall  be  final  in  the  matter. 


ARTICLE  Vn 

The  Convention  shall  annually  by  resolution  provide  for  the  raising  of  such  revenue  as 
is  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  maintenance  of  such  other 
ecclesiastical  work  as  it  may  authorize.  The  Convention  shall  further  designate  the  authority 
and  functions  to  be  delegated  to  and  exercised  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 


ARTICLE  Vra 

SECTION  1.  As  provided  in  Article  V,  the  legislative  power  of  the  Diocese  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Convention  thereof. 

SECTION  2.  There  shall  be  a  Diocesan  Council  which  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop 
as  Chairman,  six  priests,  six  lay  persons  and  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  Women.  The  said  Diocesan  Council  will  function  exclusively  as  the  interim 
legislative  arm  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  and  shall  carry  out  such  specific  delegated 
authority  as  the  Diocesan  Convention  shall  specify.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  no 
executive  function  and  no  operating  divisions.  Its  legislative  authority  will  include  at  least 
quarterly  reviews  of  the  Executive  Department's  activities  and  approval  of  revised  budget 
priorities.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  also  have  the  authority  to  authorize  inter-budget 
transfers  of  budgeted  funds  between  sessions  of  Diocesan  Conventions. 


ARTICLE  IX 

SECTION  1.  In  addition  to  the  Bishop,  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  Suffragan  Bishop,  the 
officers  of  this  Diocese,  who  shall  in  all  cases  be  elected  by  the  Convention  of  the  same  and 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successor  shall  have  been  elected,  shall  be: 

A  Secretary  for  one  year. 

A  Treasurer  for  one  year. 

A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  three  priests,  for  three  years,  and  two  lay  persons 

for  two  years.  ,  . 

A  Commission  on  Ministry,  consisting  of  at  least  five  (5)  and  not  more  than  seven  (7) 

clergymen  and  at  least  three  (3)  and  not  more  than  five  (5)  lay  persons,  to  be  nominated  by 

the  Bishop,  for  one  year. 
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The  Chancellor  for  three  years. 

A  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  three  laymen,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop,  for  , 
three  years. 

The  duties  of  said  officers  shall  be  as  specified  by  this  Constitution  and  by  Canon  Law.  t 
SECTION  2.  All  persons  holding  office  under  the  provisions  of  Section  1  of  this  Article 
must  be  communicants  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  X 

SECTION  1.  The  executive  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested  in  the  Bishop  who 
shall  be  President  of  the  Diocese.  ^ 

SECTION  2.  A  part  of  the  executive  authority  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop, 
there  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of  three  laymen  each  elected  for  a  period  of  ' 
three  years  by  Diocesan  Convention.  The  laymen  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop  on  a 
rotating  basis  as  provided  by  the  Canon  Law.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  supervise  the 
investment  of  the  Diocesan  funds  and  the  special  trust  funds  which  may  from  time  to  time 
become  the  property  of  or  be  administered  by  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  3.  The  Commission  on  Ministry,  provided  in  Section  1  of  Article  IX,  shall  be 
part  of  the  executive  branch  of  the  Diocese  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese.  The  duties  of  the  Commission  on  Ministry  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  the  Bishop  and 
in  accordance  with  the  Canon  Law  of  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  The  Bishop's  cabinet  shall  consist  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Executive 
Divisions,  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  Canon  Law  of  this  Diocese,  together  with  the 
Treasurer  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese.  The  Chairmen  of  said  Executive  Divisions  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  The  Bishop's  cabinet  shall  meet  with  the  Bishop  at  least 
quarterly  and  at  such  times  as  the  Bishop  may  call  said  meetings  for  the  purposes  of  ^ 
augmenting  and  carrying  out  the  executive  directions  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  XI  s 

4 

SECTION  1.  The  election  of  a  Bishop,  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  a  Suffragan  Bishop  for  the 

Diocese  shall  be  at  an  Annual  Convention,  or  at  a  Special  Convention  duly  called  by  the 

Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  that  purpose. 

SECTION  2.  In  the  election  the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  by  orders.  If  there  are 

present  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  the  Priests  and  Deacons  entitled  to  vote  and  lay 

delegates  from  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  parishes  and  missions  entitled  to  represen¬ 
tation,  then  a  concurrent  majority  of  the  two  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  a  decision; 
however,  if  there  are  fewer  present,  then  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  each  order  present  shall 
be  necessary  to  a  decision. 

SECTION  3.  In  all  cases  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  i 
vote  unless  he  shall  be  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  The  procedure  and  rules  for  the  conduct  of  such  election  shall  be 
established  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  or  by  special  rules  of  election  adopted  by  the 
Convention  convened  to  conduct  such  election,  which  such  special  rules  shall  be  deemed  to 
control  in  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  them  and  the  provisions  of  Canon  Law  with 
regard  thereto.  |

ARTICLE  Xn  j 

No  person  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of  any  of  the  Bishop's  Executive  Divisions  and  at  the  ^ 
same  time  be  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  or  Diocesan  Council.  A  member  of  the  1 
Standing  Committee  may  not  cerve  concurrently  on  the  Diocesan  Council.  ■

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ARTICLE  Xin 


The  judicial  functions  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested  in  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  and  in  an  Ecclesiastical  Court.  The  said  Ecclesiastical  Court  shall  be  composed  of 
the  three  priests  who  are  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  its  procedure  shall  be  as 
provided  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  XIV 

As  used  in  this  Constitution  the  following  terms  and  phrases  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

"Parish."  An  ecclesiastical  body  organized  according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  Law, 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention  of 
the  Diocese. 

"Mission."  An  ecclesiastical  body  organized  according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  Law, 
not  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese. 

"Rector."  A  priest  duly  chosen  by  the  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  a  parish,  and 
instituted  into  office  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

"Ecclesiastical  Authority."  First,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese;  second,  in  the  event  of  the 
death  or  incapacity  of  said  Bishop  or  his  absence  from  the  Diocese,  so  much  of  his  authority 
as  is  not  peculiar  to  his  Episcopal  office  is  vested  in  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

"Communicant."  A  confirmed  person  registered  or  enrolled  as  such  by  a  congregation 
of  this  Diocese,  as  defined  in  the  Canons  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

"Canonical  residence."  That  connection  with  the  Diocese  which  a  Priest  or  Deacon 
acquires:  First,  by  ordination  in  and  for  the  Diocese;  second,  by  transfer  to  the  Diocese  and 
acceptance  of  his  Letters  Dimissory  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof. 


ARTICLE  XV 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  amended  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  Convention  unless  the 
proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  a  previous  Convention, 
nor  unless  at  its  final  adoption  it  shall  be  approved  by  the  Bishop  and  shall  receive  three- 
fourths  of  the  votes  of  each  order  at  the  Convention.

CANON  NO.  1 
DIOCESAN  CLERGY  LIST 

SECTION  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  this  Diocese, 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  prepare  or  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all  the  priests 
and  deacons  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective 
parishes,  stations,  employment,  or  places  of  residence,  but  no  priest  or  deacon  while 
suspended  from  the  ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  the  said  list.  Such  list  shall  be  placed 
before  the  Convention  on  the  first  day  of  meeting  and  be  prefixed  to  the  Journal. 

SECTION  2.  The  right  of  any  priest  or  deacon  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined  by  the  Convention  itself. 


CANON  NO.  2 

THE  DIOCESAN  CONVENTION 

SECTION  1.  Lay  delegates  and  alternates  to  the  Convention  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
Vestry  of  each  parish  and  by  the  Vicar's  Committee  of  each  canonically  organized  Diocesan 
and  Parochial  Mission.  The  lay  delegates  from  each  parish  and  mission  shall  present  to  the 
Convention  a  certificate  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  Vestry,  or  of  the  Vicar's  Committee,  or 
by  the  Rector,  or  Priest-in-Charge  or  by  one  of  the  Church  Wardens,  in  substance  as  follows:

SECTION  2.  The  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  of  each  parish  and  the  Priest-in-Charge  of 
each  organized  mission,  or  where  there  is  no  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge,  the  clerk  of  the 
Vestry  or  of  the  Vicar's  Committee,  shall  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  any 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  make  returns  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  and  to  the  Rector 
of  the  Parish  in  which  the  Convention  is  to  be  held,  of  the  names  of  the  persons  chosen  to 
represent  the  parish  or  mission  at  such  Convention.  If  there  be  no  election  or  if  the  persons 
elected  cannot  attend,  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  and  Church  Wardens  or  Vicar's 
Committee,  or,  if  there  be  no  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  then,  the  Church  Wardens  or 
Vicar's  Committee,  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancies  and  in  such  case  the  certificate 
shall  set  forth  that  fact. 

SECTION  3.  Every  session  of  the  Convention  shall  be  opened  by  divine  services  under 
the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
to  receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  all  delegates  to  the  Convention. 

SECTION  5:  A.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  delegates  as  shall  have  been 
reported  by  the  committee  on  credentials  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the 
minutes.  In  the  case  of  a  disputed,  irregular,  or  contested  delegation,  each  such  disputed, 
irregular,  or  contested  delegation  may  speak  upon  the  question  but  shall  not  vote  upon  its 
decision. 

B.  Before  the  Convention  may  proceed  further  there  must  be  found  present  a  quorum 
of  both  Orders.  If  such  quorum  be  found  and  if  there  is  a  presiding  officer  to  be  elected, 
then  the  Convention  shall  proceed  to  his  election.  The  Bishop,  or  the  presiding  officer 
declared  to  be  elected,  shall  declare  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

C.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  who,  being 
chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  assistant,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Convention.  The  presiding  officer  may  nominate  one  or  more  persons  for  the  office  of 
Secretary,  who  need  not  be  delegates  to  the  Convention. 
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SECTION  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees, 
which  shall  have  the  authority  to  meet  during  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall 
report  at  the  next  annual  Convention: 

1.  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

2.  A  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  Missions. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  of  which  the  Chancellor  shall  be  the 
chairman,  ex  officio. 

4.  A  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Bishop's 
address  and  the  parochial  and  mission  reports. 


CANON  NO.  3 

THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  A  PARISH 

SECTION  1.  The  Convention  may  admit  parishes  into  union  with  it,  provided  that  they 
shall  have  presented  to  the  Convention  at  its  first  business  meeting  the  following  documents: 

FIRST:  A  certificate  from  the  Bishop  approving  of  the  organization  of  such  parish. 

SECOND:  A  statement  of  its  assets  and  liabilities,  signed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
congregation,  showing  that  it  is  able  to  meet  its  obligations  without  financial  assistance  from 
the  Diocese. 

THIRD:  Satisfactory  written  evidence  that  the  congregation  has  been  duly  organized  by 
the  election  of  two  Church  Wardens  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  the  number  of 
Vestrymen  allowed  by  law,  and  that  they  have  assumed  a  name  under  which  they  have  been 
legally  organized  and  that  they  have  at  least  fifty  (50)  communicants. 

FOURTH:  Articles  of  Organization  subscribed  by  the  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen, 
by  which  they  expressly  accede  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  and  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese. 
Each  parish  may  adopt  its  own  by-laws,  provided  that  they  shall  not  conflict  with  the 
Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  or  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

SECTION  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  upon  consultation  with  the  Rectors  and 
appointed  missionaries  of  any  city,  township,  or  incorporated  village  affected,  with  the 
advice  and  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may  establish  boundaries  of  parishes  and 
missions  in  any  such  city  or  disctrict  as  may  be  judged  best,  and  such  boundaries,  when 
reported  in  writing  to  the  Convention,  shall  be  the  canonical  boundaries  thereof. 

SECTION  3.  Whenever  any  parish  shall  for  a  period  of  two  consecutive  years  fail  to 
elect  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  or  if  the  Vestry  shall  for  two  consecutive  years 
willfully  refuse  to  elect  a  Rector,  or  if  it  shall  in  any  way  knowingly  transgress  the 
Constitution  or  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese  or  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  it  may  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Convention  or  its 
connection  with  the  Diocese  may  be  wholly  dissolved  by  the  Convention  or  the  Convention 
may  change  its  status  to  that  of  a  mission. 

SECTION  4.  Any  parish  which  may  have  been  suspended  from  the  right  of 
representation  in  this  Convention  or  whose  connection  with  the  Diocese  may  have  been 
wholly  dissolved  as  provided  in  this  Canon  or  its  status  changed  to  that  of  a  mission  pursuant 
to  Section  3  of  this  Canon  may  be  reinstated  as  a  parish  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Bishop  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention;  such  reinstatement  shall  take  effect  upon  the 
adjournment  of  the  Convention  which  shall  have  ordered  the  same. 

SECTION  5.  Any  parish  which:  (1)  has  not  paid  in  full  its  prior  year’s  assessment  as 
of  January  31  of  the  current  year;  or  (2)  which  receives  an  adjustment  of  its  Diocesan 
assessment;  or  (3)  which  is  more  than  three  months  delinquent  on  its  current  year's  Diocesan 
assessment  shall  be  designated  an  'aided  parish'.  Such  aided  parish  shall  appear  at  the 
Diocesan  Council  meeting  next  held  to  set  forth  and  explain  the  reasons  for  the  delinquency 
and  shall  thereafter  comply  with  the  requests  of  the  Diocesan  Council.  Any  aided  parish 
shall  be  given  representation  and  voting  rights  at  the  Diocesan  Convention  only  upon 
application  therefore  by  said  aided  parish  at  the  time  of  Convention,  and  by  majority  vote 
of  the  delegates  to  such  Convention.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  the  right  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  Convention  on  such  application. 
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SECTION  6.  Upon  the  organization  of  a  new  parish  or  the  occurence  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  rectorate  of  any  existing  parish,  the  Vestry  shall  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  which,  after  thirty  (30)  days,  if  divine  service  is  not  maintained, 
shall  take  measures  to  supply  services  at  the  expense  of  the  parish. 

SECTION  7.  No  Vestry  shall  sell  or  mortgage  any  real  estate  without  having  first 
obtained  the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

SECTION  8.  On  the  Dissolution  of  a  Parish.  In  the  event  that  it  becomes  evident  to 
a  Parish  Vestry  that  the  Parish  is  no  longer  viable  and  should  be  dissolved,  the  following  steps 
shall  be  taken: 

1.  The  Bishop  shall  first  be  consulted  and  shall  give  his  consent  in  writing  within 
30  days.  If  he  does  not  agree  with  the  proposed  dissolution,  he  shall  state  the  reasons  in 
a  written  communication  to  the  Vestry  which  communication  it  shall  be  the  Vestry's  duty  to 
cause  to  be  mailed  to  the  entire  mailing  list  of  the  Parish. 

2.  In  any  case,  the  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestry  shall  call  a  Parish  meeting  for 
discussion  of  the  proposal  to  dissolve  and  notify  the  members  of  the  Parish  no  less  than  30 
days  before  the  scheduled  date  of  the  meeting.  In  the  event  of  the  Rector's  absence  or  a 
vacancy  in  the  Parish,  one  of  the  Wardens  shall  preside. 

3.  Having  determined  to  proceed  with  the  dissolution  of  the  Parish,  the  Vestry 
shall  consult  with  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  and  present  an  inventory  of  assets 
and  property  and  a  written  plan  for  the  disposition  of  those  same  assets  and  property  of  said 
Parish.  The  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  must  be  satisfied  with  the  plan  and  so  state 
in  writing  to  the  Vestry  before  the  proposed  dissolution  becomes  effective. 

4.  All  assets  and  property  of  the  Parish  on  the  effective  date  of  dissolution  shall 
become  the  property  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  Ultimate  disposition  of  the 
undisbursed  assets  and  property  will  be  made  by  the  Diocesan  Convention,  if  one  be  meeting 
within  30  days  of  the  effective  dissolution  of  the  Parish,  or  otherwise  by  the  Bishop  and 
Diocesan  Council,  which  is  the  arm  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

5.  In  the  disposition  of  assets  and  property,  all  legitimate  indebtedness  shall  be 
paid.  Any  moneys  owed  the  Diocese  or  any  of  its  agencies  shall  be  construed  as  part  of  the 
indebtedness  to  be  satisfied. 


CANON  NO.  4 

QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  PASTORAL  CHARGE 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Rector,  assistant  to  the  Rector,  or  Priest- 
in-Charge  unless  he  has  had  Episcopal  Ordination  and  is  in  good  and  regular  standing  as  a 
priest  or  deacon  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  shall  be 
certified  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  to  be  a  qualified  clergyman  of  the 
Church.  Letters  dimissory  shall  not  be  given  or  received  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
this  Diocese  when  the  provisions  governing  them  are  not  honestly  complied  with. 


CANON  NO.  5 

THE  SELECTION  OF  CLERGYMEN 

SECTION  1.  A  Priest  shall  be  called  to  a  parish  in  this  Diocese  in  any  capacity  only 
by  election  by  the  votes  of  the  majority  of  the  Vestry  given  by  ballot,  and  except  in  the  case 
of  the  election  of  a  Dean  and/or  Rector,  the  consent  of  the  Rector  shall  have  been  given 
previously  in  writing.  The  election  of  such  Priest  must  be  made  after  open  nomination  at 
a  previous  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  duly  convened,  and  each  nomination  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  written  declaration  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  that,  in  its  judgment,  taking  into 
consideration  the  best  interestes  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Parish  in  question,  the  individual 
nominated  is  a  fit  and  qualified  clergyman  of  this  Church  and  may  be  considered  for  election. 
The  notice  of  the  meeting  of  the  Vestry  at  which  such  election  is  intended  shall  express  such 
intention. 

SECTION  2.  The  contract  of  the  clergyman-elect  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  express 
distinctly  any  special  conditions,  together  with  the  stipulations  with  regard  to  salary  or 
support,  which,  when  the  clergyman  is  settled,  shall  be  a  valid  legal  contract,  and  the  salary 
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as  accruing  shall  be  acknowledged  debt,  recoverable  by  process  of  law,  if  necessary,  except 
that  the  amount  of  said  salary  may  be  increased  or  decreased  if  from  time  to  time  the 
parties  so  agree.  Due  notice  of  any  such  increase  or  decrease  and  of  such  contract  shall 
be  given  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry. 

SECTION  3.  On  the  election  of  the  clergyman  as  hereinabove  provided  for,  the  Vestry 
shall  immediately  deliver  notice  of  said  election  to  the  Bishop.  The  said  elected  clergyman 
shall  not  be  recognized  by  the  Diocese  as  the  Rector,  assistant  to  the  Rector,  or  Priest-in- 
Charge  of  the  parish  until  the  Vestry  shall  be  duly  notified  by  the  Bishop  that  the  said 
elected  person  has  been  canonically  transferred  to  this  jurisdiction,  and  at  the  request  of  the 
clergyman-elect,  if  he  be  a  priest,  and  of  the  Vestry,  his  induction  may  be  accomplished  by 
the  use  of  the  Office  of  Institution  contained  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

SECTION  4.  The  priests  or  deacons  in  charge  of  organized  or  unorganized  missions  are 
appointed  and  sent  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  upon  such  terms  with  regard  to  pecuniary 
support  and  for  such  period  of  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Bishop  and  such  priest 
or  deacons,  which  appointments  shall  be  in  writing. 

SECTION  5.  In  the  event  of  the  inability  of  a  Rector  to  perform  his  duties,  or  his 
absence  from  his  cure  for  a  continuous  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  or  more,  excluding  vacation 
and  leave  of  absence,  then  with  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  Vestry  may 
designate  a  person  to  act  as  Priest-in-Charge  during  that  period  of  inability  or  absence  unless 
the  Rector  has  previously  so  designated  in  writing. 


CANON  NO.  6 
THE  SETTLED  CLERGYMAN 

SECTION  1.  The  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  of  a  parish  or  mission  has,  by  virtue  of 
his  office,  the  exclusive  charge  of  all  the  spiritual  concerns,  music,  and  ritual  observances 
of  the  parish  or  mission,  subject  and  answerable  only  to  the  Bishop.  He  is  entitled  at  all 
times  to  have  access  to  the  Church  building,  and  to  open  the  same  as  he  may  deem  proper 
for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  for  prayer,  for  catechetical  or  other  religious 
instruction,  for  marriages,  baptism,  or  burials,  and  for  other  rites  and  ceremonies  authorized 
by  the  Church  or  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  this  Diocese.  He  shall  be  responsible 
for  distribution  of  the  alms  received  at  the  Holy  Communion  to  such  purposes  as  they  are 
appointed.  He  shall  have  the  full  direction  and  control  of  all  guilds  and  societies  within  the 
parish.  He  may  call  meetings  of  the  Vestry  and  congregation  as  he  may  deem  proper  and, 
in  addition,  he  is  President  ex  officio  of  the  same  and  is  entitled  to  speak  and  vote  on  all 
questions  before  those  bodies. 

SECTION  2.  No  priest  or  deacon  shall  presume  to  function  in  any  sacerdotal  capacity 
within  the  parish  of  any  other  priest  or  deacon  without  the  request  or  permission  of  the 
incumbent  or,  in  case  of  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the  incumbent,  of  the  Church  Wardens 
of  the  Parish. 


CANON  NO.  7 

DISSOLUTION  OF  PASTORAL  RELATIONS 

SECTION  1.  When  a  Rector  or  clergyman  has  been  regularly  settled  in  any  parish  or 
mission,  he  shall  not  resign  the  same  nor  separate  himself  from  it  by  the  acceptance  of  any 
other  charge  of  duty,  nor  leave  his  congregation  against  their  will  without  first  asking  and 
obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese.  If  any  Rector  or 
clergyman  so  settled  shall  resign,  separate  from,  or  leave  his  parish  or  mission  without  the 
consent  or  concurrence  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  first  requested  and 
obtained  in  writing,  then  said  Rector  or  clergyman  shall  be  held  not  to  be  of  regular  standing 
until  he  shall  have  made  such  satisfaction  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  may 
require. 

SECTION  2.  In  case  an  attempt  shall  be  made  by  a  Vestry  or  Congregation  to  force 
the  resignation  of  a  Rector  or  clergyman  by  any  coercive  means  and  without  the  consent  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  to  such  resignation,  then  on  satisfactory  evidence  of  such 
attempt  being  shown  to  the  Convention,  such  parish  or  mission  so  offending  shall  have  no 
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right  to  a  seat  or  vote  in  the  Convention  until  it  shall  have  made  such  satisfaction  as  the 
Convention  may  require. 


CANON  NO.  8 
VACANT  PARISHES 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Church  Wardens  of  each  parish  to  give  written  notice  to  the 
Bishop  as  soon  as  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  pastoral  charge,  asking  his  advice  and 
assistance  in  the  settlement  of  a  successor,  and  submitting  suitable  information  as  to  the 
state  and  requirements  of  the  parish. 


CANON  NO.  9 

DISPUTES  BETWEEN  A  CLERGYMAN  AND  HIS  PARISH 

SECTION  1.  In  any  dispute  which  may  arise  between  a  Rector  or  settled  clergyman  and 
his  Vestry  or  congregation  which  cannot  be  amicably  settled  themselves,  the  parties  or  either 
of  them  shall  make  application  to  the  Bishop  and  serve  upon  him  in  writing  a  document 
setting  out  the  matters  in  dispute.  In  such  proceeding  any  Vestry  or  congregation  must  act 
officially  and  when  duly  convened.  The  Bishop,  upon  receipt  of  such  document,  if  he  shall 
deem  the  matter  in  controversy  to  be  serious  enough  in  its  character  or  sufficiently  set  forth 
to  be  a  proper  subject  of  adjudication,  shall  then  promote  inquiry  into  the  same  in  such 
manner  and  to  such  extent,  either  personally  or  by  commission,  as  he  shall  deem  expedient. 
The  Bishop  may  give  his  decision  on  the  matter  in  dispute  with  his  recommendations  of  duty 
or  obligation  in  the  premises.  If  the  Bishop  shall  decide  that  there  is  no  reasonable 
probability  of  a  favorable  termination  of  the  controversy,  then  he  may  recommend  the 
dissolution  of  the  connection  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rector  or  clergyman  on  such 
conditions  as  seem  to  the  Bishop  to  be  reasonable  and  expedient. 

SECTION  2.  If  either  party  desires  a  rehearing  of  the  case  he  shall  make  a  request  in 
writing  for  such  rehearing  within  twenty  (20)  days  from  the  date  of  the  decision.  Such 
written  request  shall  be  served  upon  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  It  shall  then  be  the  duty 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
receipt  of  such  request  for  rehearing  to  consider  and  decide  upon  that  request  for  rehearing. 
If  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  them  shall  be  opposed  to  such  rehearing,  then  the  original 
decision  sought  to  be  reheard  shall  be  final;  otherwise,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Appellate  Tribunal.  In  the  event' that  no  such  action  be  taken  by  the  Eccesiastical  Authority 
and  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  within  that  thirty  (30)  days,  then  the  matter  shall  be  deemed 
referred  to  the  Appellate  Tribunal.  In  any  case  the  said  Appellate  Tribunal  shall  be 
composed  as  follows:  The  Ecclesiastical  Authority;  that  priest  in  the  Deanery  in  which  is 
located  the  contestant  Vestry  or  congregation  who  has  the  longest  canonical  residence  in  the 
Diocese,  or,  if  he  be  involved  in  the  controversy,  then  the  priest  in  that  Deanery  who  has 
the  next  longest  canonical  residence  in  the  Diocese;  and  three  priests  who  shall  be  selected 
by  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Appellate  Tribunal  may  request  the  services  of  the 
Chancellor  as  its  Law  Officer  and  the  Chancellor  may  so  act  or  may  nominate  another 
lawyer  of  the  Diocese  to  so  act.  The  decision  of  the  Appellate  Tribunal  shall  be  final  in 
the  matter. 


CANON  NO.  10 

THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  1.  A.  Persons  desiring  the  services  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  any  town, 
village,  or  district  in  the  Diocese  may  make  application  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese  for  the  organization  as  a  Diocesan  mission  as  follows: 

"Reverend  Father  in  God:  We,  the  undersigned,  residents  of _ ,  County 

of  ,  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  desiring  the  services  of  the  Episcopal 

Church  and  being  ready  and  able  to  do  our  share  to  sustain  the  same,  do  hereby  request  that 
you  provide  for  us  as  you  may  deem  proper  and  expedient. 

We  hereby  agree  to  put  ourselves  under  your  charge  and  promise  conformity  to  the 
Constitution,  Canons,  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship  of  said  Church,  to  the  Constitution 
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and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  and  to  all  other  rules  and  regulations  of  said 
Church.  We  now  ask  privilege  of  being  organized  as  a  Diocesan  mission  under  the  name 
of  _  Mission. 

Furthermore,  we  hereby  stipulate  and  agree  to  raise  and  faithfully  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  every  year  such  contributions  as  may  be  imposed  upon  us  as  our  minimum 
contribution  toward  the  stated  salary  of  the  missionary,  and  we  now  agree  for  the  first  year 
to  pay  in  quarterly  installments  the  sum  of  not  less  than  _ ^dollars.: 

The  above  application  shall  be  signed  by  all  who  propose  to  be  members  of  the  mission. 

B.  A  Diocesan  mission  shall  be  established  only  by  the  approval  of  such  application 
therefor  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  Diocesan  Council  and  upon  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  this  Canon. 

SECTION  2.  A  Diocesan  mission,  when  established  pursuant  to  Section  1  of  this  Canon, 
shall  be  duly  organized  by  the  appointment  by  the  Bishop  of  a  missionary,  who  shall 
constitute  the  Vicar's  Committee  of  the  mission,  and  who  shall  be  charged  with  responsibility 
for  its  temporal  interests.  The  Vicar's  Committee  shall  serve  for  one  Conciliar  year  and 
beginning  with  the  second  Conciliar  year  of  the  existence  of  the  mission,  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  using  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Canon  No.  13.  Prior  to  the  appointment  of  a 
missionary,  however,  the  Bishop,  should  he  deem  it  expedient,  may  appoint  such  Vicar's 
Committee  of  the  mission,  thereby  securing  a  preliminary  organization. 


CANON  NO.  11 
THE  CHURCH  WARDENS 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  two  Wardens  in  each  parish,  who  shall  be  communicants  in 
good  standing,  and  who  may  be  designated  as  Senior  Warden  and  Junior  Warden  and  all  duties 
may  belong  equally  to  both. 

SECTION  2.  The  Wardens  shall  see  that  the  church  is  provided  with  a  Bible,  containing 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  and  other  books  commonly  called  the  Apocrypha,  as  authorized 
by  the  General  Convention,  and  prayer  books  and  hymnals  of  proper  size  and  of  the  standard 
editions.  It  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  provide  the  Fair  Linens  and  the  elements  of  bread 
and  wine  for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  to  procure  proper  vestments  and 
vessels,  and  to  cause  the  alms  and  other  offerings  of  the  people  to  be  gathered  in  proper 
basins  provided  for  that  purpose. 

SECTION  3.  The  Wardens  shall  insure  that  the  church  building  be  kept  from  all  uses 
not  authorized  by  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge,  if  there  be  either,  or  especially  prohibited 
by  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  that  it  be  kept  in  good  repair  and  clean  condition,  and  that 
the  premises  around  it  be  in  proper  order. 

SECTION  4.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  preserve  order  and  decorum  in  and  around 
the  church  building  on  all  occasions  whatever  and  especially  during  the  time  of  divine 
worship,  and  to  admonish  persons  guilty  of  any  unseemly  conduct. 

SECTION  5.  In  case  there  is  no  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  or  in  case  of  the  absence 
or  inability  to  act  of  both,  the  Wardens  according  to  seniority  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Vestry  and  of  the  parish. 


CANON  NO.  12 
THE  VESTRY 

SECTION  1.  The  Vestry  shall  consist  of  the  Rector,  the  duly  elected  Wardens,  and  the 
duly  elected  Vestrymen.  The  Rector  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Vestry  at  which  he 
is  present.  The  Vestry  shall  transact  all  of  the  temporal  business  of  the  parish,  shall  see  that 
all  things  needed  for  divine  services  are  provided,  shall  collect  and  disburse  all  monies  with 
regard  to  Church  purposes,  shall  provide  that  any  needed  officers  be  duly  appointed  and 
faithfully  discharge  their  duties,  shall  pay  when  due  and  at  intervals  agreed  upon  all 
stipulated  salaries,  shall  inform  themselves  of  any  assessments  which  may  be  imposed  by  the 
Diocesan  Convention  and  take  measures  for  the  due  and  prompt  liquidation  of  these 
obligations.  The  Vestry  shall  have  the  responsibility  to  collect  before  the  end  of  each  fiscal 
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year  a  sum  sufficient  to  liquidate  all  the  current  expenses  and  assessments  of  the  parish. 

SECTION  2.  The  Vestry  shall,  at  or  before  the  annual  parish  meeting,  cause  to  be 
written  and  delivered  to  the  Rector  or,  if  there  be  none,  to  the  Wardens  a  statement  of  the 
temporal  condition  of  the  parish.  At  the  annual  parish  meeting  the  Rector  or  one  of  the 
Wardens  shall,  before  voting  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  present  and  read  said  statement  to 
the  parishioners  there  assembled  and  afterward  deliver  it  to  the  new  Vestry,  to  be  examined 
and  duly  recorded  by  them,  and  the  original  shall  be  kept  as  a  permanent  part  of  the  parish 
records.  The  said  statement  shall  set  forth  in  detail  what  property  has  been  received  during 
their  time  of  office  and  from  what  souce,  what  money  has  been  expended  and  for  what 
purposes,  and  what  property  has  been  purchased,  exchanged,  sold,  or  mortgaged  and  for  what 
purposes. 

SECTION  3.  Meetings  of  the  Vestry  may  be  called  by  order  of  the  Rector  or  in  case 
of  his  inability  to  act  or  if  there  be  no  Rector,  by  the  Wardens,  at  any  time  that  he  or  they 
may  deem  it  expedient.  He  or  they  shall  call  such  meeting  when  requested  in  writing  to  do 
so  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Vestry;  that  writing  shall  declare  the  purpose  or 
purposes  of  such  meetings.  No  meeting  of  a  Vestry  shall  be  held  to  be  valid  in  which  there 
shall  not  be  present  the  Rector  or  one  Warden. 

SECTION  4.  In  the  event  that  there  is  no  Rector  and  there  is  a  Priest-in-Charge,  then 
the  Priest-in-Charge  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  duties  of  a  Rector  for  that  time. 

SECTION  5.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  one  of  their  members  as  Clerk,  whose 
responsibilities  shall  include  taking  and  keeping  minutes  of  their  meetings  and  acting  as 
custodian  of  the  records  and  seal  of  the  Vestry. 

SECTION  6.  If  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  shall  not  have  appointed  a  parish 
Treasurer,  the  Vestry  shall  elect  one.  Such  officer  need  not  be  a  member  of  the  Vestry. 

SECTION  7.  The  Vestry  shall  have  the  right  to  make  by-laws  for  meeting  and  business 
and  may  alter  and  repeal  the  same  from  time  to  time. 


CANON  NO.  13 
ANNUAL  PARISH  MEETING 

SECTION  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  parish  shall  be  held  at  such  time  as  the  parish 
By-Laws  or  Vestry  shall  designate.  In  the  event  of  a  parish  not  making  such  designation  by 
By-Laws  of  Vestry  action,  then  such  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  during  the  month  of 
January  of  each  year.  At  such  meeting,  there  shall  be  presented  the  reports  required  by 
Section  2,  Canon  12,  and  of  the  various  parochial  organizations.  The  qualified  voters  shall 
then  elect  two  Church  Wardens  who  shall  be  communicants  in  good  standing  and  qualified 
voters  of  the  parish.  They  shall  also  elect  annually  or  on  a  rotating  basis  not  less  than  three 
nor  more  than  fifteen  Vestrymen  who  shall  in  every  case  be  episcopally  confirmed  and 
qualified  voters  in  the  parish.  The  Rector  of  the  parish  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Vestry, 
ex  officio.  Such  Vestry  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected.  At  least  ten  (10)  days  notice  shall 
be  given  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  election  by  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  on  an 
occasion  of  public  worship,  or  in  the  absence  of  both,  the  Vestry  shall  cause  notice  to  be 
given  in  writing,  conspicuously  posted  at  the  door  of  the  ordinary  place  of  worship  or  by 
publication  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  throughout  the  parish. 

SECTION  2.  In  all  such  elections  the  following  shall  be  qualified  voters:  all  validly 
baptized  persons  who  are  members  of  the  parish  and  of  the  age  of  sixteen  (16)  years  or  more 
and  whose  names  appear  on  the  records  of  the  parish  Treasurer  as  regular  contributors  to 
the  support  of  the  parish  for  six  months  next  preceding  such  election. 

SECTION  3.  The  meeting,  when  assembled  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the 
annual  election,  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge,  or  in  the  absence 
of  both,  by  one  of  the  Church  Wardens. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  two  qualified  voters  present  to  act  as  judges  of  the 
election,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  decide  all  questions  which  may  arise  with  regard  to  the 
qualifications  of  voters.  He  shall  also  appoint  a  clerk  and  a  teller  whose  duties  shall  be  to 
collect,  count  and  make  a  full  list  of  the  ballots  cast,  and  to  report  to  the  presiding  officer 
the  names  of  the  persons  receiving  a  majority  or  plurality  of  such  votes,  whichever  method 
of  election  is  chosen  by  the  parish  prior  to  election,  and  such  persons  shall  be  declared  by 
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the  presiding  officer  to  have  been  duly  elected. 

SECTION  4.  The  clerk  or  the  teller  shall  within  ten  days  after  such  election  file  witl 
the  Recorder  of  the  county  in  which  such  parish  is  located  the  certificate  of  such  election 
required  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 


CANON  NO.  14 
DEANERIES 

SECTION  1.  The  Diocese  shall  be  organized  into  six  (6)  Deaneries  consisting  of  the 
parishes  and  missions  as  follows: 

Calumet  Deanery:  St.  Christopher's,  Crown  Point;  Good  Shepherd,  East  Chicago;  Christ 
Church,  Gary;  St.  Stephen's,  Hobart;  St.  Augustine's,  Gary;  St.  Paul's,  Hammond;  St. 
Timothy's,  Griffith;  St.  Peter's,  Rensselaer;  and  St.  Barnabas',  Gary. 

Michigan  City  Deanery:  Incarnation,  Chesterton;  St.  Paul's,  LaPorte;  St.  Andrew's, 
Long  Beach,  Michigan  City;  Trinity,  Michigan  City;  and  St.  Andrew's,  Valparaiso. 

South  Bend  Deanery:  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka;  St.  Thomas',  Plymouth;  Cathedral  of  St. 
James',  South  Bend;  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels',  South  Bend;  and  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend. 

Elkhart  Deanery:  Holy  Family,  Angola;  St.  John  of  the  Cross,  Bristol;  St.  John  the 
Evangelist,  Elkhart;  St.  David's,  Elkhart;  St.  James',  Goshen;  St.  Mark's,  Howe;  and  All 
Saints',  Wawasee. 

Fort  Wayne  Deanery:  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne;  St.  Alban's,  Fort  Wayne;  St.  Philip  and  St. 
James',  Fort  Wayne;  St.  Anne's,  Warsaw;  and  Christ  the  King,  Huntington. 

Wabash  Valley  Deanery:  St.  Andrew's,  Kokomo;  Trinity,  Logansport;  St.  Alban's, 
Monticello;  Holy  Trinity,  Peru;  St.  Paul's,  Gas  City;  and  Gethsemane,  Marion. 

SECTION  2.  Other  parishes  and  missions  shall  be  added  from  time  to  time  to  the 
respective  deaneries  by  action  of  the  Diocesan  Convention.  No  parish  or  mission  shall  be 
made  a  member  of  a  designated  deanery  without  its  expressed  consent. 


CANON  NO.  15 
THE  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL 

SECTION  1.  As  provided  for  in  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese,  the 
Diocesan  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop  as  Chairman,  six  (6)  priests,  six  (6)  lay 
persons,  and  the  President  and  the  Vice  President  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Women.  One  (1) 
priest  and  one  (1)  lay  person  shall  be  elected  from  each  of  the  six  (6)  deaneries.  The  said 
members  of  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  serve  for  two  (2)  years,  beginning  on  the  first  day 
of  the  calendar  year  following  their  election  and  until  their  successors  have  been  duly 
elected.  Council  members  from  the  Calumet,  Fort  Wayne  and  South  Bend  deaneries  shall  be 
elected  at  Diocesan  Convention  convened  in  even  years  and  members  from  the  Elkhart, 
Michigan  City  and  Wabash  Valley  deaneries  shall  be  elected  at  Diocesan  Convention  convened 
in  odd  years.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  on  that  Council 
occurring  other  than  by  expiration  of  term  of  office. 

SECTION  2.  Prior  to  annual  Diocesan  Convention,  delegates  to  Convention  shall  meet 
by  a  deanery  upon  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  written  notice  as  to  the  time  and  place  to  be 
issued  by  the  senior  parochial  priest  of  said  deanery.  The  senior  priest  present  shall  preside. 
In  years  for  Diocesan  Council  election,  one  (1)  priest  and  one  (1)  lay  person  shall  be  elected 
by  majority  vote  of  the  Convention  delegates  present  at  such  deanery  meetings.  The  results 
of  such  election  shall  be  announced  at  annual  Convention  by  the  senior  priest  present  from 
such  deanery.  Retired  priests  shall  vote  in  the  deanery  of  the  parish  or  office  they  last 
served  prior  to  retirement  and  other  priests  shall  vote  in  the  deanery  in  which  their  offices 
are  geographically  located. 

SECTION  3.  The  first  Diocesan  Council  so  elected  in  the  year  1969  shall  begin  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  upon  election  and  shall  serve  until  December  31,  1970. 

SECTION  4.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  it  shall  elect  one  of  its 
members  Vice  Chairman  to  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  and  at  such  other  times  as 
the  Bishop  shall  request. 
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CANON  NO.  16 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

SECTION  1.  The  Bishop  shall  be  President  of  the  Diocese  and  its  chief  executive 
officer. 

SECTION  2.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  the  Bishop  shall 
nominate  and  the  Convention  shall  elect  a  Secretary  of  the  Diocese.  The  said  Secretary  shall 
have  the  following  duties:  To  tak  minutes  of  all  proceedings,  including  but  not  limited  to 
the  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  meetings  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet,  and, 
after  they  are  approved,  to  record  them  in  a  proper  book;  to  preserve  all  journals  and 
records;  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Diocese;  to  transmit  annually 
a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the 
General  Convention  and  to  the  Secretary  of  each  Diocesan  Convention  and  Missionary 
District  in  the  United  States  of  America,  to  each  priest  and  deacon  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese  and  to  each  lay  delegate  attending  the  Convention,  to  each  mission  in  the 
Diocese,  and  two  copies  to  each  parish  in  the  Diocese,  one  of  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  clerk  of  the  Vestry  to  preserve  with  the  parish  records;  to  request  that  a  copy  of  the 
Journal  of  the  Convention  be  sent  to  him  by  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention  and 
Missionary  District  in  the  United  States  of  America;  to  transmit  to  every  General  Convention 
a  certificate  signed  by  himself  containing  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  priests  and  deacons 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese;  and  to  faithfully  deliver  to  his  successor  all  property 
which  may  be  in  his  offical  possession.  The  Secretary  shall  also  be  the  custodian  of  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  3.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  the  Bishop  shall 
nominate  and  the  Convention  shall  elect  a  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall 
receive  and  disburse  all  monies  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention  or  Diocesan 
Council,  unless  such  collections  or  disbursements  shall  have  been  otherwise  regulated.  He 
shall  submit  to  the  Bishop's  Cabinet  each  month  a  complete  statement  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  on  every  account.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention 
and  shall  have  been  audited  by  a  committee  acting  under  its  authority.  The  Treasurer  shall 
also  be  a  member  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet. 

SECTION  4.  The  judicial  functions  and  responsibilities  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Standing  Committee  and  an  Ecclesiastical  Court.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  consist 
of  three  priests,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  each  to  have  a  term  of  three  years,  and 
two  lay  persons,  both  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Diocese,  each  to  have  a  term 
of  two  years,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention,  and  they  shall  have  rotating 
terms.  The  Standing  Committee  at  its  first  meeting  shall  select  a  President  and  a  Clerk. 
The  said  Clerk  shall  record  their  proceedings  in  a  suitable  book,  which  book,  together  with 
all  documents,  papers,  and  other  books  in  their  official  possession,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
examination  of  the  Convention  and  the  Bishop.  A  full  report  of  their  acts  shall  be  made  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convetion.  Any  three  of  the  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee  (all  members  having  been  summoned)  shall  be  a  quorum,  except  for  any  purposes 
for  which  their  own  rules  or  Canon  Law  may  require  a  greater  number.  They  may  make  rules 
for  meetings  and  business  and  may  alter  and  repeal  the  same  from  time  to  time.  They  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their  membership,  occurring  other  than 
by  expiration  of  term  of  office. 

SECTION  5.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall 
nominate  at  least  five  and  not  more  than  seven  clergymen  and  at  least  three  and  not  more 
than  five  lay  persons  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  to  serve  as  a  Commission  on 
Ministry;  the  said  nominations  shall  be  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Convention.  The 
members  of  the  said  Commission  shall  serve  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 
If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  Commission  between  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention,  the 
Bishop  shall  submit  his  nomination  of  the  suitable  person  as  a  replacement  on  said 
Commission  to  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  upon  confirmation  of  the  nomination  by  the 
Diocesan  Council,  that  person  shall  become  a  member  of  the  Commission.  The  Commission 
shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  organize  itself  by 
electing  a  chairman  and  a  clerk.  It  may  formulate  and  adopt  rules  for  its  work,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  and  said  rules  must  be  in  accordance  with  the  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention. 
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SECTION  6.  At  the  election  of  a  Chancellor  the  Bishop  or  presiding  officer  of  the 
Convention  shall  nominate  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  candidates  for  that  office,  each 
of  whom  shall  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  Indiana  Bar,  the  choice  to  be  decided 
or  approved  by  the  Convention.  The  Chancellor  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  and 
he  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Bishop’s  Cabinet.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chancellor  to  be 
the  Diocesan  legal  advisor  in  all  matters,  whether  with  regard  to  civil  law  or  Canon  Law, 
and  shall  advise  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  any  other 
corporation  or  body  which  may  have  to  do  with  property,  finances,  or  other  affairs  of  the 
Diocese. 

SECTION  7.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  which  shall  be 
composed  of  the  following:  The  Bishop,  Treasurer,  and  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  and  three 
lay  persons  who  shall  be  residents  and  communicants  of  the  Diocese.  The  said  three  lay 
persons  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  elected  by  the  Convention, 
one  such  lay  person  to  be  so  nominated  and  elected  in  each  succeeding  year,  and  the  term 
of  office  of  each  such  member  shall  be  three  years.  Should  any  vacancies  occur  among  the 
Trustees  between  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention,  then  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  a  replacement,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  remaining  Trustees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  supervise  the  investment  and  care  of 
all  endowment  and  trust  funds  of  the  Diocese.  The  Trustees  shall  render  an  annual 
accounting  and  report  to  the  Convention,  together  with  a  complete  and  accurate  list  of  all 
property  in  their  care. 

SECTION  8.  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  Inc. 

(a)  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  Inc.  which  shall  have  such  powers  as  may  be  delegated  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Diocesan  Convention.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  designate  by  proper  resolutions 
who  the  authorized  officers  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Inc. 
shall  be  for  the  purpose  of  the  execution  of  deeds,  mortgages,  leases,  contracts,  and  other 
legal  documents  affecting  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Inc. 

(b)  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
Inc.,  shall  consist  of  four  members  who  shall  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana,  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Chancellor,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  The  above  named  officers  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  shall  by  virtue  of  their  office  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Inc. 

SECTION  9.  Except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  all  vacancies  in  the  offices  of  this 
Diocese,  except  the  office  of  President,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  and  each  such  appointee  shall  serve  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention. 


CANON  NO.  17 

THE  ECCLESIASTICAL  COURT 

There  shall  be  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  of  this  Diocese  which  shall  be  composed  of  the 
three  (3)  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Ecclesiastical  Court  may  meet 
at  such  times  and  places  within  the  Diocese  as  it  shall  choose  and  it  shall  have  power  to 
adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to  place  within  the  Diocese  as  it  shall  deem 
necessary. 


CANON  NO.  18 

THE  REGISTRAR  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

There  shall  be  a  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Registrar  to  collect  in  detail  and  as  fully  as 
practicable  and  to  record  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  an  account  of  the  origin 
and  progress  of  each  parish  and  mission  organized  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall  collect  and  pre- 
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serve  copies  of  all  published  journals  and  other  documents  connected  with  the  history  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall,  when ‘not  a  delegate,  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  a  record,  making  a  report,  and  fulfilling  any  other 
responsibilities  of  his  position. 


CANON  NO.  19 
THE  BISHOP’S  CABINET 

The  Bishop,  as  President  of  the  Diocese,  and  its  chief  executive  officer,  shall  have  a 
Cabinet  which  shall  consist  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese, 
and  the  appointed  chairman  of  each  of  the  Bishop's  three  Executive  Divisions.  The  said  three 
Executive  Divisions  shall  be  as  follows; 

(a)  Administration,  with  responsibility  in  the  areas  as  the  Bishop  may  from  time  to  time 
assign; 

(b)  Development  and  Communications,  with  responsibility  in  the  areas  as  the  Bishop 
may  from  time  to  time  assign; 

(c)  Operations,  with  responsibility  in  the  areas  as  the  Bishop  may  from  time  to  time 
assign. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Cabinet  to  advise  the  Bishop  on  the  performance  of  all 
executive  and  administrative  functions  of  the  Diocese.  The  Bishop  shall  have  the 
responsibility  to  provide  for  the  budgeting  and  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Diocese,  subject  to 
approval  and  appropriation  by  the  Diocesan  Convention  or  the  Diocesan  Council.  The  Bishop 
shall  also  be  responsible  for  providing  within  the  three  Executive  Divisions  such  Division 
members,  one  of  whom  may  be  designated  Vice  Chairman,  executive  assistants,  and  office 
staff  as  are  necessary  to  do  the  work  of  the  Church,  subject  to  appropriation  by  the  Diocesan 
Convention  or  the  Diocesan  Council  of  sufficient  funds  to  pay  therefor. 


CANON  NO.  20 

THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA  FOUNDATION,  INC. 

The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  Foundation,  Inc.,  is  a  separate  corporation  organized 
and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana  to  hold  funds  of  the  Diocese  and  to  make 
loans  and  grants  to  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese.  Its  officers  and  directors  shall  be 
communicants  of  the  Diocese.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  required  to  submit  a  complete 
and  accurate  report  of  its  holdings  and  activities  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention. 


CANON  NO.  21 
THE  CATHEDRAL  CHAPTER 

SECTION  1.  The  congregation  of  the  Cathedral  Parish  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  all  of 
the  rights  and  privileges,  together  with  the  responsibilities  and  obligations,  of  any  other 
parish  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

SECTION  2.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  ex  officio;  the  Dean, 
ex  officio;  Archdeacons  and  Canons,  if  there  be  such,  ex  officio;  and  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  fifteen  lay  persons,  who  shall  be  communicants  of  the  Cathedral  congregation  and 
at  least  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Cathedral 
Parish  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  of  Vestrymen,  and  four  members  elected  by  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  as  follows:  Two  priests,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and 
two  lay  persons  at  least  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age  and  communicants  in  good  standing  of  any 
parish  or  mission  within  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  3.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  have  power  to  enact  its  own  by-laws  and  to 
make  rules  of  order  for  the  conduct  of  its  own  business. 

SECTION  4.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  be  the  body  politic  and  corporate  for  the 
holding  of  property,  the  receiving  and  disposition  of  funds,  and  all  other  legal  matters,  and 
shall  enjoy  all  privileges  which  are  accorded  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana  to  the 
Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  any  parish  or  congregation. 
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CANON  NO.  22 
FISCAL  YEAR 


SECTION  1.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Diocese  and  of  all  parishes  and  missions  in  the 

Diocese  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January. 

SECTION  2.  All  Diocesan  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant, 

who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  *  r  n 

SECTION  3.  All  parish  and  mission  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  Certified  Pub  ic 
Accountant,  if  available,  or  if  none  be  available,  then  be  a  public  accountant  o’’ 
competent  person.  The  appointment  of  such  auditor  shall  be  made  by  the  Rector  or  Priest 

in-Charge. 


CANON  NO.  23 
SALARIES  OF  OFHCERS 

The  salaries  of  the  Bishop  and  of  all  other  officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  as 
determined  by  resolution  of  the  Diocesan  Convention.  The  Bishop,  so  long  as  he  is  the 
Diocesan,  shall  have  the  use  of  the  Episcopal  residence. 


CANON  NO.  24 
DIOCESAN  ASSESSMENTS 

SECTION  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  make  assessments 
upon  all  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese  for  the  amounts  necessary  to  meet  all  ot 
the  expenses  of  the  Diocese  for  which  funds  are  not  obtained  elsewhere.  These  assessments 
shall  be  calculated  at  a  percentage  to  be  determined  at  each  annual  meeting  of  Diocesan 
Convention  and  shall  be  based  upon  the  Average  Support  Income  Base  for  the  ^^ree  years 
next  preceding  that  year.  The  Support  Income  Base  for  each  parish  and  mission  shall  be  the 
total  oran  rlcepts^or  local  support  plus  all  receipts  for  Diocesan  and  General  Church 
Program  less  receipts  from  the  Diocese,  as  recorded  in  the  annual  report  of  each  parish  and 

^^^^^SECTION  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  parish  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese  and  of  each  organized  misison,  to  render  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention  and  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  a  complete  and  accurate  statistical  report  as 
required  by  the  blanks  furnished  for  that  purpose,  and  a  complete  and  accurate  list  a 
description  of  all  real  estate  and  other  property  held  by  each  such  parish  and  mission,  w 
an  indication  of  its  then  fair  market  value,  and  a  statement  of  all  liens  and  encumbrances 
upon  the  same  or  any  part  thereof.  Further,  each  parish  and  mission  must  report  completely 
and  accurately  all  of  its  current  expenses  and  the  amount  thereof,  including  salaries. 

SECTION  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  each  parish  and  the  Vicar  s  Committee 
of  each  mission  of  the  Diocese  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  such  sums 
against  it  by  the  Treasurer  and  to  transmit  the  same  in  monthly  installments  to  th

SECTION  4.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  act  as  an  anjustment  committee  upon  a 

applications  for  modifications  of  assessments.  All  such  applications  shall  be  presented  m 
wdting  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention 
and  shall  contain  a  full  statement  of  reasons  for  such  modifications. 

SECTION  5.  The  Council  shall  receive  from  the  Diocesan  Treasurer,  after  consultation 
with  the  administrative  division  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet,  at  least  ninty  OO^^ays  prior  to 

Diocesan  Conventino  ot  each  year,  a  proposed  Diocesan  budget  reasons 

Council  shall  propose  to  Convention  any  modifications  of  such  budget  stating  reasons 

rheretor  which  may  result  from  action  on  requests  to  modification  of  assessment  or  any 
changes  proposed  by  Diocesan  Council.  The  Diocesan  Convention  shall  adopt  the  final 

budget. 
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CANON  NO.  25 

THE  CHURCH  PENSION  FUND 


SECTION  1.  In  conformity  with  the  legislation  adopted  by  the  General  Convention  of 
1913,  setting  forth  the  principles  upon  which  a  pension  system  for  the  clergy  of  the  Church 
and  their  dependents  should  be  constructed,  pursuant  to  which  the  corporation  known  as  The 
Church  Pension  Fund  has  been  created  to  carry  these  principles  into  effect,  this  Diocese 
adopts  the  system  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

SECTION  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  annually  a  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension 
Fund,  which  shall  consist  of  three  priests  and  three  lay  persons,  and  it  shall  be  a  part  of  the 
Executive  Division  on  Administration  as  provided  for  in  Canon  No.  19.  The  duties  of  the 
Committee  shall  be  as  follows:  First,  to  furnish  annually  to  The  Church  Pension  Fund  a  list 
of  the  priests  and  deacons  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese  and  of  the  priests  and  deacons 
canonically  resident  in  other  Dioceses  or  missionary  districts  licensed  to  officiate  within  this 
Diocese,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  remuneration  of  each  of  the  said  priests  and 
deacons  from  any  parish  or  mission  in  this  Diocese,  or  other  organization  in  this  Diocese 
which  is  subject  to  this  Convention,  or,  being  engaged  in  religious  or  charitable  work  at  a 
Church  institution,  elects  to  come  into  the  Church  Pension  Fund.  Second,  to  receive  from 
the  Church  Pension  Fund  annually  a  statement  of  the  premiums  necessary  to  be  paid  by  each 
of  the  said  parishes,  missions,  or  other  organizations  in  order  that  the  priests  and  deacons 
in  receipt  of  remuneration  from  them  may  be  entitled  respectively  to  pensions.  Third,  to 
inform  the  authorities  of  each  of  the  said  parishes,  missions,  and  other  organizations,  of  the 
premiums  payable  by  them  and  of  the  time  and  manner  of  payment  thereof.  Fourth,  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  Vestries  of  parishes  and  the  Vicars'  Committees  of  missions  and  to  urge 
upon  them  the  necessity  of  paying  to  the  Treasurer  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the 
premiums  due  on  the  salaries  of  the  clergy  promptly  and  regularly.  Fifth,  to  inform  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  from  time  to  time  of  the  clergy  and  the  widows  and  minor  orphans  of 
the  clergy  who  may  be  entitled  in  respect  of  this  Diocese  to  receive  pensions  from  The 
Church  Pension  Fund.  Sixth,  in  general  to  inform  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  of  the 
pension  system  created  by  the  General  Convention  and  committed  by  it  to  the  operation  of 
the  Church  Pension  Fund,  whereby  the  clergy  of  the  Church  are  assured  of  pensions  as  of 
right  to  themselves  in  the  event  of  old  age  or  disability,  and  in  the  event  of  death,  to  their 
widows  or  minor  orphans,  and  to  do  all  things  that  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  to  the  end 
that  money  necessary  to  be  paid  by  the  parishes  and  other  ecclesiastical  organizations  may 
be  fully  and  systematically  paid. 

SECTON  3.  First,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  Diocese  to  pay 
to  the  Treasurer  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the  premiums  payable  on  behalf  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  and  also  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  of  the  Suffragan  Bishop,  if  there  be 
such.  Second,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the  premiums  payable  on  account  of  remuneration  received  by 
the  clergy  from  the  Diocese.  Third,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Convention  to  authorize  the  { 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  pay  annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the 
premiums  payable  on  account  of  all  renumeration  paid  by  the  Diocese  to  clergymen  and  to 
make  all  necessary  arrangements  to  provide  for  the  cost  of  such  premiums. 

SECTION  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  receiving  remuneration  and  the 
duty  of  every  parish,  mission,  or  other  organization  paying  such  remuneration,  to  furnish  a 
statement  of  such  remuneration  to  the  Bishop's  Executive  Division  on  Administration 
whenever  the  said  Division  shall  in  writing  ask  for  such  statement. 

SECTON  5.  Any  parish  or  mission  which  shall  have  failed  to  pay  the  pension  premium 
on  the  remuneration  paid  to  all  priests  and  deacons  employed  by  it  for  a  period  of  two  (2) 
months  shall  be  automatically  suspended  from  its  representation  in  the  Convention  until  that 
delinquency  shall  have  been  paid  in  full  or  until  that  parish  or  mission  shall  have  been 
reinstated  by  action  of  the  Convention. 
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CANON  NO.  26 

TRIAL  PROCEDURE  OF  A  CLERGYMAN 

SECTION  1.  Every  priest  and  deacon  of  this  Diocese  who  shall  willfully  disobey  the 
Constitution  or  any  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  or  of  this  Diocese  or  any  provision  of 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  for  the  conduct  of  divine  service  or  who  shall  fall  into  a  general 
neglect  of  public  worship  or  engage  in  any  vicious  or  corrupting  amusement  or  commit  any 
criminal,  disgraceful,  or  scandalous  act  or  violate  any  of  his  Ordination  vows,  or  teach  any 
doctrine  contrary  to  that  held  by  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  or 
shall  seek  to  promote  strife  or  dissension  in  his  parish  or  in  the  Diocese  or  shall  without 
lawful  cause  discontinue  the  exercises  of  the  ministerial  office  or  separate  himself  from  the 
communion  of  the  Church,  shall  be  liable  to  ecclesiastical  trial  and  censure. 

SECTION  2.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  priest  or  deacon  for  any  offense 
for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or  of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable 
to  be  tried,  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  Information  of  the  offenses  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there 
be  none,  then  to  the  Standing  Committee,  which  information  any  member  of  this  Church  is 
hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee,  as  the  case  may 
be,  shall  thereupon  appoint  an  Investigating  Committee  which  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Chancellor  and  two  priests.  The  Investigating  Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a 
preliminary  consideration  of  the  case,  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit,  they  may  make 
a  formal  presentation  of  the  offense  to  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

B.  Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the  Bishop  or  to  the 
Standing  Committee  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused  with  specifications  as  to 
time,  place  and  circumstances.  The  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  shall  forthwith  file 
the  presentment  with  the  Ecclesiastical  Court.  The  Ecclesiastical  Court  shall  convene  within 
thirty  (30)  days  thereafter  for  a  hearing  on  the  matter  of  the  presentment.  Any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  may  order. 
If  at  the  time  of  the  siad  presentment,  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  if  the  Bishop  shall  be 
implicated  in  the  offense,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  by  consanguinity  or  affinity,  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  then  request  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese  to  receive  the 
presentment,  and  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  said  Bishop  may 
proceed  in  the  case  and  may  exercise  the  same  powers  as  belong  to  or  are  granted  to  the 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese. 

SECTION  3.  Any  priest  or  deacon  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop,  if  he  deems 
himself  to  have  been  accused,  by  rumors  or  otherwise,  of  any  offence  for  which  he  could  be 
tried  under  Canon  Law,  may  on  his  own  behalf  request  the  Bishop  to  institute  examination 
and  inquiry  with  regard  to  the  truth  of  the  said  accusation.  In  such  case  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Bishop  to  institute  the  said  examination  and  inquiry  and  to  proceed  as  provided  for 
in  Section  1  of  this  Canon. 

SECTION  4.  Upon  such  presentment  being  made  by  the  Investigating  Committee  as 
provided  for  hereinabove,  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  shall  within  ten  (10)  days 
thereafter  cause  a  copy  of  such  presentment  to  be  served  upon  the  accused. 

SECTION  5.  The  Ecclesiastical  Court  shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  first  meeting  of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days  before  the  time 
of  such  meeting  upon  the  accused  and  upon  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee. 

SECTION  6.  If  a  priest  or  deacon  so  presented  shall  confess  to  the  truth  of  the  facts 
alleged  in  such  presentment,  the  Court  shall  in  writing  certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop  and 
state  its  opinion  with  regard  to  the  sentence  which  should  be  pronounced.  It  shall  then  be 
the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  proceed  with  the  sentencing  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 
If  a  priest  or  deacon  so  presented  and  after  having  had  the  notice  provided  for  hereinabove 
shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  without  having  been  prevented 
by  sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  his  clerical 
functions  for  the  term  of  six  (6)  months,  and  if,  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for 
a  trial,  he  shall  then  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop  be  deposed  from  the  sacred  ministry. 
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SECTION  7.  When  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  proceeds  to  trial  it  shall  hear  such 
competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced.  It  may  require  that  that  evidence  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  be  signed  by  the  respective  witnesses.  An  officer  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths  may  at  the  desire  of  either  party  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or 
affirmation  to  any  witness  at  the  proceeding.  If,  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess 
to  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing 
further  evidence  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  its  opinion  to  the  Bishop  with  regard  to 
the  sentence  that  should  be  pronounced. 

SECTION  8.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop  and  if  satisfactory 
showing  be  made  to  the  Bishop  that  the  attendance  of  any  material  witness  at  the  trial 
cannot  be  obtained,  then  the  Bishop  may  appoint  an  officer  to  take  the  testimony  of  such 
witness.  Such  officer  may  be  a  priest,  deacon,  or  lay  person.  The  party  so  applying  shall 
give  to  the  other  party  at  least  six  (6)  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  said 
testimony.  At  the  taking  of  the  testimony,  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness 
and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall 
be  certified  by  the  officer  taking  the  said  testimony.  The  said  officer  shall  enclose  the  said 
testimony  under  his  seal  and  transmit  it  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  and  it  shall  then  be 
received  by  the  said  Court  as  evidence.  Any  witness  examined  before  such  officer  may  be 
sworn  or  affirmed  as  provided  for  hereinabove. 

SECTION  9.  The  Ecclesiastical  Court,  having  given  due  consideration  to  the  evidence, 
shall  declare  in  writing  signed  by  the  members  of  said  Court,  or  a  majority  of  them,  its 
decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused 
is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which  in 
the  Court's  opinion  should  be  pronounced.  A  copy  of  such  written  decision  shall  be  without 
delay  communicated  to  the  accused  and  the  original  written  decision,  together  with  a 
transcript  of  the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such 
canonical  sentence  as  he  shall  deem  proper:  Provided,  that  such  sentence  shall  not  exceed 
in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Court;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before 
pronouncing  any  sentence  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused  and  any  three  or  more  priests 
of  the  Diocese,  none  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Court,  to  meet  with 
him  at  such  time  as  may  in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  Church  in  the  Diocese 
to  be  designated  by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  opened  at  the  time  for  all  persons 
who  may  choose  to  attend.  The  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the 
Bishop. 

SECTION  10.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Canon  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Ecclesiastical  Court  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed 
for  that  purpose  by  the  Court  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence 
thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person  the  service  shall  be  proved  by  affidavit  of 
such  person.  A  written  citation  or  notice  delivered  personally  to  the  party  or  witness  to  be 
served  or  left  at  his  last  and  usual  place  of  residence  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service 
of  such  citation  or  notice. 

SECTION  11.  Advocates  or  proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both  sides,  at  the  desire  of  the 
parties,  provided  that  such  advocate  or  proctor  be  a  priest  or  deacon  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese  or  a  lay  person  who  has  been  a  communicant  of  some  parish  in  the  Diocese  for 
at  least  two  years  next  preceding  the  item  of  trial. 


CANON  NO.  27 

CONSECRATION  OF  THE  LORD'S  DAY 

It  is  the  duty  of  all  persons  within  this  Church  to  consecrate  the  Lord's  Day,  commonly 
called  Sunday,  by  regular  attendance  at  the  services  of  the  Church,  by  being  present  at  the 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  by  hearing  the  word  of  God  read  and  taught,  by  acts 
of  prayer  and  other  exercises  of  devotion,  by  acts  of  charity,  and  by  abstaining  as  much  as 
possible  from  common  business  pursuits.  It  is  furthermore  their  duty  to  observe  by  some 
public  as  well  as  private  acts  all  other  holy  days  and  festivals,  and  especially  the  penitential 
seasons  of  Advent  and  Lent. 
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CANON  NO.  28 

OFFENSES  FOR  WHICH  COMMUNICANTS  ARE  LIABLE 

SECTION  1.  The  following  are  offenses  for  which  communicants  of  this  Diocese  shall 
De  liable-  First,  the  commission  of  any  felony  or  of  any  misdemeanor  involving  n^or&^ 
turpitude.  Second,  immorality.  Third,  living  in  habitual  disuse  of  public  worship  and  of  the 
Holy  Communion  according  to  the  Office  of  this  Church.  Fourth,  contempt  of  Go  y 

Section  2.  a.  it  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  every  priest  and  deacon  canonically 
esident  in  this  Diocese  to  give  warning  to  any  person  guilty  of  any  offense  specified  in 
Section  1  of  this  Canon.  If,  after  such  warning,  that  person  should  continue  in  the 
commission  of  that  offense,  he  may  be  suspended  by  the  Rector,  Priest-in-Charge,  or  Vicar 
Df  that  communicant's  parish  or  mission  from  Church  privileges  or  wholly  deprived  of  them, 
n  such  case  due  notice  of  that  fact  shall  be  given  to  the  Bishop  as  prescribed  by  the  rubric 

in  the  Communion  Office.  . _ 

B.  When  a  person,  having  been  repelled  from  the  Holy  Communion  or  suspended  ^cmi 

the  sacraments,  avail  himself  of  his  privilege  of  appeal  to  the  Bishop,  such  appeal  must  be 
made  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  the  first  occasion  of  such  repulsion.  Uf^n  receipt 
Df  such  appeal  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  commission,  which  shall  consist  of  the  Chancellor 
and  two  priests,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  who  shall  investigate  and  examine  the 
ease  and  make  report  in  writing  of  their  findings  of  fact  to  the  Bishop  with  their  opinion

C  '  The  decision  of  the  Bishop  and  any  sentence  which  he  may  pronounce  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  report  of  said  commission.  Any  remission  of  such  sentence  must  be 
pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  When  suspension  from  the  Holy  Communion  shall  be  confirmed 
by  the  Bishop,  the  repulsion  shall  be  binding  upon  all  priests  and  deacons  of  the  Diocese  and 
the  party  so  repelled  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offense  under  this  Canon  if  he  shall  attempt  to 

receive  Holy  Communion  until  or  unless  officially  restored.  ■  .  .v, 

SECTION  3.  If  a  priest  or  deacon  shall  be  injured  by  an  offending  communicant  then 
said  priest  or  deacon  shall  suspend  all  disciplinary  action  against  that  offending  communicant 
until  he  shall  have  submitted  the  case  for  advice  to  the  priest  of  an  adjacent  parish,  il, 
however,  the  said  priest  or  deacon  shall  not  be  satisfied  with  the  advice  given,  then  he  may 
refer  the  original  case  together  with  the  opinion  thereon  to  the  Bishop  for  his  judgrnent.  It 
the  Bishop's  judgment  should  be  adverse  to  the  suspension  then  the  Bishop^s  said  judgment 
shall  be  final  in  the  matter;  otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall  allow  the  suspension. 

CANON  NO.  29 

TRANSFER  OF  COMMUNICANTS 

SECTION  1.  A  communicant  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
changing  his  or  her  parochial  affiliation,  shall  present  a  certificate  from  the  priest  or  deacon 
of  the  parish  or  mission  of  his  last  residence,  or,  if  there  be  no  such  prie^st  or  deacon,  then 
from  one  of  the  Church  Wardens,  stating  that  he  is  a  communicant  in  good  standing,  and  the 
priest  or  deacon  of  the  parish  or  mission  with  which  a  communicant  desires  to  affiliate  sha 
not  record  his  or  her  name  on  its  list  of  members  until  such  letter  of  introduction  shall  be 
delivered  or  until  he  shall  receive  a  satisfactory  reason  why  the  same  cannot  be  obtained.

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CANON  NO.  30 

RESPONSIBILITY  FOR  MISSIONARY  WORK 

SECTION  1.  All  resident  baptized  members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  constitute 
its  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  and  therefore  have  the  responsibility  to  support  the  Mission 
of  the  Church. 

SECTION  2.  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  appropriate  at  each  annual  meeting 
the  amount  to  be  raised  and  expended  for  the  mission  work  as  part  of  the  Diocesan  budget 
within  the  Diocese  during  the  ensuing  year. 

SECTION  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  priest  and  deacon  of  this  Diocese  to  instruct 
the  people  within  his  jurisdiction  in  relation  to  these  objects  and  to  discharge  such  missionary 
service  in  the  vicinity  of  their  parishes  and  missions  as  may  be  assigned  to  them  by  the 
Bishop. 


CANON  NO.  31 
HOUSE  OF  CHURCH  WOMEN 

SECTION  1.  There  may  be  a  House  of  Church  Women  to  meet  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  may  appoint,  which  shall  have  power,  subject  to  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  to  legislate  with  regard  to  the  conduct  of  women's 
work  in  connection  with  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  and  to  act  in  a  consultant  capacity  upon 
such  other  matters  as  the  Bishop  may  from  time  to  time  submit  to  it  for  its  opinion.  The 
sessions  of  the  House  of  Church  Women  may  be  separate  from  the  sessions  of  the 
Convention. 

SECTION  2.  All  women  who  are  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
shall  be  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Episcopal  Church  Women.  The  Episcopal  Church 
Women  shall  have  an  annual  meeting  at  which  they  shall  elect  their  officers  as  provided  for 
in  the  By-Laws  adopted  by  the  Episcopal  Church  Women  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 
The  By-Laws  of  the  organization  shall  provide  for  the  election  of  members  and  officers  for 
the  performance  of  work  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Women. 

SECTION  3.  The  Episcopal  Church  Women  shall  be  subject  to  the  Ecclesiastical  i 
Authority  and  to  the  jursidication  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  j 
Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  | 


CANON  NO.  32 
TITLES  OF  CANONS 

The  titles  of  these  Canons  shall  be  deemed  not  to  be  a  part  of  the  law  governing  this 
Diocese. 


CANON  NO.  33 
AMENDMENT  OF  CANONS 

The  Canons  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  Any  proposed 
amendment  shall  be  presented  in  writing,  read  in  open  Convention,  and  referred  without 
debate  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  which  shall  consider  and  report  to  the 
Convention  thereon.  When  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Convention  and  approved  by 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  amendment  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  Canons. 
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CANON  NO.  34 

THE  DIOCESAN  YOUTH  COUNCIL 


SECTION  1.  There  may  be  a  Diocesan  Youth  Council  which  shall  be  subject  to  the 
jursidiction  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  and  the 
Diocesan  Convention.  The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  shall  also  be  subject  to  the  direction  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  or  its  representative. 

SECTION  2.  The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  shall  be  constituted  as  follows: 

Two  members  who  shall  be  baptized  members  of  the  Church  shall  be  elected  from 
each  of  the  six  deaneries  by  the  youth  of  their  respective  deaneries;  such  election  to  be  held 
during  the  month  of  September  each  year  at  the  fall  Youth  Rally  which  shall  be  convened 
by  the  Diocesan  Youth  Officer;  such  elections  to  be  confirmed  by  the  ecclesiastical 
authority.  The  delegates  shall  take  office  as  of  the  October  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Youth 
Council. 

The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  shall  organize  itself  at  the  October  meeting  each 

year. 

SECTION  3.  The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  shall  have  as  its  concern  the  implementation 
of  youth  programs  within  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  shall  elect  three  representatives  to  serve  on 
any  and  all  committees  or  commissions  charged  with  the  conducting  of  any  and  all  camps 
and  conferences  for  the  youth. 


CANON  NO.  35 

Membership  on  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  and  on  the  Diocesan  Council 
shall  be  limited  to  two  (2)  consecutive  terms,  and  thereafter  a  member  may  not  be  re¬ 
elected  to  that  same  body  of  which  he  or  she  is  a  member  until  the  passage  of  two  (2)  years 
from  the  last  day  in  office  as  a  member  of  such  body.

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RULES  OF  ORDER 


FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 
OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 
OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH,  INC 
ADOPTED  OCTOBER  28.  1970 


Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and  call  the  Convention  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials  to  receive,  examine  and  repwrt 
on  the  credentials  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates.  Upon  the  report  being  made  by  the  Committee, 
the  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  all  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates  and  enter  their  names  in  the 
minutes  of  said  Convention. 

Rule  III.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention 
organized  for  business. 

Rule  rV.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary  who  being  chosen 
shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  Assistant  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  V.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  VI.  Immediately  following  the  Bishop’s  annual  address,  nominations  shall  be  made  for 
the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee  to  the  Diocese  of  Nonhem  Indiana.  As  soon  as  the  nomina¬ 
tions  have  been  made,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  such  nominations  to  be  printed  on  a  ballot  for 
the  use  of  the  convention.  Pending  receipt  of  the  printed  ballots  for  the  election  of  a  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee.  the  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  as  far  as  possible  and  the  making  of  reports 
shall  be  made.  Upon  the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee,  nominations  shall  then  continue  for 
all  other  elective  offices  of  the  convention  (except  those  nominated  by  the  Bishop).  The  regular 
order  of  business  shall  continue  as  far  as  possible  during  the  elections. 

Rule  Vn.  The  Bishop  shall  make  such  nominations  and  appointments  as  are  directed  by  the 
Constitution  and  Canons. 

Rule  VIII.  During  the  balloting  the  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  insofar  as  is  expe¬ 
dient.  Reports  shall  be  presented  in  the  following  order;

14.  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  Board. 

15.  Episcopal  Church  Women. 

16.  Other  Committees  and/or  Special  Committee  Reports 


Rule  IX.  Elections  shall  be  in  the  following  order:  The  Standing  committee  of  the  Diocese  as 
hereinbefore  set  forth:  Diocesan  officers:  members  of  the  Diocesan  Council;  Deputies  and  Alter¬ 
nates  to  the  General  Convention;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of  the  Mid¬ 
west;  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop);  and  all  others.  After  the  casting 
of  one  ballot  and  the  election  is  still  not  resolved  on  a  majority  vote,  the  person  and/or  persons 
having  the  least  number  of  votes  at  the  end  of  the  first  ballot  shall  automatically  be  dropped  from 
the  second  ballot.  This  dropping  of  the  candidate  with  the  least  number  of  votes  at  the  end  of 
the  second  and  each  succeeding  ballot  shall  continue  until  the  elections  are  made  for  the  election 
of  primary  delegates  and  alternate  delegates,  the  panel  of  nominations  shall  be  printed  on  the  bal¬ 
lot  and  the  election  for  the  primary  candidates  shall  take  place.  After  the  election  of  the  primary 
candidates  has  taken  place,  the  remaining  nominated  candidates  shall  be  the  panel  from  which 
the  alternates  are  elected. 

Rule  X.  At  each  session  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called  and  acted  upon  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  order  unless  changed  by  vote  of  the  Convention; 

1.  The  roll  call. 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  VIII. 

5.  Miscellaneous  business 

Rule  XI.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  after¬ 
wards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

Rule  XII.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from  the  sitting  of  the  Convention, 
he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his  absence. 

Rule  XIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  house,  unless  he  have  leave, 
or  be  able  to  attend. 

Rule  XIV.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  delivery  any  matter  to  the  Convention, 
he  shall  arise  from  his  seat  and  with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XV.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without  the  consent  of 
the  House. 

Rule  XVI.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue  in  their  .seats 
and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XVII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put.  unless  excused  by  the  Con¬ 
vention,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XVIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  made  unless  to  lay 
it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend 
it,  or  to  divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  take  precedence  in  the  order  named 

Rule  XIX.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XX.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  in  unqualified,  shall  be  settled 
without  debate. 
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Rule  XXI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced 
to  writing. 

Rule  XXII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Convention 
and  shall  not  again  be  considered  during  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsi¬ 
dered  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  purpose  by  one 
of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

XXIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

XXIV.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes 
unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by 
the  Convention,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XXV.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President  in  the  first  instance,  but 
any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision;  and  on  such  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  XXVI.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered  on 
the  Journal  on  their  reponmg  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  to  take  part  in 
the  proceedings. 

XXVIl.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Conventions,  unless  altered  or  res¬ 
cinded  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Jounal  of  each  Convention. 


MINUTES 
of  the 

EIGHTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 
November  8-9,  1985 

The  Eighty-seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  opened  at  6:00  pm 
at  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  November  8,  with  the  Conventual  Mass  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  concelebrated 
by  The  Rt.  Rev’d.  William  C.  R.  Sheridan,  Bishop  of  Northern  Indiana,  The  Most  Rev’d.  George 
Cuthbert  Manning  Woodroffe,  Archbishop  of  the  West  Indies,  and  The  Rev’d.  Dr.  C.  Corydon  Ran¬ 
dall,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church.  The  Mass  was  made  especially  glorious  by  the  fact  of  the  Church’s 
recent  restoration  and  redecoration.  Following  Mass,  a  grand  banquet  was  served  to  the  convention 
by  the  women  of  Trinity  Church,  whereat  all  assembled  were  glad  to  hear  the  address  of  the  Archbishop 
of  the  West  Indies. 

Convention  reassembled  and  began  its  business  at  the  Grand  Wayne  Center  promptly  at  9:00  the 
morning  of  November  9,  as  it  was  called  to  order  with  prayer  by  Bishop  Sheridan.  After  greeting 
the  special  convention  guest.  Archbishop  Woodroffe  and  his  wife,  and  conveying  the  gratitude  of  con¬ 
vention  to  Trinity  Church’s  hospitality,  the  Bishop  called  for  the  report  of  the  credentials  commit¬ 
tee.  Mrs.  Fanny  Clement,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  declared  all  credentials  were  in  order, 
whereupon  the  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  convention  delegates,  both  in  the  lay  and  clerical  orders, 
and  of  lay  members  of  Diocesan  Council  and  of  lay  deputies  to  General  Convention.  The  Secretary 
declaring  a  quorum  present,  the  Bishop  pronounced  the  convention  organized  for  business. 

The  Bishop  next  introduced  persons  sitting  at  the  high  table,  the  officers  and  administrators  of 
convention,  and  called  upon  the  chancellor  to  introduce  a  discussion  of  Canon  35,  adopted  at  the  86th 
Convention.  The  question  had  arisen  as  to  its  effective  date,  which,  the  Chancellor  said,  not  being 
specified,  was  automatically  at  the  conclusion  of  the  convention  which  adopted  it.  Resolution  ^  (here 
see  below:  Resolutions  for  this  and  all  further  references  to  resolutions),  intended  to  delay  the  effec¬ 
tive  date.  Fr.  Center  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  to  vote  on  the  resolution  at  this  time.  Fr.  A.  Smith 
seconded;  the  convention  unanimously  approved.  After  some  debate,  the  vote  was  taken,  but  Resolu¬ 
tion  #9  failed. 

The  Bishop  next  nominated  Fr.  Schramm  to  be  Secretary  of  Convention.  Mrs.  Hane  moved  to 
elect  by  unanimous  ballot;  Fr.  Hyndman  seconded  the  motion.  Fr.  Schramm  was  unanimously  elected 
and  appointed  the  Rev’d.  Canon  Bradley  McCormick  as  assistant  secretary. 

Fr.  Randall  of  Trinity  Church  then  welcomed  the  convention  to  Fort  Wayne  and  made  necessary 
announcements. 

The  Bishop  then  appointed  Mr.  Orville  Nichols  to  be  parliamentarian  and  Fr.  Blakslee  to  be  his 
assistant.  He  further  appointed  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  (see  above:  Convention  Committees) 
and  proceeded  to  recognize  priests  newly  resident  in  the  Diocese:  Fr.  Bramlett  of  St.  Andrew’s, 
Valparaiso;  Fr.  Morgan  of  Holy  Family,  Angola;  and  Fr.  Gallagher  of  Howe  School. 

A  special  order  of  business  was  next  consisdered:  the  petition  of  St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart,  to  be 
recognized  as  a  parish  of  the  Diocese.  Fr.  Blakslee,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Admission  ot 
New  Parishes  and  Missions,  reported  the  petition  to  be  fully  in  accord  with  Canon  3  and  moved  that 
St.  Stephen’s  be  admitted  as  a  parish  into  union  with  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  passed  unanimously,  and  St.  Stephen’s  lay  delegates  were  seated,  after  being  in¬ 
troduced  by  Fr.  Brinkmoeller,  amidst  expressions  of  thanks  to  the  Diocese. 

Next  the  Bishop  introduced  the  diocesan  Deacons:  The  Rev’d.  Messrs.  Robert  Taylor,  Jeffrey 
Lee  and  Raymond  Gere,  and  the  Rev’d.  Mrs.  Sarah  Tracy,  on  license  in  the  Diocese.  The  the  diocesan 
seminarians  were  presented:  Messrs.  Ron  Poston,  Robert  Schwarz,  David  Kletzing,  and  Larry 
Smith.  Mr.  Mark  Clevenger,  due  to  distance,  could  not  be  present. 

Mrs.  Nancy  Moody  then  presented  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee.  One  priest  and  one 
lay  person  were  to  be  elected  to  the  Standing  Committee.  Clerical  nominees  were:  Frs.  Blakslee, 
Considine,  Eyrick,  and  Murphy.  Lay  nominees  were:  Messrs.  Thomas  Cassady,  LeRoy  Lacey,  and 
David  Wright.  No  further  nominations  being  received  from  the  floor,  convention  proceeded  to  vote. 

Nominees  for  Directors  of  the  Northern  Indiana  Foundation  were  presented  next:  In  the  clerical 
order,  Frs.  Keyse  and  Klatt;  in  the  lay,  Messrs.  Joseph  Daniel  and  David  Nash  and  Mrs.  Suzanne 
Stiene — one  from  each  order  to  be  elected.  No  further  nominations  being  received,  convention  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  vote. 
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Mrs.  Moody  then  presented  nominees  for  membership  on  the  Cathedral  Chapter,  two  clergy  and 
two  lay  persons  to  be  elected.  Clerical  nominees  were;  Frs.  Bliven,  Holifield,  Phelps  and  Thomp¬ 
son;  lay,  Mrs.  Susan  Guard,  Messrs.  Joseph  Hies,  Daniel  Kubley,  Richard  Miller,  George  Voltz,  and 
Chester  Williams.  There  being  no  further  nominations,  convention  proceeded  to  vote. 

The  Bishop  next  nominated  Mrs.  Barbara  Ryan  to  be  Treasurer.  She  was  unanimously  elected, 
as  was  the  Bishop’s  nominee  for  Trustee  of  the  Diocese,  Mr.  David  Wright. 

The  Bishop  next  named  his  clerical  nominees  for  Commission  of  Ministry  and  then  his  lay  nominees 
(see  above.  Directory).  Both  were  unanimously  accepted.  At  this  point  the  first  election  results  came 
in.  Mr.  LeRoy  Lacey  was  elected  to  the  Standing  Committee  and  a  run-off  had  to  be  voted  between 
Frs.  Blakslee,  Considine,  and  Eyrick. 

Fr.  Thompson  next  reported  on  the  Companion  Relationship  between  Northern  indiana  and  the 
Diocese  of  Enugu,  in  the  Province  of  Nigeria. 

Results  came  in  next  for  the  election  of  Directors  of  the  Northern  Indiana  Foundation.  Fr.  Keyse 
was  elected  and  a  run-off  had  to  be  voted  between  Mr.  Nash  and  Mrs.  Stiene. 

Mrs.  Sue  Guard  next  made  a  report  to  Convention  regarding  the  work  of  the  Presiding  Bishop’s 
Fund  for  World  Relief  (see  below)  and  announced  the  availability  of  a  new  film. 

Election  results  were  then  posted  which  showed  that  a  final  run-off  for  membership  on  the  Stan¬ 
ding  Committee  had  to  be  taken  between  Frs.  Blakslee  and  Considine. 

At  this  point,  (10:30  am),  convention  recessed  for  a  coffee  break  at  the  Embassy  Theatre.  Business 
resumed  at  11:15  am,  with  the  election  results:  Fr.  Blakslee  was  elected  to  the  Standing  Committee; 
Mrs.  Stiene  was  elected  as  a  Director  of  the  Foundation;  Mrs.  Guard  and  Mr.  Williams  were  elected 
to  the  Cathedral  Chapter;  and  a  run-off  had  to  be  taken  for  additional  members  of  Chapter  between 
Frs.  Bliven,  Holifield,  and  Thompson. 

Fr.  Gallagher,  acting  Superintendent  of  Howe  School,  made  a  brief  report  to  convention  and  ask¬ 
ed  for  closer  relations  with  the  Diocese. 

At  this  point  the  rules  were  temporily  suspended  to  allow  convention  to  consider  a  matter  brought 
to  its  attention  by  the  Chancellor  (see  Chancellor’s  report)  regarding  the  second  reading  and  vote  on 
two  ammendments  to  the  constitution:  The  addition  of  a  fifth  and  sixth  part  to  Article  IV,  Section 
2.  Both  passed  with  the  requisite  %  majority  in  each  order. 

Election  results  now  showed  Frs.  Bliven  and  Thompson  elected  to  the  Cathedral  Chapter. 

The  Bishop  made  further  official  appointments  at  this  time  of  members  to  the  Committees  on  Ad¬ 
mission  of  New  Parishes  and  Missions,  Unfinished  Business,  Constitution  and  Canons,  State  of  the 
Church,  and  Wawasee  Board,  (see  Directory) 

Miss  Wilma  Pratt  next  reported  on  the  E.C.W.’s  work  in  1985,  especially  on  its  summer  fair, 
annual  meeting,  and  work  to  furnish  the  Wawasee  Center. 

Noon-day  prayers  were  said  at  1 1:40  am,  with  special  intention  for  the  faithful  departed  of  the 
year  past.  Convention  recessed  for  luch  at  11:45. 

When  convention  resumed  at  1 :05  pm,  Mrs.  Ryan  presented  the  proposed  revised  budget  for  1986, 
made  special  reference  to  the  Bishop’s  travel  expenses,  and  moved  to  adopt  the  budget.  It  was  seconded 
and  a  lively  debate  ensued.  Since  resolutions  were  due  to  be  presented  which  would  affect  the  budget, 
the  parliamentarian  ruled  that  these  must  be  offered  now  as  ammendments  to  the  budget,  since  if  it 
passed  as  it  was  currently  proposed,  such  resolutions  would  be  out  of  order.  Consequently,  Mr.  Adney 
moved  Resolution  Mrs.  Inman  seconded.  Discussion  followed,  but  the  resolution,  when  finally 
voted  on,  failed.  Next  Mr.  Adney  moved  resolution  #7,  which,  because  Fr.  Gibson  gave  a  report 
on  the  Beacon’s  operating  expenses  (see  below:  Reports),  became  a  consideration  of  the  resolution’s 
first  "resolved  "  clause.  A  discussion  followed,  with  the  Bishop  offering  to  name  a  five-member  council 
of  advice  and  help  for  Fr.  Gibson  as  Editor  of  the  Beacon.  When  put  to  the  vote,  the  resolution  failed. 

Convention  now  voted  to  end  debate  on  the  budget  and  passed  the  proposed  revised  budget 
unanimously. 
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Next  Fr.  Randall  moved  that  any  year-end  accumulated  revenues  be  invaded  to  re-imburse  the 
Bishop  for  any  verified,  unre-imbursed  car  and  travel  expenses  from  1981  through  1985.  The  motion 
was  seconded,  debated  and  passed  without  dissent. 

At  this  point,  Fr.  Comer  moved  to  accept  the  following  reports  by  title  (see  below):  Commission 
on  Ministry,  Registrar  and  Historiographer,  Stewardship  Commission,  E.C.W.,  Northern  Indiana  foun¬ 
dation,  Youth  Council,  Committee  on  Alcoholism,  Evangelism,  Finance,  Small  Communities  and 
Ministry,  Fort  Wayne  Deanery:  re:  future  missions.  Diocesan  Council,  Ecumencial  Officer,  Altar  Guild, 
Wawasee  Center,  Church  Pension  Fund,  and  Standing  Committee.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
passed  unanimously. 

At  this  point  other  resolutions  began  to  be  considered.  Fr.  Ames  moved  the  adoption  of  Resolu¬ 
tion  H\\  the  motion  was  seconded  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

It  was  considered  at  this  time  that,  owing  to  previous  discussion  and  action.  Resolutions  #2,  #7, 
and  #8,  had  been  rendered  moot.  They  were  accordingly  withdrawn. 

Fr.  Bliven  next  moved  the  adoption  of  Resolution  ^3.  It  was  seconded  and  adopted.  Fr.  Bliven 
likewise  moved  the  adoption  of  Resolution  #4,  which  was  also  seconded  and  adopted. 

Fr.  Kennison  moved  the  adoption  of  Resolution  #5  and,  when  seconded,  a  discussion  ensued  as 
to  whether  present  canons  already  dealt  with  the  resolution’s  substance.  The  resolution  was  eventual¬ 
ly  withdrawn. 

Convention  recessed  briefly  from  2:45  to  3:03  pm  for  a  final  room  check-out  for  delegates  staying 
at  the  Hilton  attached  to  the  convention  center. 

Upon  resumption,  Fr.  Sams  moved  the  adoption  of  Resolution  #10.  It  was  seconded  and  adopted. 

Next  Fr.  Ames  moved  the  adoption  of  Resolution  #11.  It  was  seconded  and  debate  ensued  regar¬ 
ding  the  provision  of  the  resolution  for  funding  the  request.  Fr.  Davis  moved  to  ammend  this  section 
changing  the  charge  to  Diocesan  Council  from  "to  release  funds  sufficient  to  carry  out  such  a  proposal " 
to  "to  set  up  a  procedure  to  receive  gifts  for  this  purpose  and  to  make  up  the  difference  to  carry  out 
such  a  proposal. "  The  ammendment  was  seconded  and  passed;  likewise  the  resolution  as  ammended. 

At  this  point  Bishop  Sheridan  delivered  his  convention  address  (see  below). 

In  light  of  the  Bishop’s  address,  the  chancellor  moved  "that  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee 
be  authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  proceedures  and  to  distribute  them  to  parishes  and  missions  for 
the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  in  1986,  with  the  dates  for  proposed  actions  to  be  taken.  "  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Fr.  Randall  next  moved  that  when  the  convention  adjourned  with  the  Bishop’s  blessing,  it  be 
understood  that  convention  was  in  recess  until  it  reconvened  in  the  spring  of  1986  for  the  episcopal 
election.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Next  Mr.  Walton  presented  the  resolutions  from  the  Committee  on  Thanks  and  Memorials,  Resolu¬ 
tions  #12,  #13,  #14,  and  #15.  Each  was  moved,  seconded  and  passed. 

The  convention  adjourned  with  the  Bishop’s  blessing  at  4:00  pm.

"Grace  unto  you  and  peace  from  God  our  Father,  and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  " 

For  the  fourteenth  time,  I  address  you  with  joy,  and  with  hope  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

A  few  of  you  are  battered  veterans  of  our  first  diocesan  synod  together,  in  1972,  which  also  took 
place  in  this  historic  parish  church.  Legends  and  semi-truths  have  grown  up  around  the  Convention 
of  1 972.  But  the  truth  is  this  -  -  that  Convention  contained  many  elements  of  disaster,  and  good  humor, 
alike. 

1  vaguely  remember  350  people  trying  to  use  two  elevators  to  get  from  the  top  floor  of  the,  then, 
Sheraton  Hotel  to  the  lobby.  I  vaguely  remember  that  Solemn  Evensong  started  about  2  Vi  hours  late.  I 
seem  to  recall  that  my  first  address  to  the  Diocesan  Family  assembled  was  twice  as  long  as  any  con¬ 
vention  address  since  then. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  nothing  vague  at  all  in  my  mind  about  a  certain  greeting  at  the  church 
door,  afterwards,  when  Evensong  was  over  at  1 1 :30  pm;  "Merry  Christmas,  Bishop.  "  I  didn’t  real¬ 
ly  need  that! 

Seriously,  you  will  be  given  a  copy  of  this  address  —  for  future  reference  —  and  a  copy  of  the 
"Bishop’s  Apostolic  Acts  in  1985, "  when  you  leave  this  afternoon.  Please  do  not  go  home  without 
your  copies  —  if  you  are  a  Diocesan  Priest  or  Deacon,  or  a  Delegate  to  this  87th  Diocesan  Synod! 

Because  of  the  understandable  desire  of  people  to  head  for  home  after  the  glorious,  but  exhaus¬ 
tion,  86th  Diocesan  Convention  at  Trinity  Parish,  Logansport,  ...  I  reduced  my  address  by  50%.  It 
is  certainly  possible  that  most  of  you  will  not  have  recalled  my  brief  reference  to  future  plans. 

Please  indulge  me,  while  I  repeat  several  sentences  from  the  truncated  1984  Address  (I  had  given 
three  examples  of  how  devoted  people,  in  their  final  act  of  stewardship,  had  honored  God,  and  brought 
special  blessings  to  many  people  by  their  last  wills  and  testaments.) 

My  third  reference  was  to  Frances  Peters  (R.I.P.),  who  was  formerly  a  member  of  Gethsemane 
Parish,  Marion.  She  had  a  very  clear  understanding  of  the  needs  of  the  Body  of  Christ,  the  Church, 
along  with  a  deep  sense  of  personal  stewardship  of  all  her  material  possessions. 

First,  Frances  Peters,  remembered  with  generosity  her  parish  church,  Gethsemane.  Then,  she 
remembered  the  monks  of  the  Order  of  the  Holy  Cross.  She,  also,  included  in  her  final  act  of  stewardship 
a  handsome  gift  to  Nashotah  House  Seminary,  which  has  so  many  ties  with  Northern  Indiana. 

Finally,  she  remembered  her  DIOCESE  in  her  will. 

For  years  to  come,  the  Diocesan  Family  will  benefit  from  the  devout  love  of  this  one  faithful  woman. 


Then,  I  concluded  that  section  of  my  1984  address  by  saying  that  there  will  come  a  time  when 
I  shall  be  asking  the  Diocesan  Family  for  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  —  one  who  will  eventually  become  my 
Apostolic  Successor,  and  be  enthroned  as  the  Sixth  Bishop  of  Northern  Indiana. 

Under  God,  I  believe  that  the  time  has  now  come,  to  ask  for  the  Election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor.  As 
you  can  imagine,  this  whole  process  takes  much  time.  Let  me  explain  this  procedure  in  some 
detail.  Many  priests,  deacons  and  Lay  Delegates  will  not  have  had  any  previous  experience  in  the 
canonical  process  of  choosing,  consecrating  and  (eventually)  enthroning  a  new  Bishop  and  Father-in-God. 

Before  that  explanatin,  however,  I  want  to  tell  you  something  of  that  bequest  to  the  Diocesan  Fami¬ 
ly.  The  gift  had  "no  strings"  attached  to  it,  and  so  I  immediately  went  to  the  Diocesan  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee,  and,  then,  to  the  Diocesan  Council. 

Approval  was  given  by  the  Council  for  funding  —  from  the  bequest  —  the  extremely  expensive 
process  of  choosing  a  bishop,  moving  him  and  his  family  to  South  Bend,  consecrating  him,  providing 
a  stipend  --  while  he  is  being  tutored  for  2  or  three  months,  —  and,  then,  the  Enthronement.  All  of 
this  together  will  cost  many  thousands  of  dollars,  obviously.  I  repeat,  though,  not  one  dollar  will 
be  needed  from  the  parishes  and  missions. 

I,  then,  received  approval  by  the  Council  —  that,  if  by  happy  circumstances  -  there  were  any 
funds  left  over  from  Frances  Peter’s  gift  —  the  balance  would  go  into  the  "Diocesan  Priests’  Minimum 
Stipend  Fund. "  So  nothing  will  be  lost. 

Ever  since  that  happy  day  when  Fran  Peter’s  lawyers  sent  your  Bishop  the  bequest  check,  it,  of 
course,  has  been  earning  maximum  interest.  And  almost  daily,  I  have  been  thanking  God  that  the 
parishes  will  not  have  to  raise  money  for  those  heavy  expenses  -  especially  those  parishes  in  the  Calumet 
Region,  which  have  been  so  "hard  hit"  by  the  financial  troubles  in  the  steel  industry! 

For  these,  and  all  His  other  mercies,  may  God’s  Holy  Name  be  blessed  and  praised! 

HOW  IS  A  NEW  BISHOP  CHOSEN? 

That  is  a  question  which  many  of  you  will  have  on  your  minds  immediately.  Let  me,  as  plainly 
as  I  can,  summarize  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  in  the  Episcopal  Church. 

From  this  day  forward  —  until  your  Bishop  sets  a  day  of  Election  —  you  all  will  be  asked  to  pray 
and  work  towards  choosing  the  one  who  will  become  my  Successor,  in  due  time.  WHO  IS  ELIGIBLE 
TO  BE  CHOSEN?  The  answer  is  this  .  .  .  any  priest  in  good  standing  within  our  Diocese,  or  in  any 
Diocese  in  the  Episcopal  Church,  may  be  nominated  (historically,  four  of  our  five  Bishops  have  been 
chosen  from  other  dioceses  than  Northern  Indiana). 

WHO  DOES  THE  NOMINATING  AND,  THEN,  EINALLY  THE  ELECTING?  The  answer  is  this 
.  .  .  every  priest  and  deacon  canonically  resident  in  this  diocese  who  is  in  good  standing  —  not  under 
discipline.  THEY,  TOGETHER  CONSTITUTE  THE  CLERICAL  ORDER.  The  next  questions  follows 
that  one  naturally.  WHICH  LA  Y  PERSONS  HA  VE  A  PART  IN  THE  NOMINA TION  OE  PRIESTS, 
TO  BE  CONSIDERED  EOR  THE  ELECTION  OE  A  BISHOP  COADJUTOR?  The  answer  is  this  . 

.  .  the  three  Lay  Delegates  chosen  from  every  diocesan  parish  for  this  87th  Convention  constitute  the 
LAY  ORDER  —  plus  the  one  Lay  Delegate  chosen  from  every  diocesan  mission  church  for  this  Convention. 

Please  note  carefully!  In  order  to  choose  a  BISHOP  COADJUTOR  —  the  one  who  automatically 
becomes  the  DIOCESAN  BISHOP  the  moment  he  is  enthroned  in  our  Cathedral  Church,  in  South  Bend 
—  BOTH  the  CLERICAL  ORDER  and  the  LAY  ORDER  must  concur  in  their  choice.  There  must  be 
a  majority  of  votes  for  the  same  priest  in  both  orders! 

That  is  so  simple  because  the  Clergy  and  the  Lay  People  together  make  up  the  Body  of  Christ, 
His  Church,  in  every  diocese  everywhere. 

Moreover,  I  am  asking  that  the  same  procedures  used  in  the  Episcopal  Election,  at  South  Bend, 
in  1972,  be  used  again.  That  is  not  a  matter  of  sentiment.  I  simply  believe  that  the  plan,  which  Bishop 
Walter  Conrad  Klein  devised  for  the  Family  then,  is  the  best  and  fairest  plan  1  know. 

Under  that  system  any  diocesan  priest,  or  deacon,  and  any  official  Lay  Delegate,  may  nominate 
a  priest  for  possible  consideration  on  the  day  of  Election.  There  are  two  simple  requirements  only: 
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( 1 )  You  must  have  in  writing  the  consent  of  your  choice  ...  the  allowing  of  his  name  to  be  considered 
by  the  Special  Diocesan  Convention;  (2)  You  must  have  submitted  a  biography  of  that  priest  (and  a 
current  photograph)  which  will  be  sent  --  at  a  certain  date  --  to  all  those  priests,  deacons  and  Lay  Delegates 
entrusted  to  choose  my  eventual  Successor. 

All  the  biographies  and  pictures,  will,  of  course,  be  bound  into  a  single  volume  --  to  be  sent  to 
every  person  entitled  to  a  copy! 

This  isn't  the  only  way  this  process  can  be  carried  out.  Some  dioceses  have  a  Nominating  Com¬ 
mittee.  And  that  Committee  chooses  for  you  3-5  priests  -  those  which  the  committee  deems  the  best 
nominations.  I  have  made  a  thorough  study  of  this  method  in  the  last  two  or  three  years,  but  have 
found  some  serious  flaws  in  it. 

People  who  feel  just  as  competent  and  informed  as  the  Nominating  Committee  often  feel  that  good 
priests  were  not  officially  nominated,  for  one  reason  or  the  other.  That  meant,  practically  speaking, 
that  the  selection  and  views  of  the  committee  severely  limited  the  choices  of  the  Electors. 

This  was  the  reaction  of  many  clergy  and  lay  people  in  the  Dioceses  of  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  and 
Western  Michigan  (for  example)  in  recent  Episcopal  Elections. 

What  makes  Northern  Indiana’s  way  more  just  and  open  is  the  fact  that  any  priest,  deacon  or  of¬ 
ficial  Lay  Delegate  in  this  Diocese  may  nominate  his  or  her  choice  —  even  if  that  choice  receives  only 
one  vote  at  the  Election  -  approximately  six  months  from  now.  In  a  word,  this  process  allows  the 
widest,  most  responsible  participation  possible  .  .  .  according  to  one’s  conscience. 

That  is  why ]  believe  in  its  "rightness"  —  with  such  a  deep  conviction!  It,  also,  means  that  the 
Clergy  and  the  Lay  Delegates  can  talk  more  openly  with  one  another,  about  nominees. 

NORTHERN  INDIANA  IS  A  UNIQUE  DIOCESE 

More  precisely,  1  should  say  that  it  is  one  of  a  small  number  of  diocese  with  the  same  distinct 
character.  In  a  way,  however,  all  dioceses  have  a  special  character  or  coloration.  The  Diocese  of 
Los  Angeles,  for  example,  takes  on  some  of  the  ways  of  Southern  California,  which  are  very  different 
from  the  Mid-West.  New  England  dioceses  tend  to  be  markedly  "liberal"  about  many  things.  Isn’t 
that,  also,  true  as  to  our  family  rearing  —  we  are  powerfully  influenced  by  the  way  we  were  "brought 
up".  In  my  own  life,  for  example,  I  was  deeply  affected  by  the  circumstances  of  having  an  English 
mother  and  an  Irish  father.  And  until  I  depart  this  life,  that  influence  will  prevail. 

Northern  Indiana  is  a  "spiritual  child "  of  the  Oxford  Revival/the  Catholic  Revival  in  the  Anglican 
Church  in  England  of  150  years  ago.  That  makes  us  very  different  -  from  some  other  jurisdictions 
—  in  our  characteristics,  customs  and  practices. 

We  are  called  a  "Catholic"  Diocese  because  our  beliefs  and  customs  are  largely  the  beliefs  and 
customs  of  the  One,  Holy,  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  down  through  the  ages  —  not  just  the  fads 
and  current  interests  of  this  century.  And  we  are  frequently  called  "Anglican  Catholics"  or  Anglo- 
Catholics,  to  distinguish  us  from  ROMAN  Catholics. 

We  have  much  in  common  with  our  Roman  Brethren,  but  there  are  many  differencess  of  outlook, 
and  degree  and  temperament. 

Anglicanism  is  Catholic  in  order  and  heritage.  It  is,  also,  genuinely  Reformed  and  Scriptural.  We 
are  really  a  unique  combination  -  not  easy  to  define,  and  usually  hard  to  be  understood  by  others. 

Every  discerning  Christian  senses  that  many  things  have  gone  wrong  with  the  Christian  Church 
in  America  -  not  just  this  portion  of  Christ ’s  Body.  The  Roman  Catholic  Church  is  in  serious  trouble 
on  many  fronts  ...  as  we  Anglicans  are,  too.  Many  Protestant  Bodies  are,  also,  in  distress. 

There  is  a  "spiritual  virus"  which  stalks  and  infests  this  land.  Time  allows  me  only  to  name  the 
"virus"  -  a  secularized  Christianity,  seemingly  intent  on  having  Almighty  God  made  in  its  image  rather 
than  the  reverse. 

It  is  a  "virus "  which  seeks  to  make  the  Supernatural  God  of  the  Universe  to  do  its  bidding. .  .rather 
than  serving  the  Living  God  on  His  terms,  and  according  to  His  Will.  There  is  a  continous  assault 
on  Holy  Scriptures.  There  is  an  ever-present  watering  down  of  moral  issues  and  behavior  such  as 
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"abortion  on  demand, "  the  ridiculing  of  chastity  before  marriage,  (to  mention  only  two  examples). 

Against  this  sorry  trend  —  when  we  are  being  true  to  our  best  ideals  —  this  Catholic  Diocese  still 
witnesses  to  a  godly  discipline,  which  believes  that  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  True  God  and  True  Man 
-  "nothing  less"\  At  our  best,  we  are  still  faithful  to  the  supreme  duty  and  privilege  of  attending 
Mass  on  Sundays,  and  on  major  Holy  Days.  Receiving  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ  is  central  to 
our  lives. 

At  our  best,  we  still  know  ourselves  to  be  frail  sinners  who  are  utterly  dependent  on  God’s  Mercy 
and  forgiveness.  We  cherish  the  Holy  Sacraments  --  all  seven  of  them.  We  cherish  Holy  Scriptures, 
and  the  study  of  them.  At  our  best,  we  try  to  love  God  and  neighbor,  as  the  Gospel  commands  us.  We 
pray. 

That  is  what  is  meant  (in  part)  by  being  a  Catholic  Christian,  and  an  Anglican.  But  there  is  much 
more.  It  is  also  a  sense  of  belonging  to  the  Church  of  the  ages  --  from  the  very  beginning  of  Christ’s 
Church.  It  is  a  sense  of  being  linked  with  the  Saints  of  all  the  ages  .  .  .  with  St.  Alban  our  first  known 
martyr  in  England  in  the  second  century,  who  testifies  to  our  Roman  British  Church  beginnings. 

We  are  linked  spiritually  with  St.  Patrick,  St.  Benedict,  St.  Francis,  St.  Boniface,  the  Apostle 
to  the  Germans,  St.  Augustine,  and  all  the  other  holy  people  of  God  in  every  age.  We  are  Catholic 
Christians  and  grateful  to  be  so,  but  not  pridefully  .  .  .  lest  we  lose  our  God-given  heritage. 

The  99th  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  Geoffrey  Fisher,  summed  it  all  up  rather  well,  I  think: 

We  have  no  doctrine  of  our  own  ...  we  only  possess  the  Catholic 
doctrine  of  the  Catholic  Church  enshrined  in  the  Catholic  Creeds 
and  these  Creeds  we  hold  without  addition  or  diminution,  we 
stand  firm  on  that  Rock. 


A  QUESTION  ASKED  YOUR  BISHOP 

You  may  not  have  thought  of  this  fact,  but  as  the  Senior  Priest  of  this  Diocese  —  as  well  as  its 
Chief  Pastor  —  I  also  will  have  a  vote  in  our  Spring  Election.  Recently,  one  of  my  oldest  personal 
friends  in  our  Diocesan  Family  was  talking  about  the  future.  We  knew  that  I  would  be  69  this  next 
Lady  Day  (the  Annunciation)  and  that  I  was  eligible  to  have  resigned  the  Diocese  four  years  ago,  at 
age  65. 

He  said  "Father,  what  characteristics  should  we  be  looking  for  in  a  priest  when  we  choose  your 
Successor?  "  I  have  no  hesitation.  Dear  Family-in-Christ,  in  telling  you  the  gist  of  my  answer  to  him.  I, 
after  all,  have  a  solumn  responsibility  to  vote  for  the  best  priest  I  know,  also,  whoever  he  is. 

In  essence,  I  told  him  that  there  would  be  at  least  seven  special  qualities  I  would  be  looking  for: 

(1)  He  would  clearly  be  a  devout  priest,  who  obviously  loves  God  and  people. 

(2)  He  would  be,  unquestionably,  an  orthodox  priest,  who  knew  what  the  whole  Catholic  and  Apostolic 
Faith  is,  and  was  faithful  to  it  (went  to  retreats,  made  his  confession,  kept  the  days  of  abstinence  and 
fasting,  was  a  praying  man,  etc.). 

(3)  He  would  be  known  to  be  a  loving  pastor  to  his  Parish  Family,  and  was  known  to  care  about 
his  brother-priests. 

(4)  That  he  was  a  faithful  and  obedient  priest  to  his  Bishop.  How  could  he  expect  loyal  obedience 
from  the  priests  in  his  future  care,  if  he  had  given  none  to  his  Bishop  before  being  elected  .  .  .  ? 

(5)  That  he  must  be  a  priest  who  could  endure  for  Christ’s  sake  —  almost  constant  strain  and  emergencies. 

(6)  That  his  marriage  (if  he  were  a  married  priest)  was  strong,  and  that  he  had  a  supportive  wife, 
who  was  something  of  a  "heroine". 

(7)  That  he  could  lovingly  lead  priests  and  lay  people  in  the  Church’s  Mission  and  could  listen  well, 
and  take  godly  counsel  from  many  quarters. 

No  list  is  entirely  adequate,  but  any  list,  I  believe,  should  contain  those  seven  qualities. 
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Paramount  in  all  his  duties  will  be  the  "spiritual  shepherding"  of  those  priests  and  deacons  -  and 
their  families  —  who  are  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Chief  Pastor  and  Father  in  God  (the  Pastor 
Pas  to  rum). 

Above  all,  we  must  not  think  of  the  Episcopate  as  an  unending  series  of  beautiful  celebrations.  We 
do  see  our  Bishop  at  certain  glorious  occasions,  when  he  is  administering  Holy  Confirmation,  when 
he  is  ordaining  to  the  Diaconate  and  Priesthood,  and  Instituting  priests  as  Pastors  (for  example).  They 
are  times  of  high  joy,  but  they  are  a  small  part  of  the  life  of  a  bishop. 

Essentially,  his  life  and  vocation  is  one  of  servanthood,  and  this  life  could  not  be  sustained  without 
the  help  of  God  (of  course,  that  is  true  oi  any  Christian’s  life!)  Its  mostly  seven  days  a  week,  and 
the  hours  are  almost  literally  endless!  In  that  respect,  it  is  much  like  the  life  of  a  parish  priest,  but 
carried  to  the  limits  of  physical  and  spiritual  endurance. 

Among  other  reasons,  that  is  why  you  must  not  —  I  plead  with  you  --  choose  a  priest  who  reaches 
for  the  Episcopate  as  a  "prize". 

You  will  want  to  have  some  idea  of  the  schedule  of  events.  The  dates  must  be  approximate,  of 
course,  but  this  will  give  some  conception  of  the  time  needed: 

November,  1985  to  May,  1986  —  a  time  of  prayer,  and  search,  and  nominating. 

April,  1986  —  Nominees  are  invited  to  the  Cathedral  in  order  that  Clergy  and  Delegates 

may  visit  with  them. 

May,  1986  --  Special  Convention  for  ELECTION  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor 

Late  September,  1986  -  THE  CONSECRATION  (D.V.). 

October  -  December,  1986  —  Period  of  "tutoring"  for  new  Coadjutor  (all  too  short!) 

January,  1987  —  Enthronement  of  our  new  Diocesan  Bishop. 

The  whole  time  from  nomination  to  enthronement  will  require  something  like  a  year  and  three 
months,  approximately.  If  the  Enthronement  can  take  place  in  January  (February  at  the  latest),  1987, 
it  will  be  just  a  few  weeks  before  my  70th  Birthday,  by  God’s  mercy  and  grace. 

I  shall,  then,  go  on  to  another  kind  of  ministry,  for  our  Blessed  Lord  and  His  Church  --  pledged 
to  be  our  new  Chief  Pastor’s  most  loyal  priest,  and  friend  (if  he  desires  it!).

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THE  CHANCELLOR’S  REPORT 


At  the  1977  Diocesan  Convention,  resolutions  to  add  a  fifth  provision  to  SECTION  2  of  Article  IV 
(granting  lay  members  of  Diocesan  Council,  during  their  term  of  office,  seat  and  vote  in  Convention) 
and  to  add  a  sixth  provision  to  SECTION  2  of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  (granting  elected  lay 
deputies  of  this  Diocesan  to  General  Convention,  during  their  term  of  office,  seat  and  vote  in  Con¬ 
vention)  were  passed. 

When  these  were  presented  to  the  1978  Diocesan  Convention,  each  was  amended  to  grant  only  voice, 
not  vote,  in  Convention. 


Since  the  Constitution  requires  approval  of  the  proposed  amendment  at  two  Conventions  (not  necessarily 
consecutive)  by  three-fourths  of  the  vote  of  each  order  in  Convention  (Article  XV),  it  is  necessary 
to  consider  these  resolutions  a  second  time  at  the  1985  Diocesan  Convention. 


The  following  resolutions,  as  approved  once  at  the  1978  Convention,  as  amended,  are  offered  tor 
presentation  to  the  1985  Diocesan  Convention: 

RESOLUTION  NO.  1 


Article  IV,  SECTION  2  of  the  Constitution  is  amended  by  the  addition  of  a  fifth  provision  reading 
as  follows: 

Fifth.  Lay  members  of  Diocesan  Council  shall,  during  their  term  of  office,  have  a  seat  and 
voice  in  Convention. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  2 

Article  IV,  SECTION  2  of  the  Constitution  is  amended  by  the  addition  of  a  sixth  provision  reading 
as  follows: 

Sixth.  Elected  lay  deputies  of  this  Diocese  to  General  Convention,  shall,  during  their  term  of 
office,  have  a  seat  and  voice  in  Convention.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDING  BISHOP’S  FUND 
FOR  WORLD  RELIEF 
1985 


Established  in  1938,  the  PBFWR  ministers  to  the  homeless,  the  hungry,  the  victims  of  natural  disasters 
and  social  strife  in  our  country  and  in  the  world.  Areas  of  exceptional  concern  for  assistance  this 
year  were:  The  Middle  East,  Africa,  and  Central  America.  Late  summer  brought  disaster  to  Mexico 
with  earthquakes,  and  by  the  end  of  September,  1985,  $40,000  had  been  sent. 

Over  $60,000  has  been  disbursed  by  the  Fund  for  the  calendar  year  1984,  with  church-derived  funds 
of  $3,312,113.  (1985  Report,  "Where  Your  Dollars  Go"). 

The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  was  credited  for  $9,441.60  for  the  calendar  year  of  1984.  For 
the  period  of  January  1  to  August  31,  1985,  our  Diocese  has  been  credited  with  offerings  of 
$7,139.43.  (There  have  been  additional  donations  of  at  least  $500,  but  they  have  not  as  yet  been 
recorded  in  the  New  York  print-out  sheets.) 

Questionnaires  were  distributed  to  all  36  parishes  in  the  fall  and  winter  of  1984;  only  6  replies  were 
received.  All  dioceses  have  been  asked  to  make  another  survey,  and  a  "questionnaire "  will  be  given 
each  parish  priest  at  the  Diocesan  Convention.  New  promotional  materials  for  1986  are  available 
now;  the  theme  is  "Giving  Hope.  "  A  new  film  (16mm),  "Faces  in  a  Famine, "  can  be  ordered  for 
parish  use. 

Presentations  on  the  work  of  the  Fund  were  given  to  several  parish  groups  this  year,  and  I  also  at¬ 
tended  the  annual  workshop  for  the  Diocesan  Network  Representatives  and  Diocesan  Refugee  Coor¬ 
dinators.  It  was  held  at  Rolling  Meadows,  Illinois,  May,  1985,  and  was  attended  by  representatives 
of  29  Dioceses  from  Provinces  IV,  V,  and  VI.  Canon  Habiby,  Executive  Director  of  the  Fund, 
gave  first-hand  reports  and  pictures  of  the  Fund’s  relief  efforts  in  Africa  and  of  the  orphanage  established 
in  Ethiopia  with  help  of  the  Fund.

PRESIDENT’S  ANNUAL  REPORT  -  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH  WOMEN 

It  is  difficult  to  convey  by  written  work  the  memorable  experiences  which  were  blessings  of  the  past 
year.  Most  vivid,  of  course,  is  the  exhilarating  and  exhausting  experience  of  Triennial  participation 
for  the  first  time.  The  General  Convention  opening  Eucharist  in  the  Anaheim  Convention  Arena 
was  a  masterpiece  of  liturgical  excellence  with  pipe  organ,  full  orchestra,  and  1000  voice  choir  all 
making  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  Lord.  The  homily  was  delivered  by  Archbishop  Runcie  with  Mass 
celebrated  by  Presiding  Bishop  Allin  for  10,000.  The  eight  days  of  Triennial  were  not  all  moun- 
taintop  inspiritional  highs.  There  were  long,  tiring  business  sessions,  interspersed  with  workshops 
and  speakers,  and  the  fellowship  of  new  and  old  friendships. 

Triennial  delegates  were  invited  into  the  House  of  Deputies  three  times  during  General  Convention: 
To  hear  nominations  for  new  Presiding  Bishop; 

To  welcome  the  Presiding-Bishop-elect  Edmund  Browning  2  hours  after  his  election;  and 
To  hear  the  acceptance  speech  of  Bishop  Browning. 

A  little  closer  to  home,  the  Province  V  Conference  in  Detroit  in  April  featured  Bishop  Michael  Mar¬ 
shall  who  presented  three  inspiring  addresses  on  Healing  and  concluded  the  day  with  a  healing  service. 

The  bi-Deanery  meetings  in  1985  all  featured  an  address  by  the  Rev.  Philip  Morgan.  He  challenged 
all  in  attendance  to  THINK  AND  CONSIDER  in  love  several  controversial  questions  concerning 
the  relationship  of  church  and  state  in  the  U.S.A. 

Income  from  the  Diocesan  Memorial  Fund  and  the  Edgerton  Trust  Fund  enabled  the  Diocesan  ECW 
to  award  TWO  scholarships  of  $600  each  this  year  to  Diocesan  ladies  preparing  for  service  profes¬ 
sions.  The  recipients  were  Cheryl  Estes  of  Gas  City  and  Cynthia  Gray  of  Warsaw. 

The  ECW  Board  was  SO  grateful  for  the  enthusiastic  participation  in  the  Summer  Fair  at  Wawasee.  For 
the  fourth  consecutive  year,  records  were  broken,  both  by  total  attendance  and  by  participating 
parishes.  Thanks  to  gifts  from  the  Diocesan  women,  Wawasee  Center  received  48  new  stacking, 
padded  chairs,  all  of  which  were  tested  for  comfort  level  during  the  Summer  Fair. 

As  this  is  written,  we  look  forward  to  an  intriguing  program  at  the  1985  ECW  Annual  Meeting  when 
Dr.  Alec  Wyton  helps  us  "Sing  Our  Way  Into  the  2 1  st  Century  ".  Dr.  Wyton  has  been  Coordinator 
of  the  Standing  Commission  on  Church  Music  since  1974.  He  provided  all  the  music  for  Triennial 
workshop  services,  as  well  as  conducting  workshops  on  the  1982  Hymnal. 
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It  continues  to  be  a  privilege  and  pleasure  to  represent  the  women  of  the  Diocese  at  a  variety  of 
events.  In  addition  to  attending  Triennial  and  the  Province  V  Conference,  I  also  attended  the  1984 
Diocesan  Convention,  regular  Diocesan  Council  meetings,  three  spring  bi-Deanery  meetings.  I  shared 
the  parish  celebrations  for  institutions  of  Frs.  Richard  kennison  and  Jack  Bliven  as  new  rectors,  and 
the  25th  anniversary  of  Ordination  for  Fr.  George  Davis,  there  were  four  regular  and  two  special 
Diocesan  ECW  Board  meetings  conducted  since  the  last  report. 

The  congenial  and  committed  Diocesan  ECW  Board  deserves  the  credit  for  another  year  of  ac¬ 
complishments.  Thanks  be  to  God  for  the  blessings  we’ve  enjoyed  in  His  service.

The  Diocesan  Youth  program  has  had  a  busy  year.  A  delegation  of  young  people  attended  the  an¬ 
nual  Province  V  Youth  Event  in  Toledo,  Ohio.  Jennie  Girton  has  represented  the  diocese  well  and 
has  taken  a  leadership  role  in  planning  and  executing  Provincial  youth  activities.  Two  weekend  youth 
conferences  were  held  within  the  diocese.  Despite  bad  weather,  a  good  number  of  diocesan  youth 
met  in  January  for  a  conference  on  Human  Sexuality  at  the  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center.  Trinity, 
Michigan  City  was  the  host  of  another  weekend  conference  that  had  as  its  topic,  'What  the  Episcopal 
Church  Believes. "

ON  ALCOHOLISM  AND  OTHER  ADDICTIONS 

The  Diocesan  Committee  on  Alcoholism  and  other  Addictions  (DCOAA)  has  met  monthly  during 
the  past  year.  Goals  have  been  developed  to  enable  it  to  carry  out  the  mandates  of  General  Conven¬ 
tion  (1979)  and  the  Diocesan  Convention  (1980). 

These  goals  include  the  establishment  of  a  committee  made  up  of  a  representative  number  of  people 
from  throughout  the  diocese  to  participate  in  its  program  -  -  specifically  one  from  each  parish  and 
mission.  Parish  clergy  have  been  solicited  to  name  representatives  to  the  DCOAA. 

The  Committee  has  an  on-going  responsibility  to  be  a  resource  for  the  Bishop,  diocesan  clergy  and 
parishes  on  the  subject  of  substance  abuse  and  seeks  to  provide  speakers,  literature  and  counsel  as 
needed.  Further,  a  day-long  workshop  is  planned  for  Saturday,  January  18,  1986,  at  St.  James’ 
Cathedral,  South  Bend. 

Proposed  Diocesan  Policies  and  Procedures  for  the  assistance  of  clergy  as  well  as  lay  employees 
of  the  diocese  and  parishes  with  problems  of  alcohol  and/or  other  addictive  illnesses  have  been  prepared 
for  action  by  the  1985  Diocesan  Convention. 

During  the  coming  year,  continuing  educational  programs  will  be  planned  and  presented  and  a 
bibliography  of  printed  material  available  through  the  Committee  will  be  published.  In  addition, 
a  spe25:er’s  bureau  will  be  developed  to  provide  speakers  for  various  diocesan  and  parish  functions.

REPORT  OF  THE  EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE 


As  reported  each  year  since  our  formation,  the  Evangelism  Committee  stands  ready  to  assist  any 
parish  or  mission  to  develop  an  evangelism  program.  While  the  formation  of  a  Joint  Commission 
on  the  national  level  is  very  recent,  the  General  Convention  of  1985,  much  work  has  been  done  in 
the  past  under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev.  Wayne  Schwab.  Through  his  efforts  we  now  have  Provin¬ 
cial  Evangelism  chairs  and  regularly  meet  in  each  province  to  provide  input  and  new  plans  tor 
evangelism. 

Your  evangelism  committee  has  attended  all  workshops  and  provincial  meetings  save  one.  All  pro¬ 
grams  are  adaptable  to  any  size  congregation  and  have  been  successfully  instituted  in  many  parishes 
and  missions  throughout  the  Church.  We  have  many  resources  available  for  use  and  await  a  request. 

With  regard  to  the  S.W.E.E.P.  evaluations  mandated  by  General  Convention  1982,  eight  congrega¬ 
tions  have  completed  the  entire  evaluation;  two  congregations  have  used  adaptations  of,  but  not  the 
full  evaluation  form;  and  8  report  no  evaluations  at  all.  The  remainder  of  the  congregations  of  the 
diocese  did  not  return  the  reply  card  that  accompanied  the  inquiry. 

Between  the  date  of  submission  of  this  report  and  the  diocesan  convention,  another  provincial  workshop 
will  be  held  for  evangelism  committees  of  the  province  at  the  Fatima  Retreat  Center  in  South  Bend.  Any 
new  developments  will  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the  diocesan  convention. 

One  of  the  members  of  the  committee,  Mrs.  Ben  (Peg)  Meek,  sibsubmitted  her  resignation  due  to 
personal  reasons.  If  any  congregation  wishes  to  have  a  representative  on  this  committee,  please  contact 
the  chairman.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  SMALL  COMMUNITIES  AND  MINISTRY 

1985 


The  committee  intensified  its  efforts  during  1984  to  meet  the  mandate  of  the  Diocesan  Convention 
in  the  development  of  a  ministry  strategy  to  aid  small  congregations  in  their  life  and  work  as  well 
as  become  an  advocate  for  these  small  congregations  in  the  councils  of  the  diocese.  During  the  year, 
the  committee  met  either  within  the  church  buildings  or  with  representatives  of  five  smaller  con¬ 
gregations  in  order  to  obtain  a  "feel "  for  the  needs  of  these  struggling  communities,  endeavoring 
to  pinpoint  both  differences  and  common  concerns  among  them.  There  were  many  more  common 
concerns  than  differences,  and  the  committee  is  studying  these  further  in  hopes  of  developing  a  strategy 
for  the  diocese.  A  resolution  to  the  diocesan  convention  has  been  drafted  that  is  based  upon  one 
of  the  more  common  difficulties  facing  these  smaller  congregations  -  -  the  availability  of  clergy. 

The  committee  sponsored  two  workshops  during  the  year.  In  April,  the  committee  sponsored  a  one-day 
seminar  hosted  by  the  Episcopal  Church  Women  of  Saint  Anne’s  Chruch  in  Warsaw.  There  were 
28  participants  at  the  seminar,  led  by  Beverly  Dexter,  Ed.  D.,  to  address,  "Getting  our  Parish  Off 
Square  One. "  The  response  was  very  favorable.  A  Sunday  School  Teacher’s  workshop  was  also 
held  at  Saint  John’s  Church  in  Elkhart  in  June. 

The  committee  also  participated  in  the  conducting  of  SWEEP  programs  at  several  of  the  smaller  con¬ 
gregations,  which  members  of  the  participating  churches  felt  were  very  successful.  Several  members 
of  the  committee  participated  in  the  annual  provincial  conference  dealing  with  small  congregations. 

The  Rev.  Father  Maxwell  Brown,  who  had  been  chairman  and  guiding  light  for  the  work  of  this 
committee,  retired.  This  is  a  hard  loss  for  the  committee;  we  have  asked  Mr.  Fred  Heasley  to  chair 
the  committee,  and  asked  three  additional  members  of  the  diocesan  family  to  join  us  in  our  work 
-  -  Fathers  Richard  Kennison  and  Leonard  Brinkmoeller  and  Mr.  John  Adney  -  -  hoping  that  in  numbers 
we  can  make  up  for  Father  Brown’s  departure,  the  committee,  in  its  September  meeting,  reviewed 
its  own  efforts  and  unanimously  agreed  to  recommend  to  the  diocesan  convention  that  it  be  mandated 
to  continue  its  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  FORT  WAYNE  DEANERY,  REGARDING 
THE  PLACEMENT  AND  FINANCING  OF  FUTURE  MISSION  CONGREGATIONS 

From  such  information  as  we  have  been  able  to  obtain,  there  is  one  particular  area  in  the  Fort  Wayne 
deanery  in  which  there  seems  to  be  a  good  potential  for  a  mission  congregation,  although  the  time 
for  such  to  be  established  is  probably  several  years  ahead.  The  location  would  be  the  far  west-southwest 
area  of  Allen  County,  perhaps  in  proximity  to  U.S.  Highway  24  near  County  Line  Road. 

The  circumstances  which  indicate  this  as  a  promising  area  have  to  do  with  the  construction  of  the 
General  Motors  truck  plant  and  the  vastly  increased  population  growth  in  that  and  the  Aboite  Township 
area.  The  financing  of  such  a  mission  might  be  accomplished  by  Trinity  Church  establishing  it  as 
another  altar  of  that  parish.  Since  the  area  has  only  Just  begun  its  growth  and  enlargement,  if  the 
possibility  of  beginning  such  a  congregation  were  thought  to  be  sound,  it  would  be  wise  for  an  effort 
to  be  made  to  secure  land  for  such  development  as  soon  as  possible. 

Because  missions  have  been  established  in  various  smaller  towns  in  the  Fort  Wayne  deanery  in  times 
past,  and  have  not  materialized  as  ongoing  parishes,  and  because  sizeable  growth  potential  for  most 
of  these  areas  does  not  seem  to  be  indicated  (with  the  possible  exception  of  Aubum-Garrett),  we 
cannot  recommend  consideration  of  other  sites  at  this  time,  although  there  are  several  counties  that 
have  no  Episcopal  churches  at  all.  We  rejoice  at  the  success  of  St.  George’s  congregation  in  its 
ministry  in  Berne,  and  hope  that  it  will  continue  to  prosper.

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SUMMARY  OF  OFFICIAL  ACTS  OF  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL  FOR  THE  YEAR  1985 


The  January  meeting  was  cancelled  and  not  rescheduled. 

The  April  meeting  of  Council  approved  a  request  from  the  Wawasee  Center  Committee  that  tunds 
being  held  for  furnishings  at  the  Center  be  released  to  purchase  tables.  A  Venture  in  Mission  re¬ 
quest  was  approved  for  Christ  the  King  Church,  Huntington,  for  quarterly  preaching/teaching  mis¬ 
sions.  At  the  request  of  the  treasurer,  $5,000  was  transferred  from  the  interest  of  the  reserve  fund 
to  the  working  fund.  This  raises  the  working  fund  to  $15,000.  Council  also  approved  a  retroac¬ 
tive  increase  to  Bishop  Sheridan  to  cover  additional  traveling  expenses  underfunded  in  the  budget.  The 
question  of  the  "bundle  plan"  for  the  BEACON  was  also  debated  and  Council  was  informed  that 
plans  were  underway  for  implementation  of  the  Convention  resolution. 

The  June  meeting  was  cancelled  and  not  rescheduled. 

The  September  meeting  approved  a  Venture  in  Mission  request  from  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend,  for 
video  equipment.  The  1986  budget  was  passed.  Petitions  were  heard  from  four  parishes  for  reduction 
of  the  proposed  assessment  for  1986.  These  reductions  are  noted  in  the  revised  proposed  budget 
for  1986.  Council  was  glad  to  hear  that  St.  Paul’s,  Mishawaka  was  accepting  its  full  share  for  1986.

ECUMENICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT  FOR  THE  DIOCESAN  CONVENTION 

Action  taken  at  the  1985  General  Convention,  which  met  in  Anaheim,  California,  in  September  moved 
our  church  forward  on  several  ecumenical  fronts  simultaneously. 

While  scattered  grumblings  were  heard  against  Episcopal  Church  participation  in  the  National  and 
World  Council  of  Churches  and  the  Consultation  on  Church  Union  (COCU)  with  eight  other  denomina¬ 
tions,  such  participation  was  overwhelmingly  reaffirmed.  Resolutions  endorsed  STUDY  of  a  COCU 
doctrinal  statement  and  the  COCU  convenanting  process  with  eight  other  denominations. 

Three  major  resolutions,  all  passed  almost  by  consensus,  approved:  ( 1 )  the  chapters  on  "Authority 
in  the  Church"  in  the  Anglican-Roman  Catholic  Final  Report;  (2)  the  statement  on  Baptism,  Eucharist 
and  Ministry  prepared  by  the  World  Council  of  Churches;  and  (3)  the  intention  to  restore  the  Nicene 
Creed  to  its  original  form  without  the  filioque,  a  phrase  signifying  that  the  Holy  Spirit  proceeds  from 
the  Son  as  well  as  God  the  Father.  The  latter  move  is  seen  as  improving  relations  with  the  Eastern 
Orthodox  Church,  which  never  adopted  the  filioque. 

Other  bilateral  dialogues  forwarded  by  the  General  Convention  were  those  with  Reformed,  Orthodox 
and  Lutheran  Churches. 

In  this  time  when  we  are  receiving  results  of  the  many  bilateral  and  multilateral  dialogues,  our  Church 
has  to  make  judgments.  This  offers  Episcopalians  the  opportunity  to  think  more  about  our  faith  than 
we  ever  have  before. 

A  major  goal  of  the  Convention  was  to  involve  Episcopalians  in  every  diocese,  seminary  and  religious 
order  in  thinking  and  study  of  ecumenical  issues  and  concerns. 

During  the  next  three  years,  throughout  our  church  we  are  asked  to  celebrate  the  100th  anniversaries 
in  1986  and  1988,  of  the  Chicago-Lambeth  (Quadrilateral,  which  summarizes  the  essential  content 
of  Christian  bases  for  restoring  Christian  unity. 

Again,  this  year,  I  urge  all  of  us  in  this  Diocese  to  become  well  acquainted  with  the  above  mentioned 
documents  and  to  personally  participate  in  ecumenical  study  and  dialogue.  If  the  Church  is  to  fulfil 
its  Mission  to  the  world,  we  need  to  be  united  to  Jesus  Christ  in  His  high-priestly  prayer: 

"that  they  all  be  one;  even  as  thou,  Father  art  in  me,  and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be 
in  us,  so  that  the  world  may  believe  that  thou  hast  sent  me.  "  (John  17:21-23)

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ALTAR  GUILD  -  Annual  Report  1985 


The  tenth  annual  Diocesan  Altar  Guild  Day,  hosted  by  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Elkhart,  was  held 
October  5,  1985,  with  103  persons  attending  representing  17  congregations.  This  included  twelve 
clergy  and  two  graduate  students  from  Notre  Dame. 

Fr.  Keyse,  Rector  of  St.  John’s,  welcomed  everyone  to  his  parish,  and  then  introduced  Elaine  Drex- 
ler,  St.  John’s  Altar  Guild  Directress.  She  expressed  her  gratitude  for  such  a  fine  attendance  and 
invited  everyone  to  tour  the  Sacristy  as  time  was  available.  Fr.  Keyse  then  introduced  Wilma  Pratt 
who  read  a  letter  from  Mary  Jo  Luke,  Diocesan  Altar  Guild  Chairman  expressing  her  disappoint¬ 
ment  for  missing  the  meeting  while  she  is  in  England  on  Bishop  Sheridan’s  tour.  Wilma  then  in¬ 
troduced  Fr.  Jeffrey  Lee,  Curate  of  St.  John’s,  to  give  a  brief  background  on  the  speaker,  Joanna 
KilBride. 

Fr.  Lee  recounted  his  vivid  first  impressions  of  the  magnificent  vestments  used  at  Nashotah  House.  As 
a  seminarian  there,  he  learned  to  know  the  creator  of  those  vestments,  Joanna  KilBride,  affectionate¬ 
ly  know  as  Jennie.  She  visited  Nashotah  regularly,  first  when  handwoven  vestments  were  commis¬ 
sioned,  and  later  to  deliver  her  handcrafted  product.  This  talented  craftsman  lives  in  Sussex,  England, 
and  her  work  is  influenced  by  her  own  faith  and  theological  convictions. 

Jennie’s  presentation  was  a  bit  of  a  biography,  illustrated  with  slides,  explaining  how  she  grew  into 
her  career.  At  the  age  of  26  her  father  decided  to  discover  a  new  way  of  life  taught  by  William 
Morris.  He  joined  a  community  of  craftsmen  who  believed  that  beauty  should  surround  you  and 
that  the  best  should  be  made  from  natural  materials.  This  Guild  developed  a  style  of  religious  art 
still  offered  today.  Her  father  married  and  the  family  grew  up  living  in  this  community.  The  children 
watched  their  father  at  work  and  learned  that  certain  values  in  life  are  worth  doing  for  the  end  effect, 
no  matter  how  much  effort  is  required.  Throughout  her  life,  Jennie  has  been  surrounded  by  beautiful, 
though,  simple  things. 

Her  father,  a  weaver,  worked  to  improve  the  status  of  church  vestments.  He  researched  vestment 
styles  through  the  ages.  He  believed,  and  taught  Jennie,  that  religious  garments  should  be  designed 
to  make  a  Priest’s  actions  more  significant  and  dignified.  Jennie’s  father  acquired  hand  looms  from 
a  company  which  converted  to  power  early  in  this  century,  and  he  continued  as  a  weaver  until  the 
age  of  84. 

Today  Jennie  KilBride  is  maintaining  the  business.  She  works  almost  exclusively  with  silk.  She 
dyes  the  thread,  weaves  the  fabric,  wets  and  dries  it  on  a  frame,  and  finally  creates  a  garment.  She 
prefers  to  see  the  setting  in  which  it  will  be  used  and  to  confer  personally  with  those  who  are  com¬ 
missioning  her  work.  This  increases  her  ability  to  provide  the  most  beautiful  garment  for  her 
customer.  Today  she  sells  more  in  America  than  in  England. 

Following  her  story,  attendees  had  an  opportunity  to  see  and  touch  samples  of  her  fabrics,  as  well 
as  to  see  two  chasubles  on  display,  in  the  chapel. 

The  Holy  Eucharist  was  celebrated  at  noon  by  Fr.  Keyse,  assisted  by  Frs.  Jeffrey  Lee  and  Philip 
Morgan.  Lunch  was  served  in  the  Great  Hall  by  members  of  St.  John’s  Altar  Guild. 

Following  lunch,  Fr.  keyse  moderated  the  traditional  Question  Box.  This  provides  an  opportunity 
for  everyone  to  ask  questions  anonymously,  and  is  intended  to  stimulate  discussion  on  customs  and 
practices  of  various  Altar  Guilds.

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THE  WAWASEE  EPISCOPAL  CENTER  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  continues  to  meet  diverse  needs  for  meetings,  retreats,  and  con¬ 
ferences.  The  use  of  the  facility  is  increasing,  but  there  are  still  open  dates  for  scheduling  parish 
or  committee  events.  A  new  fee  schedule  has  been  prepared  and  awaits  the  approval  of  the  Diocesan 
Council.  Soon  after  its  approval  it  will  be  distribured  to  all  the  parishes  and  missions  in  the 
diocese.  Some  preliminary  thinking  has  also  gone  into  the  publication  of  a  brochure  to  promote 
the  use  of  the  center. 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Women  of  the  Diocese  forty-nine  new  padded  stacking 
chairs  have  been  purchased  and  are  in  place  at  the  center.  One  thousand  dollars  from  the  Wawasee 
Furnishings  Fund  was  also  expended  for  the  purchase  of  seven  handsome  eight  foot  folding  tables 
and  three  sixty  inch  round  tables.  A  new  couch  and  end  table  was  also  provided  from  the  same 
source.  In  addition,  the  retreat  house  is  now  equipped  with  smoke  detectors,  a  new  water  softener 
has  been  purchased,  and  work  has  begun  on  the  renovation  of  the  old  kitchen  to  make  it  more 
usable.  Investigation  is  still  underway  to  discover  the  best  and  most  economical  way  to  solve  a  minor 
leak  in  the  roof.  Also  on  the  agenda  for  attention  is  the  updating  and  finishing  of  the  restroom  facilities 
and  the  bedrooms  in  the  Bishop  Mailed  House.  Also  on  the  list  of  priorities  is  kitchen  equipment 
(pots  and  pans,  dishes,  silver,  etc.),  the  restoring  of  the  wicker  furniture,  and  providing  equipment 
and  materials  that  could  be  used  for  conference  and  retreat  programs. 

All-in-all  the  center  has  experienced  a  good  year.  Future  plans  .promise  an  even  more  comfortable 
location  for  retreats  and  conferences  in  the  wonderful  natural  setting  of  Lake  Wawasee.

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  after  the  86th  Diocesan  Convention,  Father  Robert 
Center  was  elected  president  and  Father  George  Davis  was  elected  secretary. 

At  the  time  of  writing  of  this  report,  the  Committee  has  met  four  times  and  taken  the  following  action: 

1 .  Approved  request  from  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  to  sell  two  properties  -  1 125  Illsley  Drive 
and  1422-24  Oakland. 

2.  Gave  consent  to  a  request  from  the  Bishop  that  the  87th  Diocesan  Convention  be  hosted  by 
Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne. 

3.  Gave  consent  to  St.  Paul’s,  Mishawaka,  to  sell  rectory  at  31 1  Edgewater  Drive  with  proceeds 
used  to  refurbish  church  facilities. 

4.  Gave  consent  to  a  request  from  the  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  Committee  to  sell  a  lot  on  the 
north  side  of  the  lake  with  proceeds  to  go  to  Wawasee  Center.

RESOLUTION  NO.  1 

ON  THE  AVAILABILITY  OF  PRIESTS  IN  SMALL  CONGREGATIONS 

(Carried) 

WHEREAS,  The  Eighty-Fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  requested 
that  the  Bishop  apoint  members  to  a  commission  on  small  communities  and  ministry 
to  provide  advocacy  for  small  congregations  and  to  develop  a  ministry  strategy  for  work 
in  small  communities;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Committee  on  Small  Communities  and  Ministry  was  formed  by  the  Bishop  and, 
functioning  since  early  1984,  has  witnessed  the  difficulties  endured  by  small  congrega¬ 
tions  as  they  seek  to  develop  a  presence  in  smaller  communities  and  has  concluded  that 
a  major  problem  perceived  by  smaller  congregations  is  the  absence  of  any  continuity 
through  die  availability  of  a  member  of  the  clergy  who  would  be  "their"  priest  -  -  knowing 
the  congregation  and  being  known,  loving  the  congregation  and  being  loved,  sharing 
lives  and  guiding  them  in  their  spiritual  journey;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Diocese  does  not  have  sufficient  resourses  to  place  a  full-time  ordained  person 
in  these  smaller  congregations;  Therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  larger  congregations  and  clergy  ministering  at  these  larger  churches  be  made 
aware  that  there  are  small  congregations  within  their  deaneries  that  are  deeply  troubled 
and  in  need  of  assistance;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  appropriate  diocesan  committees,  directed  by  the  Bishop,  explore  the  feasibility 
of  developing  within  the  diocese,  possibly  at  the  deanery  level,  a  system  of  "yoking, " 
wherein  two  small  congregations  would  be  formed  into  one  larger  congregation  with 
two  altars,  or  with  one  small  congregation  being  redesignated  as  an  "altar "  of  another 
(larger)  parish  in  order  to  provide  consistency  and  regularity  to  the  worship  of  the  smaller 
congregation;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  representatives  to  the  Convention  recognize  the  urgency  of  this  situation 
and  express  their  concern  for  these  smaller  congregations  both  in  prayer  and  in  active¬ 
ly  searching  for  innovative  solutions.

be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Diocesan  Executive  implement  this  resolution  by  July  1,  1986.

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RESOLUTION  NO.  3 
ON  ALCOHOLISM  POLICY 
(Carried) 


RESOLVED,  Be  it  that  the  following  be  adopted  as  policy  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana; 
POLICY 

I .  Alcoholism  and  other  addiction  is  a  disease  of  pervasive  impact,  affecting  the  victim  physically, 
mentally,  and  spiritually.  Further,  this  illness  seriously  affects  close  family,  friends,  and  work 
associates  of  the  victim.  Alcoholism/addiction  is  a  chronic,  progressive,  and  fatal  disease.  With 
present  ability  of  medical  science,  the  disease  is  incurable.  However,  the  disease  is  highly  treatable, 
bringing  an  arresting  of  the  disease  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  and  allowing  the  victim  to 
lead  a  ftill,  productive,  and  worthwhile  life. 

II.  As  with  any  illness,  alcoholism/addiction  is  not  grounds  for  dismissal  from  any  charge  or  employ¬ 
ment  position.  Poor  job  performance,  regardless  of  reasons  for  its  origin,  may  be  grounds  for 
dismissal. 

III.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  that  no  person  who  seeks  help  for 
alcoholism/addiction  will  be  dismissed  for  being  ill  or  for  seeking  help.  The  Diocese  will  allow 
as  much  time  for  treatment  as  reasonably  indicated  by  competent  medical  authority,  including 
acute,  intermediate,  transitional,  and  continuing  care. 

IV.  Often,  by  the  time  treatment  is  sought,  pastoral  and  other  employment  relationships  are  severely 
impaired.  The  Diocese  will,  as  much  as  possible,  work  for  healing  and  reconciliation  of  these 
relationships.  The  Diocese  will  also  give  assistance  to  families,  friends,  and  parishes  in  obtain¬ 
ing  help  with  problems  stemming  from  addictive  illness. 

V .  The  Diocese  will  not  discriminate  against  recovering  alcoholics/addicts  in  job  appointment. 

VI.  The  Diocese  shall  maintain  a  Diocesan  Committee  on  Alcoholism  and  other  Addiction  (DCOAA) 
as  authorized  by  the  1978  resolution  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

PROCEDURE 

I .  If  a  person,  for  whatever  reason,  realizes  a  need  for  help,  the  following  resources  are  available: 

A.  Self- referral  for  treatment,  either  in-patient  or  out-patient. 

B.  Self-referral  to  members  of  the  Diocesan  Committee  on  Alcoholism  and  Other  Addiction 
(DCOAA)  for  assistance. 

C.  Self-referral  to  the  Bishop  for  assistance. 

D.  Self-referral  to  theraputic  fellowships  such  as  Alcoholics  Anonymous,  Narcotics  Anonymous, 
Al-Anon,  etc. 

Note:  In  case  of  self-referral  for  assistance,  confidentiality  will  be  carefully  respected  and  shared 
only  with  the  person’s  written  permission. 

II.  If  a  person  is  concerned  about  the  possible  alcohol  ism/addiction  of  another,  he  may  seek  assistance 
from  the  following: 

A.  Members  of  DCOAA  for  help  in  evaluating  the  situation  and  appropriate  referral. 

B.  The  Bishop  for  his  pastoral  assistance  and  referral. 

C.  Community/family  programs  offered  through  many  treatment  facilities. 

D.  Open  AA/Al-Anon  meetings,  etc. 

Note:  In  cases  of  inquiry  about  others  who  may  be  affected,  confidentiality  will  be  carefully 
respected  and  shared  only  with  written  permission. 

III.  In  the  case  of  pastoral  relationship/employment  problems  where  alcoholism/addiction  is  suspected, 
the  following  will  apply: 

A.  Respecting  the  clergy  and  diocesan  employees: 

1 .  The  Bishop  will  empower  two  members  of  DCOAA,  one  lay  and  one  clergy,  to  evaluate 
the  situation. 

2.  These  persons,  after  careful  deliberatin,  will  report  their  findings  to  the  Bishop  for  his 
pastoral  evaluation  and  action. 

3.  If  indicated,  the  affected  person  will  be  requested  to  undertake  evaluation  and/or  treatment. 
If  accepted,  the  job  protection  and  assistance  of  this  policy  will  prevail.  If  refused, 
disciplinary  action  or  termination  due  to  job  performance  may  be  invoked,  or  other 
action,  as  the  Bishop  may  deem  appropriate. 

B.  In  the  case  of  problems  with  parochial  employees,  the  responsibilities  of  the  Parish  Priest 
and  Vestry  shall  be  similar  to  those  of  the  Bishop,  which  are  given  in  III,  A.  Upon 
request,  DCOAA  will  work  with  parishes  in  assisting  employees  suffering  from  alcoholism/ 
addiction. 

IV.  In  all  cases  where  a  parish  or  diocesan  organization  is  affected  by  a  key  member  being  alcoholic 
or  addicted,  the  Bishop  may  require  the  parish  or  organization  to  work  with  DCOAA  in  a  pro¬ 
gram  of  education  about  the  disease,  its  process  and  recovery. 
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V.  Every  parish  and  diocesan  organization,  whether  there  is  a  problem  with  alcoholism/addiction 
or  not,  is  strongly  encouraged  to  regularly  invite  DCOAA  to  make  educational  presentations  on 
a  recurring  basis. 

VI.  This  policy  shall  be  given  to  each  priest/deacon  in  the  Diocese,  whether  canonically  resident  or 
under  license,  and  employees.  Regularly,  copies  will  be  distributed  to  parish  officers  and  spouses 
of  clergy /employees.  Parishes  are  likewise  encouraged  to  make  this  policy  known  to  employees 
and  their  spouses. 


RESOLUTION  NO.  4 

ON  SERVING  ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGES 
(Carried) 

RESOLVED,  Be  it  that  the  following  be  adopted  as  policy  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana: 

1.  It  is  not  necessary  to  serve  alcoholic  beverages  at  any  Church  function,  except 
the  Eucharist. 

2.  When  alcoholic  beverages  are  served,  non-alcoholic  drink(s)  must  be  equally 
available  and  served  in  an  equally  attractive  manner. 

3 .  Beverages  must  be  clearly  marked  as  to  whether  they  are  alcoholic  or  alcohol-free. 

4.  Food  should  be  served  in  conjunction  with  the  availability  of  alcoholic  beverages. 

5.  Access  to  beverages  must  be  controlled  so  that  minors  and  intoxicated  persons 
are  not  served  alcoholic  drinks. 

6.  Non-church  functions  taking  place  on  Church  property  must  conform  to  these 
guidelines.

of  the 

DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 


as  adopted  by  the 
Seventy-first  Annual  Convention 


October  15,  1969 


and  amended  by  subsequent  Conventions 
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THE  CONSTITUTION 


Preamble 


Certain  principles  ought  to  be  recognized  and  enforced  by  Canon  Law.  This  Church  traces 
its  continuity  from  the  Apostles  and  respects  its  own  history.  In  belief,  government  and  worship 
it  aims  to  conform  to  the  practice  adopted  most  generally  by  the  Episcopal  Church  throughout 
its  development.  The  purpose  of  these  laws  is  to  establish  as  the  rule  of  this  Diocese  that  order 
which  the  Church  adjudges  best  to  comport  with  God's  Glory  and  to  provide  for  man's  growth 
in  grace.  And  as  anarchy  must  prevail  where  no  law  exists,  so  where  laws  have  been  enacted 
their  ends  are  best  secured  when  they  are  enforced  by  reverent  regard  for  law  by  all  who  are 
amenable  to  law,  by  a  willing  and  conscientious  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  that  law.  These 
laws  are  framed  with  this  end  in  view.  They  are  submitted  to  a  law-abiding  people  in  the  hope 
that  in  order  to  insure  compliance  with  them,  it  will  only  be  necessary  that  it  be  known  what 
the  mind  of  the  Church  is. 

WHEREAS,  by  the  vote  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  at  its  session  held  in  the  City  of  Washington,  D.C.,  in  October,  A.D. 
1898,  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  was  divided,  and  all  that  part  of  the  State  of  Indiana  lying  north 
of  the  south  line  of  the  following  counties,  to  wit:  Benton,  V/hite,  Carroll,  Howard,  Grant, 
Blackford  and  Jay,  was  constituted  and  created  a  Diocese  of  said  Church;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Church  in  said  Territory  has  been  and  is  now  duly  recognized  as  a  Diocese  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  under  the  name  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  Inc.; 

NOW,  we,  the  Bishop  and  Priests  of  said  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  and  the  Lay  Delegates 
of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  thereof  in  Convention  assembled,  do  adopt  and  enact  this  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  said  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  I 

The  name  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  Inc.,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "The  Diocese." 


ARTICLE  n 

The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Inc.  comprises  all  of  that  part 
of  the  State  of  Indiana  lying  north  of  the  south  line  of  the  following  counties,  to  wit:  Benton, 
White,  Carroll,  Howard,  Grant,  Blackford  and  Jay. 


ARTICLE  in 

The  law  governing  the  Diocese  is  declared  to  be: 

1.  The  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

2.  The  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America 
as  set  forth  by  the  General  Convention  thereof. 

3.  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  its  Rubrics. 

4.  The  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  and  the  enactments  of  the  Convention 

thereof. 

5.  The  ecclesiastical  law  of  England  and  the  Statutes  of  the  British  Parliament  made  in 

aid  thereof  prior  to  A.D.  1789,  and  which  are  of  a  general  nature,  not  local  to  that  kingdom, 

and  not  inconsistent  with  the  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  paragraphs  of  this  article. 
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ARTICLE  IV 


SECTION  1.  The  legislative  power  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested  in  a  Convention 
thereof. 

SECTION  2.  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  is  constituted  as  follows: 

First.  The  bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and,  if  there  be  one,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  any 
Suffragan  Bishop  shall  each  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention. 

Second.  Every  Priest  and  Deacon  not  under  ecclesiastical  censure  who  is  canonically 
resident  within  the  Diocese  shall  each  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Third.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex- 
officio  entitled  to  sit  and  vote  in  the  Convention.  The  three  appointed  chairmen  of  each 
of  the  Bishop's  three  Executive  Divisions  shall  be  given  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

Fourth.  Each  parish  in  the  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  three  (3)  lay  delegates,  and  each 
Diocesan  and  parochial  mission  to  one  (1)  lay  delegate,  who  shall  in  all  cases  be 
communicants  of  the  Church,  not  less  that  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age,  and  residents  and  stated 
worshipers  of  the  parish  or  mission  which  they  represent;  further,  such  persons  may  not  be 
under  ecclesiastical  discipline,  and  must  have  been  elected  delegates  in  accordance  with  the 
Canon  governing  the  election  of  delegates. 


SECTION  3.  The  Convention  shall  meet  in  regular  annual  session  which  shall  be 
convened  by  a  summons  issued  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  conjunction  with  the  Standing 
Committee,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  then  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  at  a  time  designated 
by  Canon  and  at  a  place  deemed  most  convenient.  In  all  cases  printed  notice  shall  be  sent 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  to  all  who  are  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Annual 
Convention  at  least  ninety  (90)  days,  and  in  a  Special  Convention  at  least  thiry  (30)  days, 
in  advance  of  its  assembling  which  said  notice  shall  specify  the  place  and  the  time  of 
meeting  and,  in  the  case  of  special  sessions,  the  business  for  the  transaction  of  which  the 
session  has  been  called. 

SECTION  4.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of  the  Convention, 
but  in  case  of  his  absence  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  shall  preside.  In  the  absence  of  both,  a 
presiding  officer  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Convention  from  among  its 
representatives. 


ARTICLE  V 

SECTION  1.  A  majority  of  the  Priests  and  Deacons  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention 
and  lay  delegates  from  one-third  of  the  parishes  and  missions  entitled  to  representation, 
when  duly  assembled,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  smaller 
number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 

SECTION  2.  All  elections  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  Canon  shall  be  by  ballot  in 
Convention  unless  the  same  be  dispensed  with  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention. 

SECTION  3.  The  clergy  and  laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body.  Every  member  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  determine  any  question  submitted 
to  the  Convention,  unless  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Constitution  and  the  Canons  of  the 
Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  If  any  member  shall  call  for  a  vote  by  oral  declaration,  the  Secretary  shall 
call  the  roll  of  the  Convention,  and  the  members  shall  thereupon  announce  their  votes  as 
their  names  are  called  by  the  Secretary.  The  votes  so  cast  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Journal, 
and  no  member  shall  be  excused  from  voting  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention. 
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SECTION  5.  If  any  three  clerical  members  or  three  lay  delegates,  being  representatives 
from  three  different  parishes  or  missions,  shall  demand  a  vote  by  orders,  the  roll  of  the 
Convention  shall  be  called,  as  directed  in  the  previous  section,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes 
of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  an  affirmative  decision. 


ARTICLE  VI 

SECTION  1.  The  Convention  may  admit  parishes  and  missions  into  union  with  it  on  such 
terms  as  provided  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese 

SECTION  2.  The  Convention  shall  set  forth  the  conditions  by  virtue  of  which  parishes 
arid  missions  in  union  with  it  may  be  deprived  of  representation  in  the  Convention,  or  forfeit 
their  parochial  privileges. 

SECTION  3.  No  parish  shall  be  organized  within  the  boundaries  of  any  existing  parish 
without  the  consent  of  such  existing  parish,  which  must  be  given  by  the  action  of  its  Rector, 
Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  sitting  as  one  body.  If  consent  is  refused,  the  parish,  through 
its  Rector,  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  shall  give  notice  to  the  Bishop  of  such  refusal 
and  the  reasons  therefor.  The  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  shall  judge  the 
reasonableness  of  such  refusal  and  decide  accordingly,  and  if  the  decision  of  the  Bishop  and 
a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  is  that  such  refusal  is  unreasonable,  they  shall  proceed 
to  grant  consent  for  the  organization  of  the  new  parish.  Any  decision  of  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  shall  be  final  in  the  matter. 


ARTICLE  Vn 

The  Convention  shall  annually  by  resolution  provide  for  the  raising  of  such  revenue  as 
is  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  maintenance  of  such  other 
ecclesiastical  work  as  it  may  authorize.  The  Convention  shall  further  designate  the  authority 
and  functions  to  be  delegated  to  and  exercised  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 


ARTICLE  Vra 

SECTION  1.  As  provided  in  Article  V,  the  legislative  power  of  the  Diocese  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Convention  thereof. 

SECTION  2.  There  shall  be  a  Diocesan  Council  which  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop 
as  Chairman,  six  priests,  six  lay  persons  and  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  Women,  The  said  Diocesan  Council  will  function  exclusively  as  the  interim 
legislative  arm  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  and  shall  carry  out  such  specific  delegated 
authority  as  the  Diocesan  Convention  shall  specify.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  no 
executive  function  and  no  operating  divisions.  Its  legislative  authority  will  include  at  least 
quarterly  reviews  of  the  Executive  Department's  activities  and  approval  of  revised  budget 
priorities.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  also  have  the  authority  to  authorize  inter-budget 
transfers  of  budgeted  funds  between  sessions  of  Diocesan  Conventions. 


ARTICLE  IX 

SECTION  1.  In  addition  to  the  Bishop,  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  Suffragan  Bishop,  the 
officers  of  this  Diocese,  who  shall  in  all  cases  be  elected  by  the  Convention  of  the  same  and 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successor  shall  have  been  elected,  shall  be: 

A  Secretary  for  one  year. 

A  Treasurer  for  one  year. 

A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  three  priests,  for  three  years,  and  two  lay  persons 
for  two  years. 

A  Commission  on  Ministry,  consisting  of  at  least  five  (5)  and  not  more  than  seven  (7) 
clergymen  and  at  least  three  (3)  and  not  more  than  five  (5)  lay  persons,  to  be  nominated  by 
the  Bishop,  for  one  year. 
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The  Chancellor  for  three  years. 

A  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  three  laymen,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop,  for 
three  years. 

The  duties  of  said  officers  shall  be  as  specified  by  this  Constitution  and  by  Canon  Law. 
SECTION  2.  All  persons  holding  office  under  the  provisions  of  Section  1  of  this  Article 
must  be  communicants  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  X 

SECTION  1.  The  executive  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested  in  the  Bishop  who 
shall  be  President  of  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  2.  A  part  of  the  executive  authority  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop, 
there  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of  three  laymen  each  elected  for  a  period  of 
three  years  by  Diocesan  Convention.  The  laymen  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop  on  a 
rotating  basis  as  provided  by  the  Canon  Law.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  supervise  the 
investment  of  the  Diocesan  funds  and  the  special  trust  funds  which  may  from  time  to  time 
become  the  property  of  or  be  administered  by  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  3.  The  Commission  on  Ministry,  provided  in  Section  1  of  Article  IX,  shall  be 
part  of  the  executive  branch  of  the  Diocese  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese.  The  duties  of  the  Commission  on  Ministry  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  the  Bishop  and 
in  accordance  with  the  Canon  Law  of  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  The  Bishop's  cabinet  shall  consist  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Executive 
Divisions,  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  Canon  Law  of  this  Diocese,  together  with  the 
Treasurer  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese.  The  Chairmen  of  said  Executive  Divisions  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  The  Bishop's  cabinet  shall  meet  with  the  Bishop  at  least 
quarterly  and  at  such  times  as  the  Bishop  may  call  said  meetings  for  the  purposes  of 
augmenting  and  carrying  out  the  executive  directions  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  XI 

SECTION  1.  The  election  of  a  Bishop,  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  a  Suffragan  Bishop  for  the 
Diocese  shall  be  at  an  Annual  Convention,  or  at  a  Special  Convention  duly  called  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  that  purpose. 

SECTION  2.  In  the  election  the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  by  orders.  If  there  are 
present  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  the  Priests  and  Deacons  entitled  to  vote  and  lay 
delegates  from  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  parishes  and  missions  entitled  to  represen¬ 
tation,  then  a  concurrent  majority  of  the  two  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  a  decision; 
however,  if  there  are  fewer  present,  then  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  each  order  present  shall 
be  necessary  to  a  decision. 

SECTION  3.  In  all  cases  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  unless  he  shall  be  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  The  procedure  and  rules  for  the  conduct  of  such  election  shall  be 
established  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  or  by  special  rules  of  election  adopted  by  the 
Convention  convened  to  conduct  such  election,  which  such  special  rules  shall  be  deemed  to 
control  in  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  them  and  the  provisions  of  Canon  Law  with 
regard  thereto. 


ARTICLE  Xn 

No  person  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of  any  of  the  Bishop's  Executive  Divisions  and  at  the 
same  time  be  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  or  Diocesan  Council.  A  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee  may  not  cerve  concurrently  on  the  Diocesan  Council. 
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ARTICLE  Xra 


The  judicial  functions  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested  in  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  and  in  an  Ecclesiastical  Court.  The  said  Ecclesiastical  Court  shall  be  composed  of 
the  three  priests  who  are  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  its  procedure  shall  be  as 
provided  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  XIV 

As  used  in  this  Constitution  the  following  terms  and  phrases  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

"Parish."  An  ecclesiastical  body  organized  according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  Law, 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention  of 
the  Diocese. 

"Mission."  An  ecclesiastical  body  organized  according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  Law, 
not  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese. 

"Rector."  A  priest  duly  chosen  by  the  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  a  parish,  and 
instituted  into  office  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

"Ecclesiastical  Authority."  First,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese;  second,  in  the  event  of  the 
death  or  incapacity  of  said  Bishop  or  his  absence  from  the  Diocese,  so  much  of  his  authority 
as  is  not  peculiar  to  his  Episcopal  office  is  vested  in  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

"Communicant."  A  confirmed  person  registered  or  enrolled  as  such  by  a  congregation 
of  this  Diocese,  as  defined  in  the  Canons  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

"Canonical  residence."  That  connection  with  the  Diocese  which  a  Priest  or  Deacon 
acquires:  First,  by  ordination  in  and  for  the  Diocese;  second,  by  transfer  to  the  Diocese  and 
acceptance  of  his  Letters  Dimissory  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof. 


ARTICLE  XV 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  amended  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  Convention  unless  the 
proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  a  previous  Convention, 
nor  unless  at  its  final  adoption  it  shall  be  approved  by  the  Bishop  and  shall  receive  three- 
fourths  of  the  votes  of  each  order  at  the  Convention. 
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THE  CANONS 


CANON  NO.  1 
DIOCESAN  CLERGY  LIST 

SECTION  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  this  Diocese, 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  prepare  or  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all  the  priests 
and  deacons  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective 
parishes,  stations,  employment,  or  places  of  residence,  but  no  priest  or  deacon  while 
suspended  from  the  ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  the  said  list.  Such  list  shall  be  placed 
before  the  Convention  on  the  first  day  of  meeting  and  be  prefixed  to  the  Journal. 

SECTION  2.  The  right  of  any  priest  or  deacon  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined  by  the  Convention  itself. 


CANON  NO.  2 

THE  DIOCESAN  CONVENTION 

SECTION  1.  Lay  delegates  and  alternates  to  the  Convention  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
Vestry  of  each  parish  and  by  the  Vicar's  Committee  of  each  canonically  organized  Diocesan 
and  Parochial  Mission.  The  lay  delegates  from  each  parish  and  mission  shall  present  to  the 
Convention  a  certificate  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  Vestry,  or  of  the  Vicar’s  Committee,  or 
by  the  Rector,  or  Priest-in-Charge  or  by  one  of  the  Church  Wardens,  in  substance  as  follows: 

This  is  to  certify  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry  (or  of  the  Vicar's  Committee)  of 

_  Church,  held  on  the  _  day  of _ ,  19 _ , 

_ ,  were  elected  lay  delegates  to  represent  said  church  in  the 

Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  to  be  held  at  ,  on 

the _  day  of  _ ,  19 _ . 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  this  day  of  , 

19 _ . 

SECTION  2.  The  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  of  each  parish  and  the  Priest-in-Charge  of 
each  organized  mission,  or  where  there  is  no  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge,  the  clerk  of  the 
Vestry  or  of  the  Vicar's  Committee,  shall  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  any 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  make  returns  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  and  to  the  Rector 
of  the  Parish  in  which  the  Convention  is  to  be  held,  of  the  names  of  the  persons  chosen  to 
represent  the  parish  or  mission  at  such  Convention.  If  there  be  no  election  or  if  the  persons 
elected  cannot  attend,  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  and  Church  Wardens  or  Vicar's 
Committee,  or,  if  there  be  no  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  then,  the  Church  Wardens  or 
Vicar's  Committee,  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancies  and  in  such  case  the  certificate 
shall  set  forth  that  fact. 

SECTION  3.  Every  session  of  the  Convention  shall  be  opened  by  divine  services  under 
the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
to  receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  all  delegates  to  the  Convention. 

SECTION  5:  A.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  delegates  as  shall  have  been 
reported  by  the  committee  on  credentials  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the 
minutes.  In  the  case  of  a  disputed,  irregular,  or  contested  delegation,  each  such  disputed, 
irregular,  or  contested  delegation  may  speak  upon  the  question  but  shall  not  vote  upon  its 
decision. 

B.  Before  the  Convention  may  proceed  further  there  must  be  found  present  a  quorum 
of  both  Orders.  If  such  quorum  be  found  and  if  there  is  a  presiding  officer  to  be  elected, 
then  the  Convention  shall  proceed  to  his  election.  The  Bishop,  or  the  presiding  officer 
declared  to  be  elected,  shall  declare  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

C.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  who,  being 
chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  assistant,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Convention.  The  presiding  officer  may  nominate  one  or  more  persons  for  the  office  of 
Secretary,  who  need  not  be  delegates  to  the  Convention. 


SECTION  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees, 
which  shall  have  the  authority  to  meet  during  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall 
report  at  the  next  annual  Convention: 

1.  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

2.  A  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  Missions. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  of  which  the  Chancellor  shall  be  the 
chairman,  ex  officio. 

4.  A  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Bishop's 
address  and  the  parochial  and  mission  reports. 


CANON  NO.  3 

THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  A  PARISH 

SECTION  1.  The  Convention  may  admit  parishes  into  union  with  it,  provided  that  they 
shall  have  presented  to  the  Convention  at  its  hrst  business  meeting  the  following  documents: 

FIRST:  A  certificate  from  the  Bishop  approving  of  the  organization  of  such  parish. 

SECOND:  A  statement  of  its  assets  and  liabilities,  signed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
congregation,  showing  that  it  is  able  to  meet  its  obligations  without  financial  assistance  from 
the  Diocese. 

THIRD:  Satisfactory  written  evidence  that  the  congregation  has  been  duly  organized  by 
the  election  of  two  Church  Wardens  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  the  number  of 
Vestrymen  allowed  by  law,  and  that  they  have  assumed  a  name  under  which  they  have  been 
legally  organized  and  that  they  have  at  least  fifty  (50)  communicants. 

FOURTH:  Articles  of  Organization  subscribed  by  the  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen, 
by  which  they  expressly  accede  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  and  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese. 
Each  parish  may  adopt  its  own  by-laws,  provided  that  they  shall  not  conflict  with  the 
Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  or  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

SECTION  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  upon  consultation  with  the  Rectors  and 
appointed  missionaries  of  any  city,  township,  or  incorporated  village  affected,  with  the 
advice  and  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may  establish  boundaries  of  parishes  and 
missions  in  any  such  city  or  disctrict  as  may  be  judged  best,  and  such  boundaries,  when 
reported  in  writing  to  the  Convention,  shall  be  the  canonical  boundaries  thereof. 

SECTION  3.  Whenever  any  parish  shall  for  a  period  of  two  consecutive  years  fail  to 
elect  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  or  if  the  Vestry  shall  for  two  consecutive  years 
willfully  refuse  to  elect  a  Rector,  or  if  it  shall  in  any  way  knowingly  transgress  the 
Constitution  or  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese  or  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  it  may  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Convention  or  its 
connection  with  the  Diocese  may  be  wholly  dissolved  by  the  Convention  or  the  Convention 
may  change  its  status  to  that  of  a  mission. 

SECTION  4.  Any  parish  which  may  have  been  suspended  from  the  right  of 
representation  in  this  Convention  or  whose  connection  with  the  Diocese  may  have  been 
wholly  dissolved  as  provided  in  this  Canon  or  its  status  changed  to  that  of  a  mission  pursuant 
to  Section  3  of  this  Canon  may  be  reinstated  as  a  parish  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Bishop  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention;  such  reinstatement  shall  take  effect  upon  the 
adjournment  of  the  Convention  which  shall  have  ordered  the  same. 

SECTION  5.  Any  parish  which:  (1)  has  not  paid  in  full  its  prior  year's  assessment  as 
of  January  31  of  the  current  year;  or  (2)  which  receives  an  adjustment  of  its  Diocesan 
assessment;  or  (3)  which  is  more  than  three  months  delinquent  on  its  current  year's  Diocesan 
assessment  shall  be  designated  an  'aided  parish'.  Such  aided  parish  shall  appear  at  the 
Diocesan  Council  meeting  next  held  to  set  forth  and  explain  the  reasons  for  the  delinquency 
and  shall  thereafter  comply  with  the  requests  of  the  Diocesan  Council.  Any  aided  parish 
shall  be  given  representation  and  voting  rights  at  the  Diocesan  Convention  only  upon 
application  therefore  by  said  aided  parish  at  the  time  of  Convention,  and  by  majority  vote 
of  the  delegates  to  such  Convention.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  the  right  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  Convention  on  such  application. 
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SECTION  6.  Upon  the  organization  of  a  new  parish  or  the  occurence  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  rectorate  of  any  existing  parish,  the  Vestry  shall  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  which,  after  thirty  (30)  days,  if  divine  service  is  not  maintained, 
shall  take  measures  to  supply  services  at  the  expense  of  the  parish. 

SECTION  7.  No  Vestry  shall  sell  or  mortgage  any  real  estate  without  having  first 
obtained  the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

SECTION  8.  On  the  Dissolution  of  a  Parish.  In  the  event  that  it  becomes  evident  to 
a  Parish  Vestry  that  the  Parish  is  no  longer  viable  and  should  be  dissolved,  the  following  steps 
shall  be  taken: 

1.  The  Bishop  shall  first  be  consulted  and  shall  give  his  consent  in  writing  within 
30  days.  If  he  does  not  agree  with  the  proposed  dissolution,  he  shall  state  the  reasons  in 
a  written  communication  to  the  Vestry  which  communication  it  shall  be  the  Vestry's  duty  to 
cause  to  be  mailed  to  the  entire  mailing  list  of  the  Parish. 

2.  In  any  case,  the  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestry  shall  call  a  Parish  meeting  for 
discussion  of  the  proposal  to  dissolve  and  notify  the  members  of  the  Parish  no  less  than  30 
days  before  the  scheduled  date  of  the  meeting.  In  the  event  of  the  Rector's  absence  or  a 
vacancy  in  the  Parish,  one  of  the  Wardens  shall  preside. 

3.  Having  determined  to  proceed  with  the  dissolution  of  the  Parish,  the  Vestry 
shall  consult  with  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  and  present  an  inventory  of  assets 
and  property  and  a  written  plan  for  the  disposition  of  those  same  assets  and  property  of  said 
Parish.  The  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  must  be  satisfied  with  the  plan  and  so  state 
in  writing  to  the  Vestry  before  the  proposed  dissolution  becomes  effective. 

4.  All  assets  and  property  of  the  Parish  on  the  effective  date  of  dissolution  shall 
become  the  property  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  Ultimate  disposition  of  the 
undisbursed  assets  and  property  will  be  made  by  the  Diocesan  Convention,  if  one  be  meeting 
within  30  days  of  the  effective  dissolution  of  the  Parish,  or  otherwise  by  the  Bishop  and 
Diocesan  Council,  which  is  the  arm  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

5.  In  the  disposition  of  assets  and  property,  all  legitimate  indebtedness  shall  be 
paid.  Any  moneys  owed  the  Diocese  or  any  of  its  agencies  shall  be  construed  as  part  of  the 
indebtedness  to  be  satisfied. 


CANON  NO.  4 

QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  PASTORAL  CHARGE 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Rector,  assistant  to  the  Rector,  or  Priest- 
in-Charge  unless  he  has  had  Episcopal  Ordination  and  is  in  good  and  regular  standing  as  a 
priest  or  deacon  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  shall  be 
certified  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  to  be  a  qualified  clergyman  of  the 
Church.  Letters  dimissory  shall  not  be  given  or  received  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
this  Diocese  when  the  provisions  governing  them  are  not  honestly  complied  with. 


CANON  NO.  5 

THE  SELECTION  OF  CLERGYMEN 

SECTION  1.  A  Priest  shall  be  called  to  a  parish  in  this  Diocese  in  any  capacity  only 
by  election  by  the  votes  of  the  majority  of  the  Vestry  given  by  ballot,  and  except  in  the  case 
of  the  election  of  a  Dean  and/or  Rector,  the  consent  of  the  Rector  shall  have  been  given 
previously  in  writing.  The  election  of  such  Priest  must  be  made  after  open  nomination  at 
a  previous  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  duly  convened,  and  each  nomination  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  written  declaration  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  that,  in  its  judgment,  taking  into 
consideration  the  best  interestes  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Parish  in  question,  the  individual 
nominated  is  a  fit  and  qualified  clergyman  of  this  Church  and  may  be  considered  for  election. 
The  notice  of  the  meeting  of  the  Vestry  at  which  such  election  is  intended  shall  express  such 
intention. 

SECTION  2.  The  contract  of  the  clergyman-elect  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  express 
distinctly  any  special  conditions,  together  with  the  stipulations  with  regard  to  salary  or 
support,  which,  when  the  clergyman  is  settled,  shall  be  a  valid  legal  contract,  and  the  salary 
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as  accruing  shall  be  acknowledged  debt,  recoverable  by  process  of  law,  if  necessary,  except 
that  the  amount  of  said  salary  may  be  increased  or  decreased  if  from  time  to  time  the 
parties  so  agree.  Due  notice  of  any  such  increase  or  decrease  and  of  such  contract  shall 
be  given  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry. 

SECTION  3.  On  the  election  of  the  clergyman  as  hereinabove  provided  for,  the  Vestry 
shall  immediately  deliver  notice  of  said  election  to  the  Bishop.  The  said  elected  clergyman 
shall  not  be  recognized  by  the  Diocese  as  the  Rector,  assistant  to  the  Rector,  or  Priest-in- 
Charge  of  the  parish  until  the  Vestry  shall  be  duly  notified  by  the  Bishop  that  the  said 
elected  person  has  been  canonically  transferred  to  this  jurisdiction,  and  at  the  request  of  the 
clergyman-elect,  if  he  be  a  priest,  and  of  the  Vestry,  his  induction  may  be  accomplished  by 
the  use  of  the  Office  of  Institution  contained  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

SECTION  4.  The  priests  or  deacons  in  charge  of  organized  or  unorganized  missions  are 
appointed  and  sent  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  upon  such  terms  with  regard  to  pecuniary 
support  and  for  such  period  of  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Bishop  and  such  priest 
or  deacons,  which  appointments  shall  be  in  writing. 

SECTION  5.  In  the  event  of  the  inability  of  a  Rector  to  perform  his  duties,  or  his 
absence  from  his  cure  for  a  continuous  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  or  more,  excluding  vacation 
and  leave  of  absence,  then  with  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  Vestry  may 
designate  a  person  to  act  as  Priest-in-Charge  during  that  period  of  inability  or  absence  unless 
the  Rector  has  previously  so  designated  in  writing. 


CANON  NO.  6 
THE  SETTLED  CLERGYMAN 

SECTION  1.  The  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  of  a  parish  or  mission  has,  by  virtue  of 
his  office,  the  exclusive  charge  of  all  the  spiritual  concerns,  music,  and  ritual  observances 
of  the  parish  or  mission,  subject  and  answerable  only  to  the  Bishop.  He  is  entitled  at  all 
times  to  have  access  to  the  Church  building,  and  to  open  the  same  as  he  may  deem  proper 
for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  for  prayer,  for  catechetical  or  other  religious 
instruction,  for  marriages,  baptism,  or  burials,  and  for  other  rites  and  ceremonies  authorized 
by  the  Church  or  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  this  Diocese.  He  shall  be  responsible 
for  distribution  of  the  alms  received  at  the  Holy  Communion  to  such  purposes  as  they  are 
appointed.  He  shall  have  the  full  direction  and  control  of  all  guilds  and  societies  within  the 
parish.  He  may  call  meetings  of  the  Vestry  and  congregation  as  he  may  deem  proper  and, 
in  addition,  he  is  President  ex  officio  of  the  same  and  is  entitled  to  speak  and  vote  on  all 
questions  before  those  bodies. 

SECTION  2.  No  priest  or  deacon  shall  presume  to  function  in  any  sacerdotal  capacity 
within  the  parish  of  any  other  priest  or  deacon  without  the  request  or  permission  of  the 
incumbent  or,  in  case  of  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the  incumbent,  of  the  Church  Wardens 
of  the  Parish. 


CANON  NO.  7 

DISSOLUTION  OF  PASTORAL  RELATIONS 

SECTION  1.  When  a  Rector  or  clergyman  has  been  regularly  settled  in  any  parish  or 
mission,  he  shall  not  resign  the  same  nor  separate  himself  from  it  by  the  acceptance  of  any 
other  charge  of  duty,  nor  leave  his  congregation  against  their  will  without  first  asking  and 
obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese.  If  any  Rector  or 
clergyman  so  settled  shall  resign,  separate  from,  or  leave  his  parish  or  mission  without  the 
consent  or  concurrence  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  first  requested  and 
obtained  in  writing,  then  said  Rector  or  clergyman  shall  be  held  not  to  be  of  regular  standing 
until  he  shall  have  made  such  satisfaction  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  may 
require. 

SECTION  2.  In  case  an  attempt  shall  be  made  by  a  Vestry  or  Congregation  to  force 
the  resignation  of  a  Rector  or  clergyman  by  any  coercive  means  and  without  the  consent  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  to  such  resignation,  then  on  satisfactory  evidence  of  such 
attempt  being  shown  to  the  Convention,  such  parish  or  mission  so  offending  shall  have  no 
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right  to  a  seat  or  vote  in  the  Convention  until  it  shall  have  made  such  satisfaction  as  the 
Convention  may  require. 


CANON  NO.  8 
VACANT  PARISHES 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Church  Wardens  of  each  parish  to  give  written  notice  t(-  the 
Bishop  as  soon  as  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  pastoral  charge,  asking  his  advice  and 
assistance  in  the  settlement  of  a  successor,  and  submitting  suitable  information  as  to  the 
state  and  requirements  of  the  parish. 


CANON  NO.  9 

DISPUTES  BETWEEN  A  CLERGYMAN  AND  HIS  PARISH 

SECTION  1.  In  any  dispute  which  may  arise  between  a  Rector  or  settled  clergyman  and 
his  Vestry  or  congregation  which  cannot  be  amicably  settled  themselves,  the  parties  or  either 
of  them  shall  make  application  to  the  Bishop  and  serve  upon  him  in  writing  a  document 
setting  out  the  matters  in  dispute.  In  such  proceeding  any  Vestry  or  congregation  must  act 
officially  and  when  duly  convened.  The  Bishop,  upon  receipt  of  such  document,  if  he  shall 
deem  the  matter  in  controversy  to  be  serious  enough  in  its  character  or  sufficiently  set  forth 
to  be  a  proper  subject  of  adjudication,  shall  then  promote  inquiry  into  the  same  in  such 
manner  and  to  such  extent,  either  personally  or  by  commission,  as  he  shall  deem  expedient. 
The  Bishop  may  give  his  decision  on  the  matter  in  dispute  with  his  recommendations  of  duty 
or  obligation  in  the  premises.  If  the  Bishop  shall  decide  that  there  is  no  reasonable 
probability  of  a  favorable  termination  of  the  controversy,  then  he  may  recommend  the 
dissolution  of  the  connection  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rector  or  clergyman  on  such 
conditions  as  seem  to  the  Bishop  to  be  reasonable  and  expedient. 

SECTION  2.  If  either  party  desires  a  rehearing  of  the  case  he  shall  make  a  request  in 
writing  for  such  rehearing  within  twenty  (20)  days  from  the  date  of  the  decision.  Such 
written  request  shall  be  served  upon  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  It  shall  then  be  the  duty 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
receipt  of  such  request  for  rehearing  to  consider  and  decide  upon  that  request  for  rehearing. 
If  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  them  shall  be  opposed  to  such  rehearing,  then  the  original 
decision  sought  to  be  reheard  shall  be  final;  otherwise,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Appellate  Tribunal.  In  the  event  that  no  such  action  be  taken  by  the  Eccesiastieal  Authority 
and  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  within  that  thirty  (30)  days,  then  the  matter  shall  be  deemed 
referred  to  the  Appellate  Tribunal.  In  any  case  the  said  Appellate  Tribunal  shall  be 
composed  as  follows:  The  Ecclesiastical  Authority;  that  priest  in  the  Deanery  in  which  is 
located  the  contestant  Vestry  or  congregation  who  has  the  longest  canonical  residence  in  the 
Diocese,  or,  if  he  be  involved  in  the  controversy,  then  the  priest  in  that  Deanery  who  has 
the  next  longest  canonical  residence  in  the  Diocese;  and  three  priests  who  shall  be  selected 
by  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Appellate  Tribunal  may  request  the  services  of  the 
Chancellor  as  its  Law  Officer  and  the  Chancellor  may  so  act  or  may  nominate  another 
lawyer  of  the  Diocese  to  so  act.  The  decision  of  the  Appellate  Tribunal  shall  be  final  in 
the  matter. 


CANON  NO.  10 

THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  1.  A.  Persons  desiring  the  services  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  any  town, 
village,  or  district  in  the  Diocese  may  make  application  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese  for  the  organization  as  a  Diocesan  mission  as  follows: 

"Reverend  Father  in  God:  We,  the  undersigned,  residents  of _ ,  County 

of _ ,  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  desiring  the  services  of  the  Episcopal 

Church  and  being  ready  and  able  to  do  our  share  to  sustain  the  same,  do  hereby  request  that 
you  provide  for  us  as  you  may  deem  proper  and  expedient. 

We  hereby  agree  to  put  ourselves  under  your  charge  and  promise  conformity  to  the 
Constitution,  Canons,  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship  of  said  Church,  to  the  Constitution

and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  and  to  all  other  rules  and  regulations  of  said 
Church.  We  now  ask  privilege  of  being  organized  as  a  Diocesan  mission  under  the  name 
of  Mission. 

Furthermore,  we  hereby  stipulate  and  agree  to  raise  and  faithfully  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  every  year  such  contributions  as  may  be  imposed  upon  us  as  our  minimum 
contribution  toward  the  stated  salary  of  the  missionary,  and  we  now  agree  for  the  first  year 
to  pay  in  quarterly  installments  the  sum  of  not  less  than  _ ^dollars.: 

The  above  application  shall  be  signed  by  all  who  propose  to  be  members  of  the  mission. 

B.  A  Diocesan  mission  shall  be  established  only  by  the  approval  of  such  application 
therefor  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  Diocesan  Council  and  upon  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  this  Canon. 

SECTION  2.  A  Diocesan  mission,  when  established  pursuant  to  Section  1  of  this  Canon, 
shall  be  duly  organized  by  the  appointment  by  the  Bishop  of  a  missionary,  who  shall 
constitute  the  Vicar's  Committee  of  the  mission,  and  who  shall  be  charged  with  responsibility 
for  its  temporal  interests.  The  Vicar's  Committee  shall  serve  for  one  Conciliar  year  and 
beginning  with  the  second  Conciliar  year  of  the  existence  of  the  mission,  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  using  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Canon  No.  13.  Prior  to  the  appointment  of  a 
missionary,  however,  the  Bishop,  should  he  deem  it  expedient,  may  appoint  such  Vicar's 
Committee  of  the  mission,  thereby  securing  a  preliminary  organization. 


CANON  NO.  11 
THE  CHURCH  WARDENS 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  two  Wardens  in  each  parish,  who  shall  be  communicants  in 
good  standing,  and  who  may  be  designated  as  Senior  Warden  and  Junior  Warden  and  all  duties 
may  belong  equally  to  both. 

SECTION  2.  The  Wardens  shall  see  that  the  church  is  provided  with  a  Bible,  containing 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  and  other  books  commonly  called  the  Apocrypha,  as  authorized 
by  the  General  Convention,  and  prayer  books  and  hymnals  of  proper  size  and  of  the  standard 
editions.  It  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  provide  the  Fair  Linens  and  the  elements  of  bread 
and  wine  for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  to  procure  proper  vestments  and 
vessels,  and  to  cause  the  alms  and  other  offerings  of  the  people  to  be  gathered  in  proper 
basins  provided  for  that  purpose. 

SECTION  3.  The  Wardens  shall  insure  that  the  church  building  be  kept  from  all  uses 
not  authorized  by  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge,  if  there  be  either,  or  especially  prohibited 
by  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  that  it  be  kept  in  good  repair  and  clean  condition,  and  that 
the  premises  around  it  be  in  proper  order. 

SECTION  4.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  preserve  order  and  decorum  in  and  around 
the  church  building  on  all  occasions  whatever  and  especially  during  the  time  of  divine 
worship,  and  to  admonish  persons  guilty  of  any  unseemly  conduct. 

SECTION  5.  In  case  there  is  no  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  or  in  case  of  the  absence 
or  inability  to  act  of  both,  the  Wardens  according  to  seniority  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Vestry  and  of  the  parish. 


CANON  NO.  12 
THE  VESTRY 

SECTION  1.  The  Vestry  shall  consist  of  the  Rector,  the  duly  elected  Wardens,  and  the 
duly  elected  Vestrymen.  The  Rector  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Vestry  at  which  he 
is  present.  The  Vestry  shall  transact  all  of  the  temporal  business  of  the  parish,  shall  see  that 
all  things  needed  for  divine  services  are  provided,  shall  collect  and  disburse  all  monies  with 
regard  to  Church  purposes,  shall  provide  that  any  needed  officers  be  duly  appointed  and 
faithfully  discharge  their  duties,  shall  pay  when  due  and  at  intervals  a^eed  upon  all 
stipulated  salaries,  shall  inform  themselves  of  any  assessments  which  may  be  imposed  by  the 
Diocesan  Convention  and  take  measures  for  the  due  and  prompt  liquidation  of  these 
obligations.  The  Vestry  shall  have  the  responsibility  to  collect  before  the  end  of  each  fiscal 
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year  a  sum  sufficient  to  liquidate  all  the  current  expenses  and  assessments  of  the  parish. 

SECTION  2.  The  Vestry  shall,  at  or  before  the  annual  parish  meeting,  cause  to  be 
written  and  delivered  to  the  Rector  or,  if  there  be  none,  to  the  Wardens  a  statement  of  the 
temporal  condition  of  the  parish.  At  the  annual  parish  meeting  the  Rector  or  one  of  the 
Wardens  shall,  before  voting  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  present  and  read  said  statement  to 
the  parishioners  there  assembled  and  afterward  deliver  it  to  the  new  Vestry,  to  be  examined 
and  duly  recorded  by  them,  and  the  original  shall  be  kept  as  a  permanent  part  of  the  parish 
records.  The  said  statement  shall  set  forth  in  detail  what  property  has  been  received  during 
their  time  of  office  and  from  what  souce,  what  money  has  been  expended  and  for  what 
purposes,  and  what  property  has  been  purchased,  exchanged,  sold,  or  mortgaged  and  for  what 
purposes. 

SECTION  3.  Meetings  of  the  Vestry  may  be  called  by  order  of  the  Rector  or  in  case 
of  his  inability  to  act  or  if  there  be  no  Rector,  by  the  Wardens,  at  any  time  that  he  or  they 
may  deem  it  expedient.  He  or  they  shall  call  such  meeting  when  requested  in  writing  to  do 
so  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Vestry;  that  writing  shall  declare  the  purpose  or 
purposes  of  such  meetings.  No  meeting  of  a  Vestry  shall  be  held  to  be  valid  in  which  there 
shall  not  be  present  the  Rector  or  one  Warden. 

SECTION  4.  In  the  event  that  there  is  no  Rector  and  there  is  a  Priest-in-Charge,  then 
the  Priest-in-Charge  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  duties  of  a  Rector  for  that  time. 

SECTION  5.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  one  of  their  members  as  Clerk,  whose 
responsibilities  shall  include  taking  and  keeping  minutes  of  their  meetings  and  acting  as 
custodian  of  the  records  and  seal  of  the  Vestry. 

SECTION  6.  If  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  shall  not  have  appointed  a  parish 
Treasurer,  the  Vestry  shall  elect  one.  Such  officer  need  not  be  a  member  of  the  Vestry. 

SECTION  7.  The  Vestry  shall  have  the  right  to  make  by-laws  for  meeting  and  business 
and  may  alter  and  repeal  the  same  from  time  to  time. 


CANON  NO.  13 
ANNUAL  PARISH  MEETING 

SECTION  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  parish  shall  be  held  at  such  time  as  the  parish 
By-Laws  or  Vestry  shall  designate.  In  the  event  of  a  parish  not  making  such  designation  by 
By-Laws  of  Vestry  action,  then  such  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  during  the  month  of 
January  of  each  year.  At  such  meeting,  there  shall  be  presented  the  reports  required  by 
Section  2,  Canon  12,  and  of  the  various  parochial  organizations.  The  qualified  voters  shall 
then  elect  two  Church  Wardens  who  shall  be  communicants  in  good  standing  and  qualified 
voters  of  the  parish.  They  shall  also  elect  annually  or  on  a  rotating  basis  not  less  than  three 
nor  more  than  fifteen  Vestrymen  who  shall  in  every  case  be  episcopally  confirmed  and 
qualified  voters  in  the  parish.  The  Rector  of  the  parish  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Vestry, 
ex  officio.  Such  Vestry  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected.  At  least  ten  (10)  days  notice  shall 
be  given  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  election  by  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  on  an 
occasion  of  public  worship,  or  in  the  absence  of  both,  the  Vestry  shall  cause  notice  to  be 
given  in  writing,  conspicuously  posted  at  the  door  of  the  ordinary  place  of  worship  or  by 
publication  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  throughout  the  parish. 

SECTION  2.  In  all  such  elections  the  following  shall  be  qualified  voters:  all  validly 
baptized  persons  who  are  members  of  the  parish  and  of  the  age  of  sixteen  (16)  years  or  more 
and  whose  names  appear  on  the  records  of  the  parish  Treasurer  as  regular  contributors  to 
the  support  of  the  parish  for  six  months  next  preceding  such  election. 

SECTION  3.  The  meeting,  when  assembled  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the 
annual  election,  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge,  or  in  the  absence 
of  both,  by  one  of  the  Church  Wardens. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  two  qualified  voters  present  to  act  as  judges  of  the 
election,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  decide  all  questions  which  may  arise  with  regard  to  the 
qualifications  of  voters.  He  shall  also  appoint  a  clerk  and  a  teller  whose  duties  shall  be  to 
collect,  count  and  make  a  full  list  of  the  ballots  cast,  and  to  report  to  the  presiding  officer 
the  names  of  the  persons  receiving  a  majority  or  plurality  of  such  votes,  whichever  method 
of  election  is  chosen  by  the  parish  prior  to  election,  and  such  persons  shall  be  declared  by 
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the  presiding  officer  to  have  been  duly  elected. 

SECTION  4.  The  clerk  or  the  teller  shall  within  ten  days  after  such  election  file  witl 
the  Recorder  of  the  county  in  which  such  parish  is  located  the  certificate  of  such  election 
required  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 


CANON  NO.  14 
DEANERIES 

SECTION  1.  The  Diocese  shall  be  organized  into  six  (6)  Deaneries  consisting  of  the 
parishes  and  missions  as  follows: 

Calumet  Deanery:  St.  Christopher's,  Crown  Point;  Good  Shepherd,  East  Chicago;  Christ 
Church,  Gary;  St.  Stephen's,  Hobart;  St.  Augustine's,  Gary;  St.  Paul's,  Hammond;  St. 
Timothy's,  Griffith;  St.  Peter's,  Rensselaer;  and  St.  Barnabas',  Gary. 

Michigan  City  Deanery:  Incarnation,  Chesterton;  St.  Paul's,  LaPorte;  St.  Andrew's, 
Long  Beach,  Michigan  City;  Trinity,  Michigan  City;  and  St.  Andrew's,  Valparaiso. 

South  Bend  Deanery:  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka;  St.  Thomas',  Plymouth;  Cathedral  of  St. 
James',  South  Bend;  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels',  South  Bend;  and  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend. 

Elkhart  Deanery:  Holy  Family,  Angola;  St.  John  of  the  Cross,  Bristol;  St.  John  the 
Evangelist,  Elkhart;  St.  David's,  Elkhart;  St.  James',  Goshen;  St.  Mark's,  Howe;  and  All 
Saints',  Wawasee. 

Fort  Wayne  Deanery:  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne;  St.  Alban's,  Fort  Wayne;  St.  Philip  and  St. 
James',  Fort  Wayne;  St.  Anne's,  Warsaw;  and  Christ  the  King,  Huntington. 

Wabash  Valley  Deanery:  St.  Andrew's,  Kokomo;  Trinity,  Logansport;  St.  Alban's, 
Monticello;  Holy  Trinity,  Peru;  St.  Paul's,  Gas  City;  and  Gethsemane,  Marion. 

SECTION  2.  Other  parishes  and  missions  shall  be  added  from  time  to  time  to  the 
respective  deaneries  by  action  of  the  Diocesan  Convention.  No  parish  or  mission  shall  be 
made  a  member  of  a  designated  deanery  without  its  expressed  consent. 


CANON  NO.  15 
THE  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL 

SECTION  1.  As  provided  for  in  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese,  the 
Diocesan  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop  as  Chairman,  six  (6)  priests,  six  (6)  lay 
persons,  and  the  President  and  the  Vice  President  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Women.  One  (1) 
priest  and  one  (1)  lay  person  shall  be  elected  from  each  of  the  six  (6)  deaneries.  The  said 
members  of  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  serve  for  two  (2)  years,  beginning  on  the  first  day 
of  the  calendar  year  following  their  election  and  until  their  successors  have  been  duly 
elected.  Council  members  from  the  Calumet,  Fort  Wayne  and  South  Bend  deaneries  shall  be 
elected  at  Diocesan  Convention  convened  in  even  years  and  members  from  the  Elkhart, 
Michigan  City  and  Wabash  Valley  deaneries  shall  be  elected  at  Diocesan  Convention  convened 
in  odd  years.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  on  that  Council 
occurring  other  than  by  expiration  of  term  of  office. 

SECTION  2.  Prior  to  annual  Diocesan  Convention,  delegates  to  Convention  shall  meet 
by  a  deanery  upon  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  written  notice  as  to  the  time  and  place  to  be 
issued  by  the  senior  parochial  priest  of  said  deanery.  The  senior  priest  present  shall  preside. 
In  years  for  Diocesan  Council  election,  one  (1)  priest  and  one  (1)  lay  person  shall  be  elected 
by  majority  vote  of  the  Convention  delegates  present  at  such  deanery  meetings.  The  results 
of  such  election  shall  be  announced  at  annual  Convention  by  the  senior  priest  present  from 
such  deanery.  Retired  priests  shall  vote  in  the  deanery  of  the  parish  or  office  they  last 
served  prior  to  retirement  and  other  priests  shall  vote  in  the  deanery  in  which  their  offices 
are  geographically  located. 

SECTION  3.  The  first  Diocesan  Council  so  elected  in  the  year  1969  shall  begin  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  upon  election  and  shall  serve  until  December  31,  1970. 

SECTION  4.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  it  shall  elect  one  of  its 
members  Vice  Chairman  to  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  and  at  such  other  times  as 
the  Bishop  shall  request. 
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CANON  NO.  16 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  DIOCESE 


SECTION  1.  The  Bishop  shall  be  President  of  the  Diocese  and  its  chief  executive 
officer. 

SECTION  2.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  the  Bishop  shall 
nominate  and  the  Convention  shall  elect  a  Secretary  of  the  Diocese.  The  said  Secretary  shall 
have  the  following  duties:  To  tak  minutes  of  all  proceedings,  including  but  not  limited  to 
the  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  meetings  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet,  and, 
after  they  are  approved,  to  record  them  in  a  proper  book;  to  preserve  all  journals  and 
records;  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Diocese;  to  transmit  annually 
a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the 
General  Convention  and  to  the  Secretary  of  each  Diocesan  Convention  and  Missionary 
District  in  the  United  States  of  America,  to  each  priest  and  deacon  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese  and  to  each  lay  delegate  attending  the  Convention,  to  each  mission  in  the 
Diocese,  and  two  copies  to  each  parish  in  the  Diocese,  one  of  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  clerk  of  the  Vestry  to  preserve  with  the  parish  records;  to  request  that  a  copy  of  the 
Journal  of  the  Convention  be  sent  to  him  by  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention  and 
Missionary  District  in  the  United  States  of  America;  to  transmit  to  every  General  Convention 
a  certificate  signed  by  himself  containing  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  priests  and  deacons 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese;  and  to  faithfully  deliver  to  his  successor  all  property 
which  may  be  in  his  offical  possession.  The  Secretary  shall  also  be  the  custodian  of  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  3.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  the  Bishop  shall 
nominate  and  the  Convention  shall  elect  a  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall 
receive  and  disburse  all  monies  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention  or  Diocesan 
Council,  unless  such  collections  or  disbursements  shall  have  been  otherwise  regulated.  He 
shall  submit  to  the  Bishop's  Cabinet  each  month  a  complete  statement  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  on  every  account.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention 
and  shall  have  been  audited  by  a  committee  acting  under  its  authority.  The  Treasurer  shall 
also  be  a  member  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet. 

SECTION  4.  The  judicial  functions  and  responsibilities  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Standing  Committee  and  an  Ecclesiastical  Court.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  consist 
of  three  priests,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  each  to  have  a  term  of  three  years,  and 
two  lay  persons,  both  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Diocese,  each  to  have  a  term 
of  two  years,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention,  and  they  shall  have  rotating 
terms.  The  Standing  Committee  at  its  first  meeting  shall  select  a  President  and  a  Clerk. 
The  said  Clerk  shall  record  their  proceedings  in  a  suitable  book,  which  book,  together  with 
all  documents,  papers,  and  other  books  in  their  official  possession,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
examination  of  the  Convention  and  the  Bishop.  A  full  report  of  their  acts  shall  be  made  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convetion.  Any  three  of  the  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee  (all  members  having  been  summoned)  shall  be  a  quorum,  except  for  any  purposes 
for  which  their  own  rules  or  Canon  Law  may  require  a  greater  number.  They  may  make  rules 
for  meetings  and  business  and  may  alter  and  repeal  the  same  from  time  to  time.  They  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their  membership,  occurring  other  than 
by  expiration  of  term  of  office. 

SECTION  5.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall 
nominate  at  least  five  and  not  more  than  seven  clergymen  and  at  least  three  and  not  more 
than  five  lay  persons  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  to  serve  as  a  Commission  on 
Ministry;  the  said  nominations  shall  be  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Convention.  The 
members  of  the  said  Commission  shall  serve  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 
If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  Commission  between  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention,  the 
Bishop  shall  submit  his  nomination  of  the  suitable  person  as  a  replacement  on  said 
Commission  to  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  upon  confirmation  of  the  nomination  by  the 
Diocesan  Council,  that  person  shall  become  a  member  of  the  Commission.  The  Commission 
shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  organize  itself  by 
electing  a  chairman  and  a  clerk.  It  may  formulate  and  adopt  rules  for  its  work,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  and  said  rules  must  be  in  accordance  with  the  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention. 
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SECTION  6.  At  the  election  of  a  Chancellor  the  Bishop  or  presiding  officer  of  the 
Convention  shall  nominate  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  candidates  for  that  office,  each 
of  whom  shall  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  Indiana  Bar,  the  choice  to  be  decided 
or  approved  by  the  Convention.  The  Chancellor  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  and 
he  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chancellor  to  be 
the  Diocesan  legal  advisor  in  all  matters,  whether  with  regard  to  civil  law  or  Canon  Law, 
and  shall  advise  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  any  other 
corporation  or  body  which  may  have  to  do  with  property,  finances,  or  other  affairs  of  the 
Diocese. 

SECTION  7.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  which  shall  be 
composed  of  the  following:  The  Bishop,  Treasurer,  and  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  and  three 
lay  persons  who  shall  be  residents  and  communicants  of  the  Diocese.  The  said  three  lay 
persons  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  elected  by  the  Convention, 
one  such  lay  person  to  be  so  nominated  and  elected  in  each  succeeding  year,  and  the  term 
of  office  of  each  such  member  shall  be  three  years.  Should  any  vacancies  occur  among  the 
Trustees  between  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention,  then  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  a  replacement,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  remaining  Trustees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  supervise  the  investment  and  care  of 
all  endowment  and  trust  funds  of  the  Diocese.  The  Trustees  shall  render  an  annual 
accounting  and  report  to  the  Convention,  together  with  a  complete  and  accurate  list  of  all 
property  in  their  care. 

SECTION  8.  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  Inc. 

(a)  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  Inc.  which  shall  have  such  powers  as  may  be  delegated  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Diocesan  Convention.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  designate  by  proper  resolutions 
who  the  authorized  officers  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Inc. 
shall  be  for  the  purpose  of  the  execution  of  deeds,  mortgages,  leases,  contracts,  and  other 
legal  documents  affecting  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Inc. 

(b)  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
Inc.,  shall  consist  of  four  members  who  shall  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana,  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Chancellor,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  The  above  named  officers  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  shall  by  virtue  of  their  office  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Inc. 

SECTION  9.  Except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  all  vacancies  in  the  offices  of  this 
Diocese,  except  the  office  of  President,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  and  each  such  appointee  shall  serve  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention. 


CANON  NO.  17 

THE  ECCLESIASTICAL  COURT 

There  shall  be  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  of  this  Diocese  which  shall  be  composed  of  the 
three  (3)  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Ecclesiastical  Court  may  meet 
at  such  times  and  places  within  the  Diocese  as  it  shall  choose  and  it  shall  have  power  to 
adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to  place  within  the  Diocese  as  it  shall  deem 
necessary. 


CANON  NO.  18 

THE  REGISTRAR  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

There  shall  be  a  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Registrar  to  collect  in  detail  and  as  fully  as 
practicable  and  to  record  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  an  account  of  the  origin 
and  progress  of  each  parish  and  mission  organized  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall  collect  and  pre- 
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serve  copies  of  all  published  journals  and  other  documents  connected  with  the  history  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall,  when  not  a  delegate,  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  a  record,  making  a  report,  and  fulfilling  any  other 
responsibilities  of  his  position. 


CANON  NO.  19 
THE  BISHOP’S  CABINET 

The  Bishop,  as  President  of  the  Diocese,  and  its  chief  executive  officer,  shall  have  a 
Cabinet  which  shall  consist  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese, 
and  the  appointed  chairman  of  each  of  the  Bishop's  three  Executive  Divisions.  The  said  three 
Executive  Divisions  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  Administration,  with  responsibility  in  the  areas  as  the  Bishop  may  from  time  to  time 
assign; 

(b)  Development  and  Communications,  with  responsibility  in  the  areas  as  the  Bishop 
may  from  time  to  time  assign; 

(c)  Operations,  with  responsibility  in  the  areas  as  the  Bishop  may  from  time  to  time 
assign. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Cabinet  to  advise  the  Bishop  on  the  performance  of  all 
executive  and  administrative  functions  of  the  Diocese.  The  Bishop  shall  have  the 
responsibility  to  provide  for  the  budgeting  and  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Diocese,  subject  to 
approval  and  appropriation  by  the  Diocesan  Convention  or  the  Diocesan  Council.  The  Bishop 
shall  also  be  responsible  for  providing  within  the  three  Executive  Divisions  such  Division 
members,  one  of  whom  may  be  designated  Vice  Chairman,  executive  assistants,  and  office 
staff  as  are  necessary  to  do  the  work  of  the  Church,  subject  to  appropriation  by  the  Diocesan 
Convention  or  the  Diocesan  Council  of  sufficient  funds  to  pay  therefor. 


CANON  NO.  20 

THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA  FOUNDATION,  INC. 

The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  Foundation,  Inc.,  is  a  separate  corporation  organized 
and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana  to  hold  funds  of  the  Diocese  and  to  make 
loans  and  grants  to  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese.  Its  officers  and  directors  shall  be 
communicants  of  the  Diocese.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  required  to  submit  a  complete 
and  accurate  report  of  its  holdings  and  activities  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention. 


CANON  NO.  21 
THE  CATHEDRAL  CHAPTER 

SECTION  1.  The  congregation  of  the  Cathedral  Parish  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  all  of 
the  rights  and  privileges,  together  with  the  responsibilities  and  obligations,  of  any  other 
parish  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

SECTION  2.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  ex  officio;  the  Dean, 
ex  officio;  Archdeacons  and  Canons,  if  there  be  such,  ex  officio;  and  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  fifteen  lay  persons,  who  shall  be  communicants  of  the  Cathedral  congregation  and 
at  least  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Cathedral 
Parish  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  of  Vestrymen,  and  four  members  elected  by  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  as  follows:  Two  priests,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and 
two  lay  persons  at  least  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age  and  communicants  in  good  standing  of  any 
parish  or  mission  within  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  3.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  have  power  to  enact  its  own  by-laws  and  to 
make  rules  of  order  for  the  conduct  of  its  own  business. 

SECTION  4.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  be  the  body  politic  and  corporate  for  the 
holding  of  property,  the  receiving  and  disposition  of  funds,  and  all  other  legal  matters,  and 
shall  enjoy  all  privileges  which  are  accorded  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana  to  the 
Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  any  parish  or  congregation. 
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CANON  NO.  22 
FISCAL  YEAR 


SECTION  1.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Diocese  and  of  all  parishes  and  missions  in  the 
Diocese  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January. 

SECTION  2.  All  Diocesan  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

SECTION  3.  All  parish  and  mission  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  Certified  Public 
Accountant,  if  available,  or  if  none  be  available,  then  be  a  public  accountant  or  other 
competent  person.  The  appointment  of  such  auditor  shall  be  made  by  the  Rector  or  Priest- 
in-Charge. 


CANON  NO.  23 
SALARIES  OF  OFHCERS 

The  salaries  of  the  Bishop  and  of  all  other  officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  as 
determined  by  resolution  of  the  Diocesan  Convention.  The  Bishop,  so  long  as  he  is  the 
Diocesan,  shall  have  the  use  of  the  Episcopal  residence. 


CANON  NO.  24 
DIOCESAN  ASSESSMENTS 

SECTION  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  make  assessments 
upon  all  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese  for  the  amounts  necessary  to  meet  all  of 
the  expenses  of  the  Diocese  for  which  funds  are  not  obtained  elsewhere.  These  assessments 
shall  be  calculated  at  a  percentage  to  be  determined  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention  and  shall  be  based  upon  the  Average  Support  Income  Base  for  the  three  years 
next  preceding  that  year.  The  Support  Income  Base  for  each  parish  and  mission  shall  be  the 
total  of  all  recepts  for  local  support  plus  all  receipts  for  Diocesan  and  General  Church 
Program  less  receipts  from  the  Diocese,  as  recorded  in  the  annual  report  of  each  parish  and 
mission. 

SECTION  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  parish  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  and  of  each  organized  misison,  to  render  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention  and  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  a  complete  and  accurate  statistical  report  as 
required  by  the  blanks  furnished  for  that  purpose,  and  a  complete  and  accurate  list  and 
description  of  all  real  estate  and  other  property  held  by  each  such  parish  and  mission,  with 
an  indication  of  its  then  fair  market  value,  and  a  statement  of  all  liens  and  encumbrances 
upon  the  same  or  any  part  thereof.  Further,  each  parish  and  mission  must  report  completely 
and  accurately  all  of  its  current  expenses  and  the  amount  thereof,  including  salaries. 

SECTION  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  each  parish  and  the  Vicar's  Committee 
of  each  mission  of  the  Diocese  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  such  sums  as  shall  be  assessed 
against  it  by  the  Treasurer  and  to  transmit  the  same  in  monthly  installments  to  the 
Treasurer. 

SECTION  4.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  act  as  an  anjustment  committee  upon  all 
applications  for  modifications  of  assessments.  All  such  applications  shall  be  presented  in 
writing  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention 
and  shall  contain  a  full  statement  of  reasons  for  such  modifications. 

SECTION  5.  The  Council  shall  receive  from  the  Diocesan  Treasurer,  after  consultation 
with  the  administrative  division  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet,  at  least  ninty  (90)  days  prior  to 
Diocesan  Conventino  of  each  year,  a  proposed  Diocesan  budget  for  the  succeeding  year.  The 
Council  shall  propose  to  Convention  any  modifications  of  such  budget  stating  reasons 
therefor  which  may  result  from  action  on  requests  to  modification  of  assessment  or  any 
changes  proposed  by  Diocesan  Council.  The  Diocesan  Convention  shall  adopt  the  final 
budget. 
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CANON  NO.  25 

THE  CHURCH  PENSION  FUND 


SECTION  1.  In  conformity  with  the  legislation  adopted  by  the  General  Convention  of 
1913,  setting  forth  the  principles  upon  which  a  pension  system  for  the  clergy  of  the  Church 
and  their  dependents  should  be  constructed,  pursuant  to  which  the  corporation  known  as  The 
Church  Pension  Fund  has  been  created  to  carry  these  principles  into  effect,  this  Diocese 
adopts  the  system  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

SECTION  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  annually  a  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension 
Fund,  which  shall  consist  of  three  priests  and  three  lay  persons,  and  it  shall  be  a  part  of  the 
Executive  Division  on  Administration  as  provided  for  in  Canon  No.  19.  The  duties  of  the 
Committee  shall  be  as  follows:  First,  to  furnish  annually  to  The  Church  Pension  Fund  a  list 
of  the  priests  and  deacons  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese  and  of  the  priests  and  deacons 
canonically  resident  in  other  Dioceses  or  missionary  districts  licensed  to  officiate  within  this 
Diocese,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  remuneration  of  each  of  the  said  priests  and 
deacons  from  any  parish  or  mission  in  this  Diocese,  or  other  organization  in  this  Diocese 
which  is  subject  to  this  Convention,  or,  being  engaged  in  religious  or  charitable  work  at  a 
Church  institution,  elects  to  come  into  the  Church  Pension  Fund.  Second,  to  receive  from 
the  Church  Pension  Fund  annually  a  statement  of  the  premiums  necessary  to  be  paid  by  each 
of  the  said  parishes,  missions,  or  other  organizations  in  order  that  the  priests  and  deacons 
in  receipt  of  remuneration  from  them  may  be  entitled  respectively  to  pensions.  Third,  to 
inform  the  authorities  of  each  of  the  said  parishes,  missions,  and  other  organizations,  of  the 
premiums  payable  by  them  and  of  the  time  and  manner  of  payment  thereof.  Fourth,  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  Vestries  of  parishes  and  the  Vicars'  Committees  of  missions  and  to  urge 
upon  them  the  necessity  of  paying  to  the  Treasurer  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the 
premiums  due  on  the  salaries  of  the  clergy  promptly  and  regularly.  Fifth,  to  inform  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  from  time  to  time  of  the  clergy  and  the  widows  and  minor  orphans  of 
the  clergy  who  may  be  entitled  in  respect  of  this  Diocese  to  receive  pensions  from  The 
Church  Pension  Fund.  Sixth,  in  general  to  inform  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  of  the 
pension  system  created  by  the  General  Convention  and  committed  by  it  to  the  operation  of 
the  Church  Pension  Fund,  whereby  the  clergy  of  the  Church  are  assured  of  pensions  as  of 
right  to  themselves  in  the  event  of  old  age  or  disability,  and  in  the  event  of  death,  to  their 
widows  or  minor  orphans,  and  to  do  all  things  that  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  to  the  end 
that  money  necessary  to  be  paid  by  the  parishes  and  other  ecclesiastical  organizations  may 
be  fully  and  systematically  paid. 

SECTON  3.  First,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  Diocese  to  pay 
to  the  Treasurer  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the  premiums  payable  on  behalf  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  and  also  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  of  the  Suffragan  Bishop,  if  there  be 
such.  Second,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the  premiums  payable  on  account  of  remuneration  received  by 
the  clergy  from  the  Diocese.  Third,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Convention  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  pay  annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the 
premiums  payable  on  account  of  all  renumeration  paid  by  the  Diocese  to  clergymen  and  to 
make  all  necessary  arrangements  to  provide  for  the  cost  of  such  premiums. 

SECTION  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  receiving  remuneration  and  the 
duty  of  every  parish,  mission,  or  other  organization  paying  such  remuneration,  to  furnish  a 
statement  of  such  remuneration  to  the  Bishop's  Executive  Division  on  Administration 
whenever  the  said  Division  shall  in  writing  ask  for  such  statement. 

SECTON  5.  Any  parish  or  mission  which  shall  have  failed  to  pay  the  pension  premium 
on  the  remuneration  paid  to  all  priests  and  deacons  employed  by  it  for  a  period  of  two  (2) 
months  shall  be  automatically  suspended  from  its  representation  in  the  Convention  until  that 
delinquency  shall  have  been  paid  in  full  or  until  that  parish  or  mission  shall  have  been 
reinstated  by  action  of  the  Convention. 
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CANON  NO.  26 

TRIAL  PROCEDURE  OF  A  CLERGYMAN 

SECTION  1.  Every  priest  and  deacon  of  this  Diocese  who  shall  willfully  disobey  the 
Constitution  or  any  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  or  of  this  Diocese  or  any  provision  of 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  for  the  conduct  of  divine  service  or  who  shall  fall  into  a  general 
neglect  of  public  worship  or  engage  in  any  vicious  or  corrupting  amusement  or  commit  any 
criminal,  disgraceful,  or  scandalous  act  or  violate  any  of  his  Ordination  vows,  or  teach  any 
doctrine  contrary  to  that  held  by  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  or 
shall  seek  to  promote  strife  or  dissension  in  his  parish  or  in  the  Diocese  or  shall  without 
lawful  cause  discontinue  the  exercises  of  the  ministerial  office  or  separate  himself  from  the 
communion  of  the  Church,  shall  be  liable  to  ecclesiastical  trial  and  censure. 

SECTION  2.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  priest  or  deacon  for  any  offense 
for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or  of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable 
to  be  tried,  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  Information  of  the  offenses  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there 
be  none,  then  to  the  Standing  Committee,  which  information  any  member  of  this  Church  is 
hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee,  as  the  case  may 
be,  shall  thereupon  appoint  an  Investigating  Committee  which  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Chancellor  and  two  priests.  The  Investigating  Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a 
preliminary  consideration  of  the  case,  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit,  they  may  make 
a  formal  presentation  of  the  offense  to  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

B.  Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the  Bishop  or  to  the 
Standing  Committee  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused  with  specifications  as  to 
time,  place  and  circumstances.  The  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  shall  forthwith  file 
the  presentment  with  the  Ecclesiastical  Court.  The  Ecclesiastical  Court  shall  convene  within 
thirty  (30)  days  thereafter  for  a  hearing  on  the  matter  of  the  presentment.  Any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  may  order. 
If  at  the  time  of  the  siad  presentment,  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  if  the  Bishop  shall  be 
implicated  in  the  offense,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  by  consanguinity  or  affinity,  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  then  request  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese  to  receive  the 
presentment,  and  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  said  Bishop  may 
proceed  in  the  case  and  may  exercise  the  same  powers  as  belong  to  or  are  granted  to  the 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese. 

SECTION  3.  Any  priest  or  deacon  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop,  if  he  deems 
himself  to  have  been  accused,  by  rumors  or  otherwise,  of  any  offence  for  which  he  could  be 
tried  under  Canon  Law,  may  on  his  own  behalf  request  the  Bishop  to  institute  examination 
and  inquiry  with  regard  to  the  truth  of  the  said  accusation.  In  such  case  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Bishop  to  institute  the  said  examination  and  inquiry  and  to  proceed  as  provided  for 
in  Section  1  of  this  Canon. 

SECTION  4.  Upon  such  presentment  being  made  by  the  Investigating  Committee  as 
provided  for  hereinabove,  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  shall  within  ten  (10)  days 
thereafter  cause  a  copy  of  such  presentment  to  be  served  upon  the  accused. 

SECTION  5.  The  Ecclesiastical  Court  shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  first  meeting  of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days  before  the  time 
of  such  meeting  upon  the  accused  and  upon  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee. 

SECTION  6.  If  a  priest  or  deacon  so  presented  shall  confess  to  the  truth  of  the  facts 
alleged  in  such  presentment,  the  Court  shall  in  writing  certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop  and 
state  its  opinion  with  regard  to  the  sentence  which  should  be  pronounced.  It  shall  then  be 
the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  proceed  with  the  sentencing  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 
If  a  priest  or  deacon  so  presented  and  after  having  had  the  notice  provided  for  hereinabove 
shall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  without  having  been  prevented 
by  sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  his  clerical 
functions  for  the  term  of  six  (6)  months,  and  if,  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for 
a  trial,  he  shall  then  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop  be  deposed  from  the  sacred  ministry. 
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SECTION  7.  When  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  proceeds  to  trial  it  shall  hear  such 
competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced.  It  may  require  that  that  evidence  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  be  signed  by  the  respective  witnesses.  An  officer  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths  may  at  the  desire  of  either  party  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or 
affirmation  to  any  witness  at  the  proceeding.  If,  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess 
to  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing 
further  evidence  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  its  opinion  to  the  Bishop  with  regard  to 
the  sentence  that  should  be  pronounced. 

SECTION  8.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop  and  if  satisfactory 
showing  be  made  to  the  Bishop  that  the  attendance  of  any  material  witness  at  the  trial 
cannot  be  obtained,  then  the  Bishop  may  appoint  an  officer  to  take  the  testimony  of  such 
witness.  Such  officer  may  be  a  priest,  deacon,  or  lay  person.  The  party  so  applying  shall 
give  to  the  other  party  at  least  six  (6)  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  said 
testimony.  At  the  taking  of  the  testimony,  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness 
and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall 
be  certified  by  the  officer  taking  the  said  testimony.  The  said  officer  shall  enclose  the  said 
testimony  under  his  seal  and  transmit  it  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  and  it  shall  then  be 
received  by  the  said  Court  as  evidence.  Any  witness  examined  before  such  officer  may  be 
sworn  or  affirmed  as  provided  for  hereinabove. 

SECTION  9.  The  Ecclesiastical  Court,  having  given  due  consideration  to  the  evidence, 
shall  declare  in  writing  signed  by  the  members  of  said  Court,  or  a  majority  of  them,  its 
decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused 
is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which  in 
the  Court's  opinion  should  be  pronounced.  A  copy  of  such  written  decision  shall  be  without 
delay  communicated  to  the  accused  and  the  original  written  decision,  together  with  a 
transcript  of  the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such 
canonical  sentence  as  he  shall  deem  proper:  Provided,  that  such  sentence  shall  not  exceed 
in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Court;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before 
pronouncing  any  sentence  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused  and  any  three  or  more  priests 
of  the  Diocese,  none  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Court,  to  meet  with 
him  at  such  time  as  may  in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  Church  in  the  Diocese 
to  be  designated  by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  opened  at  the  time  for  all  persons 
who  may  choose  to  attend.  The  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the 
Bishop. 

SECTION  10.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Canon  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Ecclesiastical  Court  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed 
for  that  purpose  by  the  Court  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence 
thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person  the  service  shall  be  proved  by  affidavit  of 
such  person.  A  written  citation  or  notice  delivered  personally  to  the  party  or  witness  to  be 
served  or  left  at  his  last  and  usual  place  of  residence  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service 
of  such  citation  or  notice. 

SECTION  11.  Advocates  or  proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both  sides,  at  the  desire  of  the 
parties,  provided  that  such  advocate  or  proctor  be  a  priest  or  deacon  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese  or  a  lay  person  who  has  been  a  communicant  of  some  parish  in  the  Diocese  for 
at  least  two  years  next  preceding  the  item  of  trial. 


CANON  NO.  27 

CONSECRATION  OF  THE  LORD'S  DAY 

It  is  the  duty  of  all  persons  within  this  Church  to  consecrate  the  Lord's  Day,  commonly 
called  Sunday,  by  regular  attendance  at  the  services  of  the  Church,  by  being  present  at  the 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  by  hearing  the  word  of  God  read  and  taught,  by  acts 
of  prayer  and  other  exercises  of  devotion,  by  acts  of  charity,  and  by  abstaining  as  much  as 
possible  from  common  business  pursuits.  It  is  furthermore  their  duty  to  observe  by  some 
public  as  well  as  private  acts  all  other  holy  days  and  festivals,  and  especially  the  penitential 
seasons  of  Advent  and  Lent. 
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CANON  NO.  28 

OFFENSES  FOR  WHICH  COMMUNICANTS  ARE  UABLE 


SECTION  1.  The  following  are  offenses  for  which  communicants  of  this  Diocese  shall 
be  liable:  First,  the  commission  of  any  felony  or  of  any  misdemeanor  involving  moral 
turpitude.  Second,  immorality.  Third,  living  in  habitual  disuse  of  public  worship  and  of  the 
Holy  Communion  according  to  the  Office  of  this  Church.  Fourth,  contempt  of  Godly 
discipline. 

SECTION  2.  A.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  every  priest  and  deacon  canonically 
resident  in  this  Diocese  to  give  warning  to  any  person  guilty  of  any  offense  specified  in 
Section  1  of  this  Canon.  If,  after  such  warning,  that  person  should  continue  in  the 
commission  of  that  offense,  he  may  be  suspended  by  the  Rector,  Priest-in-Charge,  or  Vicar 
of  that  communicant's  parish  or  mission  from  Church  privileges  or  wholly  deprived  of  them. 
In  such  case  due  notice  of  that  fact  shall  be  given  to  the  Bishop  as  prescribed  by  the  rubric 
in  the  Communion  Office. 

B.  When  a  person,  having  been  repelled  from  the  Holy  Communion  or  suspended  from 
the  sacraments,  avail  himself  of  his  privilege  of  appeal  to  the  Bishop,  such  appeal  must  be 
made  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  the  first  occasion  of  such  repulsion.  Upon  receipt 
of  such  appeal  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  commission,  which  shall  consist  of  the  Chancellor 
and  two  priests,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  who  shall  investigate  and  examine  the 
case  and  make  report  in  writing  of  their  findings  of  fact  to  the  Bishop  with  their  opinion 
thereon. 

C.  The  decision  of  the  Bishop  and  any  sentence  which  he  may  pronounce  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  report  of  said  commission.  Any  remission  of  such  sentence  must  be 
pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  When  suspension  from  the  Holy  Communion  shall  be  confirmed 
by  the  Bishop,  the  repulsion  shall  be  binding  upon  all  priests  and  deacons  of  the  Diocese  and 
the  party  so  repelled  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offense  under  this  Canon  if  he  shall  attempt  to 
receive  Holy  Communion  until  or  unless  officially  restored. 

SECTION  3.  If  a  priest  or  deacon  shall  be  injured  by  an  offending  communicant  then 
said  priest  or  deacon  shall  suspend  all  disciplinary  action  against  that  offending  communicant 
until  he  shall  have  submitted  the  case  for  advice  to  the  priest  of  an  adjacent  parish;  if, 
however,  the  said  priest  or  deacon  shall  not  be  satisfied  with  the  advice  given,  then  he  may 
refer  the  original  case  together  with  the  opinion  thereon  to  the  Bishop  for  his  judgment.  If 
the  Bishop's  judgment  should  be  adverse  to  the  suspension  then  the  Bishop's  said  judgment 
shall  be  final  in  the  matter;  otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall  allow  the  suspension. 


CANON  NO.  29 

TRANSFER  OF  COMMUNICANTS 

SECTION  1.  A  communicant  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
changing  his  or  her  parochial  affiliation,  shall  present  a  certificate  from  the  priest  or  deacon 
of  the  parish  or  mission  of  his  last  residence,  or,  if  there  be  no  such  priest  or  deacon,  then 
from  one  of  the  Church  Wardens,  stating  that  he  is  a  communicant  in  good  standing,  and  the 
priest  or  deacon  of  the  parish  or  mission  with  which  a  communicant  desires  to  affiliate  shall 
not  record  his  or  her  name  on  its  list  of  members  until  such  letter  of  introduction  shall  be 
delivered  or  until  he  shall  receive  a  satisfactory  reason  why  the  same  cannot  be  obtained. 

SECTION  2.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  communicant  under  Canon  Law  to  apply  upon 
removal  from  his  or  her  parish  or  mission  for  a  certificate  of  his  or  her  standing.  This 
certificate  may  be  given  in  the  following  form:

This  certificate,  if  not  presented  within  six  months  from  the  date  hereof,  is  not  to  be 
used  as  a  general  testimonial.

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CANON  NO.  30 

RESPONSIBILITY  FOR  MISSIONARY  WORK 


SECTION  1.  All  resident  baptized  members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  constitute 
its  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  and  therefore  have  the  responsibility  to  support  the  Mission 
of  the  Church. 

SECTION  2.  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  appropriate  at  each  annual  meeting 
the  amount  to  be  raised  and  expended  for  the  mission  work  as  part  of  the  Diocesan  budget 
within  the  Diocese  during  the  ensuing  year. 

SECTION  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  priest  and  deacon  of  this  Diocese  to  instruct 
the  people  within  his  jurisdiction  in  relation  to  these  objects  and  to  discharge  such  missionary 
service  in  the  vicinity  of  their  parishes  and  missions  as  may  be  assigned  to  them  by  the 
Bishop. 


CANON  NO.  31 
HOUSE  OF  CHURCH  WOMEN 

SECTION  1.  There  may  be  a  House  of  Church  Women  to  meet  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  may  appoint,  which  shall  have  power,  subject  to  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  to  legislate  with  regard  to  the  conduct  of  women's 
work  in  connection  with  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  and  to  act  in  a  consultant  capacity  upon 
such  other  matters  as  the  Bishop  may  from  time  to  time  submit  to  it  for  its  opinion.  The 
sessions  of  the  House  of  Church  Women  may  be  separate  from  the  sessions  of  the 
Convention. 

SECTION  2.  All  women  who  are  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
shall  be  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Episcopal  Church  Women.  The  Episcopal  Church 
Women  shall  have  an  annual  meeting  at  which  they  shall  elect  their  officers  as  provided  for 
in  the  By-Laws  adopted  by  the  Episcopal  Church  Women  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 
The  By-Laws  of  the  organization  shall  provide  for  the  election  of  members  and  officers  for 
the  performance  of  work  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Women. 

SECTION  3.  The  Episcopal  Church  Women  shall  be  subject  to  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  and  to  the  jursidication  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 


CANON  NO.  32 
TITLES  OF  CANONS 

The  titles  of  these  Canons  shall  be  deemed  not  to  be  a  part  of  the  law  governing  this 
Diocese. 


CANON  NO.  33 
AMENDMENT  OF  CANONS 

The  Canons  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  Any  proposed 
amendment  shall  be  presented  in  writing,  read  in  open  Convention,  and  referred  without 
debate  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  which  shall  consider  and  report  to  the 
Convention  thereon.  When  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Convention  and  approved  by 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  amendment  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  Canons. 
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CANON  NO.  34 

THE  DIOCESAN  YOUTH  COUNCIL 


SECTION  1.  There  may  be  a  Diocesan  Youth  Council  which  shall  be  subject  to  the 
Jursidiction  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  and  the 
Diocesan  Convention.  The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  shall  also  bo  subject  to  the  direction  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  or  its  representative. 

SECTION  2.  The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  shall  be  constituted  as  follows: 

Two  members  who  shall  be  baptized  members  of  the  Church  shall  be  elected  from 
each  of  the  six  deaneries  by  the  youth  of  their  respective  deaneries;  such  election  to  be  held 
during  the  month  of  September  each  year  at  the  fall  Youth  Rally  which  shall  be  convened 
by  the  Diocesan  Youth  Officer;  such  elections  to  be  confirmed  by  the  ecclesiastical 
authority.  The  delegates  shall  take  office  as  of  the  October  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Youth 
Council. 

The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  shall  organize  itself  at  the  October  meeting  each 

year. 

SECTION  3.  The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  shall  have  as  its  concern  the  implementation 
of  youth  programs  within  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  shall  elect  three  representatives  to  servo  on 
any  and  all  committees  or  commissions  charged  with  the  conducting  of  any  and  all  camps 
and  conferences  for  the  youth. 


CANON  NO.  35 

Membership  on  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  and  on  the  Diocesan  Council 
shall  be  limited  to  two  (2)  consecutive  terms,  and  thereafter  a  member  may  not  be  re¬ 
elected  to  that  same  body  of  which  he  or  she  is  a  member  until  the  passage  of  two  (2)  years 
from  the  last  day  in  office  as  a  member  of  such  body. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  THE 

SPECIAL  CONVENTION 

OF  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 
FOR  THE  ELECTION  OF  A  BISHOP  COADJUTOR 

AT 

THE  CATHEDRAL  CHURCH  OF  ST.  JAMES,  SOUTH  BEND 

Saturday,  May  10,  1986 

RESOLVED,  that  delegates  and  alternates  shall  be  seated,  nominations 
for  the  Office  of  Bishop  Coadjutor  shall  be  made,  information  read,  tellers 
apointed,  ballots  distributed,  collected,  counted  and  announced,  and  all  mat¬ 
ters  pertaining  to  the  election  conducted  as  follows: 

1 .  Seats  will  be  reserved  for  the  delegates  of  the  Special  Convention  in  the 
nave  of  the  Cathedral  and  will  be  marked  off. 

2.  Alternates  and  members  of  Diocesan  Council  who  are  not  delegates  will 
have  designated  seats  apart  from  the  regularly  appointed  delegates,  unless  they 
are  at  the  time  substituting  for  a  regular  delegate  absent  or  temporarily  out 
of  the  room.  Each  alternate,  before  taking  the  place  of  a  regular  delegate, 
shall  report  to  the  secretary  of  the  Special  Convention  with  the  delegate  (if 
present)  for  whom  he  will  be  substituting  so  that  the  substitution  may  be  record¬ 
ed  by  the  secretary  on  the  roll. 

3.  Visitors  may  occupy  designated  seats  in  the  rear  of  the  Cathedral. 

4.  After  a  quorum  has  been  declared,  committees  appointed,  the  Order  of 
Proceedings  and  Rules  adopted  and,  after  the  report  of  the  Episcopal  Infor¬ 
mation  Sub-Committee,  the  nomination  and  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor 
of  Northern  Indiana  shall  continue  until  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  is  elected  or  this 
rule  is  rescinded  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  of  the  Special  Conven¬ 
tion  then  present  voting  as  one  body. 

5.  Nominations  for  the  Office  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  shall  be  made  as 
follows:  The  secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  parishes  and  missions  during  which 
any  qualified  member  of  the  delegation  called,  clerical  or  lay,  may  make  one 
nomination,  but  not  more  than  one  nomination  for  the  Office  of  Bishop  Coad¬ 
jutor;  there  shall  be  only  one  nominating  speech  for  each  person  nominated 
and  it  shall  be  limited  to  five  minutes.  Nominations  may  not  be  second¬ 
ed.  The  nominator  shall  include  in  his  nominating  speech  the  data  contained 
in  the  Clerical  Directory  concerning  his  nominee.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
speech  the  nominator  shall  proceed  to  the  Altar  and  place  thereon  the  name 
of  his  nominee.  Any  nomination  made  from  the  floor,  not  included  among 
the  names  submitted  to  the  Episcopal  Information  Sub-Committee,  must  in¬ 
clude  written  evidence  of  consent  on  the  part  of  the  nominee  and  biographical 
material  to  be  distributed  to  members  of  convention. 
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6.  Any  delegate  who  has  signified  in  writing  to  the  Presiding  Officer  his  in¬ 
tention  of  nominating  any  person  whose  name  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Episcopal  Information  Sub-Committee  may  have  the  right  reserved  to  make 
such  nomination  on  the  floor  of  convention. 

7.  Nominees  may  withdraw  their  names  at  the  conclusion  of  the  announce¬ 
ment  of  the  results  of  any  total  ballot. 

8.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Roll  Call,  the  President  shall  appoint  the  Tellers 
of  the  Election:  One  clergyman  and  two  laymen  to  be  tellers  of  the  clerical 
vote,  and  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen  to  be  tellers  of  the  lay  vote. 

9.  Before  the  election  the  secretary  shall  read  slowly  and  clearly  the  names 
of  all  persons  nominated. 

10.  Election  shall  be  by  written  ballot.  Before  each  ballot  there  shall  be  a 
period  of  prayer  and  silence,  after  which  the  tellers  shall  proceed  to  distribute 
the  ballots. 

1 1 .  Each  individual  ballot  shall  be  received  in  response  to  a  roll  call. 

12.  After  the  total  ballot  has  been  received,  each  individual  ballot  shall  be  an¬ 
nounced  by  the  tellers  from  the  front  of  the  Cathedral  in  full  view  and  hearing 
of  the  Special  Convention. 

13.  An  election  having  been  made,  the  President  shall  appoint  a  Notification 
Committee.  Then  the  members  of  the  Special  Convention  shall  come  for¬ 
ward  individually  in  response  to  a  roll  call  and  sign  the  required  Canonical 
Testimonial. 

14.  Except  as  modified  by  our  Constitution  and  Canons,  and  by  these  rules, 
Roberts’  Rules  of  Order  shall  govern  the  proceedings  of  this  Special 
Convention. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  SPECIAL  CONVENTION 
TO  ELECT  A  BISHOP  COADJUTOR 
10  May  1986 


The  Special  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  10:20  am  after  a  Votive  Mass  of  the  Holy  Spirit  celebrated 
by  Bishop  Sheridan  at  9:00  am. 

After  making  a  preliminary  announcement  regarding  the  correct  seating  of  clergy,  lay  delegates,  and 
others,  the  Bishop  presented  the  Rules  of  Order  adopted  by  the  Diocesan  Council.  (The  Rules  as 
proposed  are  pre-fixed  to  these  minutes.)  Upon  presenting  the  Rules,  the  Bishop  proposed  certain 
interpretations  of  those  rules  in  specific  instances;  namely:  with  regard  to  Rule  #11,  that  the  roll 
call  envisaged  need  only  be  a  roll  call  of  parishes  and  missions,  and  not  of  each  individual  entitled 
to  a  vote.  There  was  a  motion  and  a  second  to  adopt  this  interpretation;  the  motion  passed  unanimous¬ 
ly.  The  Bishop  further  proposed  that,  with  regard  to  Rule  #12,  it  would  suffice  if  each  group  of 
tellers  were  to  work  in  full  view  of  the  assembly  and  report  their  counting  to  the  secretary,  rather 
than  announce  each  ballot  as  it  was  counted.  Again,  there  was  a  motion  made  and  seconded  to  this 
effect,  which  passed  unanimously.  Mr.  Spencer  Walton  further  proposed  the  deletion  from  Rule 
#5  of  the  sentence:  "The  nominator  shall  include  in  his  nominating  speech  the  data  contained  in 
the  Clerical  Directory  concerning  his  nominee. "  There  was  a  second,  and  the  motion  passed 
unanimously. 

At  this  point  Fr.  Hyndman  moved  and  Fr.  Randall  seconded  the  motion  to  accept  the  Rules  of  Order 
as  ammended.  The  motion  passed  unanimously. 

At  this  point  a  quorum  was  declared  to  exist.  There  was  a  report  that  48  clergy  were  present  and 
97  lay  delegates.  This  meant  that  25  clergy  votes  and  49  lay  votes  would  be  needed  for  an  election. 

Next  followed  a  report  from  Fr.  Bliven  for  the  Episcopal  Information  Sub-committee,  who  acknowledg¬ 
ed  the  production  of  the  book  of  dossiers  and  the  tally  sheets  for  the  election.  Bishop  Sheridan  warmly 
commended  the  work  of  the  committee. 

The  Bishop  next  appointed  the  boards  of  tellers:  to  count  the  clergy  ballots,  Fr.  Theron  Lansford, 
Mr.  Daniel  Ewing,  and  Mr.  Mayo  Sanders;  to  count  the  lay  ballots:  Miss  Wilma  Pratt,  Mr.  Joseph 
Hies,  and  Mr.  Mark  Brown.  Mrs.  Nancy  Wiese  and  Mr.  Robert  Grandstaff  acted  to  distribute  the 
ballots.  Miss  Lisa  Kloss  served  as  page. 

Next  the  first  roll  call  was  made  by  the  secretary,  during  which  the  following  persons  nominated 
the  priests  whose  names  appeared  in  the  book  of  dossiers  compiled  by  the  Episcopal  Information 
Sub-committee.  Mrs.  Cynthia  Guzzo  nominated  Fr.  William  Thomas  Fitzgerald;  Mrs.  Zelia  Drex- 
ler,  Fr.  Stanley  Corklin;  Mrs.  Madelyn  Hane,  Fr.  Patrick  Heiligstedt;  Fr.  Richard  Handley,  Fr.  Henry 
A.  Male;  Fr.  Roy  Thompson,  Fr.  Howard  Keyse;  Mrs.  Fanny  Clement,  Fr.  Richard  Cornish  Mar¬ 
tin;  Mr.  Byron  Wedge,  Fr.

Since  none  were  forthcom¬ 
ing,  Fr.  Comer  moved  to  close  the  nominations;  this  was  seconded  and  was  passed. 

At  11:39  am  the  first  ballot  was  distributed  and  voting  commenced.  The  results  of  this  and  suc¬ 
ceeding  ballots  are  indicated  in  the  chart  appended  to  these  minutes. 

At  12:09  the  second  ballot  was  distributed. 

A  third  ballot  was  begun  at  12:31. 

A  fourth  ballot  was  commenced  at  12:50. 

At  1:08  pm,  the  Convention  recessed  for  lunch. 

The  Convention  re-convened  at  2:13  with  a  fifth  ballot  begun  at  2:14. 

A  sixth  ballot  was  taken  at  2:38  pm. 

The  seventh  ballot  was  distributed  at  2:56  pm. 

The  eighth  ballot  was  taken  at  3:12. 

A  ninth  ballot  at  3:27  pm. 

The  tenth  ballot  commenced  at  3:44.

The  eleventh  ballot  at  3:59  pm. 

The  twelfth  ballot  was  taken  at  4:15. 

A  thirteenth  ballot  was  taken  at  4:30. 

The  fourteenth  ballot  was  taken  at  4:44  pm  and  it  was  announced  at  4:57  that  Fr.  Francis  Campbell 
Gray  had  been  elected. 

The  whole  assembly  rose  at  5:00  precisely  to  recite  the  Te  Deum  in  thanksgiving  for  the  election. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Te  Deum  Bishop  Sheridan  commended  the  tellers  for  their  work  and  ap¬ 
pointed  Fr.  Center,  Mr.  Lacey  and  Mrs.  Donnelly  to  serve  as  the  notification  committee,  for  the 
purpose  of  informing  Fr.  Gray  of  his  election. 

At  5:06  there  followed  a  final  roll  call  for  the  purposes  of  having  all  delegates  and  clergy  sign  the 
testimonial  of  election. 

The  convention  was  adjourned  with  the  Bishop’s  blessing  at  5:25  pm.

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RULES  OF  ORDER 


FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 
OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 
OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH,  INC. 

ADOPTED  OCTOBER  28,  1970 


Rule  I.  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and  call  the  Convention  to  order. 

Rule  II.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials  to  receive,  examine  and  report 
on  the  credentials  of  clerical  and  lay  delegates.  Upon  the  report  being  made  by  the  Committee, 
the  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  all  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates  and  enter  their  names  in  the 
minutes  of  said  Convention. 

Rule  III.  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention 
organized  for  business. 

Rule  rV.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary  who  being  chosen 
shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  Assistant  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  V.  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  VI.  Immediately  following  the  Bishop’s  annual  address,  nominations  shall  be  made  for 
the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee  to  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  As  soon  as  the  nomina¬ 
tions  have  been  made,  the  Secretary  shall  cause  such  nominations  to  be  printed  on  a  ballot  for 
the  use  of  the  convention.  Pending  receipt  of  the  printed  ballots  for  the  election  of  a  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  as  far  as  possible  and  the  making  of  reports 
shall  be  made.  Upon  the  election  of  a  Standing  Committee,  nominations  shall  then  continue  for 
all  other  elective  offices  of  the  convention  (except  those  nominated  by  the  Bishop).  The  regular 
order  of  business  shall  continue  as  far  as  possible  during  the  elections. 

Rule  VII.  The  Bishop  shall  make  such  nominations  and  appointments  as  are  directed  by  the 
Constitution  and  Canons. 

Rule  VIII.  During  the  balloting  the  regular  order  of  business  shall  continue  insofar  as  is  expe¬ 
dient.  Reports  shall  be  presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Fiscal  year.  Proposed  Budget. 

2.  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

3.  Examining  Chaplains. 

4.  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

5.  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

6.  Bishop's  Cabinet. 

a)  Administration 

(1)  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

b)  Development  and  Communications. 

c)  Operations. 

7.  Registrar  and  Historiographer. 

8.  Convention  Committees. 

a)  Unfinished  business. 

b)  Admission  of  new  parishes  and  missions. 

c)  Constitution  and  Canons. 

d)  State  of  the  Church. 

9.  Diocesan  Council. 

K).  Standing  Committee. 

11.  Ecclesiastical  Court. 

12.  Directors  of  the  Foundation.

Rule  IX.  Elections  shall  be  in  the  following  order:  The  Standing  committee  of  the  Diocese  as 
hereinbefore  set  forth:  Diocesan  officers:  members  of  the  Diocesan  Council;  Deputies  and  Alter¬ 
nates  to  the  General  Convention;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of  the  Mid¬ 
west;  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop);  and  all  others.  After  the  casting 
of  one  ballot  and  the  election  is  still  not  resolved  on  a  majority  vote,  the  person  and/or  persons 
having  the  least  number  of  votes  at  the  end  of  the  first  ballot  shall  automatically  be  dropped  from 
the  second  ballot.  This  dropping  of  the  candidate  with  the  least  number  of  votes  at  the  end  of 
the  second  and  each  succeeding  ballot  shall  continue  until  the  elections  are  made  for  the  election 
of  primary  delegates  and  alternate  delegates,  the  panel  of  nominations  shall  be  printed  on  the  bal¬ 
lot  and  the  election  for  the  primary  candidates  shall  take  place.  After  the  election  of  the  primary 
candidates  has  taken  place,  the  remaining  nominated  candidates  shall  be  the  panel  from  which 
the  alternates  are  elected. 

Rule  X.  At  each  session  business  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called  and  acted  upon  m  the  follow¬ 
ing  order  unless  changed  by  vote  of  the  Convention; 

1.  The  roll  call. 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  VIII. 

5.  Miscellaneous  business. 

Rule  XI.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  after¬ 
wards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

Rule  XII.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from  the  sitting  of  the  Convention, 
he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his  absence. 

Rule  XIII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  house,  unless  he  have  leave, 
or  be  able  to  attend. 

Rule  XIV.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  m  debate  or  delivery  any  matter  to  the  Convention, 
he  shall  arise  from  his  seat  and  with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent.  confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XV.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without  the  consent  of 
the  House. 

Rule  XVI.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue  in  their  seats 
and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XVII.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put.  unless  excused  by  the  Con¬ 
vention,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XVIII.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  made  unless  to  lay 
it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it.  to  amend 
it,  or  to  divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  take  precedence  in  the  order  named 

Rule  XIX.  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XX.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  in  unqualified,  shall  be  settled 
without  debate. 
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Rule  XXI.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced 
to  writing. 

Rule  XXII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Convention 
and  shall  not  again  be  considered  during  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  rtxonsi- 
dcred  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  purpose  by  one 
of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

XXIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

XXIV.  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes 
unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by 
the  Convention,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XXV.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President  in  the  first  instance,  but 
any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision;  and  on  such  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  XXVI.  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered  on 
the  Journal  on  their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  to  take  part  in 

the  proceedings. 

XXVII.  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Conventions,  unless  altered  or  res¬ 
cinded  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Jounal  of  each  Convention. 
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MINUTES 
of  the 

EIGHTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 
November  21-22,  1986 

The  Eighty-eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  opened  at  6:00  pm  at 
The  Cathedral  of  St.  James,  South  Bend,  on  November  2 1  st,  with  the  Conventual  Mass,  a  votive  of 
the  Incarnation.  After  Mass  was  held  the  annual  Convention  Banquet  at  the  Century  Center.  After 
diner,  the  delegates  and  guests  were  addressed  by  The  Rt.  Rev’d  Benedict  Reid,  OSB,  Father  Abbot 
of  St.’  Gregory’s  Abbey,  Three  Rivers,  Michigan. 

Convention  reassembled  and  began  its  business  the  following  morning  at  the  Cefitury  Center,  Bishop 
Sheridan  calling  the  meeting  to  order  with  prayer  at  9:05  am. 

The  first  order  of  business  was  a  move  to  suspend  the  rules  and  dispense  with  the  report  of  the 
credentials  committee,  since  there  were  inadequate  materials  upon  which  to  base  it,  and  proceed  to 
the  roll  call.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  roll  was  then  called  and  a  quorum  of  delegates  rightfully  elected  was  found  to  be  present.  In¬ 
troductions  at  the  high  table  followed. 

Bishop  Sheridan  then  nominated  Fr.  Schramm  to  serve  as  the  secretary  of  convention.  He  was 
unanimously  elected  and  proceeded  to  appoint  Fr.  Jeffrey  Lee  as  assistant  secretary. 

Next  Mr.  Spencer  Walton  was  appointed  parliamentarian  as  well  as  the  chairman  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Thanks  and  Memorials  (see  above:  Convention  Committees). 

At  this  point  Fr.  Thompson  was  introduced  for  a  special  order  of  business:  A  report  to  conven¬ 
tion  on  his  trip  to  our  companion  diocese  of  Enugu  in  Nigeria.  Fr.  Thompson  reported  with  great 
enthusiasm  on  the  thriving  state  of  Church  life  in  Nigeria,  the  warmth  with  which  he  was  received, 
and  his  hopes  for  the  increased  development  of  our  relationship. 

Bishop  Gray  next  addressed  the  convention  (see  below  for  the  text  of  his  address). 

Bishop  Sheridan  then  introduced  clergy  who  were  new  to  the  diocese  or  whose  status  within  the 
diocese  had  changed  since  last  convention.  Those  introducted  were:  Frs.  Gere,  Hatfield,  Hernandez, 
Tracy,  North,  and  Bradford.  Fr.  Jayawardene  was  not  present.  Also  introduced  was  Deacon  Sarah 
Tracy.’  Bishop  Sheriday  then  introduced  a  number  of  newly  ordained  deacons:  Messrs.  Poston,  Smith 
and  Matthews.  Deacons  Clevenger,  Schwarz  and  Kletzing  were  unable  to  be  present.  Deacon  Book 

died  shortly  after  his  ordination  to  the  diaconate - may  he  rest  in  peace.  Bishop  Sheridan  then 

introduced  priests  on  license  in  the  diocese:  Frs.  Leggett,  Taylor,  and  Bradshaw.  Seminarians  from 
the  diocese,  Messrs.  Ronald  Baskin  and  David  Evans,  were  present  and  introduced  and  attention  call¬ 
ed  to  those  who  were  studying  for  Holy  Orders  within  the  diocese:  Messrs.  Frank  King,  Eric  Shone, 
Gregory  Stevens,  Richard  Miller,  Daniel  Cole,  and  Clayton  Henderson,  and  Mrs.  Gloria  Taylor,  for 
the  permanent  diaconate. 

Mrs.  Nancy  Moody  then  presented  the  report  of  the  Standing  Nominating  Committee  for  election 
of  deputies  to  General  Convention.  Nominated  in  the  clerical  order  were:  Frs.  Bizzaro,  Blakslee, 
Center,  Comer,  Davis,  Eyrick,  Hyndman,  Murphy,  Newby,  Ross,  and  Thompson;  in  the  lay 
order:  Mrs.  Anne  Donnelly,  Mr.  Fred  Heasley,  Dr.  Daniel  Kubley,  Mrs.  Patricia  Knudson,  Mr. 
LeRoy  Lacey,  Mr.  Wyatt  Mick,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Nancy  Moody,  The  Hon.  James  Pankow,  Mr.  Vern  Ryan, 
Mr.  Mayo  Sanders,  Miss  Gwen  Sargent,  and  Mr.  Chester  Williams.  There  were  no  nominations  from 
the  floor,  but  before  proceeding  to  a  vote,  Fr.  Center  asked  permission  to  read  a  prepared  statement 
regarding  General  Convention  and  the  danger  to  its  proper  functioning  from  ideologues  of  the  left  be¬ 
ing  able  to  set  its  agenda.  Fr.  Randall  then  moved  that  the  vote  for  deputies  be  done  by  a  sirnple 
plurality.  It  was  seconded,  but  since  it  was  a  move  to  suspend  the  rules  and  failed  of  a  two-thirds 
majority,  the  motion  failed.  The  first  ballot  for  deputies  was  taken  and  convention  recessed  for  cof¬ 
fee  at  10:45  am. 

Convention  reconvened  at  1 1 :08  am  and  heard  the  report  of  the  Standing  Nominating  Committee 
regarding  nominees  for  election  to  the  Standing  Committee.  Nominated  in  the  clerical  order  were 
Frs.  Murphy,  Niemeyer,  and  Tracy;  in  the  lay  order,  Mrs.  Anne  Donnelly,  Mrs.  Nancy  Moody,  and 
Mrs.  Pamela  Ockerman.  Fr.  Davis  was  nominated  from  the  floor  but  his  name  was  withdrawn  when 
it  was  discovered  that  he  was  ineligible  because  of  Canon  35.  Convention  then  proceeded  to  vote 
for  one  person  in  each  order:  A  three-year  clerical  term  and  a  two-year  lay  term. 
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Next  the  Nominating  Committee’s  recommendations  for  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  In¬ 
diana  Foundation  were  presented.  In  the  clerical  order:  Frs.  Bizzaro,  Brinkmoeller,  Hyndman,  Klatt, 
Lee,  and  P.  Morgan;  in  the  lay  order:  Mrs.  Fanny  Clement,  and  Messrs.  David  Gibson  and  Ward 
Kleinschmidt.  Since  there  were  vacancies  in  the  entire  clerical  order  and  three  priests  had  to  be  elected, 
it  was  suggessted  to  Convention  that  the  priest  with  the  most  votes  be  elected  to  a  three-year  term, 
and  the  next  highest  a  one-year  term.  Convention  agreed  and  preceeded  to  vote. 

Next  the  recommened  nominees  for  election  to  the  Cathedral  Chapter  were  presented.  In  the  clerical 
order:  Frs.  Bliven,  Comer,  Hatfield,  Hughes,  Newby,  and  Thompson;  in  the  lay  order:  Mmes.  Sue 
Guard,  Joyce  Inman,  and  Margaret  Shaw,  and  Messrs.  Arthur  Hall,  Gene  Knutson,  and  Chester 
Williams.  No  further  nominations  were  made  from  the  floor  and  Convention  preceeded  to  vote. 

Miss  Wilma  Pratt  next  addressed  Convention,  calling  attention  to  some  matters  not  contained  in 
her  printed  report  (see  below).  First,  a  new  Deanery  E.C.W.  President  was  elected  in  the  Calumet 
Deanery.  Second,  a  trust  fund  in  memory  of  Ann  Nichols  has  been  established,  proceeds  to  go  towards 
scholarships.  Finally,  the  E.C.W.  is  sponsoring  a  bus  trip  to  Washington,  D.  C. ,  September  24  through 
27. 


The  results  of  the  first  ballot  were  given  next  and  the  following  persons  were  elected  as  Conven¬ 
tion  Deputies:  Frs.  Bizzaro  and  Thompson;  Mmes.  Moody  and  Donnelly,  and  Mr.  Pankow.  A  se¬ 
cond  ballot  was  then  taken  in  which  two  clergy  and  one  lay  person  were  to  be  voted  for. 

The  Bishop  reported  that  Mrs.  Ryan  wsa  not  to  be  continuing  as  Treasurer,  but  that  a  new  treasurer 
had  not  yet  been  appointed.  Noting  that  he  had  consulted  closely  with  Bishop  Gray,  Bishop  Sheridan 
then  appointed  Mrs.  Virginia  Beardsley  and  Mr.  Thomas  Cassady  to  serve  as  Trustees.  The  clerical 
members  of  the  Commission  on  Ministry  were  then  nominated  by  the  Bishop  and  confirmed  by  a  vote 
of  Convention  (see  "Directory"  above).  Likewise,  the  lay  members  of  C.  O.  M.  were  nominated 
and  confirmed  by  Convention. 

The  first  results  of  the  Standing  Committee  election  were  now  reported.  No  one  received  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  votes,  so  Fr.  Murphy’s  name  and  Mrs.  Ockerman’s  name  were  dropped  from  the  list  and 
a  new  ballot  taken. 

Just  before  the  noon-day  recess,  the  presentation  of  a  large  quilt  was  made  to  Bishop  and  Mrs. 
Sheridan  by  women  of  the  diocese.  The  quilt  contained  medallions  symbolizing  all  of  the  parishes 
of  the  diocese,  each  contributed  by  a  seamstress  from  the  parish  so  symbolized. 

At  12:10  pm  noon  day  prayers  were  said  and  Convention  recessed  for  lunch  at  12:15. 

Convention  reconvened  at  1 :36  pm  and  received  the  report  of  the  tellers  for  the  election  of  Direc¬ 
tors  of  the  Foundation.  Fr.  Klatt  was  elected  for  a  three-year  term;  Fr.  Hyndman  was  elected  for 
a  two-year  term;  Dean  Bizzaro  was  elected  for  a  one-year  term;  and  Mrs.  Clement  was  elected  for 
a  three-year  term. 

Next  the  following  committees  of  Convention  were  appointed:  Admission  of  New  Parishes/Mis¬ 
sions;  Unfinished  Business;  Constitution  and  Canons;  State  of  the  Church;  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center 
Board;  the  Ecumenical  Officer  and  Delegates  to  the  Indiana  Council  of  Churches.  [For  a  list  of  per¬ 
sons  nominated,  see  above  "Directory"].  All  nominees  were  confirmed  by  vote  of  Convention. 

It  was  moved  at  this  point  that  all  reports  to  be  submitted  from  Committees  and  Commissions 
be  submitted  by  title  only.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  Treasurer’s  report  and  the  Revised  Proposed  Budget  for  1987  were  next  presented,  with  a 
further  slight  revision  to  account  for  the  difference  in  supporting  costs  for  the  new  Canon  to  the  Or¬ 
dinary  and  Administrative  Assistant,  Fr.  Jeffrey  Lee,  who  will  take  office  February  1st,  1987.  The 
difference  amounted  to  $3 , 1 92 . 39  and  would  reduce  the  contingency  line  to  $  1 1 ,493 . 83 .  It  was  mov¬ 
ed  and  seconded  to  accept  the  proposed  budget  as  revised;  all  consented. 

The  Secretary  then  called  the  attention  of  Convention  to  proposed  ammendments  to  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  General  Convention  to  be  acted  upon  finally  in  1988.  [Eor  contents,  see  below:  "reports  '"|. 

The  first  resolution  was  presented  at  this  time  by  Fr.  Holifield  (see  below:  "Resolutions").  It 
was  seconded  and  passed  without  dissent. 
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The  report  of  the  tellers  regarding  the  election  of  members  to  the  Cathedral  Chapter  was  now 
presented.  One  layman  was  elected,  Mr.  Williams.  A  second  ballot  was  ordered.  Judge  Walton 
moved  to  suspend  the  rules  at  this  point  and  elect  by  plurality  on  the  second  ballot.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  passed  by  the  required  2/3  majority.  Convention  then  proceeded  to  vote. 

Resolution  #2  was  now  presented  by  Fr.  Eyrick.  It  was  seconded  and  passed  without  dissent. 

Resolution  #3  was  presented  by  Fr.  Comer,  was  seconded  and  also  passed  unanimously. 

Fr.  Blakslee  then  presented  Resolution  M.  Since  it  dealt  with  a  canonical  change,  the  Bishop 
had  to  refer  it  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons.  The  chairman  of  the  Committee,  the 
Chancellor,  being  present,  reported  that  the  proposed  resolution  would  clarify  the  canon  in  question, 
and  so  reported  favourably  on  the  resolution.  Fr.  Blakslee  thereupon  moved  the  resolution.  It  was 
seconded  and  passed. 

Fr.  Bliven  next  reported  on  plans  for  seats  and  meal  tickets  for  the  Enthronement  of  Bishop  Gray 
on  January  10,  1987. 

Convention  then  heard  from  the  Churches  in  Gary,  which  invited  Convention  to  meet  in  that  city 
in  1987.  The  invitation  was  referred  to  Bishop  Gray  and  the  Standing  Committee. 

Bishop  Sheridan  next  advised  Convention  of  his  endorsement  of  the  guild  for  acolytes.  The  Order 
of  St.  Vincent.  Fie  noted  also  that  Fr.  Newby  was  the  Secretary  General  of  the  Order. 

A  brief  recess  was  ordered  for  2:22  pm.  Convention  reconvened  at  2:30. 

The  tellers  next  reported  that  there  were  no  elections  made  in  the  vote  for  General  Convention 
Deputies.  Judge  Walton  thereupon  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  the  next  ballot  elect  by 
plurality,  the  next  runners-up  being  considered  elected  as  alternates.  A  second  was  forthcoming  and 
Convention  voted  to  approve  this  change.  Another  ballot  was  then  taken. 

Thanks  and  Memorial  Resolutions  "6  through  "12  were  then  presented  by  Judge  Walton.  Each 
in  turn  was  seconded  and  passed  by  Convention  unanimously. 

The  teller’s  report  on  the  Standing  Committee  election  advised  that  Fr.  Tracy  and  Mrs.  Moody 
had  been  elected. 

Next  followed  Bishop  Sheridan’s  15th  and  last  address  to  Convention  (see  below). 

Election  results  were  now  reported  in  the  ballot  for  members  of  Cathedral  Chapter.  Frs.  Bliven 
and  Thompson  were  elected,  but  there  was  a  tie  between  Mrs.  Guard  and  Mrs.  Shaw.  Convention 
voted  to  cast  lots  for  the  final  lay  position  on  Chapter.  Mrs.  Guard  was  declared  elected  by  lot.  The 
tellers  further  reported  that  the  following  had  been  elected  as  deputies  to  General  Convention.  Frs. 
Hyndman  and  Blakslee,  and  Mr.  Williams.  Alternates  in  the  lay  order  were:  Messrs.  Sanders,  Lacey, 
Mick,  and  Heasley.  Alternates  in  the  clerical  order  were  Frs.  Davis,  Eyrick,  and  Comer.  There 
was  a  tie  for  the  fourth  alternate  deputy  which  was  resolved  by  again  castings  lots.  Fr.  Newby  was 
elected  by  lot  for  this  position. 

Judge  Walton  then  moved  that  there  be  a  reconsideration  of  the  rules  for  elections,  in  order  that 
the  process  might  be  simplified.  This  was  seconded  and  passed.  Included  in  the  motion  was  the 
understanding  that  this  be  the  first  order  of  business  at  the  next  Convention. 

Convention  adjourned  at  3:35  pm  with  Bishop  Sheridan  s  Blessing.

"Grace  unto  you  and  peace  from  God  our  Father,  and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  " 

For  the  fifteenth  -  and  last  -  time  I  address  you  with  joy,  and  with  hope  in  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

Most  of  you  would  agree  with  me,  I  believe,  that  the  year  of  our  Lord  1986  has  been 
a  memorable  year.  Under  God,  we  experienced  the  pain,  the  hopes,  the  disappointments, 
and  the  final  joy,  of  choosing  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

In  a  few  short  weeks  —  on  Saturday,  January  10th  —  Bishop  Gray  will  be  Enthron¬ 
ed.  At  that  moment  he  will  become  the  Diocesan,  and  our  Father-in-God  (the  VI  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese). 

1986  has,  thus,  been  a  crucial  year  for  the  present,  and  for  the  future.  Paradoxically, 
we  are  coming  to  the  end  of  an  era,  and  —  at  the  same  time  —  our  common  life-in-christ 
continues,  as  always.  That  is  the  mystery,  in  part,  of  Apostolic  Succession.  It  binds  every 
century,  and  every  decade,  to  the  Catholic  Faith! 

A  new  Bishop  is  chosen  and  Consecrated,  He  is  certain  to  be  very  different  in  outlook, 
in  temperament,  in  personality,  than  the  present  one.  Fortunately,  there  are  no  "Apostolic 
clones. "  Yet,  the  ESSENTIAL  Episcopate  remains  the  same  because  the  ESSENTIAL 
FAITH  remains  the  same. 

Hopefully,  it  will  be  at  least  twenty  years  before  the  VII  Bishop  will  be  chosen.  We 
are  now  at  a  rare  moment  of  looking  back  at  a  period,  which  has  almost  passed,  and  looking 
towards  a  new  era,  which  no  one  can  see  with  complete  clarity  .  . 

It  is  the  almost-past  time  about  which  I  should  like  to  reflect  —  briefly  —  this  after¬ 
noon.  Unless  you  have  a  certain  sense  of  history,  it  will  perhaps  come  to  you  as  a  sur¬ 
prise,  when  I  say  that  we  have,  as  a  Diocesan  Family,  lived  through  four  major  crises  these 
past  14  and  one-half  years. 

It  is  by  God’s  grace  and  mercy  alone  that  our  unity  and  our  charity  have  endured.  In 
many  dioceses  throughout  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  both  essential  unity 
and  essential  charity  have  been  smashed.  There  are  now  schismatic,  broken  churches,  where 
none  existed  before.  There  are  now  deep  and  tragic  cleavages  in  the  Church  where  they 
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did  not  exist  before  1976. 

At  least  three  such  separated  congregations  (for  example)  exist  in  our  sister-Diocese 
of  Indianapolis. 

What  were  the  four  crises  which  we  have  lived  through  as  a  Family?  I  list  them  for 
your  remembrance  and  recollection: 

(1)  THE  FINANCIAL  RECESSION  OF  1973  .  .  .  AND  BEYOND.  Its  repercussions, 
in  the  Diocese,  were  immediate  and  severe.  A  number  of  parishes  could  not  pay  their  Fair 
Share  Mission-Diocesan  Assessments  with  regularity.  In  turn,  the  Diocese  could  not  give 
our  "fair  share  quota"  to  the  National  Church  -  for  months  at  a  time. 

The  Bishop’s  stipend,  and  the  stipends  of  our  Mission  Priests,  could  barely  be  paid. 

It  was  then  that  Barbara  Ryan,  our  magnificent  Treasurer,  Robert  Hanna  (the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Diocesan  Finance  Committee)  and  I  began  the  "Diocesan  Reserve  Fund,  "  with 
the  aproval,  of  course,  of  the  Diocesan  Council.  That  fund  —  through  super  human  ef¬ 
forts,  now  amounts  to  $87,775.35  -  by  a  happy  combination  of  once  high  interest  rates, 
and  the  Hanna  bequest. 

It  can  only  be  used  in  the  face  of  extreme  emergency,  and  requires  the  approval  of 
the  Diocesan  Council  for  any  expenditures.  In  the  event  of  a  catastrophe  the  Reserve  Fund 
would  be  a  Godsend. 

(2)  THE  SECOND  CRISIS  -  THROUGH  WHICH  THE  DIOCESE  HAS  EMERGED  IN¬ 
TACT  -  HAD  NOTHING  TO  DO  WITH  FINANCES. 

I  would  call  it  the  "CRISIS  OF  MORALE  AND  EMOTION.  "  My  reference  is,  of  course, 
to  the  changing  from  the  former  Prayer  Book  to  our  present  Prayer  Book  of  1979.  For 
many  people  this  change  brought  indescribable  pain  and  grief  ...  at  first. 

I  can  say,  with  complete  candor,  that  -  in  the  beginning  -  those  were  my  emotions, 
also.  In  wrestling  with  my  pain  I  was  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  study  and  compare  each 
page  of  the  new  Prayer  Book  with  the  former  one  (the  one  I  had  been  nurtured  on  all  my  life). 

When  I  had  given  the  new  one  an  objective  chance,  I  found  two  great  realities:  (1) 
The  ESSENCE  of  the  former  Prayer  Book  had  been  preserved;  (2)  Beyond  that,  the  new 
book  had  strengthened  some  gaps  in  the  old  book.  It  was  undeniably  —  over  all  —  a  clearer, 
more  precise  teacher  of  the  Catholic  Faith  of  the  ages. 

In  my  page-by-page  study  I  found  something  like  317  reasons  to  give  thanks  to  God 
for  the  newer  version  of  our  liturgical  and  doctrinal  source  book.  Most  important  of  all, 
though,  the  Diocesan  Family  was  given  time  —  patiently  and  lovingly  —  to  find  out  for  itself 
the  enduring  treasures  of  our  newest  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  People  were  not  mistreated 
or  condemned  for  loving  the  1928  Prayer  Book. 

Thanks  be  to  God,  there  were  no  split-away  parishes  over  this  crisis,  as  there  are  in 
many  American  dioceses.  Charity,  and  God’s  grace,  prevailed! 

(3)  THE  THIRD  -  OF  THE  FOUR  -  CRISES,  THROUGH  WHICH  OUR  DIOCESAN 
UNITY  HAS  BEEN  ESSENTIALLY  PRESERVED,  IS  A  DOCTWNAL  ONE  .  .  .  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  the  Faith  itself.  Ten  years  ago  the  General  Convention  of  this  Church  —  a  legislative 
body  —  not  a  body  to  deal  with  Christian  belief  —  unilaterally  altered  the  Apostolic  Faith 
of  the  whole  Church  -  although  the  Eastern  Orthodox  Churches  and  the  Roman  Catholic 
Communion  pleaded  (quietly  behind  the  scenes)  not  to  do  so.  This  was  also  true  of  many 
sister  Anglican  Churches. 
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On  its  own  authority  --  following  bitter  strife  and  unprecedented  political  action  —  the 
House  of  Deputies  passed  a  permissive  canon  dealing  with  Holy  Orders.  For  the  first  time 
anywhere  in  Christ’s  One,  Holy,  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  women  were  authorized 
permissively  to  be  ordained  priests. 

There  was  no  consensus  about  this.  Historically,  the  Church  might  not  make  belief 
into  official  teaching  for  200  years  —  until  there  was  an  overwhelming  consensus.  At  Min¬ 
neapolis  a  majority  of  12  votes,  or  so,  made  the  difference.  There  was  no  consensus  for 
this  novel  experiment! 

There  is  much  irony  in  all  this  —  if  you  have  the  spiritual  fortitude  to  look  at  the  conse¬ 
quences  of  this  unilateral  action  without  rose-colored  glasses.  No  matter  where  you  stand 
on  this  novel  action,  you  are  in  the  same  eviscerated  branch  of  Christ’s  Body,  His 
Church.  We  are  all  a  part  of  the  greatest  agony  the  Anglican  Communion  in  America  has 
ever  experienced  (with  ^e  single  exception  of  the  American  Revolutionary  War,  which  almost 
destroyed  Anglicanism,  following  that  strife). 

There  is  no  question  about  this  —  people  of  honor  have  come  down  on  both  sides  of 
the  permissive  ordination  of  women.  Some  believe  that  it  is  a  matter  of  elemental  justice 
that  women  have  the  right  to  be  priests  just  as  men  do.  Others  —  just  as  passionately  — 
believe  that  this  action  is  unscriptural,  that  General  Convention  exceeded  its  authority,  when 
it  changed  20  centuries  of  the  Church’s  teaching,  and  that  our  Lord  knew  precisely  what 
He  was  doing  when  He  picked  men  only  to  be  Apostles. 

I  repeat,  wherever  you  stand,  we  are  in  the  same  battered  Church,  a  Church  which 
has  lost  (conservatively)  a  half  million  members  —  most  of  whom  have  just  dropped  away 
over  this  question  -  and  other  theological  matters  -  which  pain  us  all.  Unilateral  ordination 
was,  for  many,  the  "last  straw. " 

Again,  by  God’s  grace  and  mercy  alone,  this  small,  very  special.  Diocesan  Family 
has  retained  its  unity  and  charity.  I  have  never  been  persecuted,  for  example,  by  members 
of  this  Family  for  my  deeply-held  belief  that  Minneapolis  was  wrong,  and  that  —  not  for 
a  century  or  more  —  will  the  wounds  be  healed. 

(4)  THE  FOURTH  -  OF  THE  FOUR  -CRISES  THROUGH  WHICH  OUR  DIOCESAN 
UNITY  HAS  BEEN  ESSENTIALLY  PERSERVED  -  IS,  ALSO,  A  FINANCIAL  ONE.  I 
refer  to  the  severe  Recession  of  1982-1985  (approximately).  In  some  areas  there  has  been 
a  good  recovery  —  even  a  measure  of  financial  prosperity.  That  is  untrue,  however,  of 
the  Calumet  region.  There  the  Recession,  in  a  severe  form,  continues. 

That  is  a  worrisome  reality.  I  hope  that  some  help  can  come  from  the  resources  of 
the  Diocesan  Foundation  in  any  emergency  beyond  the  resources  of  an  individual  parish. 

Not  long  ago,  after  making  my  sacramental  confession,  my  Confessor  invited  me  over 
to  the  Rectory  for  coffee,  and  a  brief  visit. 

Because  he  lives  in  a  neighboring  diocese,  he  does  not  know  much  about  our  life 
here.  He  was,  perhaps,  politely  making  conversation.  "Bishop,  as  you  are  coming  closer 
to  resigning  your  diocese  —  and  giving  the  responsibilities  to  your  Successor  —  can  you 
tell  me  of  some  of  the  special  joys  experienced?  " 

I  answered  the  question  this  way  ...  it  would  give  me  great  pleasure  to  tell  you  some 
of  those  joys  —  if  you  clearly  understand  that  I  am  not  "taking  credit"  for  the  ac¬ 
complishments.  I  am  rejoicing  in  them,  but  remembering  that  —  if  they  were  good  ac¬ 
complishments  —  God,  and  God  working  through  his  priests  and  people,  deserve  the  credit 
for  the  deeds  done. 
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In  summary,  there  were  (I  recall)  five  special  areas  of  joy  and  thankfulness.  (1)  I  believe 
that  the  Diocese  has  a  stronger  "sense  of  Family.  "  There  is  a  deeper  unity- in-Christ  centered 
around  the  Episcopate.  Historically,  that  has  always  been  of  course,  the  hallmark  of  the 
Catholic  and  Apostolic  Faith.  (2)  God  in  His  mercy  raised  up  a  diocesan  staff  of  extraor¬ 
dinary  ability  and  devotion.  I  name  them  -  in  public  testimony  and  gratitude:  (a)  THE 
BISHOP’S  SECRETARY,  MRS.  KATHERINE  PRIDDY.  We  owe  to  Bishop  Klein  the 
credit  for  this  wonderful  person.  She  has  for  20  years  served  the  Diocesan  Family  with 
loving  devotion  and  skill,  and  caring  patience. 

(b)  THE  CANON  TO  THE  ORDINARY  AND  ADMINISTRATIVE  ASSISTANT.  Who 
in  the  Diocese  does  not  know  about  our  "Father  Mac"  ...  a  holy  priest,  a  very,  very  able 
administrator  and  a  wonderful  human  being!  (c)  THE  DIOCESAN  TREASURER,  BAR¬ 
BARA  (MRS.  VERN)  RYAN.  I  wish  I  could  adequately  describe  her  magnificent  labors 
for  the  Diocesan  Family.  Again,  it  was  Bishop  Klein,  who  engaged  her  services.  I  was 
fortunate  enough  to  inherit  Mrs.  Ryan  for  Northern  Indiana. 

She  has  been  of  constant  help  to  me  in  areas  which  are  not  my  cup  of  tea.  Barbara 
has  been  hard  working,  conscientious,  very  competent,  and  utterly  loyal  to  the  Bishop  and 
to  the  best  good  of  the  Diocesan  Family  .  .  .  always  under  all  circumstances,  (d)  And 
then  the  non-salaried  CHANCELLOR,  THE  HON.  JAMES  H.  PANKOW.  What  can  I 
say  of  him?  A  Christian  gentleman  of  the  highest  order,  an  attorney  of  distinction  and 
integrity  a  loving  servant  of  Christ  and  His  Church. 

Only  God  and  His  Angels  know  how  these  four  made  up  for  so  many  of  my  natural 
weaknesses,  and  gave  so  full  a  measure  of  service  to  the  Diocese.  I  shall  always  remember 
them  for  their  goodness  and  help  to  their  Bishop.  (2)  I  truly  believe  that  the  women  of 
the  Diocesan  Family  "came  into  their  own"  these  past  nearly  14  and  one-half  years.  I 
mean  by  that  —  there  was  full  opportunity  to  serve  Our  Lord  and  His  Church  in  every  pro¬ 
per  aspect  and  office  throughout  the  Family. 

In  this  period  of  time,  women  were  appointed  to  the  Bishop’s  Cabinet,  the  Commission 
on  Ministry  and  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Diocesan  Finance  Committee,  etc.  Women  were 
elected  to  be  Parish  Wardens,  members  of  the  Vestry,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  Deputies 
to  General  Convention  ...  for  example. 

One  time  at  General  Convention  a  priest  came  up  to  me  and  said  with  a  slight  air  of 
patronage,  "I  see  Northern  Indiana  -  has  among  its  lay  Deputies,  two  men,  a  woman  and 
a  (male)  member  of  a  minority  group.  How  did  you  manage  such  a  nice  balance?  " 

My  answer,  of  course,  was  this:  I  didn’t  "manage"  anything.  The  Diocesan  Con¬ 
vention  chose  what  it  thought  was  our  four  best  Churchmen.  They  had  no  interest  in  tokenism 
—  not  do  I! 

The  Episcopal  Church  Women!  God  Bless  them.  Their  labors  add  immense  prac¬ 
tical  goodness  and  grace  to  our  life-in-Christ.  They  seem  to  be  involved  in  everything 
good.  (3)  Venture  in  Mission  (V.I.M.)  was  a  spriritual  highlight  in  the  life  of  the  Diocese.  It 
can  be  said  that  we  did  not  reach  our  complete  goal  —  in  terms  of  finances.  The  Diocesan 
Family  did  for  others,  however,  things  we  had  never  done  before:  The  $40,(XX)  gift  towards 
the  library  addition  at  Nashotah  House  Seminary;  the  "parish  outreach"  projects,  as  each 
parish  saw  a  need;  the  gift  to  the  National  Church  for  the  study  of  evangelism  within  the 
Episcopal  Church,  and  the  support  of  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  —  both  the  additions  to 
the  building  and  the  scholarships  from  a  permanent  trust  fund. 
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V.I.M.  was  a  turning  point  for  good,  in  our  diocesan  life.  We  have  become  more 
generous  minded  and  open  than  before! 

(4)  During  my  Episcopate  I  have  ordained,  or  nominated  for  parish  vacancies,  nearly  75% 
of  the  present  priests  and  deacons  in  the  Diocesan  Family.  Only  God  and  the  Angels  know 
the  hours  spent  -  trying  to  find  the  best  possible  priests  for  the  vacant  cures  of  souls. 

No  effort  was  spared.  By  God’s  grace,  I  believe  that  the  standards  of  priesthood  in 
this  diocese,  essentially,  are  distinctly  higher  than  in  many  jurisdictions.  I  shall  miss  their 
friendship,  of  course,  along  with  the  friendship  of  the  most  loving  lay  people  I  have  ever 
known. 

When  Bishop  Michael  Marshall  was  here  he  told  me  that  he  had  never  experienced 
a  group  of  diocesan  priests  and  deacons  who  cared  for  each  other  as  much  as  ours.  I  treasure 
that  comment  and  often  give  thanks  to  God  for  our  clergy  .  .  .  and  will  always  pray  for 
them  in  this  life,  and  in  the  next! 

"The  Pastoral  Weekends,  "  and  other  parish  visitations,  have  been  very  dear  to  my 
heart.  I  shall  genuinely  miss  them.  They  saved  my  sanity  --  frequently.  (5)  Finally,  my 
fifth  joy  "  we  have  —  as  a  Family  —  preserved  our  essential  sense  of  humor.  This  is  a 
Christian  necessity.  Moreover,  I  think  that  there  is  a  special  Anglican  capacity  to  laugh 
gently  at  oneself. 

May  I  offer  two  examples  of  this?  They  happen  to  be  at  my  own  expense!  The  Family 
of  the  Diocese  was  bemused  when  -  earlier  in  the  year  -  I  was  arrested  for  speeding  on 
the  Indiana  Tollroad.  It  was  the  first  such  arrest  in  my  life. 

In  every  parish  I  visited  afterwards  there  were  veiled  references  to  my  life  of  crime.  In 
fact,  I  was  trying  to  get  to  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Peru,  to  celebrate  Mass  for 
the  Wabash  Deanery  E.C.W.  So  be  it! 

A  few  weeks  ago  I  looked  as  though  the  Mafia  had  gotten  me.  There  were  cuts,  stit¬ 
ches  and  a  huge  black  eye.  In  a  word,  your  Bishop  was  a  sight  to  behold. 

Among  other  versions  of  what  had  happened  were  these  two:  (1)  From  the  laity:  "A 
little  old  lady  was  being  mugged,  and  our  Bishop  went  to  her  rescue,  ending  up  the  worse 
for  the  wear. "  (2)  From  some  priests:  "The  Bishop  and  his  Coadjutor  were  wrestling 
over  possession  of  the  historic  silver  crozier.  In  the  scuffle  the  pastoral  staff  slipped  and 
Bishop  Sheridan  received  a  black  eye. " 

The  dull  truth,  of  course,  was  simply  that  I  tripped  going  into  Celebrate  the  Holy 
Eucharist  at  St.  Anne’s,  Warsaw,  and  smashed  my  head  against  the  unyielding  brick  wall 
of  the  parish  church. 

Nonetheless,  we  recognize  the  sheer  necessity  of  laughing  at  ourselves.  It  is  a  saving 
grace. 

Finally,  I  pay  public  tribute  to  my  four  Apostolic  Predecessors:  Bishop  White,  Bishop 
Gray,  Bishop  Mallett  and  Bishop  Klein.  They  were  all  faithful  men,  profoundly  orthodox 
in  their  religion  and  in  their  lives. 

I  not  only  offer  Requiem  Masses  for  their  souls  —  especially  on  All  Soul’s  Day  —  I, 
also,  thank  God  for  their  witness. 

On  my  day  of  personal  judgment  before  God  I  shall  know  His  judgment  of  my 
Episcopate.  Meanwhile,  I  have  tried  to  be  faithful  to  my  Baptismal  and  Ordination  Vows 
...  I  am  conscious  of  course,  of  many  short  comings,  sins  and  frailities,  but  I  have  tried 
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to  practice  the  Catholic  Religion,  and  be  a  witness  to  it. 

The  words  of  a  German  Jesuit  priest  -  now  departed  this  life  -  have  always  meant 
much  to  me  (these  words  speak  for  us  all,  I  think): 

"What  else  is  there  that  I  can  tell  you  about  yourself,  O  God,  except  that  you 
are  the  one  without  whom  I  cannot  exist  -  the  Eternal  God  from  whom  alone, 

I,  a  creature  of  time,  can  draw  the  strength  to  live.  You  are  infinity.  Who 
gives  meaning  to  my  finite  life. " 
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THE  ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP  COADJUTOR 


This  is  the  time  of  year  for  changes.  The  leaves  have  fallen  and  winter  has  come.  In  our  liturgical 
year,  the  end  is  at  hand.  We  leave  St.  Luke  and  turn  to  St.  Matthew  in  Cycle  A.  It  is  an  unsettling 
time  for  all  of  us,  as  a  bishop  retires  and  a  new  bishop  assumes  responsibility.  I  can  tell  you,  it  is 
unsettling  for  the  new  bishop  as  well.  All  of  us  are  adapting  to  change.  It  is  in  fact  an  apocalyptic 
time  in  the  life  of  the  diocese. 

Whenever  the  scriptures  speak  about  apocalypse,  there  are  two  Latin  words  which  can  be  used; 
one  is  Jiiturum  and  the  other  one  is  adventus.  Those  words  have  a  different  meaning  when  we  look 
at  them.  When  we  think  about  futurum,  the  first  thing  which  comes  to  mind  is  the  book  The  Late 
Great  Planet  Earth.  Futurum  is,  in  some  way,  the  attempt  to  look  into  the  future,  and  to  predict  the 
future;  to  in  some  way  manage  the  future.  Pople  who  are  involved  in  futumm  see  apocalyptic  literature 
as  a  roadmap  for  the  future  based  on  certain  events  happening  right  now.  Such  people  predict  into 
the  future  what  God  is  going  to  do.  Frequently,  futurum  is  bom  of  fear,  the  fear  of  the  present  and 
the  fear  of  the  future.  But  we  know  that  when  we  think  of  the  future,  when  we  think  of  these  apocalyptic 
times,  we  are  called  to  think  not  of  futumm,  but  of  adventus.  My  understanding  of  adventus  is  that 
the  God  of  the  future  breaks  into  the  present  at  this  very  time.  In  adventus,  we  are  not  so  much  in¬ 
terested  in  predicting  the  future  as  we  are  interested  in  proclaiming  the  God  of  the  future  who  breaks 
into  the  present. 

Having  said  all  of  that,  I  now  want  to  offer  to  you  some  ideas  for  the  future.  When  I  travel  around 
the  diocese  (and  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  visit  over  half  of  the  churches),  people  ask  me  a  question. 
"Bishop,  what  are  your  plans  for  the  future?  "  I  have  to  be  very  careful  in  my  answers,  because  fre¬ 
quently  what  is  asked  is  asked  with  a  sense  of  futumm;  that  is,  'What  programs  and  plans  do  you 
have  in  the  future?  "  It  is  difficult  for  a  bishop  to  have  programs  and  plans,  or  even  a  vision,  when 
he  is  still  learning  the  names  of  the  people  of  God,  and  still  trying  to  find  his  way  in  the  different 
churches  throughout  the  diocese.  It  would  be  futumm  at  its  worst  for  me  to  come  into  this  diocese 
with  a  plan,  with  a  design,  with  a  program.  So,  even  as  I  give  you  some  brief  ideas,  some  general, 
programatic  hints,  let  us  remember  that  these  do  not  constitute  a  program.  They  are  ideas,  general 
hints  at  some  areas  in  which  we  might  move,  but  that  is  all.  There  is  no  program.  This  first  year, 
I  intend  to  listen,  to  get  to  know  people,  to  ask  a  lot  of  questions,  and  to  hope  for  a  lot  of  answers.  Out 
of  the  shared  life  of  the  Body  of  Christ,  God  will  continue  to  give  us  the  vision  of  the  people  of  God 
in  Northern  Indiana.  I  do  not  bring  Christ  to  you,  I  find  Christ  among  you,  and  I  celebrate  Christ 
with  you,  looking  forward  to  the  time  when  all  of  us  will  continue  in  our  wonderful  Catholic  tradition 
in  this  diocese  to  seek  the  mind  of  Christ  for  the  people  of  God. 

Now  I  have  a  few  general  ideas  and  some  hints  of  things  that  might  be  done.  I  am  going  to  use 
three  general  areas.  Many  of  you  have  said  how  much  you  were  moved  by  the  Consecration.  In 
the  Consecration  service,  at  the  offertory,  the  offerings  were  designated  to  go  to  three  different  areas.  I 
want  to  report  to  you  that  there  was  a  generous  outpouring  of  gifts,  in  that  $3,(X)0  was  given  at  that 
one  time.  I  have  designated  $5(X)  of  that  to  go  to  The  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Relief.  I 
have  designated  $5(X)  to  go  to  The  Lay  School  of  Theology,  and  I  have  designated  $2,{XX)  to  go  to 
Clergy  Continuing  Education.  First,  The  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Relief.  I  was  born  of 
missionary  parents  in  Manila,  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  I  am  a  child  of  missionaries.  The  work 
of  the  mission  of  the  chrch  in  the  world  beyond  the  borders  of  our  diocese  always  has  been  very  impor¬ 
tant  to  me.  In  the  diocese  I  came  from,  we  had  a  very  lively  and  meaningful  relationship  with  the 
Diocese  of  Honduras.  For  10  or  12  years  there  have  been  many  exchanges  back  and  forth,  many 
gifts  have  been  given  from  Honduras  to  the  Diocese  of  Central  Florida  and  vice  versa.  I  am  most 
interested  in  world  mission  and  that  is  one  of  the  reasons  I  was  moved  by  Father  Thompson’s  talk.  I 
believe  that  we  can  teach  and  learn  from  others  when  we  are  involved  in  this  kind  of  exchange.  We 
need  to  learn  from  the  African  churches.  They  are  evangelizing  North  America.  When  bishops  like 
Festo  Kivengere  and  Desmond  Tutu  come  to  American  they  evangelize  us  and  they  speak  of  the  vitali¬ 
ty  of  the  church  which  is  frequently  under  persecution.  Many  Africans  are  on  the  cutting  edge  of 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  If  and  when  I  go  to  the  Diocese  of  Enugu,  I  do  not  so  much  go  to  take 
something  as  I  go  to  learn.  This  morning  I  met  with  the  committee  on  our  companion  relationship.  I 
have  read  pages  and  pages  of  documents  which  they  have  given  to  me.  The  committee  is  Father  Hat¬ 
field,  Father  Thompson,  and  Mrs.  Donnelly.  The  committee  has  strongly  urged  me  to  go  to  Enugu 
as  soon  as  I  am  invited  by  the  Bishop  of  Enugu.  I  am  willing  to  do  that,  but  I  need  your  encourage¬ 
ment.  I  need  to  know  that  this  is  a  high  priority  for  this  diocese.  It  will  take  a  certain  amount  of 
time  to  prepare  and  go  on  the  trip.  Father  Thompson  was  gone  for  two  weeks.  I  am  sure  it  took 
him  a  week  or  so  to  prepare  and  probably  a  week  or  so  to  recuperate  after  such  a  long  trip.  It  will 
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be  time-consuming  to  do  all  that  -  time  out  of  the  diocesan  family.  If  it  is  your  will,  and  if  it  is  your 
desire  for  us  as  a  diocesan  family  to  continue  our  relationship  with  the  diocese  of  Enugu,  I  will  go, 
but  I  need  the  support  and  encouragement  of  the  diocesan  family  to  do  so.  There  are  a  couple  of 
ways  that  this  can  be  done.  First,  Father  Thompson  says  that  the  minimum  needed  for  that  kind  of 
trip  is  $2,000.  I  would  not  ask  that  out  of  the  diocesan  budget  - 1  am  going  to  ask  you  for  something 
else  in  a  few  minutes.  The  committee  and  I  talked  and  we  determined  that  if  I  am  to  go,  perhaps 
Mrs.  Donnelly  would  accept  checks  from  congregations  or  individuals  toward  a  fund  for  my  travel.  If 
our  companion  relationship  interests  you,  and  you  would  like  as  ECW  groups  and  parish  families  or 
as  individuals  to  contribute  to  that  kind  of  effort  in  world  mission  and  in  mutual  sharings  and  in¬ 
terdependency,  then  I  would  encourage  you  to  send  a  check  to  the  Enugu  Fund  to  Mrs.  Anne  Donnel¬ 
ly.  The  other  thing  I  would  ask  you  to  do,  if  I  might  have  the  Bishop’s  permission  to  make  one  direc¬ 
tive,  is  to  ask  you  to  pray  for  Gideon,  Bishop  of  Enugu  at  all  Eucharists.  We  pray  each  Sunday  for 
our  Presiding  Bishop  and  Primate,  for  our  bishop  and  for  the  bishop  coadjutor.  If  we  have  a  compa¬ 
nion  relationship,  that  companion  relationship  absolutely  must  begin  at  the  altar  of  God.  If  it  does 
not  begin  there,  it  will  avail  to  nothing.  So  I  ask  you  please  pray  each  Sunday,  each  Eucharist,  for 
the  Diocese  of  Enugu,  and  for  Gideon  Otubelu.  I  would  ask  you  today,  if  you  think  that  this  should 
be  a  priority  of  mine,  to  give  me  verbal  encouragement  during  the  breaks,  at  lunch,  and  after  the  con¬ 
vention  is  over.  If  you  find  this  discouraging  and  would  not  liketo  see  the  bishop  involve  himself 
in  that  companion  relationship,  I  would  like  to  have  that  kind  of  input  as  well.  We  need  to  be  honest 
with  each  other,  but  if  we  are  going  to  continue,  the  relationship  with  Enugu  has  to  have  higher  visibility 
and  the  bishop  needs  to  go  there.  In  fact,  I  am  told  that  Bishop  Otubelu  wants  me  to  come  as  soon 
as  possible. 

I  would  speak  for  a  minute  about  The  Lay  School  of  Theology.  In  the  new  National  Canons, 
it  is  stated  that  the  Commission  on  Ministry  is  responsible  for  lay  ministry  as  well  as  ordained 
ministry.  For  that  reason  I  have  appointed  Deacon  Tracy  to  be  on  the  Commission  on  Ministiy.  One 
of  the  particular  gifts  that  Deacon  Tracy  brings  is  her  expertise  in  the  whole  area  of  the  ministry  of 
the  laity  in  this  diocese.  Lay  ministry  needs  to  be  expanded,  and  I  will  use  the  Lay  School  to  expand 
it,  getting  more  people  involved  and  using  the  school  as  a  vehicle  for  the  training  and  equipping  of 
the  ministry  of  the  laity. 

I  have  an  interest  in  Youth  Ministries.  In  addition  to  all  the  things  happening  in  this  diocese; 
the  summer  camps,  the  various  youth  conferences,  and  all  of  the  other  youth  ministries.  I  would  like 
very  much  for  us  to  become  involved  in  Happening  community.  It  was  my  privilege  to  be  a  spiritual 
director  for  a  Happening  weekend  and  I  hope  to  bring  Happening  to  the  diocese  in  the  future. 

The  third  thing  I  want  to  speak  about  is  Clergy  Continuing  Education,  which  has  been  a  central 
focus  in  my  own  life  and  ministry  as  a  priest  and  now  as  a  bishop.  Many  of  you  have  heard  me  speak 
about  my  experiences  at  St.  George’s  College  in  Jerusalem  and  at  The  College  of  Preachers.  These 
experiences  do  not  happen  without  money.  We  must  have  some  kind  of  continuing  education  fund 
for  clergy  and  lay  people  in  the  diocese.  I  have  designated  $2,000  from  the  Consecration  offering 
for  that  purpose,  and  would  like  to  raise  an  additional  $4,000.  If  we  can  do  that,  then  we  will  have 
$6,000,  and  the  first  10  priests  who  apply  for  that  will  be  able  to  use  it  in  this  manner;  Any  priest 
who  has  been  out  of  seminary  for  at  least  three  years  may  apply.  His  parish  will  contribute  $200 
out  of  the  parish  budget,  the  priest  will  contribute  $100  out  of  his  own  resource,  and  this  fund  will 
contribute  $200.  Thus,  the  priest  will  have  at  his  disposal  each  year  for  a  period  of  three  years,  $500 
per  year.  The  money  may  be  accumulated,  at  the  priest’s  discretion,  so  that  at  the  end  of  three  years 
$1,500  is  available  at  one  time  or,  the  priest  may  use  the  money  annually.  There  will  be  no  restric¬ 
tions  on  this.  The  priest  will  determine  what  program  he  wants  to  study,  and  he  will  apply  to  the 
person  I  designate  to  be  the  keeper  of  the  funds  and  will  write  a  letter  stating  his  intention  and  obtain 
the  approval  of  his  vestry  so  that  they  will  contribute  their  share  of  the  money.  Further,  after  Janua^ 
10th,  any  congregation,  as  part  of  their  salary  package  for  a  new  priest,  ought  to  have  something  in 
the  salary  package  for  their  priest’s  continuing  education.  We  can  work  on  what  would  be  appropriate 
according  to  the  size  of  the  parish.  I  do  feel  that  it  is  important  that  we  continue  to  have  a  learned 
and  educated  clergy. 

I  want  to  speak  briefly  about  a  couple  of  other  things,  remembering  that  these  are  simply 
ideas.  Whether  they  are  accepted  or  not  is  up  to  the  will  of  God  and  to  his  Holy  Spirit.  I  have  an 
interest  in  evangelism.  I  am  asking  Father  Davis  to  continue  to  gather  people  to  be  members  of  an 
evangelism  committee  to  study  our  options  within  this  diocese.  We  Anglicans  need  to  be  aware  that 
we  have  had  a  tendency  to  abrogate  our  understanding  of  the  work  evangelism  largely  to  the  ^ndamen- 
talists  and  others,  and  many  have,  unfortunately,  seen  evangelism  as  a  protestant  word.  It  is  a  gospel 
word,  and  there  are  unique  ways  in  which  Anglicans  can  evangelize.  We  have  the  Good  News  of 
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Christ  and  we  must  proclaim  it  in  an  Anglican  way.  Evangelism  can  be  as  simple  as  learning  new 
ways  to  welcome  newcomers  into  our  parish  families.  It  can  be  as  long-range  and  complicated  as 
mission  strategy  and  the  placing  of  new  mission  congregations.  All  of  the  information  that  I  have 
received  has  been  given  to  Father  Davis  and  his  committee. 

I  have  called  Father  Jeffrey  Lee  to  be  the  Canon  to  the  Ordinary  to  fill  the  rather  large  pair  of 
shoes  of  Father  Mac.  Father  Lee  will  begin  the  first  of  February  as  the  Bishop’s  Canon,  and  I  truly 
am  thankful  to  God  that  this  young,  gifted  priest  can  remain  as  part  of  our  diocesan  family.  I  must 
ask  you  for  one  budgetary  request.  While  Father  Lee’s  salary  will  be  less  than  Father  McCormick’s 
salary  was,  it  is  very  obvious  that  supporting  costs  for  a  married  priest  with  a  child  have  to  be  more 
than  supporting  costs  for  a  single  priest.  There  will  be  about  $3, 100  of  additional  expense,  and  most 
of  that  has  to  do  with  such  things  as  medical  insurance  coverage  for  a  family,  as  compared  to  a  single 
priest,  and  for  housing. 

I  have  give  you  some  ideas,  and  have  offered  some  suggestions,  but  I  want  you  to  think  about 
them  not  as  fiiturum,  not  as  us  planning  into  the  future,  because  none  of  those  ideas  are  cast  in  stone.  The 
ideas  will  be  authenticated  or  changed  by  you  during  this  convention  or  during  the  coming  year.  I 
offer  them  as  an  invitation  to  ministry,  in  no  way  trying  to  manipulate  the  future  and  I  celebrate  with 
you  as  I  move  into  a  whole  new  aspect  of  my  life.  I  move  into  a  new  ministry,  as  we  have  moved 
into  a  lovely  new  home.  I,  too,  trust  in  adventus  that  the  Lord  of  the  future  will  break  into  my  life 
and  into  yours.  We  must  walk,  sometimes  blindly,  into  the  future  realizing  that  it  is  the  Lord  God 
himself  who  calls  us  to  the  future  and  He  will  equip  us  for  that  calling. 

May  God  bless  you  in  this  convention.  Karen  and  my  family  are  all  here  except  for  our  daughter, 
Katy,  who  is  taking  a  Thanksgiving  break  to  Florida.  We  are  happy  and  delighted,  overjoyed  to  be 
in  your  midst  and  we  thank  G(^  that  he  has  called  us  to  this  ministry.  Thank  you  for  this  time.  May 
God  bless  you!

This  has  been  another  year  of  abundant  blessings  for  the  Diocesan  ECW,  making  more  happy  memories 
for  the  President. 

The  April  Province  V  Conference  in  Milwaukee  attracted  21  ladies  from  Northern  Indiana.  This 
was  the  largest  diocesan  representation  except  for  the  host  diocese. 

The  spring  bi-Deanery  meetings  all  featured  an  address  by  the  Rev.  Jeffrey  Lee.  He  gave  us  a  short 
course  on  seminary  life,  first  as  a  student’s  impressions  and  also  some  retrospective  evaluations. 

Income  from  the  Diocesan  Memorial  Fund  and  the  Edgerton  Trust  Eund  enable  the  ECW  to  award 
two  $425  scholarships  this  year  to  ladies  preparing  for  service  professions.  Both  recipients  are  Fort

&  St.  James. 

The  fifth  annual  Summer  Fair  attracted  an  enthusiastic  crowd  despite  severe  storms  the  night 
before.  The  Silent  Auction  netted  approximately  $250,  designated  for  Wawasee  furnishings.  Par¬ 
tial  proceeds  frm  previous  years’  Fairs  have  provided  a  trash  compactor  in  the  new  kitchen  at  Wawasee. 

Our  program  for  the  1986  ECW  Annual  General  Meeting  is  a  double  feature  attraction.  We  are 
looking  forward  to  meeting  Fr.  Gray  as  he  addresses  the  Diocesan  ECW  gathering  for  the  first  itrne.  Er. 
Roy  Thompson,  St.  Augustine’s,  will  report  on  his  visit  to  our  companion  diocese  of  Enugu  in  May. 

The  privilege  of  representing  the  women  of  the  diocese  continues  to  be  one  of  the  great  blessings 
in  my  life.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  YOUTH  COUNCIL 


Once  again  the  Diocesan  Youth  Program  has  sponsored  and  participated  in  a  number  of  events.  A 
delegation  of  young  people  and  adults  attended  the  annual  Provincial  Youth  Event  in  Park  Ridge, 
Illinois.  Along  with  Fr.  Hyndman,  Mrs.  George  Girton,  and  Lisa  Klos  represent  the  diocese  on 
the  provincial  level.  Lisa  is  involved  as  a  member  of  the  design  team  for  provincial  events.  J ennie 
Girton  was  part  of  a  summer  work  project  in  a  rural  area  in  the  Diocese  of  Quincy.  She  also  accom¬ 
panied  a  group  of  young  people  from  the  province  that  visited  Nigeria  this  past  summer.  She  is 
willing  to  share  her  experience  with  any  parish  or  mission  that  might  request  her  for  a  program. 

A  planning  conference  for  the  diocesan  youth  program  was  held  at  the  Cathedral  on  January  18, 
1986.  At  that  time  youth  events  and  their  themes  were  scheduled  for  the  coming  year.  The  first 
youth  retreat  was  held  at  Wawasee  on  April  18-20  and  dealt  with  one’s  faith  response  to  the  kinds 
of  stress  that  young  people  often  experience  in  our  society.  The  Bishop  Mallett  Conference,  held 
at  the  Geneva  Center,  June  8-14,  had  as  its  theme  the  impact  of  the  media  on  the  lives  of  young 
people,  in  addition  Fr.  Curtis  Ross  gave  an  excellent  presentation  on  the  Revelation  of  St.  John  the 
Divine. 

Diocesan  youth  also  participated  as  counselors  and  campers  at  the  Bishop  White  and  Gray  Camps 
held  at  the  Howe  Summer  Camp  in  August.  The  youth  counselors  who  gave  of  their  time  for  the 
camps  were  Lisa  Klos,  Debbie  Heasley,  Jeff  Phillips,  Tom  Glosser,  Steve  Pierce,  Matt  and  Jeff  Beeler, 
Steve  Nielsen,  Angela  Girton,  Kim  Fingleton,  Angela  Colbert,  Rebecca  Traughber,  and  Waterfront 
Director,  Heather  Micklewright. 

The  conference  and  camps  would  not  have  been  possible  without  the  dedicated  help  of  Fr.  Robert 
Bramlett,  Fr.  Curtis  Ross,  Fr.  Jon  Sams,  Fr.  John  Schramm,  Deacon  Robert  Tayler,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Derek  Simmons,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Larry  Gray,  and  Mrs.  Bonnie  Girton.  Their  assistance  was 
invaluable  for  the  success  of  these  programs.  The  camping  programs  in  this  diocese  provide  a  tremen¬ 
dous  experience  in  living  a  Christian  life  for  those  who  participate. 

At  a  bargain  cost  young  people  develop  important  relationships  and  share  memories  that  lasts  a 
lifetime.  These  programs  can  grow  in  numbers  and  deserve  support  and  participation. 

Coming  on  October  24-26  at  Wawasee  will  be  another  youth  retreat.  The  theme  will  be 
Dreams:  God’s  Forgotten  Language.  We  also  expect  to  participate  in  the  Thanksgiving  Provin¬ 
cial  Youth  Event  once  again,  and  look  forward  to  participation  in  the  National  Youth  Event  during 
the  summer  of  1987.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  COMMITTEE 
ON  ALCOHOLISM  AND  OTHER  ADDICTIONS 

The  Diocesan  Committee  on  Alcoholism  and  Other  Addictions  (DCOAA)  offered  a  day-long  workshop 
on  the  subject  of  substance  abuse  at  St.  James’  Cathedral,  January  18,  1986.  The  Committee  received 
a  very  favorable  response  from  those  in  attendance  and  many  r^uested  that  it  be  repeated.  Plans 
to  duplicate  the  workshop  in  the  fall  and  video  tape  it  for  use  in  the  parishes  were  frustrated.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  meeting  can  be  rescheduled  for  1987. 

The  DCOAA  is  presently  gathering  educational  material  in  the  form  of  books  and  tracts  on  adiction 
and  would  receive  such  material  gladly  from  any  contributor.  All  such  material  will  be  cataloged 
and  a  bibliography  will  be  made  available  at  a  later  date,  from  which  selections  may  be  obtained. 

The  DCOAA  also  has  begun  a  Speaker’s  Bureau  from  which  parishes  and  missions  may  request  spe^ers 
for  special  presentations.  Future  plans  are  to  have  some  videotapes  available  also  for  loan  to  parishes 
and  missions  for  educational  purposes. 

The  DCOAA  seeks  to  broaden  its  membership  by  having  one  member  from  each  parish  and  mission 
in  the  diocese.  Present  membership  is  composed  of  those  who  have  experienced  the  illness  of  ad¬ 
diction  themselves  or  with  family  members,  as  well  as  others  who  have  professional  experience  in 
the  treatment  of  substance  abuse,  and  still  others  who  simply  have  an  interest  in  this  field.

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THE  WAWASEE  EPISCOPAL  CENTER  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  Committee  has  met  several  times  throughout  the  year.  A  fee  schedule 
has  been  developed  and  approved  by  the  Diocesan  Council.  Monies  have  been  provided  for  clean¬ 
ing,  maintenance,  and  the  purchase  of  kitchen  utensils  and  paper  supplies.  The  fabric  of  the  building 
has  been  improved  by  the  completion  of  the  renovation  of  the  old  kitchen,  the  improvement  of  the 
restroom  facilities;  and  the  completion  of  remodeling,  repair  and  painting  of  the  large  upstairs 
bedroom.  Members  of  All  Saints’  Mission  have  donated  carpeting  providing  area  rugs  in  all  of  the 
rooms,  the  restoration  of  the  wicker  furniture,  and  the  recovering  of  their  cushions,  and  the  refinishing 
of  a  beautiful  walnut  table.  The  center  is  now  a  much  more  attractive  and  comfortable  facility.  The 
Diocesan  Women  of  the  Church  have  donated  a  trash  compactor  for  the  kitchen  as  well  as  some  addi¬ 
tional  kitchen  utensils  including  a  much  needed  coffee  urn. 

A  brochure  with  fee  schedule  is  in  the  developmental  stage.  The  facility  has  experienced  a  variety 
of  uses:  Youth  retreats,  committee  conferences,  parish  retreats,  vestry  weekends,  etc.  It  is  available 
for  diocesan  use  on  a  broad  scale.  Reservations  for  its  use  should  be  made  with  Fr.  Hyndman.  He 
will  be  happy  to  provide  you  with  any  information  or  program  assistance.  The  center  is  located 
in  a  beautiful  location  and  its  facility  is  comfortable  and  utilitarian.  It  makes  an  important  contribu¬ 
tion  to  the  life  of  the  diocese.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDING  BISHOP‘S  FUND 
FOR  WORLD  RELIEF 
1986 

The  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Relief  is  the  chief  vehicle  for  Episcopalians  in  responding 
to  the  urgent  (and  continuing)  needs  of  the  hungry,  the  homeless,  the  hopeless.  We  cannot,  ourselves, 
reach  out  to  heal  every  ill,  every  injustice;  but  through  the  ministry  of  the  Fund-a  ministry  of  Hope— 
we  can  be  a  part  of  that  compassionate  outreach  to  which  our  Lord  calls  us.  Lives  have  been  saved, 
homes  have  been  built,  and  Hope  has  been  given  because  of  your  offerings. 

As  your  Diocesan  Network  Representative,  I  wish  to  thank  all  donors-individuals  and  parishes— and 
the  clergy  for  their  support  of  the  Fund’s  ministry.  Our  year-end  total  for  1985  was  the  highest 
in  five  years  ($10,668  received  in  New  York  through  December  ’85).  In  our  Province  V,  we  plac¬ 
ed  1 1th  of  the  14  diocese  in  contributions.  The  Fund  received  in  excess  of  6  million  dollars  from 
church-derived  funds  for  1985.  Unfortunately,  the  print-out  of  offerings  for  1986  was  not  in  hand 
prior  to  the  deadline  for  this  report. 

Special  thanks  to  the  parishes  who  responded  to  the  ’85  Survey  of  Ingatherings:  St.  Paul’s,  Ham¬ 
mond;  St.  Andrew’s,  Kokomo;  St.  Barnabas,  Gary;  Trinity,  Ft.  Wayne;  Trinity,  Michigan  City; 
St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart;  St.  Michael  &  All  Angels,  South  Bend.  Your  comments  and  suggestions 
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were  gratefully  received,  and  reported  at  the  annual  meeting  of  Diocesan  Network  Reps  and  Diocesan 
Refugee  Coordinators  held  in  Indianapolis,  June  1986,  with  Provinces  V,  I,  and  II. 

Although  1985  was  a  banner  year  for  the  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  for  World  Relief  (approximately 
7  million  dollars),  that  represents  about  $3.00  per  confirmed  Episcopalian  (under  $1 .00/communicant 
in  Northern  Indiana);  we  can  do  better!  I  challenge  each  person,  parish,  and  mission  in  our  Diocese 
to  set  a  goal  for  1987  of  $3. 00/communicant.  Put  the  Fund  on  your  parish  calendar,  hold  regular 
Ingatherings,  have  a  paper  drive,  hunger  meal,  keep  the  Fund  visible  and  we  will  reach  that  goal.

ECUMENICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT  FOR  THE  DIOCESAN  CONVENTION 

During  the  past  year  important  and  substantive  ecumenical  dialogues  on  the  national  level  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  take  place  between  the  Episcopal  Church  and  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and  between 
Episcopalians  and  Lutherans.  More  locally,  here  in  Indiana,  our  diocese  has  participated  with  the 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  Indianapolis  (Bishop  Jones  with  three  of  his  priests)  and  the  Lutheran  Church, 
represented  by  Bishop  Ralph  Kempski  (whose  jurisdiction  covers  the  whole  State  of  Indiana)  and 
six  Lutheran  clergy,  in  a  dialogue  which  takes  place  over  a  two-day  period  each  Spring  and 
Fall.  Representing  our  diocese  are  Bishop  Sheridan,  Frs.  Howard  Keyse,  Donald  Raih,  and  Robert 
Bizzaro.  During  the  past  year  we  have  focused  upon  the  three-fold  Orders  of  Bishop,  Priest  and 
Deacon.  As  a  result  of  our  dialoguing,  last  March  14-15,  a  conference  for  Episcopal  and  Lutheran 
lay  people  and  clergy  took  place  in  Indinapolis.  On  June  28,  at  the  invitation  of  Lutheran  Bishop 
Kempski,  I  addressed  the  Convention  of  the  Indiana/Kentucky  Lutheran  Church  in  America  Synod 
at  Merrillville,  on  the  subject  of  ecumenical  relations  between  Episcopalians  and  Lutherans. 
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The  most  important  discussions  between  Episcopalians  and  Roman  Catholics  have  taken  place  on 
the  national  and  international  levels.  As  might  be  expected,  the  matter  of  women’s  ordination  has 
presented  difficulties  for  these  dialogues.  However,  there  continues  to  be  a  frank  and  open  discus¬ 
sion  on  this  matter,  especially  between  the  Pope  and  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  Archbishop 
Runcie  said  recently,  in  a  press  conference;  "the  fact  that  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  is  prepared 
to  include  in  the  deliberations  of  our  two  bodies  the  ordination  of  women  at  all  could  be  said  to  be 
a  debate  within  the  family  of  Christian  churches. "  This  coming  December  the  Anglican/Roman 
Catholic  Consultation  (ARC)  will  continue  work  on  a  common  Eucharistic  Prayer,  and  consider  ways 
to  move  beyond  the  19th  century  declaration  Apostolical  Curae  on  Anglican  Orders  and  enter  upon 
new  discussions  on  the  "Magisterium"  or  teaching  authority  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 

All  across  the  United  States,  as  around  the  world,  Christians  from  diverse  traditions  are  meeting 
together  in  study  and  conversation  around  the  World  Council  of  Churches’  breakthrough  "convergence" 
document,  "Baptism,  Eucharist,  and  Ministry."  This  important  document  was  published  in  1982 
by  the  World  Council  of  Churches  after  a  more  than  50-year  period  of  careful  study. 

The  Ecumenical  Officers  of  each  of  the  14  dioceses  which  make  up  our  Province  of  the  Midwest, 
meet  together  for  a  two-day  conference  each  November  to  coordinate  ecumenical  work  in  our  Pro¬ 
vince.  Each  spring  the  network  of  Episcopal  Diocesan  Ecumenical  Officers  (EDEO)  gathers  for 
its  annual  meeting  at  the  same  location  as  the  National  Workshop  on  Christian  Unity.  This  meeting 
provides  the  opportunity  for  the  Episcopal  Officers  to  join  in  the  networks  and  interested  persons 
from  other  traditions  part  of  the  time. 

Our  ecumenical  work  continues  to  be  motivated  by  our  Lord’s  high-priestly  prayer:  "that  they  all 
be  one;  even  as  thou;  Father  art  in  me,  and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be  in  us,  so  that  the  world 
may  believe  that  thou  hast  sent  me."  (John  17:21-23).

DIOCESAN  ALTAR  GUILD  -  Annual  Report  1986 

The  eleventh  annual  Diocesan  Altar  Guild  Day,  hosted  by  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James,  South  Bend, 
was  held  October  11,  1986,  with  53  persons  attending.  This  included  five  clergy. 

Mary  Jo  Luke  opened  the  meeting  with  an  Altar  Guild  prayer,  then  introduced  Dean  Bizzaro  who 
welcomed  everyone  to  the  Cathedral  and  praised  the  Cathedral  Altar  Guild  under  the  direction  of 
Rudith  Sheridan. 

After  brief  announcements,  the  group  went  into  the  church  for  a  narrated  slide  presentation,  "Current 
Trends  in  Vestment  Design",  compiled  by  the  National  Association  of  Altar  Guilds,  together  with 
slides  from  the  1985  General  Convention  in  Anaheim  showing  NADAG’s  contributions  and  participation 
in  the  convention.  Included  also  were  pictures  of  ecclesiastical  exhibits  from  previous  General  Con¬ 
ventions,  showing  the  beauty  and  originality  of  design  in  vestments  from  different  parts  of  the 
country-beauty  of  and  for  the  Lord  our  God. 

Sam  Sommers,  a  parishioner  from  St.  James’,  Goshen  told  the  story  of  how  St.  Martha’s  Guild  final¬ 
ly  started  a  needlepoint  kneeler  project  about  two  years  ago  after  endless  hours  of  research.  He 
explained  the  decision  was  made  to  begin  on  a  small  scale  with  kneelers  which  will  incorporate  something 
of  the  life,  history  and  architecture  of  St.  James’  with  other  Christian  symbols. 

The  Holy  Eucharist  was  celebrated  at  noon  by  Bishop  Sheridan,  assisted  by  Dean  Bizzaro  and  Deacon 
Sarah  Tracy.  A  delicious  lunch  was  served  downstairs  following  the  celebration  of  the  Eucharist. 

We  were  privileged  to  have  present  for  lunch  Bishop  Sheridan  as  well  as  Father  Gray,  bishop  coad¬ 
jutor  elect,  who  was  introduced  by  the  Bishop.  His  continuing  support  of  DAG  Day  and  altar  guilds 
was  expressed  by  the  Bishop,  who  thought  he  had  possibly  done  altar  guild  work  before  any  of  those 
present  when  he  was  studying  for  the  priesthood. 

Followign  lunch  Father  Tracy  moderated  the  traditional  Question  Box.  This  provides  an  opportuni¬ 
ty  for  everyone  to  ask  questions  anonymously,  and  is  intended  to  stimulate  discussion  on  customs 
and  practices  of  various  altar  guilds. 
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The  Cathedral  Altar  Guild  directress,  Rudith  Sheridan,  was  introduced  and  she  in  turn  introduced 
and  thanked  ladies  who  assisted  her  in  making  this  a  very  enjoyable  day.  She  invited  those  present 
to  tour  their  newly  remodeled  sacristy  and  take  a  look  at  the  needlepoint  in  the  church  as  well  as 
the  new  kneelers  in  the  chapel. 

Next  year’s  DAG  Day  is  scheduled  for  October  32  at  St.  Philip  and  St.  James,  Fort  Wayne,  co¬ 
hosted  by  St.  George’s,  Berne.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL 

1986 


25  January  1986  ....  , 

St.  Thomas’,  Plymouth,  request  for  its  VIM  funds  to  be  used  m  a  local  ecumenical  ministry  to  the 
needy  called  LOVE,  INC. ,  was  approved.  The  special  rules  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor 
were  worked  out  with  the  chancellor.  Final  details  were  discussed  regarding  Bishop  Michael  Mar¬ 
shall’s  Mission  to  the  Diocese. 

26  April  1986 

Council  approved  the  proposal  of  St.  Paul’s,  LaPorte,  and  Incarnation,  Chesterton,  to  enter  into  a 
special  relationship  namely,  that  Incarnation  become  a  parochial  mission  of  St.  Paul’s.  The  Bishop 
Marshall  Mission  was  reported  on  as  being  a  great  success.  The  Dossiers  for  the  special  episcopal 
election  have  been  completed.  Council  learned  that  Fr.  Roy  Thompson  was  nearly  ready  to  leave 
for  an  official  visit  to  our  companion  diocese,  Enugu,  in  Nigeria.  Council  approved  a  request  for 
conference  funds  by  Mrs.  Bonme  Girton  of  St.  Andrew’s,  Valparaiso,  dealing  with  youth  work.  The 
Council  also  approved  a  request  to  use  VIM  funds  already  released  to  Christ  the  King,  Huntington, 
to  make  a  final  payment  on  an  organ. 

28  June  1986 

Bishop  Sheridan  notified  Council  that  a  consecration  date  had  been  set  for  Father  Gray:  3 1  October 
1986;  and  that  an  enthronement  date  had  also  been  arranged:  10  January  1987.  Council  approved 
the  release  of  funds  from  VIM  to  St.  Andrew’s,  Valparaiso,  for  the  development  of  a  campus  ministry 
at  Valparaiso  University.  Council  also  approved  the  proposed  rules  and  fees  scheduled  for  the  use 
of  the  Wawasee  Center. 

27  September  1986 

Council  approved  the  1987  Proposed  Budget  and  approved  the  requests  for  assessment  reduction  which 
were  made,  as  note  elsewhere.  Council  further  approved  a  request  for  conference  funds  to  be  released 
to  Col.  Gray  for  his  attendance  at  an  alcoholism  conference  sponsored  by  the  Church.

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION  PROPOSED  AT  THE 
GENERAL  CONVENTION  OF  1985,  AND  TO  BE  FINALLY 
ACTED  UPON  AT  THE  CONVENTION  OF  1988 


I.  That  in  the  first  paragraph  of  Article  I,  Section  4,  the  words  "confirmed  adult "  shall  be  inserted 
before  the  word  "communicants, "  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  4  The  Church  in  each  Diocese  which  has  been  admitted  to  union  with  the  General  Con¬ 
vention  shall  be  entitle  to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies  by  not  more  than  four  Presbyters 
or  Deacons,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and  not  more  than  four  Lay  Persons,  confirmed 
adult  comminicants  of  this  Church  in  good  standing  in  the  Diocese,  but  not  necessarily  domicil¬ 
ed  in  the  Diocese;  .  .  . 

II.  That  in  the  first  sentence  of  Article  X  the  following  words  shall  be  struck:  "and  Administration 
of  the  Sacraments  and  Other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church,  together  with  the  Psalter  or 
Psalms  of  David,  and  the  Form  and  Manner  of  Making,  Ordaining  and  Consecrating  Bishops, 
Priests,  and  Deacons,  the  Form  of  Consecration  of  a  Church  or  Chapel,  the  Office  of  Institution 
of  Ministers,  and  Articles  of  Religion.  "  The  sentence  will  then  read: 

The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  as  now  established  or  hereafter  amended  by  the  authority  of  this 
Church,  shall  be  used  in  all  the  Dioceses  of  this  Church. 

III.  That  in  the  first  sentence  of  Article  II,  Section  7,  the  words  "Veterans’  Administration  Medical 
Centers  and  Federal  Correctional  Institutions"  be  inserted  after  the  words  "United  States,"  so 
that  the  sentence  shall  read  as  follows: 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  House  of  Bishops  to  elect  a  Suffragan  Bishop  who,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Presiding  Bishop,  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  work  of  those  chaplains  in  the  Armed  Forces 
of  the  United  States,  Veterans’  Administration  Medical  Centers,  and  Federal  Correctional  In¬ 
stitutions  who  are  ordained  Ministers  of  this  Church. 

IV.  That  Article  IV  be  amended  by  substituting  the  word  "elected"  for  the  word  "appointed"  in  the 
first  sentence,  and  by  adding  the  following  clause  after  the  word  "thereof"  in  the  same 
sentence:  "except  that  provision  for  filling  vacancies  between  meetings  of  Convention  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Canons  of  the  respective  Dicoeses. "  The  sentence  will  then  read: 

In  evety  Diocese  a  Standing  Committee  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention  thereof,  except  that 
provision  for  filling  vacancies  between  the  meetings  of  Convention  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Canons  of  the  respective  Dioceses.

Deanery;  and 

WHEREAS,  Canon  14,  Section  2  states  "No  parish  or  mission  shall  be  made  a  member  of  a  designated 
deanery  without  its  expressed  consent; "  be  it 

RESOLVED, That  St.  Peter’s  Mission,  Rensselaer,  Indiana  be  placed  in  the  Wabash  Valley  Deanery.

3.  That  the  present  diocesan  mission  grand  of  $5, (XX)  per  annum  be  continued  for  five  years  with 
hte  pipvision  that  it  shall  be  reduced  at  the  rate  of  $1,(XX)  per  annum,  beginning  with  budget 
year  1988. 

4.  That  in  the  event  that  St.  Paul’s  Vestry  agrees  that  the  parochial  mission  cannot  succeed  or  main¬ 
tain  viability,  the  property  of  the  Church  at  Chesterton  shall  be  sold  and  the  net  proceeds,  after 
all  bills  are  paid,  shall  be  distributed  as  follows:

DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 


as  adopted  by  the 


Seventy-first  Annual  Convention 


October  15,  1969 


and  amended  by  subsequent  Conventions 


THE  CONSTITUTION 


Preamble 


Certain  principles  ought  to  be  recognized  and  enforced  by  Canon  Law.  This  ('hurch  traces 
its  continuity  from  tlie  Apostles  and  respects  its  own  history.  In  belief,  government  and  worsliip 
it  aims  to  conform  to  the  practice  adopted  most  generally  by  the  Episcopal  ('hurch  throughout 
its  development.  The  purpose  of  these  laws  is  to  establish  as  the  rule  of  this  Diocese  that  order 
which  the  Church  adjudges  best  to  comport  with  God's  Glory  and  to  provide  for  man's  growth 
in  grace.  And  as  anarchy  must  prevail  where  no  law  exists,  so  where  laws  have  been  enacted 
their  ends  are  best  secured  when  they  are  enforced  by  reverent  regard  for  law  by  all  who  are 
amenable  to  law,  by  a  willing  and  conscientious  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  that  law.  These 
laws  are  framed  with  this  end  in  view.  They  are  submitted  to  a  law-abiding  [)cople  in  the  ho[)e 
that  in  order  to  insure  compliance  with  them,  it  will  only  be  necessary  that  it  be  known  what 
the  mind  of  the  Church  is. 

WHEREAS,  by  the  vote  of  the  General  Convention  of  tlie  Protestant  Episco[)al  ('hurch  in  the 
United  States  of  America  at  its  session  held  in  the  City  of  Washington,  D.C.,  in  October,  A.I). 
1898,  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  was  divided,  and  all  that  part  of  the  State  of  Indiana  lying  north 
of  the  south  line  of  the  following  counties,  to  wit;  Benton,  White,  ('arroll,  Howard,  Grant. 
Blackford  and  Jay,  was  constituted  and  created  a  Diocese  of  said  Church;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Church  in  said  Territory  has  been  and  is  nc'W  duly  recognized  as  a  Diocese  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  under  the  name  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  I'’piseo[)al 
Church,  Inc,; 

NOW,  we,  the  Bishop  and  Priests  of  said  Diocese  ol  Northern  Indiana  and  the  Lay  Delegates 
of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  thereof  in  Convention  assembled,  do  adopt  and  enact  tliis  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  said  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  I 

The  name  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  The  Diocese  of  Nortliern  Indiana  of  tlic'  r,pisco()al 
Church,  Inc.,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "The  Diocese." 


ARTICLE  II 

The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Cliureli.  Inc.  eom[)ris('s  all  of  that  part 
of  the  State  of  Indiana  lying  north  of  the  south  line  of  the  following  counties,  to  wit;  Benton, 
White,  Carroll,  Howard,  Grant,  Blackford  and  Jay. 


ARTICLE  III 

The  law  governing  the  Diocese  is  declared  to  be; 

1.  The  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  ol  tlie  State  ol  Indiana. 

2.  The  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America 
as  set  forth  by  the  General  Convention  thereof. 

3.  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  its  Rubrics. 

4.  The  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  and  the  enactments  of  the  ('onvention 

thereof. 

5.  The  ecclesiastical  law  of  England  and  the  Statutes  of  the  British  Parliament  mad(  in 

aid  thereof  prior  to  A.D.  1789,  and  which  are  of  a  general  nature,  not  local  to  that  kingdom, 

and  not  inconsistent  with  the  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  paragraphs  ol  this  .trtich  . 
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ARTICLE  IV 


SECTION  1.  The  legislative  power  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested  in  a  Convention 
thereof. 

SECTION  2.  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  is  constituted  as  follows: 

First.  The  bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and,  if  there  be  one,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  any 
Suffragan  Bishop  shall  each  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention. 

Second.  Every  Priest  and  Deacon  not  under  ecclesiastical  censure  who  is  canonically 
resident  within  the  Diocese  shall  each  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Third.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex- 
officio  entitled  to  sit  and  vote  in  -the  Convention.  The  three  appointed  chairmen  of  each 
of  the  Bishop's  three  Executive  Divisions  shall  be  given  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

Fourth.  Each  parish  in  the  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  three  (3)  lay  delegates,  and  each 
Diocesan  and  parochial  mission  to  one  (1)  lay  delegate,  who  shall  in  all  cases  be 
communicants  of  the  Church,  not  less  that  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age,  and  residents  and  stated 
worshipers  of  the  parish  or  mission  which  they  represent;  further,  such  persons  may  not  be 
under  ecclesiastical  discipline,  and  must  have  been  elected  delegates  in  accordance  with  the 
Canon  governing  the  election  of  delegates. 

Fifth.  Lay  members  of  Diocesan  Council  shall,  during  their  term  of  office,  have  a  seat 
and  voice  in  Convention. 

Sixth.  Elected  lay  deputies  of  this  Diocese  to  General  Convention  shall,  during  their 
term  of  office,  have  a  seat  and  voice  in  Convention. 

SECTION  3.  The  Convention  shall  meet  in  regular  annual  session  which  shall  be 
convened  by  a  summons  issued  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  conjunction  with  the  Standing 
Committee,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  then  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  at  a  time  designated 
by  Canon  and  at  a  place  deemed  most  convenient.  In  all  cases  printed  notice  shall  be  sent 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  to  all  who  are  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Annual 
Convention  at  least  ninety  (90)  days,  and  in  a  Special  Convention  at  least  thiry  (30)  days, 
in  advance  of  its  assembling  which  said  notice  shall  specify  the  place  and  the  time  of 
meeting  and,  in  the  case  of  special  sessions,  the  business  for  the  transaction  of  which  the 
session  has  been  called. 

SECTION  4.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of  the  Convention, 
but  in  case  of  his  absence  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  shall  preside.  In  the  absence  of  both,  a 
presiding  officer  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Convention  from  among  its 
representatives. 


ARTICLE  V 

SECTION  1.  A  majority  of  the  Priests  and  Deacons  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention 
and  lay  delegates  from  one-third  of  the  parishes  and  missions  entitled  to  representation, 
when  duly  assembled,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  smaller 
number  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 

SECTION  2.  All  elections  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  Canon  shall  be  by  ballot  in 
Convention  unless  the  same  be  dispensed  with  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention. 

SECTION  3.  The  clergy  and  laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body.  Every  member  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  determine  any  question  submitted 
to  the  Convention,  unless  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Constitution  and  the  Canons  of  the 
DioccsG* 

SECTION  4.  If  any  member  shall  call  for  a  vote  by  oral  declaration,  the  Secretary  shall 
call  the  roll  of  the  Convention,  and  the  members  shall  thereupon  announce  their  votes  as 
their  names  are  called  by  the  Secretary.  The  votes  so  cast  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Journal, 
and  no  member  shall  be  excused  from  voting  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention. 
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SECTION  5.  If  any  three  clerical  members  or  three  lay  delegates,  being  representatives 
from  three  different  parishes  or  missions,  shall  demand  a  vote  by  orders,  the  roll  of  the 
Convention  shall  be  called,  as  directed  in  the  previous  section,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes 
of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  an  affirmative  decision. 


ARTICLE  VI 

SECTION  1.  The  Convention  may  admit  parishes  and  missions  into  union  with  it  on  such 
terms  as  provided  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese 

SECTION  2.  The  Convention  shall  set  forth  the  conditions  by  virtue  of  which  parishes 
and  missions  in  union  with  it  may  be  deprived  of  representation  in  the  Convention,  or  forfeit 
their  parochial  privileges. 

SECTION  3.  No  parish  shall  be  organized  within  the  boundaries  of  any  existing  parish 
without  the  consent  of  such  existing  parish,  which  must  be  given  by  the  action  of  its  Rector, 
Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  sitting  as  one  body.  If  consent  is  refused,  the  parish,  through 
its  Rector,  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  shall  give  notice  to  the  Bishop  of  such  refusal 
and  the  reasons  therefor.  The  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  shall  judge  the 
reasonableness  of  such  refusal  and  decide  accordingly,  and  if  the  decision  of  the  Bishop  and 
a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  is  that  such  refusal  is  unreasonable,  they  shall  proceed 
to  grant  consent  for  the  organization  of  the  new  parish.  Any  decision  of  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  shall  be  final  in  the  matter. 


ARTICLE  Vn 

The  Convention  shall  annually  by  resolution  provide  for  the  raising  of  such  revenue  as 
is  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  maintenance  of  such  other 
ecclesiastical  work  as  it  may  authorize.  The  Convention  shall  further  designate  the  authority 
and  functions  to  be  delegated  to  and  exercised  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 


ARTICLE  Vm 

SECTION  1.  As  provided  in  Article  V,  the  legislative  power  of  the  Diocese  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Convention  thereof. 

SECTION  2.  There  shall  be  a  Diocesan  Council  which  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop 
as  Chairman,  six  priests,  six  lay  persons  and  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  Women.  The  said  Diocesan  Council  will  function  exclusively  as  tlic  interim 
legislative  arm  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  and  shall  carry  out  such  specific  delegated 
authority  as  the  Diocesan  Convention  shall  specify.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  no 
executive  function  and  no  operating  divisions.  Its  legislative  authority  will  include  at  least 
quarterly  reviews  of  the  Executive  Department's  activities  and  approval  of  revised  budget 
priorities.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  also  have  the  authority  to  authorize  inter-budget 
transfers  of  budgeted  funds  between  sessions  of  Diocesan  Conventions. 


ARTICLE  IX 

SECTION  1.  In  addition  to  the  Bishop,  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  Suffragan  Bishop,  the 
officers  of  this  Diocese,  who  shall  in  all  cases  be  elected  by  the  Convention  of  the  same  and 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successor  shall  have  been  elected,  shall  be: 

A  Secretary  for  one  year. 

A  Treasurer  for  one  year. 

A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  three  priests,  for  three  years,  and  two  lay  persons 

for  two  years.  .  ,  ,  ,  (n\ 

A  Commission  on  Ministry,  consisting  of  at  least  five  (5)  and  not  more  than  seven  (7) 

clergymen  and  at  least  three  (3)  and  not  more  than  five  (5)  lay  persons,  to  be  nominated  by 

the  Bishop,  for  one  year. 
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The  Chancellor  for  three  years. 

A  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  three  laymen,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop,  for 
three  years. 

The  duties  of  said  officers  shall  be  as  specified  by  this  Constitution  and  by  Canon  Law. 
SECTION  2.  All  persons  holding  office  under  the  provisions  of  Section  1  of  this  Article 
must  be  communicants  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  X 

SECTION  1.  The  executive  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested  in  the  Bishop  who 
shall  be  President  of  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  2.  A  part  of  the  executive  authority  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop, 
there  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of  three  laymen  each  elected  for  a  period  of 
three  years  by  Diocesan  Convention.  The  laymen  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop  on  a 
rotating  basis  as  provided  by  the  Canon  Law.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  supervise  the 
investment  of  the  Diocesan  funds  and  the  special  trust  funds  which  may  from  time  to  time 
become  the  property  of  or  be  administered  by  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  3.  The  Commission  on  Ministry,  provided  in  Section  1  of  Article  IX,  shall  be 
part  of  the  executive  branch  of  the  Diocese  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese.  The  duties  of  the  Commission  on  Ministry  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  the  Bishop  and 
in  accordance  with  the  Canon  Law  of  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  The  Bishop's  cabinet  shall  consist  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Executive 
Divisions,  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  Canon  Law  of  this  Diocese,  together  with  the 
Treasurer  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese.  The  Chairmen  of  said  Executive  Divisions  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  The  Bishop's  cabinet  shall  meet  with  the  Bishop  at  least 
quarterly  and  at  such  times  as  the  Bishop  may  call  said  meetings  for  the  purposes  of 
augmenting  and  carrying  out  the  executive  directions  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  XI 

SECTION  1.  The  election  of  a  Bishop,  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  a  Suffragan  Bishop  for  the 
Diocese  shall  be  at  an  Annual  Convention,  or  at  a  Special  Convention  duly  called  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  that  purpose. 

SECTION  2.  In  the  election  the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  by  orders.  If  there  are 
present  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  the  Priests  and  Deacons  entitled  to  vote  and  lay 
delegates  from  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  parishes  and  missions  entitled  to  represen¬ 
tation,  then  a  concurrent  majority  of  the  two  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  a  decision; 
however,  if  there  are  fewer  present,  then  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  each  order  present  shall 
be  necessary  to  a  decision. 

SECTION  3.  In  all  cases  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  unless  he  shall  be  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  The  procedure  and  rules  for  the  conduct  of  such  election  shall  be 
established  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  or  by  special  rules  of  election  adopted  by  the 
Convention  convened  to  conduct  such  election,  which  such  special  rules  shall  be  deemed  to 
control  in  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  them  and  the  provisions  of  Canon  Law  with 
regard  thereto. 


ARTICLE  Xn 

No  person  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of  any  of  the  Bishop's  Executive  Divisions  and  at  the 
same  time  be  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  or  Diocesan  Council.  A  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee  may  not  cerve  concurrently  on  the  Diocesan  Council. 
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ARTICLE  Xm 


The  judicial  functions  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested  in  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  and  in  an  Ecclesiastical  Court.  The  said  Ecclesiastical  Court  shall  be  composed  of 
the  three  priests  who  are  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  its  procedure  shall  be  as 
provided  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  XIV 

As  used  in  this  Constitution  the  following  terms  and  phrases  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

"Parish."  An  ecclesiastical  body  organized  according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  Law, 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention  of 
the  Diocese. 

"Mission."  An  ecclesiastical  body  organized  according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  Law, 
not  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese. 

"Rector."  A  priest  duly  chosen  by  the  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  a  parish,  and 
instituted  into  office  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

"Ecclesiastical  Authority."  First,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese;  second,  in  the  event  of  the 
death  or  incapacity  of  said  Bishop  or  his  absence  from  the  Diocese,  so  much  of  his  authority 
as  is  not  peculiar  to  his  Episcopal  office  is  vested  in  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

"Communicant."  A  confirmed  person  registered  or  enrolled  as  such  by  a  congregation 
of  this  Diocese,  as  defined  in  the  Canons  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

"Canonical  residence."  That  connection  with  the  Diocese  which  a  Priest  or  Deacon 
acquires:  First,  by  ordination  in  and  for  the  Diocese;  second,  by  transfer  to  the  Diocese  and 
acceptance  of  his  Letters  Dimissory  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof. 


ARTICLE  XV 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  amended  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  Convention  unless  the 
proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  a  previous  Convention, 
nor  unless  at  its  final  adoption  it  shall  be  approved  by  the  Bishop  and  shall  receive  three- 
fourths  of  the  votes  of  each  order  at  the  Convention. 
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THE  CANONS 


CANON  NO.  1 
DIOCESAN  CLERGY  LIST 

SECTION  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  this  Diocese, 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  prepare  or  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all  the  priests 
and  deacons  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective 
parishes,  stations,  employment,  or  places  of  residence,  but  no  priest  or  deacon  while 
suspended  from  the  ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  the  said  list.  Such  list  shall  be  placed 
before  the  Convention  on  the  first  day  of  meeting  and  be  prefixed  to  the  Journal. 

SECTION  2.  The  right  of  any  priest  or  deacon  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined  by  the  Convention  itself. 


CANON  NO.  2 

THE  DIOCESAN  CONVENTION 

SECTION  1.  Lay  delegates  and  alternates  to  the  Convention  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
Vestry  of  each  parish  and  by  the  Vicar's  Committee  of  each  canonically  organized  Diocesan 
and  Parochial  Mission.  The  lay  delegates  from  each  parish  and  mission  shall  present  to  the 
Convention  a  certificate  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  Vestry,  or  of  the  Vicar's  Committee,  or 
by  the  Rector,  or  Priest-in-Charge  or  by  one  of  the  Church  Wardens,  in  substance  as  follows;

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  this  day  of  , 

19 _ . 

SECTION  2.  The  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  of  each  parish  and  the  Priest-in-Charge  of 
each  organized  mission,  or  where  there  is  no  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge,  the  clerk  of  the 
Vestry  or  of  the  Vicar's  Committee,  shall  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  any 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  make  returns  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  and  to  the  Rector 
of  the  Parish  in  which  the  Convention  is  to  be  held,  of  the  names  of  the  persons  chosen  to 
represent  the  parish  or  mission  at  such  Convention.  If  there  be  no  election  or  if  the  persons 
elected  cannot  attend,  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  and  Church  Wardens  or  Vicar's 
Committee,  or,  if  there  be  no  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  then,  the  Church  Wardens  or 
Vicar's  Committee,  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancies  and  in  such  case  the  certificate 
shall  set  forth  that  fact. 

SECTION  3.  Every  session  of  the  Convention  shall  be  opened  by  divine  services  under 
the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
to  receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  all  delegates  to  the  Convention. 

SECTION  5:  A.  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  delegates  as  shall  have  been 
reported  by  the  committee  on  credentials  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the 
minutes.  In  the  case  of  a  disputed,  irregular,  or  contested  delegation,  each  such  disputed, 
irregular,  or  contested  delegation  may  speak  upon  the  question  but  shall  not  vote  upon  its 
decision. 

B.  Before  the  Convention  may  proceed  further  there  must  be  found  present  a  quorum 
of  both  Orders.  If  such  quorum  be  found  and  if  there  is  a  presiding  officer  to  be  elected, 
then  the  Convention  shall  proceed  to  his  election.  The  Bishop,  or  the  presiding  officer 
declared  to  be  elected,  shall  declare  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

C.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  who,  being 
chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  assistant,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Convention.  The  presiding  officer  may  nominate  one  or  more  persons  for  the  office  of 
Secretary,  who  need  not  be  delegates  to  the  Convention. 
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SECTION  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees, 
which  shall  have  the  authority  to  meet  during  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall 
report  at  the  next  annual  Convention: 

1.  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

2.  A  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  Missions. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  of  which  the  Chancellor  shall  be  the 
chairman,  ex  officio. 

4.  A  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Bishop's 
address  and  the  parochial  and  mission  reports. 


CANON  NO.  3 

THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  A  PARISH 

SECTION  1.  The  Convention  may  admit  parishes  into  union  with  it,  provided  that  they 
shall  have  presented  to  the  Convention  at  its  first  business  meeting  the  following  documents: 

FIRST:  A  certificate  from  the  Bishop  approving  of  the  organization  of  such  parish. 

SECOND:  A  statement  of  its  assets  and  liabilities,  signed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 

congregation,  showing  that  it  is  able  to  meet  its  obligations  without  financial  assistance  from 
the  Diocese. 

THIRD:  Satisfactory  written  evidence  that  the  congregation  has  been  duly  organized  by 
the  election  of  two  Church  Wardens  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  the  number  of 
Vestrymen  allowed  by  law,  and  that  they  have  assumed  a  name  under  which  they  have  been 
legally  organized  and  that  they  have  at  least  fifty  (50)  communicants. 

FOURTH:  Articles  of  Organization  subscribed  by  the  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen, 
by  which  they  expressly  accede  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  and  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese. 
Each  parish  may  adopt  its  own  by-laws,  provided  that  they  shall  not  conflict  with  the 
Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  or  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

SECTION  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  upon  consultation  with  the  Rectors  and 
appointed  missionaries  of  any  city,  township,  or  incorporated  village  affected,  with  the 
advice  and  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may  establish  boundaries  of  parishes  and 
missions  in  any  such  city  or  disctrict  as  may  be  judged  best,  and  such  boundaries,  when 
reported  in  writing  to  the  Convention,  shall  be  the  canonical  boundaries  thereof. 

SECTION  3.  Whenever  any  parish  shall  for  a  period  of  two  consecutive  years  fail  to 
elect  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  or  if  the  Vestry  shall  for  two  consecutive  years 
willfully  refuse  to  elect  a  Rector,  or  if  it  shall  in  any  way  knowingly  transgress  the 
Constitution  or  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese  or  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  it  may  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Convention  or  its 
connection  with  the  Diocese  may  be  wholly  dissolved  by  the  Convention  or  the  Convention 
may  change  its  status  to  that  of  a  mission. 

SECTION  4.  Any  parish  which  may  have  been  suspended  from  the  right  of 
representation  in  this  Convention  or  whose  connection  with  the  Diocese  may  have  been 
wholly  dissolved  as  provided  in  this  Canon  or  its  status  changed  to  that  of  a  mission  pursuant 
to  Section  3  of  this  Canon  may  be  reinstated  as  a  parish  upon  the  recommendation  of  tlie 
Bishop  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention;  such  reinstatement  shall  take  effect  upon  the 
adjournment  of  the  Convention  which  shall  have  ordered  the  same. 

SECTION  5.  Any  parish  which:  (1)  has  not  paid  in  full  its  prior  year's  assessment  as 
of  January  31  of  the  current  year;  or  (2)  which  receives  an  adjustment  of  its  Diocesan 
assessment;  or  (3)  which  is  more  than  three  months  delinquent  on  its  current  year's  Diocesan 
assessment  shall  be  designated  an  'aided  parish'.  Such  aided  parish  shall  appear  at  the 
Diocesan  Council  meeting  next  held  to  set  forth  and  explain  the  reasons  for  the  delinquency 
and  shall  thereafter  comply  with  the  requests  of  the  Diocesan  Council.  Any  aided  parish 
shall  be  given  representation  and  voting  rights  at  the  Diocesan  Convention  only  upon 
application  therefore  by  said  aided  parish  at  the  time  of  Convention,  and  by  majority  vote 
of  the  delegates  to  such  Convention.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  the  right  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  Convention  on  such  application. 
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SECTION  6.  Upon  the  organization  of  a  new  parish  or  the  occurence  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  rectorate  of  any  existing  parish,  the  Vestry  shall  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  which,  after  thirty  (30)  days,  if  divine  service  is  not  maintained, 
shall  take  measures  to  supply  services  at  the  expense  of  the  parish. 

SECTION  7.  No  Vestry  shall  sell  or  mortgage  any  real  estate  without  having  first 
obtained  the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

SECTION  8.  On  the  Dissolution  of  a  Parish.  In  the  event  that  it  becomes  evident  to 
a  Parish  Vestry  that  the  Parish  is  no  longer  viable  and  should  be  dissolved,  the  following  steps 
shall  be  taken: 

1.  The  Bishop  shall  first  be  consulted  and  shall  give  his  consent  in  writing  within 
30  days.  If  he  does  not  agree  with  the  proposed  dissolution,  he  shall  state  the  reasons  in 
a  written  communication  to  the  Vestry  which  communication  it  shall  be  the  Vestry's  duty  to 
cause  to  be  mailed  to  the  entire  mailing  list  of  the  Parish. 

2.  In  any  case,  the  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestry  shall  call  a  Parish  meeting  for 
discussion  of  the  proposal  to  dissolve  and  notify  the  members  of  the  Parish  no  less  than  30 
days  before  the  scheduled  date  of  the  meeting.  In  the  event  of  the  Rector's  absence  or  a 
vacancy  in  the  Parish,  one  of  the  Wardens  shall  preside. 

3.  Having  determined  to  proceed  with  the  dissolution  of  the  Parish,  the  Vestry 
shall  consult  with  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  and  present  an  inventory  of  assets 
and  property  and  a  written  plan  for  the  disposition  of  those  same  assets  and  property  of  said 
Parish.  The  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  must  be  satisfied  with  the  plan  and  so  state 
in  writing  to  the  Vestry  before  the  proposed  dissolution  becomes  effective. 

4.  All  assets  and  property  of  the  Parish  on  the  effective  date  of  dissolution  shall 
become  the  property  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  Ultimate  disposition  of  the 
undisbursed  assets  and  property  will  be  made  by  the  Diocesan  Convention,  if  one  be  meeting 
within  30  days  of  the  effective  dissolution  of  the  Parish,  or  otherwise  by  the  Bishop  and 
Diocesan  Council,  which  is  the  arm  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

5.  In  the  disposition  of  assets  and  property,  all  legitimate  indebtedness  shall  be 
paid.  Any  moneys  owed  the  Diocese  or  any  of  its  agencies  shall  be  construed  as  part  of  the 
indebtedness  to  be  satisfied. 


CANON  NO.  4 

QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  PASTORAL  CHARGE 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Rector,  assistant  to  the  Rector,  or  Priest- 
in-Charge  unless  he  has  had  Episcopal  Ordination  and  is  in  good  and  regular  standing  as  a 
priest  or  deacon  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  shall  be 
certified  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  to  be  a  qualified  clergyman  of  the 
Church.  Letters  dimissory  shall  not  be  given  or  received  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
this  Diocese  when  the  provisions  governing  them  are  not  honestly  complied  with. 


CANON  NO.  5 

THE  SELECTION  OF  CLERGYMEN 

SECTION  1.  A  Priest  shall  be  called  to  a  parish  in  this  Diocese  in  any  capacity  only 
by  election  by  the  votes  of  the  majority  of  the  Vestry  given  by  ballot,  and  except  in  the  case 
of  the  election  of  a  Dean  and/or  Rector,  the  consent  of  the  Rector  shall  have  been  given 
previously  in  writing.  The  election  of  such  Priest  must  be  made  after  open  nomination  at 
a  previous  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  duly  convened,  and  each  nomination  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  written  declaration  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  that,  in  its  judgment,  taking  into 
consideration  the  best  interestes  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Parish  in  question,  the  individual 
nominated  is  a  fit  and  qualified  clergyman  of  this  Church  and  may  be  considered  for  election. 
The  notice  of  the  meeting  of  the  Vestry  at  which  such  election  is  intended  shall  express  such 
intention. 

SECTION  2.  The  contract  of  the  clergyman-elect  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  express 
distinctly  any  special  conditions,  together  with  the  stipulations  with  regard  to  salary  or 
support,  which,  when  the  clergyman  is  settled,  shall  be  a  valid  legal  contract,  and  the  salary 
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as  accruing  shall  be  acknowledged  debt,  recoverable  by  process  of  law,  if  necessary,  except 
that  the  amount  of  said  salary  may  be  increased  or  decreased  if  from  time  to  time  the 
parties  so  agree.  Due  notice  of  any  such  increase  or  decrease  and  of  such  contract  shall 
be  given  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry. 

SECTION  3.  On  the  election  of  the  clergyman  as  hereinabove  provided  for,  the  Vestry 
shall  immediately  deliver  notice  of  said  election  to  the  Bishop.  The  said  elected  clergyman 
shall  not  be  recognized  by  the  Diocese  as  the  Rector,  assistant  to  the  Rector,  or  Priest-in- 
Charge  of  the  parish  until  the  Vestry  shall  be  duly  notified  by  the  Bishop  that  the  said 
elected  person  has  been  canonically  transferred  to  this  jurisdiction,  and  at  the  request  of  the 
clergyman-elect,  if  he  be  a  priest,  and  of  the  Vestry,  his  induction  may  be  accomplished  by 
the  use  of  the  Office  of  Institution  contained  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

SECTION  4.  The  priests  or  deacons  in  charge  of  organized  or  unorganized  missions  are 
appointed  and  sent  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  upon  such  terms  with  regard  to  pecuniary 
support  and  for  such  period  of  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Bishop  and  such  priest 
or  deacons,  which  appointments  shall  be  in  writing. 

SECTION  5.  In  the  event  of  the  inability  of  a  Rector  to  perform  his  duties,  or  his 
absence  from  his  cure  for  a  continuous  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  or  more,  excluding  vacation 
and  leave  of  absence,  then  with  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  Vestry  may 
designate  a  person  to  act  as  Priest-in-Charge  during  that  period  of  inability  or  absence  unless 
the  Rector  has  previously  so  designated  in  writing. 


CANON  NO.  6 
THE  SETTLED  CLERGYMAN 

SECTION  1.  The  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  of  a  parish  or  mission  has,  by  virtue  of 
his  office,  the  exclusive  charge  of  all  the  spiritual  concerns,  music,  and  ritual  observances 
of  the  parish  or  mission,  subject  and  answerable  only  to  the  Bishop.  He  is  entitled  at  all 
times  to  have  access  to  the  Church  building,  and  to  open  the  same  as  he  may  deem  proper 
for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  for  prayer,  for  catechetical  or  other  religious 
instruction,  for  marriages,  baptism,  or  burials,  and  for  oJ;her  rites  and  ceremonies  authorized 
by  the  Church  or  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  this  Diocese.  He  shall  be  responsible 
for  distribution  of  the  alms  received  at  the  Holy  Communion  to  such  purposes  as  they  are 
appointed.  He  shall  have  the  full  direction  and  control  of  all  guilds  and  societies  within  the 
parish.  He  may  call  meetings  of  the  Vestry  and  congregation  as  he  may  deem  proper  and, 
in  addition,  he  is  President  ex  officio  of  the  same  and  is  entitled  to  speak  and  vote  on  all 
questions  before  those  bodies. 

SECTION  2.  No  priest  or  deacon  shall  presume  to  function  in  any  sacerdotal  capacity 
within  the  parish  of  any  other  priest  or  deacon  without  the  request  or  permission  of  the 
incumbent  or,  in  case  of  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the  incumbent,  of  the  Church  Wardens 
of  the  Parish. 


CANON  NO.  7 

DISSOLUTION  OF  PASTORAL  RELATIONS 

SECTION  1.  When  a  Rector  or  clergyman  has  been  regularly  settled  in  any  parish  or 
mission,  he  shall  not  resign  the  same  nor  separate  himself  from  it  by  the  acceptance  of  any 
other  charge  of  duty,  nor  leave  his  congregation  against  their  will  without  first  asking  and 
obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese.  If  any  Rector  or 
clergyman  so  settled  shall  resign,  separate  from,  or  leave  his  parish  or  mission  without  the 
consent  or  concurrence  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  first  requested  and 
obtained  in  writing,  then  said  Rector  or  clergyman  shall  be  held  not  to  be  of  regular  standing 
until  he  shall  have  made  such  satisfaction  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  may 
require. 

SECTION  2.  In  case  an  attempt  shall  be  made  by  a  Vestry  or  Congregation  to  force 
the  resignation  of  a  Rector  or  clergyman  by  any  coercive  means  and  without  the  consent  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  to  such  resignation,  then  on  satisfactory  evidence  of  such 
attempt  being  shown  to  the  Convention,  such  parish  or  mission  so  offending  shall  have  no 
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right  to  a  seat  or  vote  in  the  Convention  until  it  shall  have  made  such  satisfaction  as  the 
Convention  may  require. 


CANON  NO.  8 
VACANT  PARISHES 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Church  Wardens  of  each  parish  to  give  written  notice  t<>  the 
Bishop  as  soon  as  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  pastoral  charge,  asking  his  advice  and 
assistance  in  the  settlement  of  a  successor,  and  submitting  suitable  information  as  to  the 
state  and  requirements  of  the  parish. 


CANON  NO.  9 

DISPUTES  BETWEEN  A  CLERGYMAN  AND  HIS  PARISH 

SECTION  1.  In  any  dispute  which  may  arise  between  a  Rector  or  settled  clergyman  and 
his  Vestry  or  congregation  which  cannot  be  amicably  settled  themselves,  the  parties  or  either 
of  them  shall  make  application  to  the  Bishop  and  serve  upon  him  in  writing  a  document 
setting  out  the  matters  in  dispute.  In  such  proceeding  any  Vestry  or  congregation  must  act 
officially  and  when  duly  convened.  The  Bishop,  upon  receipt  of  such  document,  if  he  shall 
deem  the  matter  in  controversy  to  be  serious  enough  in  its  character  or  sufficiently  set  forth 
to  be  a  proper  subject  of  adjudication,  shall  then  promote  inquiry  into  the  same  in  such 
manner  and  to  such  extent,  either  personally  or  by  commission,  as  he  shall  deem  expedient. 
The  Bishop  may  give  his  decision  on  the  matter  in  dispute  with  his  recommendations  of  duty 
or  obligation  in  the  premises.  If  the  Bishop  shall  decide  that  there  is  no  reasonable 
probability  of  a  favorable  termination  of  the  controversy,  then  he  may  recommend  the 
dissolution  of  the  connection  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rector  or  clergyman  on  such 
conditions  as  seem  to  the  Bishop  to  be  reasonable  and  expedient. 

SECTION  2.  If  either  party  desires  a  rehearing  of  the  case  he  shall  make  a  request  in 
writing  for  such  rehearing  within  twenty  (20)  days  from  the  date  of  the  decision.  Such 
written  request  shall  be  served  upon  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  It  shall  then  be  the  duty 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
receipt  of  such  request  for  rehearing  to  consider  and  decide  upon  that  request  for  rehearing. 
If  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  them  shall  be  opposed  to  such  rehearing,  then  the  original 
decision  sought  to  be  reheard  shall  be  final;  otherwise,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Appellate  Tribunal.  In  the  event' that  no  such  action  be  taken  by  the  Eccesiastical  Authority 
and  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  within  that  thirty  (30)  days,  then  the  matter  shall  be  deemed 
referred  to  the  Appellate  Tribunal.  In  any  case  the  said  Appellate  Tribunal  shall  be 
composed  as  follows:  The  Ecclesiastical  Authority;  that  priest  in  the  Deanery  in  which  is 
located  the  contestant  Vestry  or  congregation  who  has  the  longest  canonical  residence  in  the 
Diocese,  or,  if  he  be  involved  in  the  controversy,  then  the  priest  in  that  Deanery  who  has 
the  next  longest  canonical  residence  in  the  Diocese;  and  three  priests  who  shall  be  selected 
by  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Appellate  Tribunal  may  request  the  services  of  the 
Chancellor  as  its  Law  Officer  and  the  Chancellor  may  so  act  or  may  nominate  another 
lawyer  of  the  Diocese  to  so  act.  The  decision  of  the  Appellate  Tribunal  shall  be  final  in 
the  matter. 


CANON  NO.  10 

THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  1.  A.  Persons  desiring  the  services  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  any  town, 
village,  or  district  in  the  Diocese  may  make  application  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese  for  the  organization  as  a  Diocesan  mission  as  follows: 

"Reverend  Father  in  God:  We,  the  undersigned,  residents  of _ ,  County 

of _ ,  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  desiring  the  services  of  the  Episcopal 

Church  and  being  ready  and  able  to  do  our  share  to  sustain  the  same,  do  hereby  request  that 
you  provide  for  us  as  you  may  deem  proper  and  expedient. 

We  hereby  agree  to  put  ourselves  under  your  charge  and  promise  conformity  to  the 
Constitution,  Canons,  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship  of  said  Church,  to  the  Constitution 
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and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  and  to  all  other  rules  and  regulations  of  said 
Church.  We  now  ask  f-t  privilege  of  being  organized  as  a  Diocesan  mission  under  the  name 
of  Mission. 

Furthermore,  we  hereby  stipulate  and  agree  to  raise  and  faithfully  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  every  year  such  contributions  as  may  be  imposed  upon  us  as  our  minimum 
contribution  toward  the  stated  salary  of  the  missionary,  and  we  now  agree  for  the  first  year 
to  pay  in  quarterly  installments  the  sum  of  not  less  than  _ ^dollars.: 

The  above  application  shall  be  signed  by  all  who  propose  to  be  members  of  the  mission. 

B.  A  Diocesan  mission  shall  be  established  only  by  the  approval  of  such  application 
therefor  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  Diocesan  Council  and  upon  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  this  Canon. 

SECTION  2.  A  Diocesan  mission,  when  established  pursuant  to  Section  1  of  this  Canon, 
shall  be  duly  organized  by  the  appointment  by  the  Bishop  of  a  missionary,  who  shall 
constitute  the  Vicar's  Committee  of  the  mission,  and  who  shall  be  charged  with  responsibility 
for  its  temporal  interests.  The  Vicar's  Committee  shall  serve  for  one  Conciliar  year  and 
beginning  with  the  second  Conciliar  year  of  the  existence  of  the  mission,  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  using  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Canon  No.  13.  Prior  to  the  appointment  of  a 
missionary,  however,  the  Bishop,  should  he  deem  it  expedient,  may  appoint  such  Vicar's 
Committee  of  the  mission,  thereby  securing  a  preliminary  organization. 


CANON  NO.  11 
THE  CHURCH  WARDENS 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  two  Wardens  in  each  parish,  who  shall  be  communicants  in 
good  standing,  and  who  may  be  designated  as  Senior  Warden  and  Junior  Warden  and  all  duties 
may  belong  equally  to  both. 

SECTION  2.  The  Wardens  shall  see  that  the  church  is  provided  with  a  Bible,  containing 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  and  other  books  commonly  called  the  Apocrypha,  as  authorized 
by  the  General  Convention,  and  prayer  books  and  hymnals  of  proper  size  and  of  the  standard 
editions.  It  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  provide  the  Fair  Linens  and  the  elements  of  bread 
and  wine  for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  to  procure  proper  vestments  and 
vessels,  and  to  cause  the  alms  and  other  offerings  of  the  people  to  be  gathered  in  proper 
basins  provided  for  that  purpose. 

SECTION  3.  The  Wardens  shall  insure  that  the  church  building  be  kept  from  all  uses 
not  authorized  by  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge,  if  there  be  either,  or  especially  prohibited 
by  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  that  it  be  kept  in  good  repair  and  clean  condition,  and  that 
the  premises  around  it  be  in  proper  order. 

SECTION  4.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  preserve  order  and  decorum  in  and  around 
the  church  building  on  all  occasions  whatever  and  especially  during  the  time  of  divine 
worship,  and  to  admonish  persons  guilty  of  any  unseemly  conduct. 

SECTION  5.  In  case  there  is  no  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  or  in  case  of  the  absence 
or  inability  to  act  of  both,  the  Wardens  according  to  seniority  shall  preside  at  all  m(  etings 
of  the  Vestry  and  of  the  parish. 


CANON  NO.  12 
THE  VESTRY 

SECTION  1.  The  Vestry  shall  consist  of  the  Rector,  the  duly  elected  Wardens,  and  the 
duly  elected  Vestrymen.  The  Rector  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Vestry  at  which  he 
is  present.  The  Vestry  shall  transact  all  of  the  temporal  business  of  the  parish,  shall  see  that 
all  things  needed  for  divine  services  are  provided,  shall  collect  and  disburse  all  monies  with 
regard  to  Church  purposes,  shall  provide  that  any  needed  officers  be  duly  appointed  and 
faithfully  discharge  their  duties,  shall  pay  when  due  and  at  intervals  agreed  upon  all 
stipulated  salaries,  shall  inform  themselves  of  any  assessments  which  may  be  imposed  by  the 
Diocesan  Convention  and  take  measures  for  the  due  and  prompt  liquidation  of  these 
obligations.  The  Vestry  shall  have  the  responsibility  to  collect  before  the  end  of  each  fiscal 
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year  a  sum  sufficient  to  liquidate  all  the  current  expenses  and  assessments  of  the  parish. 

SECTION  2.  The  Vestry  shall,  at  or  before  the  annual  parish  meeting,  cause  to  be 
written  and  delivered  to  the  Rector  or,  if  there  be  none,  to  the  Wardens  a  statement  of  the 
temporal  condition  of  the  parish.  At  the  annual  parish  meeting  the  Rector  or  one  of  the 
Wardens  shall,  before  voting  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  present  and  read  said  statement  to 
the  parishioners  there  assembled  and  afterward  deliver  it  to  the  new  Vestry,  to  be  examined 
and  duly  recorded  by  them,  and  the  original  shall  be  kept  as  a  permanent  part  of  the  parish 
records.  The  said  statement  shall  set  forth  in  detail  what  property  has  been  received  during 
their  time  of  office  and  from  what  souce,  what  money  has  been  expended  and  for  what 
purposes,  and  what  property  has  been  purchased,  exchanged,  sold,  or  mortgaged  and  for  what 
purposes. 

SECTION  3.  Meetings  of  the  Vestry  may  be  called  by  order  of  the  Rector  or  in  case 

of  his  inability  to  act  or  if  there  be  no  Rector,  by  the  Wardens,  at  any  time  that  he  or  they 

may  deem  it  expedient.  He  or  they  shall  call  such  meeting  when  requested  in  writing  to  do 
so  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Vestry;  that  writing  shall  declare  the  purpose  or 
purposes  of  such  meetings.  No  meeting  of  a  Vestry  shall  be  held  to  be  valid  in  which  there 
shall  not  be  present  the  Rector  or  one  Warden. 

SECTION  4.  In  the  event  that  there  is  no  Rector  and  there  is  a  Priest-in-Charge,  then 
the  Priest-in-Charge  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  duties  of  a  Rector  for  that  time. 

SECTION  5.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  one  of  their  members  as  Clerk,  whose 

responsibilities  shall  include  taking  and  keeping  minutes  of  their  meetings  and  acting  as 

custodian  of  the  records  and  seal  of  the  Vestry. 

SECTION  6.  If  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  shall  not  have  appointed  a  parish 
Treasurer,  the  Vestry  shall  elect  one.  Such  officer  need  not  be  a  member  of  the  Vestry. 

SECTION  7.  The  Vestry  shall  have  the  right  to  make  by-laws  for  meeting  and  business 
and  may  alter  and  repeal  the  same  from  time  to  time. 


CANON  NO.  13 
ANNUAL  PARISH  MEETING 

SECTION  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  parish  shall  be  held  at  such  time  as  the  parish 
By-Laws  or  Vestry  shall  designate.  In  the  event  of  a  parish  not  making  such  designation  by 
By-Laws  of  Vestry  action,  then  such  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  during  the  month  of 
January  of  each  year.  At  such  meeting,  there  shall  be  presented  the  reports  required  by 
Section  2,  Canon  12,  and  of  the  various  parochial  organizations.  The  qualified  voters  shall 
then  elect  two  Church  Wardens  who  shall  be  communicants  in  good  standing  and  qualified 
voters  of  the  parish.  They  shall  also  elect  annually  or  on  a  rotating  basis  not  less  than  three 
nor  more  than  fifteen  Vestrymen  who  shall  in  every  case  be  episcopally  confirmed  and 
qualified  voters  in  the  parish.  The  Rector  of  the  parish  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Vestry, 
ex  officio.  Such  Vestry  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected.  At  least  ten  (10)  days  notice  shall 
be  given  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  election  by  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  on  an 
occasion  of  public  worship,  or  in  the  absence  of  both,  the  Vestry  shall  cause  notice  to  be 
given  in  writing,  conspicuously  posted  at  the  door  of  the  ordinary  place  of  worship  or  by 
publication  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  throughout  the  parish. 

SECTION  2.  In  all  such  elections  the  following  shall  be  qualified  voters:  all  validly 
baptized  persons  who  are  members  of  the  parish  and  of  the  age  of  sixteen  (16)  years  or  more 
and  whose  names  appear  on  the  records  of  the  parish  Treasurer  as  regular  contributors  to 
the  support  of  the  parish  for  six  months  next  preceding  such  election. 

SECTION  3.  The  meeting,  when  assembled  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the 
annual  election,  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge,  or  in  the  absence 
of  both,  by  one  of  the  Church  Wardens. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  two  qualified  voters  present  to  act  as  judges  of  the 
election,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  decide  all  questions  which  may  arise  with  regard  to  the 
qualifications  of  voters.  He  shall  also  appoint  a  clerk  and  a  teller  whose  duties  shall  be  to 
collect,  count  and  make  a  full  list  of  the  ballots  cast,  and  to  report  to  the  presiding  officer 
the  names  of  the  persons  receiving  a  majority  or  plurality  of  such  votes,  whichever  method 
of  election  is  chosen  by  the  parish  prior  to  election,  and  such  persons  shall  be  declared  by 
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the  presiding  officer  to  have  been  duly  elected. 

SECTION  4.  The  clerk  or  the  teller  shall  within  ten  days  after  such  election  file  will 
the  Recorder  of  the  county  in  which  such  parish  is  located  the  certificate  of  sucli  election 
required  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 


CANON  NO.  14 
DEANERIES 

SECTION  1.  The  Diocese  shall  be  organized  into  six  (6)  Deaneries  consisting  of  the 
parishes  and  missions  as  follows: 

Calumet  Deanery:  St.  Christopher's,  Crown  Point;  Good  Shepherd,  East  Chicago;  Christ 
Church,  Gary;  St.  Stephen's,  Hobart;  St.  Augustine's,  Gary;  St.  Paul's,  Hammond;  St. 
Timothy's,  Griffith;  St.  Peter's,  Rensselaer;  and  St.  Barnabas',  Gary. 

Michigan  City  Deanery:  Incarnation,  Chesterton;  St.  Paul's,  LaPorte;  St.  Andrew's, 
Long  Beach,  Michigan  City;  Trinity,  Michigan  City;  and  St.  Andrew's,  Valparaiso. 

South  Bend  Deanery:  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka;  St.  Thomas',  Plymouth;  Cathedral  of  St. 
James',  South  Bend;  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels',  South  Bend;  and  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend. 

Elkhart  Deanery:  Holy  Family,  Angola;  St.  John  of  the  Cross,  Bristol;  St.  John  the 
Evangelist,  Elkhart;  St.  David's,  Elkhart;  St.  James',  Goshen;  St.  Mark's,  Howe;  and  All 
Saints',  VVawasee. 

Fort  Wayne  Deanery:  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne;  St.  Alban's,  Fort  Wayne;  St,  Philip  and  St. 
James',  Fort  Wayne;  St.  Anne's,  Warsaw;  and  Christ  the  King,  Huntington. 

Wabash  Valley  Deanery:  St.  Andrew's,  Kokomo;  Trinity,  Logansport;  St.  Alban's, 

Monticello;  Holy  Trinity,  Peru;  St.  Paul's,  Gas  City;  and  Gethsemane,  Marion. 

SECTION  2.  Other  parishes  and  missions  shall  be  added  from  time  to  time  to  the 
respective  deaneries  by  action  of  the  Diocesan  Convention.  No  parish  or  mission  shall  be 
made  a  member  of  a  designated  deanery  without  its  expressed  consent. 


CANON  NO.  15 
THE  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL 

SECTION  1.  As  provided  for  in  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese,  the 
Diocesan  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop  as  Chairman,  six  (6)  priests,  six  (6)  lay 
persons,  and  the  President  and  the  Vice  President  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Women.  One  (0 
priest  and  one  (1)  lay  person  shall  be  elected  from  each  of  the  six  (6)  deaneries.  The  said 
members  of  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  serve  for  two  (2)  years,  beginning  on  the  first  day 
of  the  calendar  year  following  their  election  and  until  their  successors  liave  been  duly 
elected.  Council  members  from  the  Calumet,  Fort  Wayne  and  South  Bend  deaneries  shall  be 
elected  at  Diocesan  Convention  convened  in  even  years  and  members  from  the  Elkhart, 
Michigan  City  and  Wabash  Valley  deaneries  shall  be  elected  at  Diocesan  Convention  convened 
in  odd  years.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  on  that  Council 
occurring  other  than  by  expiration  of  term  of  office. 

SECTION  2.  Prior  to  annual  Diocesan  Convention,  delegates  to  Convention  shall  meet 
by  a  deanery  upon  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  written  notice  as  to  the  time  and  place  to  be 
issued  by  the  senior  parochial  priest  of  said  deanery.  The  senior  priest  present  shall  preside. 
In  years  for  Diocesan  Council  election,  one  (1)  priest  and  one  (1)  lay  person  shall  be  elected 
by  majority  vote  of  the  Convention  delegates  present  at  such  deanery  meetings.  The  results 
of  such  election  shall  be  announced  at  annual  Convention  by  the  senior  priest  present  from 
such  deanery.  Retired  priests  shall  vote  in  the  deanery  of  the  parish  or  office  they  last 
served  prior  to  retirement  and  other  priests  shall  vote  in  the  deanery  in  which  their  offices 
are  geographically  located. 

SECTION  3.  The  first  Diocesan  Council  so  elected  in  the  year  1969  shall  begin  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  upon  election  and  shall  serve  until  December  31,  1970. 

SECTION  4,  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  it  shall  elect  one  of  its 
members  Vice  Chairman  to  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  and  at  such  other  limes  as 
the  Bishop  shall  request. 
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CANON  NO.  16 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

SECTION  1.  The  Bishop  shall  be  President  of  the  Diocese  and  its  chief  executive 
officer. 

SECTION  2.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  the  Bishop  shall 
nominate  and  the  Convention  shall  elect  a  Secretary  of  the  Diocese.  The  said  Secretary  shall 
have  the  following  duties;  To  tak  minutes  of  all  proceedings,  including  but  not  limited  to 
the  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  meetings  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet,  and, 
after  they  are  approved,  to  record  them  in  a  proper  book;  to  preserve  all  journals  and 
records;  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Diocese;  to  transmit  annually 
a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the 
General  Convention  and  to  the  Secretary  of  each  Diocesan  Convention  and  Missionary 
District  in  the  United  States  of  America,  to  each  priest  and  deacon  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese  and  to  each  lay  delegate  attending  the  Convention,  to  each  mission  in  the 
Diocese,  and  two  copies  to  each  parish  in  the  Diocese,  one  of  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  clerk  of  the  Vestry  to  preserve  with  the  parish  records;  to  request  that  a  copy  of  the 
Journal  of  the  Convention  be  sent  to  him  by  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention  and 
Missionary  District  in  the  United  States  of  America;  to  transmit  to  every  General  Convention 
a  certificate  signed  by  himself  containing  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  priests  and  deacons 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese;  and  to  faithfully  deliver  to  his  successor  all  property 
which  may  be  in  his  offical  possession.  The  Secretary  shall  also  be  the  custodian  of  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  3.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  the  Bishop  shall 
nominate  and  the  Convention  shall  elect  a  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall 
receive  and  disburse  all  monies  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention  or  Diocesan 
Council,  unless  such  collections  or  disbursements  shall  have  been  otherwise  regulated.  He 
shall  submit  to  the  Bishop's  Cabinet  each  month  a  complete  statement  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  on  every  account.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention 
and  shall  have  been  audited  by  a  committee  acting  under  its  authority.  The  Treasurer  shall 
also  be  a  member  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet. 

SECTION  4.  The  judicial  functions  and  responsibilities  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Standing  Committee  and  an  Ecclesiastical  Court.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  consist 
of  three  priests,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  each  to  have  a  term  of  three  years,  and 
two  lay  persons,  both  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Diocese,  each  to  have  a  term 
of  two  years,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention,  and  they  shall  have  rotating 
terms.  The  Standing  Committee  at  its  first  meeting  shall  select  a  President  and  a  Clerk. 
The  said  Clerk  shall  record  their  proceedings  in  a  suitable  book,  which  book,  together  with 
all  documents,  papers,  and  other  books  in  their  official  possession,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
examination  of  the  Convention  and  the  Bishop.  A  full  report  of  their  acts  shall  be  made  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convetion.  Any  three  of  the  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee  (all  members  having  been  summoned)  shall  be  a  quorum,  except  for  any  purposes 
for  which  their  own  rules  or  Canon  Law  may  require  a  greater  number.  They  may  make  rules 
for  meetings  and  business  and  may  alter  and  repeal  the  same  from  time  to  time.  They  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their  membership,  occurring  other  than 
by  expiration  of  term  of  office. 

SECTION  5.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall 
nominate  at  least  five  and  not  more  than  seven  clergymen  and  at  least  three  and  not  more 
than  five  lay  persons  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  to  serve  as  a  Commission  on 
Ministry;  the  said  nominations  shall  be  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Convention.  The 
members  of  the  said  Commission  shall  serve  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 
If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  Commission  between  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention,  the 
Bishop  shall  submit  his  nomination  of  the  suitable  person  as  a  replacement  on  said 
Commission  to  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  upon  confirmation  of  the  nomination  by  the 
Diocesan  Council,  that  person  shall  become  a  member  of  the  Commission.  The  Commission 
shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  organize  itself  by 
electing  a  chairman  and  a  clerk.  It  may  formulate  and  adopt  rules  for  its  work,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  and  said  rules  must  be  in  accordance  with  the  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention. 
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SECTION  6.  At  the  election  of  a  Chancellor  the  Bishop  or  presiding  officer  of  the 
Convention  shall  nominate  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  candidates  for  that  office,  each 
of  whom  shall  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  Indiana  Bar,  the  choice  to  be  decided 
or  approved  by  the  Convention.  The  Chancellor  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  and 
he  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chancellor  to  be 
the  Diocesan  legal  advisor  in  all  matters,  whether  with  regard  to  civil  law  or  Canon  Law, 
and  shall  advise  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  any  other 
corporation  or  body  which  may  have  to  do  with  property,  finances,  or  other  affairs  of  the 
Diocese. 

SECTION  7.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  which  shall  be 
composed  of  the  following:  The  Bishop,  Treasurer,  and  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  and  three 
lay  persons  who  shall  be  residents  and  communicants  of  the  Diocese.  The  said  three  lay 
persons  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  elected  by  the  Convention, 
one  such  lay  person  to  be  so  nominated  and  elected  in  each  succeeding  year,  and  the  term 
of  office  of  each  such  member  shall  be  three  years.  Should  any  vacancies  occur  among  the 
Trustees  between  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention,  then  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  a  replacement,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  remaining  Trustees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  supervise  the  investment  and  care  of 
all  endowment  and  trust  funds  of  the  Diocese.  The  Trustees  shall  render  an  annual 
accounting  and  report  to  the  Convention,  together  with  a  complete  and  accurate  list  of  all 
property  in  their  care. 

SECTION  8.  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  Inc. 

(a)  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  Inc.  which  shall  have  such  powers  as  may  be  delegated  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Diocesan  Convention.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  designate  by  proper  resolutions 
who  the  authorized  officers  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Inc. 
shall  be  for  the  purpose  of  the  execution  of  deeds,  mortgages,  leases,  contracts,  and  other 
legal  documents  affecting  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Inc. 

(b)  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Churcli, 
Inc.,  shall  consist  of  four  members  who  shall  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana,  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Chancellor,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  The  above  named  officers  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  shall  by  virtue  of  their  office  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Inc. 

SECTION  9.  Except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  all  vacancies  in  the  offices  of  this 
Diocese,  except  the  office  of  President,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  and  each  such  appointee  shall  serve  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention. 


CANON  NO.  17 

THE  ECCLESIASTICAL  COURT 

There  shall  be  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  of  this  Diocese  which  shall  be  composed  of  the 
three  (3)  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Ecclesiastical  Court  may  meet 
at  such  times  and  places  within  the  Diocese  as  it  shall  choose  and  it  shall  have  power  to 
adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to  place  within  the  Diocese  as  it  shall  deem 
necessary. 


CANON  NO.  18 

THE  REGISTRAR  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

There  shall  be  a  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Registrar  to  collect  in  detail  and  as  fully  as 
practicable  and  to  record  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  an  account  of  the  origin 
and  progress  of  each  parish  and  mission  organized  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall  collect  and  pre- 
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serve  copies  of  all  published  journals  and  other  documents  connected  with  the  history  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall,  when  not  a  delegate,  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  a  record,  making  a  report,  and  fulfilling  any  other 
responsibilities  of  his  position. 


CANON  NO.  19 
THE  BISHOP'S  CABINET 

The  Bishop,  as  President  of  the  Diocese,  and  its  chief  executive  officer,  shall  have  a 
Cabinet  which  shall  consist  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese, 
and  the  appointed  chairman  of  each  of  the  Bishop’s  three  Executive  Divisions.  The  said  three 
Executive  Divisions  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  Administration,  with  responsibility  in  the  areas  as  the  Bishop  may  from  time  to  time 
assign; 

(b)  Development  and  Communications,  with  responsibility  in  the  areas  as  the  Bishop 
may  from  time  to  time  assign; 

(c)  Operations,  with  responsibility  in  the  areas  as  the  Bishop  may  from  time  to  time 

assign.  .  .  ^  r  n 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Cabinet  to  advise  the  Bishop  on  the  performance  ot  all 

executive  and  administrative  functions  of  the  Diocese.  The  Bishop  shall  have  the 
responsibility  to  provide  for  the  budgeting  and  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Diocese,  subject  to 
approval  and  appropriation  by  the  Diocesan  Convention  or  the  Diocesan  Council.  The  Bishop 
shall  also  be  responsible  for  providing  within  the  three  Executive  Divisions  such  Division 
members,  one  of  whom  may  be  designated  Vice  Chairman,  executive  assistants,  and  office 
staff  as  are  necessary  to  do  the  work  of  the  Church,  subject  to  appropriation  by  the  Diocesan 
Convention  or  the  Diocesan  Council  of  sufficient  funds  to  pay  therefor. 


CANON  NO.  20 

THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA  FOUNDATION,  INC. 

The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  Foundation,  Inc.,  is  a  separate  corporation  organized 
and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana  to  hold  funds  of  the  Diocese  and  to  make 
loans  and  grants  to  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese.  Its  officers  and  directors  shall  be 
communicants  of  the  Diocese.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  required  to  submit  a  complete 
and  accurate  report  of  its  holdings  and  activities  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention. 


CANON  NO.  21 
THE  CATHEDRAL  CHAPTER 

SECTION  1.  The  congregation  of  the  Cathedral  Parish  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  all  of 
the  rights  and  privileges,  together  with  the  responsibilities  and  obligations,  of  any  other 
parish  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

SECTION  2.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  ex  officio;  the  Dean, 
ex  officio;  Archdeacons  and  Canons,  if  there  be  such,  ex  officio;  and  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  fifteen  lay  persons,  who  shall  be  communicants  of  the  Cathedral  congregation  and 
at  least  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Cathedral 
Parish  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  of  Vestrymen,  and  four  members  elected  by  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  as  follows:  Two  priests,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and 
two  lay  persons  at  least  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age  and  communicants  in  good  standing  of  any 
parish  or  mission  within  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  3.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  have  power  to  enact  its  own  by-laws  and  to 
make  rules  of  order  for  the  conduct  of  its  own  business. 

SECTION  4.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  be  the  body  politic  and  corporate  for  the 
holding  of  property,  the  receiving  and  disposition  of  funds,  and  all  other  legal  rnatters,  and 
shall  enjoy  all  privileges  which  are  accorded  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana  to  the 
Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  any  parish  or  congregation. 
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CANON  NO.  22 
FISCAL  YEAR 


SECTION  1.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Diocese  and  of  all  parishes  and  tnissions  in  the 
Diocese  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January. 

SECTION  2.  All  Diocesan  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  ('ertified  I’ublic  Accountant, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

SECTION  3.  All  parish  and  mission  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  ('ertified  l^iblic 
Accountant,  if  available,  or  if  none  be  available,  then  be  a  public  accountatit  or  ottier 
competent  person.  The  appointment  of  such  auditor  shall  be  made  by  the  Rector  or  Priest- 
in-Charge, 


CANON  NO.  23 
SALARIES  OF  OFFICERS 

The  salaries  of  the  Bishop  and  of  all  other  officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  lx-  as 
determined  by  re.solution  of  the  Diocesan  Convention.  Tlie  Bishop,  so  long  as  tu'  is  the 
Diocesan,  shall  have  the  use  of  the  Episcopal  residence. 


CANON  NO.  24 
DIOCESAN  ASSESSMENTS 

SECTION  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  make  assessments 
upon  all  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese  for  the  amounts  necessary  to  meet  all  of 
the  expenses  of  the  Diocese  for  which  funds  are  not  obtained  elsewhere.  These  assessments 
shall  be  calculated  at  a  percentage  to  be  determined  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention  and  shall  be  based  upon  the  Average  Support  Income  Base  for  the  three  years 
next  preceding  that  year.  The  Support  Income  Base  for  each  parish  and  mission  shall  be  the 
total  of  all  recepts  for  local  support  plus  all  receipts  for  Diocesan  and  General  Church 
Program  le.ss  receipts  from  the  Diocese,  as  recorded  in  the  annual  report  of  each  [)arish  and 
mission. 

SECTION  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  parish  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  and  of  each  organized  misison,  to  render  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention  and  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  a  complete  and  accurate  statistical  rc()ort  as 
required  by  the  blanks  furnished  for  that  purpose,  and  a  complete  and  accurate  list  and 
description  of  all  real  estate  and  other  property  held  by  each  such  parish  and  mission,  with 
an  indication  of  its  then  fair  market  value,  and  a  statement  of  all  lietis  and  encumbrances 
upon  the  same  or  any  part  thereof.  Further,  each  parish  and  mission  must  report  completely 
and  accurately  all  of  its  current  expenses  and  the  amount  thereof,  including  salaries. 

SECTION  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  each  parish  and  the  Vicar's  Committee 
of  each  mission  of  the  Diocese  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  such  sums  as  shall  be  assessed 
against  it  by  the  Treasurer  and  to  transmit  the  same  in  monthly  installments  to  the 
Treasurer. 

SECTION  4.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  act  as  an  anjustment  committee  ii|)on  all 
applications  for  modifications  of  assessments.  All  such  applications  shall  be  [)i-esented  in 
writing  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  ('onvention 
and  shall  contain  a  full  statement  of  reasons  for  such  modifications. 

SECTION  5.  The  Council  shall  receive  from  the  Diocesan  Treasurer,  after  consiiltatioti 
with  the  administrative  division  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet,  at  least  ninty  (90)  days  [)rior  to 
Diocesan  Conventino  of  each  year,  a  proposed  Diocesan  budget  for  the  succeedit)g  year.  The 
Council  shall  propose  to  Convention  any  modifications  of  such  budget  stating  reasons 
therefor  which  may  result  from  action  on  requests  to  modification  of  assessment  or  any 
changes  proposed  by  Diocesan  Council.  The  Diocesan  Convention  shall  adopt  the  final 
budget. 
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CANON  NO.  25 

THE  CHURCH  PENSION  FUND 

SECTION  1.  In  conformity  with  the  legislation  adopted  by  the  General  Convention  of 
1913,  setting  forth  the  principles  upon  which  a  pension  system  for  the  clergy  of  the  Church 
and  their  dependents  should  be  constructed,  pursuant  to  which  the  corporation  known  as  The 
Church  Pension  Fund  has  been  created  to  carry  these  principles  into  effect,  this  Diocese 
adopts  the  system  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund.  j 

SECTION  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  annually  a  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension 
Fund,  which  shall  consist  of  three  priests  and  three  lay  persons,  and  it  shall  be  a  part  of  the 
Executive  Division  on  Administration  as  provided  for  in  Canon  No.  19,  The  duties  of  the 
Committee  shall  be  as  follows:  First,  to  furnish  annually  to  The  Church  Pension  Fund  a  list 
of  the  priests  and  deacons  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese  and  of  the  priests  and  deacons 
canonically  resident  in  other  Dioceses  or  missionary  districts  licensed  to  officiate  within  this 
Diocese,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  remuneration  of  each  of  the  said  priests  and 
deacons’ from  any  parish  or  mission  in  this  Diocese,  or  other  organization  in  this  Diocese 
which  is  subject  to  this  Convention,  or,  being  engaged  in  religious  or  charitable  work  at  a 
Church  institution,  elects  to  come  into  the  Church  Pension  Fund.  Second,  to  receive  from 
the  Church  Pension  Fund  annually  a  statement  of  the  premiums  necessary  to  be  paid  by  each 
of  the  said  parishes,  missions,  or  other  organizations  in  order  that  the  priests  and  deacons 
in  receipt  of  remuneration  from  them  may  be  entitled  respectively  to  pensions.  Third,  to 
inform  the  authorities  of  each  of  the  said  parishes,  missions,  and  other  organizations,  of  the 
premiums  payable  by  them  and  of  the  time  and  manner  of  payment  thereof.  Fourth,  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  Vestries  of  parishes  and  the  Vicars’  Committees  of  missions  and  to  urge 
upon  them  the  necessity  of  paying  to'  the  Treasurer  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the 
premiums  due  on  the  salaries  of  the  clergy  promptly  and  regularly.  Fifth,  to  inform  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  from  time  to  time  of  the  clergy  and  the  widows  and  minor  orphans  of 
the  clergy  who  may  be  entitled  in  respect  of  this  Diocese  to  receive  pensions  from  The 
Church  Pension  Fund.  Sixth,  in  general  to  inform  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  of  the 
pension  system  created  by  the  General  Convention  and  committed  by  it  to  the  operation  of 
the  Church  Pension  Fund,  whereby  the  clergy  of  the  Church  are  assured  of  pensions  as  of 
right  to  themselves  in  the  event  of  old  age  or  disability,  and  in  the  event  of  death,  to  their 
widows  or  minor  orphans,  and  to  do  all  things  that  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  to  the  end 
that  money  necessary  to  be  paid  by  the  parishes  and  other  ecclesiastical  organizations  may 
be  fully  and  systematically  paid. 

SECTON  3.  First,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  Diocese  to  pay 
to  the  Treasurer  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the  premiums  payable  on  behalf  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  and  also  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  of  the  Suffragan  Bishop,  if  there  be 
such.  Second,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the  premiums  payable  on  account  of  remuneration  received  by 
the  clergy  from  the  Diocese.  Third,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Convention  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  pay  annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the 
premiums  payable  on  account  of  all  renumeration  paid  by  the  Diocese  to  clergymen  and  to 
make  all  necessary  arrangements  to  provide  for  the  cost  of  such  premiums. 

SECTION  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  receiving  remuneration  and  the 
duty  of  every  parish,  mission,  or  other  organization  paying  such  remuneration,  to  furnish  a 
statement  of  such  remuneration  to  the  Bishop’s  Executive  Division  on  Administration 
whenever  the  said  Division  shall  in  writing  ask  for  such  statement. 

SECTON  5.  Any  parish  or  mission  which  shall  have  failed  to  pay  the  pension  premium 
on  the  remuneration  paid  to  all  priests  and  deacons  employed  by  it  for  a  period  of  two  (2) 
months  shall  be  automatically  suspended  from  its  representation  in  the  Convention  until  that 
delinquency  shall  have  been  paid  in  full  or  until  that  parish  or  mission  shall  have  been 
reinstated  by  action  of  the  Convention. 
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CANON  NO.  26 

TRIAL  PROCEDURE  OF  A  CLERGYMAN 


SECTION  1.  Every  priest  and  deacon  of  this  Diocese  who  shall  willfully  disobey  the 
Constitution  or  any  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  or  of  this  Diocese  or  any  provision  of 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  for  the  conduct  of  divine  service  or  who  shall  fall  into  a  general 
neglect  of  public  worship  or  engage  in  any  vicious  or  corrupting  amusement  or  commit  any 
criminal,  disgraceful,  or  scandalous  act  or  violate  any  of  his  Ordination  vows,  or  teach  any 
doctrine  contrary  to  that  held  by  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  or 
shall  seek  to  promote  strife  or  dissension  in  his  parish  or  in  the  Diocese  or  shall  without 
lawful  cause  discontinue  the  exercises  of  the  ministerial  office  or  separate  himself  from  the 
communion  of  the  Church,  shall  be  liable  to  ecclesiastical  trial  and  censure. 

SECTION  2.  The  mode  of  presentment  and  trial  of  a  priest  or  deacon  for  any  offense 
for  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  General  Convention  or  of  this  Diocese,  he  is  or  may  be  liable 
to  be  tried,  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  Information  of  the  offenses  shall  first  be  given  in  writing  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there 
be  none,  then  to  the  Standing  Committee,  which  information  any  member  of  this  Church  is 
hereby  declared  competent  to  give.  The  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee,  as  the  case  may 
be.  shall  thereupon  appoint  an  Investigating  Committee  which  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Chancellor  and  two  priests.  The  Investigating  Committee  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  a 
preliminary  consideration  of  the  case,  and  in  their  discretion,  if  they  see  fit,  they  may  make 
a  formal  presentation  of  the  offense  to  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

B.  Such  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing,  addressed  to  the  Bishop  or  to  the 
Standing  Committee  stating  the  charges  made  against  the  accused  with  specifications  as  to 
time,  place  and  circumstances.  The  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  shall  forthwith  file 
the  presentment  with  the  Ecclesiastical  Court.  The  Ecclesiastical  Court  shall  convene  within 
thirty  (30)  days  thereafter  for  a  hearing  on  the  matter  of  the  presentment.  Any  of  the 
specifications  in  said  presentment  may  be  amended  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  may  order. 
If  at  the  time  of  the  siad  presentment,  there  shall  be  no  Bishop,  or  if  the  Bishop  shall  be 
implicated  in  the  offense,  or  shall  be  related  to  the  accused  by  consanguinity  or  affinity,  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  then  request  the  Bishop  of  some  other  Diocese  to  receive  the 
presentment,  and  upon  the  application  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  said  Bishop  may 
proceed  in  the  case  and  may  exercise  the  same  powers  as  belong  to  or  are  granted  to  the 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese. 

SECTION  3.  Any  priest  or  deacon  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop,  if  he  deems 
himself  to  have  been  accused,  by  rumors  or  otherwise,  of  any  offence  for  which  he  could  be 
tried  under  Canon  Law,  may  on  his  own  behalf  request  the  Bishop  to  institute  examination 
and  inquiry  with  regard  to  the  truth  of  the  said  accusation.  In  such  case  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Bishop  to  institute  the  said  examination  and  inquiry  and  to  proceed  as  provided  for 
in  Section  1  of  this  Canon. 

SECTION  4.  Upon  such  presentment  being  made  by  the  Investigating  Committee  as 
provided  for  hereinabove,  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  shall  within  ten  (10)  days 
thereafter  cause  a  copy  of  such  presentment  to  be  served  upon  the  accused. 

SECTION  5.  The  Ecclesiastical  Court  shall  cause  a  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  first  meeting  of  the  said  Court  to  be  served  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days  before  the  time 
of  such  meeting  upon  the  accused  and  upon  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee. 

SECTION  6.  If  a  priest  or  deacon  so  presented  shall  confess  to  the  truth  of  the  facts 
alleged  in  such  presentment,  the  Court  shall  in  writing  certify  the  same  to  the  Bishop  and 
state  its  opinion  with  regard  to  the  sentence  which  should  be  pronounced.  It  shall  then  be 
the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  proceed  with  the  sentencing  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 
If  a  priest  or  deacon  so  presented  and  after  having  had  the  notice  provided  for  hereinabove 
stiall  fail  or  neglect  to  appear  before  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  without  having  been  prevented 
by  sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  the^xercise  of  his  clerical 
functions  for  the  term  of  six  (6)  months,  and  if,  during  that  period,  he  shall  not  apply  for 
a  trial,  he  shall  then  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop  be  deposed  from  the  sacred  ministry. 
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SECTION  7.  When  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  proceeds  to  trial  it  shall  hear  such 
competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced.  It  may  require  that  that  evidence  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  be  signed  by  the  respective  witnesses.  An  officer  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths  may  at  the  desire  of  either  party  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or 
affirmation  to  any  witness  at  the  proceeding.  If,  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess 
to  the  truth  of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment  the  Court  may  dispense  with  hearing 
further  evidence  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  its  opinion  to  the  Bishop  with  regard  to 
the  sentence  that  should  be  pronounced. 

SECTION  8.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop  and  if  satisfactory 
showing  be  made  to  the  Bishop  that  the  attendance  of  any  material  witness  at  the  trial 
cannot  be  obtained,  then  the  Bishop  may  appoint  an  officer  to  take  the  testimony  of  such 
witness.  Such  officer  may  be  a  priest,  deacon,  or  lay  person.  The  party  so  applying  shall 
give  to  the  other  party  at  least  six  (6)  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  said 
testimony.  At  the  taking  of  the  testimony,  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness 
and- the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall 
be  certified  by  the  officer  taking  the  said  testimony.  The  said  officer  shall  enclose  the  said 
testimony  under  his  seal  and  transmit  it  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  and  it  shall  then  be 
received  by  the  said  Court  as  evidence.  Any  witness  examined  before  such  officer  may  be 
sworn  or  affirmed  as  provided  for  hereinabove. 

SECTION  9.  The  Ecclesiastical  Court,  having  given  due  consideration  to  the  evidence, 
shall  declare  in  writing  signed  by  the  members  of  said  Court,  or  a  majority  of  them,  its 
decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused 
is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which  in 
the  Court's  opinion  should  be  pronounced.  A  copy  of  such  written  decision  shall  be  without 
delay  communicated  to  the  accused  and  the  original  written  decision,  together  with  a 
transcript  of  the  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such 
canonical  sentence  as  he  shall  deem  proper:  Provided,  that  such  sentence  shall  not  exceed 
in  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Court;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before 
pronouncing  any  sentence  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused  and  any  three  or  more  priests 
of  the  Diocese,  none  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Court,  to  meet  with 
him  at  such  time  as  may  in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  Church  in  the  Diocese 
to  be  designated  by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  opened  at  the  time  for  all  persons 
who  may  choose  to  attend.  The  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the 
Bishop. 

SECTION  10.  All  citations  and  notices  contemplated  in  this  Canon  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Ecclesiastical  Court  and  may  be  served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed 
for  that  purpose  by  the  Court  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence 
thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person  the  service  shall  be  proved  by  affidavit  of 
such  person.  A  written  citation  or  notice  delivered  personally  to  the  party  or  witness  to  be 
served  or  left  at  his  last  and  usual  place  of  residence  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service 
of  such  citation  or  notice. 

SECTION  11.  Advocates  or  proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both  sides,  at  the  desire  of  the 
parties,  provided  that  such  advocate  or  proctor  be  a  priest  or  deacon  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese  or  a  lay  person  who  has  been  a  communicant  of  some  parish  in  the  Diocese  for 
at  least  two  years  next  preceding  the  item  of  trial. 


CANON  NO.  27 

CONSECRATION  OF  THE  LORD'S  DAY 

It  is  the  duty  of  all  persons  within  this  Church  to  consecrate  the  Lord’s  Day,  commonly 
called  Sunday,  by  regular  attendance  at  the  services  of  the  Church,  by  being  present  at  the 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  by  hearing  the  word  of  God  read  and  taught,  by  acts 
of  prayer  and  other  exercises  of  devotion,  by  acts  of  charity,  and  by  abstaining  as  much  as 
possible  from  common  business  pursuits.  It  is  furthermore  their  duty  to  observe  by  some 
public  as  well  as  private  acts  aU  other  holy  days  and  festivals,  and  especially  the  penitential 
seasons  of  Advent  and  Lent. 
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CANON  NO.  28 

OFFENSES  FOR  WHICH  COMMUNICANTS  ARE  LIABLE 


SECTION  1.  Ttie  following  are  offenses  for  which  communicants  of  this  Diocese  shall 
be  liable:  First,  the  commission  of  any  felony  or  of  any  misdemeanor  involving  moral 
turpitude.  Second,  immorality.  Third,  living  in  habitual  disuse  of  public  worship  and  of  the 

Holy  Communion  according  to  the  Office  of  this  Church,  Fourth,  contempt  of  Godly 

discipline. 

SECTION  2.  A.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  every  priest  and  deacon  canonically 
resident  in  this  Diocese  to  give  warning  to  any  person  guilty  of  any  offense  specified  in 

Section  1  of  this  Canon.  If,  after  such  warning,  that  person  should  continue  in  the 

commission  of  that  offense,  he  may  be  suspended  by  the  Rector,  Pricst-in-Charge,  or  Vicar 
of  that  communicant's  parish  or  mission  from  Church  privileges  or  wholly  deprived  of  them. 
In  such  case  due  notice  of  that  fact  shall  be  given  to  the  Bishop  as  prescribed  by  the  rubric 
in  the  Communion  Office. 

B.  When  a  person,  having  been  repelled  from  the  Holy  Communion  or  suspended  from 
the  sacraments,  avail  himself  of  his  privilege  of  appeal  to  the  Bishop,  such  appeal  must  be 
made  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  the  first  occasion  of  such  repulsion.  Upon  receipt 
of  such  appeal  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  commission,  which  shall  consist  of  the  Chancellor 
and  two  priests,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  who  shall  itivestigatc  and  examine  the 
case  and  make  report  in  writing  of  their  findings  of  fact  to  the  Bishop  with  their  opinion 
thereon. 

C.  The  decision  of  the  Bishop  and  any  sentence  which  he  may  pronounce  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  report  of  said  commission.  Any  remission  of  such  sentence  must  be 
pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  When  suspension  from  the  Holy  Communion  shall  be  confirmed 
by  the  Bishop,  the  repulsion  shall  be  binding  upon  all  priests  and  deacons  of  the  Diocese  and 
the  party  so  repelled  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offense  under  this  Canon  if  he  shall  attempt  to 
receive  Holy  Communion  until  or  unless  officially  restored. 

SECTION  3.  If  a  priest  or  deacon  shall  be  injured  by  an  offending  communicant  then 
said  priest  or  deacon  shall  suspend  all  disciplinary  action  against  that  offending  communicant 
until  he  shall  have  submitted  the  case  for  advice  to  the  priest  of  an  adjacent  parish;  if, 
however,  the  said  priest  or  deacon  shall  not  be  satisfied  with  the  advice  given,  then  he  may 
refer  the  original  case  together  with  the  opinion  thereon  to  the  Bishop  for  his  judgment.  If 
the  Bishop's  judgment  should  be  adverse  to  the  suspension  then  the  Bishop's  said  judgment 
shall  be  final  in  the  matter;  otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall  allow  the  suspension. 


CANON  NO.  29 

TRANSFER  OF  COMMUNICANTS 

SECTION  1.  A  communicant  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
changing  his  or  her  parochial  affiliation,  shall  present  a  certificate  from  the  f)ricst  oi  deacon 
of  the  parish  or  mission  of  his  last  residence,  or,  if  there  be  no  such  priest  or  deacon,  then 
from  one  of  the  Church  Wardens,  stating  that  he  is  a  communicant  in  good  standing,  and  the 
priest  or  deacon  of  the  parish  or  mission  with  which  a  communicant  desires  to  affiliate  shall 
not  record  his  or  her  name  ori  its  list  of  members  until  such  letter  of  introduction  shall  be 
delivered  or  until  he  shall  receive  a  satisfactory  reason  why  the  same  cannot  be  obtained. 

SECTION  2.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  communicant  under  Canon  Law  to  apply  u[X)n 
removal  from  his  or  her  parish  or  mission  for  a  certificate  of  his  or  her  standing.  This 
certificate  may  be  given  in  the  following  form:

This  certificate,  if  not  presented  within  six  months  from  the  date  hereof,  is  not  to  be 
used  as  a  general  testimonial.

RESPONSIBn^ITY  FOR  MISSIONARY  WORK 

SECTION  1.  All  resident  baptized  members  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  constitute 
its  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  and  therefore  have  the  responsibility  to  support  the  Mission 
of  the  Church. 

SECTION  2.  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  appropriate  at  each  annual  meeting 
the  amount  to  be  raised  and  expended  for  the  mission  work  as  part  of  the  Diocesan  budget 
within  the  Diocese  during  the  ensuing  year. 

SECTION  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  priest  and  deacon  of  this  Diocese  to  instruct 
the  people  within  his  jurisdiction  in  relation  to  these  objects  and  to  discharge  such  missionary 
service  in  the  vicinity  of  their  parishes  and  missions  as  may  be  assigned  to  them  by  the 
Bishop. 


CANON  NO.  31 
HOUSE  OF  CHURCH  WOMEN 

SECTION  1.  There  may  be  a  House  of  Church  Women  to  meet  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  may  appoint,  which  shall  have  power,  subject  to  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  to  legislate  with  regard  to  the  conduct  of  women's 
work  in  connection  with  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  and  to  act  in  a  consultant  capacity  upon 
such  other  matters  as  the  Bishop  may  from  time  to  time  submit  to  it  for  its  opinion.  The 
sessions  of  the  House  of  Church  Women  may  be  separate  from  the  sessions  of  the 
Convention. 

SECTION  2.  All  women  who  are  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
shall  be  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Episcopal  Church  Women.  The  Episcopal  Church 
Women  shall  have  an  annual  meeting  at  which  they  shall  elect  their  officers  as  provided  for 
in  the  By-Laws  adopted  by  the  Episcopal  Church  Women  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 
The  By-Laws  of  the  organization  shall  provide  for  the  election  of  members  and  officers  for 
the  performance  of  work  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Women. 

SECTION  3.  The  Episcopal  Church  Women  shall  be  subject  to  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  and  to  the  jursidication  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 


CANON  NO.  32 
TITLES  OF  CANONS 

The  titles  of  these  Canons  shall  be  deemed  not  to  be  a  part  of  the  law  governing  this 
Diocese. 


CANON  NO.  33 
AMENDMENT  OF  CANONS 

The  Canons  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  Any  proposed 
amendment  shall  be  presented  in  writing,  read  in  open  Convention,  and  referred  without 
debate  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  which  shall  consider  and  report  to  the 
Convention  thereon.  When  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Convention  and  approved  by 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  amendment  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  Canons. 
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CANON  NO.  34

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RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  CONVENTION 

OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 

OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH,  INC. 

(ADOPTED  7  NOVEMBER  1987) 

Rule  I 

After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  and  call  the  Convention  to  order. 

Rule  n 

The  President,  having  appointed  a  Committee  on  Credentials  to  receive  and  compare  con¬ 
vention  registration  documents  with  the  credentials  of  both  lay  and  clerical  delegates,  shall 
receive  the  same.  The  Committee  shall  report  whether  there  were  disputed  credentials. 

Rule  in 

A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention  organized 
for  business. 

Rule  IV 

The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary  who  being  chosen  shall 
have  the  power  to  appoint  an  Assistant  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Convention. 

Rule  V 

Convention  shall  then  receive  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Nominating  Committee  and  pro¬ 
ceed  to  any  required  elections. 

Rule  VI 

After  the  votes  are  taken  the  Bishop  shall  deliver  his  annual  address. 

Rule  Vn 

The  Bishop  shall  make  such  nominations  and  appointments  as  are  directed  by  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  Canons. 

Rule  Vni 

Then  shall  the  customary  reports  of  various  diocesan  committees  and  commissions  be 
received  by  title  in  a  printed  form,  except  that  reports  may  be  made  orally  at  the  request 
of  the  President. 

Rule  IX 

Resolutions  shall  be  next  acted  upon. 

Rule  X 

Then  shall  the  Treasurer’s  report  for  the  current  year  be  received  and  the  proposed  budget 
for  the  succeeding  year  be  presented  and  acted  upon. 

Rule  XI 

Then  shall  various  presentations  expressive  of  or  conductive  to  the  life  of  this  diocese 
or  the  larger  Church  be  made  according  to  the  desire  of  the  President. 

Rule  Xn 

When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  after¬ 
wards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

Rule  Xffl 

In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from  the  sitting  of  the  Convention,  he  shall 
appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his  absence. 

Rule  XIV 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or 
be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  XV 

When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he 
shall  arise  from  his  seat  and  with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the 
President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XVI 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate  without  the  consent  of  the  House. 

Rule  XVn 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall  continue  in  their  seats  and 
not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XVffl 

Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put,  unless  excused  by  the  Conven¬ 
tion  and,  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last.

When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  made  unless  to  lay  it  upon 
the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend 
it,  or  to  divide  it,  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  take  precedence  in  the  order 
named. 

A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  and,  if  unqualified,  shall  be  settled  without 
debate. 

No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced 
to  writing. 

A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Convention  and  shall 
not  again  be  considered  during  the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  recon¬ 
sidered  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  pur¬ 
pose  by  one  of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President  in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member 
may  appeal  from  such  decision;  and  on  such  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this 
Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered  on 
the  Journal  on  their  reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  to  take 
part  in  the  proceedings. 

The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Conventions,  unless  altered  or 
rescinded  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each  Convention. 
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MINUTES 
of  the 

EIGHTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 
6-7  November  1987 

The  Eighty-ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  opened  at  6:00  pm  at 
St.  Augustine’s  Church,  Gary,  on  November  6th,  with  the  Conventual  Mass,  a  votive  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  After  Mass  was  held  the  Convention  Banquet  at  Marquette  Pavilion,  Gary.  Entertainment 
was  provided  by  the  choir  of  the  Emerson  School  for  the  Visual  and  Performing  Arts  and  the  Address 
was  given  by  the  Rt.  Rev’d  Gideon  Otubelu,  Bishop  of  Enugu,  our  companion  Diocese. 

Convention  reasembled  and  began  its  business  the  following  morning  at  Marquette  Pavillion,  Bishop 
Gray  calling  his  first  convention  to  order  at  9  am  exactly. 

The  Credentials  Committee,  Fr.  Comer,  chairman,  reported  that  of  94  possible  lay  delegates,  86 
were  present;  of  69  possible  clerical  delegates,  46  were  present.  Bishop  Gray  declared  a  quorum 
present,  and  convention  organized  for  business. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  presented  by  Fr. Schramm,  Resolution  #2  {vid.  infra, 
"Resolutions")-  The  resolution  carried,  and  Canon  2,  Section  5 A  was  ammended. 

The  Secretary  next  presented  the  Revised  Rules  of  Order  for  consideration  and  moved  their 
acceptance.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  all  concurred,  {yid.  supra,  "Rules  of  Order") 

Bishop  Gray  then  read  a  letter  from  Bishop  Sheridan  expressing  regret  for  being  unable  to  attend 
this  convention,  asking  to  be  excused,  and  greeting  all  present. 

Bishop  Gray  then  made  introductions  of  those  new  to  the  diocese  —  new  priests:  Fr.  Richard 
Kallenberg,  Fr.  Michael  Basden,  and  Fr.  Richard  Matthews;  new  transitional  deacons:  Mr.  Frank 
King,  and  Mr.  Gregory  Stevens;  Chaplain,  Fr.  Theodore  Sirotko,  who  is  rarely  able  to  be  present 
at  convention;  licen^  priests,  Fr.  Bill  Gregg  and  Fr.  Dale  Hathaway;  and  seminarians:  David  Evans 
and  Ron  Baskin. 

Bishop  Gray  then  nominated  Fr.  Schramm  to  serve  as  secretary  of  Convention;  all  concurred. 
He  then  appoint^  Fr.  Lee  to  serve  as  assistant  secretary.  He  further  nominated  Mrs.  Katona  to  serve 
as  treasurer;  all  incurred. 

The  Bishop  then  called  upon  Mrs.  Nancy  Moody  to  present  the  report  of  the  Standing  Nominating 
Committee.  Those  nominate  for  various  offices  were  as  follows:  for  Delegates  to  Provincial  Synod 
[ballot  #1]:  in  the  clerical  order,  Fr.  Hatfield  and  Dean  Bizzaro;  in  the  lay  order,  Mr.  Chester  Williams, 
Mr.  George  Voltz,  Mr.  Byron  Wedge,  Mrs.  Betty  Jo  Boyer,  Mrs.  Nancy  Moody,  Mr.  LeRoy  Lacey, 
and  Mr.  David  Nash.  One  priest  and  two  lay  persons  were  to  be  elected  for  three-year  terms.  For 
Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  Foundation  [ballot  #2]:  in  the  clerical  order.  Dean  Biz¬ 
zaro,  Fr.  Hughes,  and  Fr.  Kallenberg;  in  the  lay  order,  Mr.  John  Eklem,  Mr.  David  Wright,  Mr. 
Charles  Wicks,  and  Mr.  Wyatt  Mick.  One  priest  and  one  lay  person  were  to  be  elected  for  three-year 
terms.  For  the  Greater  Cathedral  Chapter  [ballot  #3] :  in  the  clerical  order,  Fr.  Lee,  Fr.  Thompson, 
Fr.  Bliven,  Fr.  Newby,  and  Fr.  Basden;  in  the  lay  order.  The  Hon  Spencer  Walton,  Mrs.  Rosemary 
Ward,  Mrs.  Sally  Ade,  Mr.  J.  W.  Miller,  and  Mr.  Ricahrd  Chaney.  Two  in  each  order  were  to  be 
elected  for  one-year  terms.  Finally,  for  the  Standing  Committee  [ballot  H]\  in  the  clerical  order, 
Fr.  Poston,  Fr.  Eyrick,  Fr.  Davis,  and  (mistakenly  omitted  from  the  printed  report)  Fr.  Bradford; 
in  the  lay  order,  Mr.  LeRoy  Lacey,  Mrs.  Mary  Jo  Luke,  Mr.  Wyatt  Mick,  and  Mr.  Chester 
Williams.  One  priest  was  to  be  elected  for  a  three-year  term;  one  lay  person  for  a  two-year  term. 

The  Bishop  then  proceeded  to  the  elections  with  ballot  ft\ ,  there  being  no  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Parliamentarians  were  then  appointed  by  Bishop  Gray:  Mr.  Orville  Nichols,  and  Fr.  Blakslee, 
assisting. 

As  the  Bishop  proceeded  to  ballot  ffl,  Mr.  Chester  Williams  moved  that  there  be  no  further  elec¬ 
tions  until  the  results  from  the  previous  balloting  were  known,  this  to  give  p)eople  a  chance  to  vote 
after  knowing  who.  was  elected  to  previous  positions.  The  motion  was  seconded,  but  defeated. 
Convention  proceeded  to  ballot  #2,  there  being  no  nominations  from  the  floor. 
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No  nominations  were  made  from  the  floor  for  ballot  ^3,  and  the  vote  was  taken  on  that  ballot. 

At  this  time  the  first  results  from  ballot  #1  were  received:  139  votes  were  cast,  Fr.  Bizzarro 
was  elected  with  91;  Mr.  Williams  was  elected  with  74  and  Mrs.  Moody  with  81. 

Next  Fr.  Sirotko  addressed  convention.  His  military  duties  usually  keep  him  from  attending,  so 
it  was  a  special  treat  to  convention  to  have  him  present.  He  spoke  of  his  work  as  a  chaplain  and  of 
the  shortage  of  military  chaplains  at  the  current  time. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  updated  their  report  at  9:45  am;  92  lay  delegates  were  present; 
48  clerical. 

Convention  then  proceeded  to  ballot  #4,  there  being  no  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Next  Fr.  Holifield  introduced  representatives  from  the  new  St.  Mary’s  Episcopal  Fellowship  in 
Rochester  and  gave  thanks  to  Holy  Trinity,  Peru,  and  to  St.  Andrew’s,  Kokomo,  for  much-needed 
help  in  getting  started. 

The  first  results  from  ballot  HI  showed  no  election.  Lowest  vote  getters  in  each  order  were 
eliminated  (Fr.  Bizzaro  and  Mr.  Eklem)  and  the  vote  was  taken  again. 

Next  Fr.  Davis  spoke  to  convention  about  the  work  of  the  Evangelism  Committee  (for  report, 
vid.  ifrd).  He  reported  that  members  of  the  committee  were  being  trained  as  parish  consultants  and 
will  soon  be  available  to  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  diocese.  Mr.  Mick,  a  member  of  the  com¬ 
mittee,  also  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  linking  the  baptismal  covenant  with  evangelism.  15  members 
of  the  committee  meet  monthly. 

Next  Mrs.  Suzanne  Stiene  from  the  Foundation  addressed  convention  (report:  vid.  infra). 

The  Bishop  then  nominated  and  appointed  the  various  canonical  committees  for  1988.  All  were 
unanimously  approved  by  convention,  {vid.  supra,  "Directory"). 

Next  Miss  Angie  Colbert  reported  on  the  youth  program  (for  related  report,  vid.  infra).  She  spoke 
of  the  value  of  the  summer  camping  program  for  junior  high  and  grade  school  children  and  of  her 
experiences  at  Mailed  Conference  for  high  school  youth.  The  diocese  also  sponsors  a  fall  and  a  spring 
retreat  weekend.  The  highlight  of  the  past  year  was  the  national  Episcopal  Youth  Event  with  about 
1700  young  people  from  all  dioceses  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  12  young  people  from  Northern  In¬ 
diana  (with  12  adult  sponsors)  attended. 

Results  from  ballot  #3  were  presented;  with  139  cast,  Fr.  Lee  was  elected  with  75  votes,  Mr. 
Walton  with  85.  Fr.  Basden  and  Mr.  Chaney  were  eliminated  in  their  orders,  and  another  vote  was 
taken  to  elect  the  remaining  persons. 

Convention  then  recessed  from  10:47  to  11:13.  Results  from  ballot  H2.  were  announced  then: 
with  139  votes  cast,  Fr.  Kallenberg  was  elected  with  78.  Mr.  Wright  was  eliminated  in  the  lay  order, 
and  the  vote  was  taken  again  to  elect  one  lay  person. 

Ballot  H  results  were  also  announced.  With  140  votes  cast,  there  was  no  election.  So  Fr.  Eyrick 
and  Mr.  Williams  were  each  eliminated  from  their  orders  and  the  vote  taken  again. 

Fr.  Thompson  then  spoke  by  personal  privilege  to  thank  parishioners  from  St.  Augustine’s  and 
St.  Barnabas’  and  to  welcome  the  convention  to  Gary. 

The  Bishop  then  read  a  commendation  of  St.  Vincent’s  Guild  from  Fr.  Newby.  St.  Vincent  s 
Guild  for  Acolytes,  Lectors,  and  Lay  Readers,  is  encouraging  the  formation  of  new  chapters. 

The  results  of  ballot  #3  were  then  announced:  with  140  votes  cast,  there  was  no  election.  Fr. 
Newby  and  Mr.  Miller  were  eliminated  and  a  new  vote  taken. 

Bishop  Gray  then  delivered  his  annual  address  {vid.  infra). 

Convention  recessed  from  12:22  to  1:53  for  lunch. 
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Upon  reconvening,  the  results  from  ballot  tfl  were  announced:  Mr.  Mick  was  elected  with  85 
votes.  In  ballot  tfi,  with  137  votes  cast,  Fr.  Bliven  was  elected  with  73  and  Mrs.  Ward  with  80. 
In  ballot  H  there  ws  still  no  election.  Fr.  Bradford  and  Mr.  Mick  were  eliminated  and  a  new  vote  taken. 

Next  Fr.  Comer  moved  to  accept  all  reports  made  to  convention  in  written  form  by  title  {vid. 
infra).  His  motion  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Next  the  chancellor  presented  resolution  #1  (for  this  and  all  subsequent  resolutions,  vid.  infra 
"Resolutions")  and  mov^  its  adoption  as  ammended  by  the  resolution  of  the  Calumet  Deanery. 
The  resolution  passed. 

« 

Fr.  Schramm,  on  behalf  of  diocesan  council,  then  presented  resolutions  #3  and  4,  and  moved  the 
adoption  of  resolution  /G.  After  debate,  convention  voted  to  close  debate  and  passed  the  resolution.  Fr. 
Schramm  also  moved  the  adoption  of  resolution  M,  but  since  it  could  not  constitutionally  take  effect 
were  it  to  pass,  the  resolution  was  withdrawn. 

The  results  of  ballot  M  were  announced:  Fr.  Davis  was  elected  with  73  votes;  Mr.  Lacey  with  79. 

Mr.  Williams  next  moved  that  before  convention  adopt  any  computerized  voting  system,  the  same 
be  tested  in  convention  so  that  a  comparison  could  be  made  with  the  present  system.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  after  considerable  debate,  was  passed. 

Fr.  Schramm  then  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  resolution  #5  on  behalf  of  the  South  Bend 
Deanery.  The  motion  was  seconded  but  after  debate  was  tabled. 

Fr.  Schramm  then  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  resolution  on  behalf  of  the  South  Bend 

Deanery.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  after  debate  was  defeated. 

Fr.  Hyndman  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  resolution  #7.  It  was  seconded  and  passed 
without  debate.  Mr.  Stevphen  Drendall  then  withdrew  resolution  #8,  since  the  substance  of  it  had 
already  been  dealt  with  by  the  tabling  of  resolution 

Mrs.  Rosemary  Ward  then  moved  the  adoption  of  Resolution  if9.  It  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Bishop  Gray  then  apointed  Mrs.  Ward  chairman  of  a  Committee  on  Aging. 

Thanks  and  memorial  resolutions  ^10  through  ffll  were  then  presented  by  Mr.  Walton.  Each 
was  passed  without  dissent. 

Mrs.  Katona  then  presented  the  treasurer’s  report  and  the  Proposed  Budget  for  1988.  Fr.  Comer 
moved  the  ammendment  of  the  budget  to  account  for  $500  appropriated  in  resolution  #9,  moving  that 
it  be  taken  from  contingency.  The  ammendment  was  seconded  and  passed.  Fr.  Sams  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  budget.  His  motion  was  seconded,  and  after  only  brief  discussion  was  passed. 

Mr.  Nichols  then  asked  for  the  privilege  of  addressing  convention  and  expressed  his  gratitude  to 
Bishop  Gray  for  appointing  him  parliamentarian.  He  had  now  served  30  years  in  this  capacity,  and 
under  four  bishops. 

Bishop  Gray  reported  that  next  year  convention  has  been  invited  to  Kokomo. 

Bishop  Gray  then  welcomed  a  motion  for  adjournment  which  was  made  at  3:33  pm. 

Bishop  Otubelu,  who  had  been  in  attendance  during  the  whole  day’s  business  session,  then  dismissed 
the  Convention  wifti  his  blessing.

It  hardly  seems  possible  that  I  am  beginning  my  second  year  as  the  Bishop  of  Northern 
Indiana.  It  was  at  this  time  last  year  that  I  announced  an  intention  to  strengthen  our  rela¬ 
tionship  with  the  Diocese  of  Enugu  and,  already,  we  have  planned  and  are  carrying  out 
a  visit  from  Bishop  Otubelu;  his  lovely  wife,  Lucy;  and  Father  Nwizu.  I  want  to  begin 
this,  my  first  address,  by  greeting  Bishop  Otubelu  and  thanking  him  for  being  among  us 
to  proclaim  the  gospel  and  to  broaden  our  perspectives  on  the  Church. 

In  a  year’s  time,  the  family  has  become  more  and  more  acclimatized  to  Northern  In¬ 
diana,  and  we  even  are  anticipating  the  arrival  of  winter.  All  of  us  have  enjoyed  fall  this 
year,  and  we  feel  very  much  at  home  in  our  new  house  and  in  our  new  diocese.  I  have 
learned  that  being  a  bishop  is  really  a  change  of  vocation.  It  is  both  a  wonderful  and  a 
difficult  change.  It  is  wonderful  in  that  one  sees  the  church  in  a  different  perspective;  one 
sees  the  vast  variety  of  people.  Both  problems  and  blessings  are  seen  on  a  different 
scale.  The  difficulty  of  being  a  bishop,  so  far,  is  that  on  many  occasions,  I  do  imss  wor¬ 
shipping  regularly  with  the  same  congregation;  and,  of  course,  we  miss  our  friends  and 
loved  ones  in  Florida.  But,  we  have  found  new  and  wonderful  friends  here,  and  we  feel 
and  know  joy  in  the  call  I  received  to  be  the  Bishop  of  Northern  Indiana.  As  I  begin  this 
address  to  you,  I  want  to  make  public  proclamation  of  my  heartfelt  gratitude  to  several 
people  without  whom  I  would  not  be  here.  First,  of  course,  is  my  wife,  Karen,  and  I  want 
to  introduce  her  to  you  at  this  time.  And  then  I  have  been  especially  blessed  in  haying 
a  wonderful  staff.  All  of  Bishop  Sheridan’s  very  competent  staff  retired  at  the  same  time, 
thus  we  had  the  opportunity  of  building  a  staff  from  the  ground  up.  I  would  like  for  you 
to  meet  our  diocesan  staff;  Canon  Jeffrey  Lee,  Judy  Bliven,  Joy 
Hamish,  and  Sharon  Katona.  All  of  these  people  have  been  working  very  hard  for  this 
convention  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  have  been  working  very  hard  since  their  first  days 
in  the  diocesan  office.  Each  week,  we  have  a  staff  meeting,  and  we  begin  that  meeting 
with  prayer.  The  staff  exists  to  serve  you,  and  we  hope  that  the  message  of  service  is 
communicated  every  time  you  call  or  come  into  the  office. 

A  church  leader  once  said  that  there  are  three  kinds  of  changes  in  any  organization 
or  organism.  These  three  are  developmental,  transitional,  and  transformational.  A 
developmental  change  is  one  which  hopes  to  accomplish  a  limited  goal  and  to  set  the  tone 
for  future  action.  A  transitional  change  is  one  involving  new  leadership,  a  new  phase,  or 
a  new  era.  Transformational  change  is  deep,  substantive,  and  life-changing.  This  last 
kind  of  change  is  always  by  the  grace  of  God  and  is  difficult,  and  perhaps  impossible,  to 
plan  and  to  strategize  for.  I  thought  it  might  be  helpful  to  use  these  thr^  terms  -  developrnen- 
tal  change,  transitional  change,  and  transformational  change,  to  describe  some  of  the  Aings 
which  have  happened  in  the  diocese  this  year  and  to  share  some  of  my  hopes  for  the  future 
with  you. 
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First,  developmental  change.  A  typical  developmental  change  has  been  the  Supple¬ 
ment  to  The  Beacon.  Since  The  Beacon  is  published  only  quarterly,  we  have  been  issuing 
the  Supplement  to  the  Beacon  as  a  vehicle  for  current  news,  which  most  of  you  find  very 
helpful.  The  supplement  is  sent  out  monthly,  and  most  parishes  print  it  for  distribution 
with  their  newsletters,  or  as  an  insert  for  their  bulletins.  We  have  both  Father  Lee  and 
Joy  Hamish  to  thank  for  this  addition  to  our  diocesan  life.  Another  important  developmental 
change  is  that  for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  the  diocese  has  opened  a  new  ministry  in 
a  new  community.  I  have  asked  Father  Loyd  Holifield  to  begin  work  in  Rochester.  He 
has  been  released  from  his  responsibilites  at  Rensselaer  and  is  now  the  missionary  priest 
for  St.  Mary’s  fellowship  in  Rochester,  and  the  Rector  of  Holy  Trinity,  Peru.  There  are 
people  here  from  St.  Mary’s,  Rochester,  and  I  would  like  for  Father  Holifield  to  introduce 
them  at  this  time.  The  congregaton  at  Rochester  has  been  aided  by  St.  Andrew’s,  Kokomo, 
who  have  given  them  a  generous  gift  to  help  defray  the  rental  expense  for  their  meeting 
place.  Please  keep  the  members  of  this  new  congregation  in  your  prayers  as  they  seek 
to  do  God’s  work  in  their  community.  Another  developmental  change  has  been  the  visit 
by  the  Rev.  Doctor  Arlin  Rothauge,  who  is  a  priest  and  a  sociologist  employed  by  the  Na¬ 
tional  Church.  He  came  into  the  diocese  and  met  with  a  group  of  leaders  to  discuss  the 
area  of  visioning  for  the  diocese  and  we  discussed  new-congregation  development.  Out 
of  this  meeting,  I  felt  the  need  to  appoint  a  committee  on  new  churches.  The  chairman 
of  that  committee  will  be  Father  John  Blakslee.  It  is  part  of  my  vision  for  this  diocese 
to  open  new  congregations,  but  this  must  be  done  deliberately  and  with  proper  planning.  I 
am  especially  thankful  that  we  have  the  assistance  of  the  national  church  in  helping  us  to 
organize  our  first  mission.  Another  developmental  change  this  past  year  was  a  two-day 
clergy  conference  -  the  first  in  several  years  -  held  at  Ancilla  Domini.  We  look  forward 
to  another  one  in  March  of  1988.  The  conference  in  1988  will  be  held  in  Indianapolis 
and  will  be  conducted  jointly  with  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  of  Indianapolis.  At  that  pre¬ 
retirement  conference,  representatives  of  die  Church  Pension  Fund  will  advise  the  clergy 
in  planning.  We  also  have  had  some  clergy  days  for  reflection  and  for  study  -  one  with 
Bishop  Jones,  whose  topic  was  the  Lambeth  Conference;  a  day  with  the  Reverend  Dr.  Robert 
Wright  on  Ecumenism;  a  day  on  premarital  counseling;  a  day  to  explore  taxes  and  the  new 
tax  law;  and  a  quiet  day,  sponsored  by  the  School  for  Faith  and  Ministry,  concerning 
spirituality  and  the  arts.  Another  developmental  change  will  be  the  Ministry  Discernment 
Conference  which  will  be  held  in  1988,  and  hopefully  every  year  thereafter.  Father  Don 
Raih  has  been  in  charge  of  this  and  is  developing  a  retreat  for  persons  who  are  considering 
and  praying  about  their  vocations  to  the  ordained  ministry.  Later  on,  you  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  hear  from  the  Northern  Indiana  Foundation  and  to  be  updated  regarding  the 
slide  program  which  they  are  sponsoring.  The  Foundation  has  been  very  active  in 
funding  developmental  ideas  within  the  diocese  for  many  years,  and  I  do  not  want  to  miss 
the  opportunity  to  commend  them  for  their  work. 

Another  asp^t  of  change  is  transitional  change.  One  of  the  fundamental  transitional 
changes  in  any  diocese  occurs  when  clergy  leave  and  congregations  are  faced  with  the  op¬ 
portunity  of  calling  a  new  priest.  We  have  established  clearly  laid-out  policies  for  filling 
vacancies  and  FaSier  Lee  is  doing  a  splended  job  assisting  vestries  in  this  particular 
ministry.  As  of  now,  we  have  useS  this  process  for  St.  John’s,  Elkhart,  and  St.  Anne’s, 
Warsaw,  and  we  are  working  with  St.  David’s,  Elkhart,  and  St.  Andrew’s,  Michigan  City. 
Another  transitional  change  which  has  been  very  important  in  the  life  of  the  diocese  is  that 
all  of  the  ordination  procedures  have  been  standardized  through  the  very  diligent  work  of 
the  Commission  on  Ministry.  The  COM  has  clearly-stated  guidelines  for  anyone  entering 
the  process  for  deacon,  for  priest,  or  for  someone  from  another  communion. 

We  have  had  a  major  transition  in  the  fabric  of  the  diocesan  office  building.  Due  to 
the  generosity  of  the  Foundation,  and  the  generosity  of  individuals,  we  have  been  able  to 
renovate  the  diocesan  offices,  to  move  some  offices,  to  do  complete  painting,  and  to 
purchase  new  ftimiture  when  necessary.  The  staff  and  I  hope  that  you  will  come  and  visit 
us  and  allow  us  to  give  you  a  tour  through  the  offices.  As  I  mentioned  earlier,  we  have 
added  a  part-time  staff  member  to  assist  us  in  the  increased  clerical  work  because  of  this 
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transition,  and  Joy  Hamish  is  now  with  us  as  Father  Lee’s  secretary.  I  would  be  remiss 
if  I  did  not  mention  another  transition  -  and  a  happy  one  at  that.  We  now  have  a  full-time 
priest  at  Holy  Family,  Angola.  Father  Richard  Matthews  has  resigned  his  position  as  an 
engineer  and  is  now  the  foil-time  vicar  of  Holy  Family  parish. 


I  now  mention  some  transitions  for  the  future.  First,  the  year  1988  will  provide  tran¬ 
sitions  in  and  of  itself,  beginning  with  General  Convention  which  will  be  held  in  Detroit 
July  2  to  11th,  and  then  immediately  following  that,  the  Lambeth  Conference  of  Bishops 
meeting  from  July  16th  until  August  7th.  It  happens  only  once  every  thirty  years  that 
Lambeth  and  General  Convention  fall  in  the  same  year,  but  I  do  ask  your  prayers  for  our 
deputies  and  for  your  bishop  for  these  two  conferences.  Both  of  these  meetings  are  very 
taxing  physically  and  emotionally,  and  many  important  items  will  be  taken  up  at  the 
meetings.  Two  or  three  years  ago,  the  bishops  were  asked  to  engage  in  dialogue  with  their 
dioceses  and  to  send  proposals,  hopes,  ideas,  and  dreams  ahead  of  time  to  Lambeth  so  that 
those  ideas  and  hopes  could  be  built  into  the  agenda  of  Lambeth.  As  I  am  a  new  diocesan, 
I  was  not  able  to  do  this,  but  I  hope  in  some  way,  symbolically  that  is,  to  take  the  diocese 
with  me.  Perhaps  if  I  had  a  picture  of  each  congregation,  I  could  go  into  Canterbury 
Cathedral  and  pray  for  you  at  specific  times  during  Lambeth.  I  do  look  forward  to  Lambeth 
and  to  returning  from  that  conference  to  share  that  event  with  you. 


Another  transitional  change  for  the  future  involves  the  Wawasee  Conference  Center.  I 
have  met  with  the  board  and  have  talked  with  them  about  renovating  this  center.  Jerry 
Hyndman,  who  is  an  architect  and  a  member  of  Trinity  Church,  Michigan  City,  and  Maria 
Slager,  who  is  a  designer,  and  a  member  of  St.  John’s  church,  Elkhart,  have  volunteered 
their  time  to  develop  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  upgrading  of  the  center.  This  will 
include  a  new  flat  roof.  It  will  include  renovating  the  bedrooms  and  the  bathrooms  both 
upstairs  and  down,  and  adding  another  room  or  two  downstairs.  We  also  hope,  at  some 
future  time,  to  get  a  donation  or  two  to  build  a  small  cottage  there  for  a  retreat  leader,  or 
for  clergy-family  vacations  in  the  summertime.  We  will  have  more  information  on  these 

plans  in  the  future. 

I  also  would  like  to  say  that  it  is  important  for  all  of  us  in  the  diocese  to  develop  new 
leadership,  even  as  we  celebrate  the  dedicated  leadership  of  past  years.  It  is  important 
for  any  organization,  and  the  church  is  an  organization,  as  well  as  an  organism,  constantly 
to  be  developing  new  leadership.  In  the  future,  I  will  be  inviting  new  leadership  into  all 
phases  of  diocesan  life.  I  will  actively  encourage  the  rotating  of  all  dioce^n  leadership 
msitions.  We  will  be  having  new  committees,  such  as  the  new  Clergy  Compensation 
Committees  and  the  Church  Development  Committee,  and  these  committees  will  need 
responsible  leadership.  If  you,  or  someone  in  your  parish,  are  interested  m  becoming  more 
involved  in  the  life  of  the  diocese,  please  write  us  a  letter  and  let  us  know. 


I  now  move  to  transformational  change.  I  must  first  say  that  transformational  change 
can  be  prepared  for  by  adequately  looking  into  developmental  and  transitional  change;  but, 
ultimately,  transformational  change  -  that  is,  that  change  which  occurs  deep  in  our  hearts, 
and  minds,  and  souls  -  really  is  arrived  at  only  by  the  grace  of  God.  ^ ' 

mational  change  can  be  seen  only  after  it  has  occurred.  A  beautiful  example  of  that  is  foe 
School  for  Faith  and  Ministry.  The  School  for  Faith  and  Ministry  ws  begun  several  years 
ago  as  foe  Cathedral  Lay  School  of  Theology.  Under  foe  direction  of  Deacon  ^ 
Tracy,  this  school  assumed  more  and  more  responsibility  for  training  leadership  throughou 
the  diocese  and,  in  foe  past  year,  foe  name  has  been  changed  to  the  Schoo  for  F^^th  and 
Ministry.  I  do  believe  that  this  school  has  transform^  lives  of  ^ny  pecyle 
assumS  their  foil  responsibility  for  Christian  leadership.  I  look  forward  to  foe  school  s 
taking  a  greater  part  in  foe  educational  life  of  foe  diocese  in  the  future;  therefore,  as  pa 
of  foe  budget  for  1988,  you  will  note  that  there  is  a  $6,000  provipon  for  ^^alaity  for  a 
Christian  Education  person.  This  salary  will  be  used  to  fond  a 

Tracy  so  that  she  may  continue  her  work  and  expand  it.  I  hope  that  there  will  be  more 
edSonal  opportunities  in  the  life  of  the  diocese.  Please  note  that  this  particular  line 
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item  in  the  budget  is  funded  from  the  Delphi  Trust  Fund  and  not  allocated  from  the  diocesan 
budget.  I  see  some  transformational  change  in  some  of  the  congregations.  More  especially, 
I  note  that  St.  Francis,  Chesterton,  and  Christ  the  King,  Huntington,  have  accepted  a  20% 
reduction  in  the  amount  of  funding  they  ask  from  the  diocese,  and  the  other  mission  con¬ 
gregations  are  seriously  addressing  their  own  mission  and  ministry  both  in  their  own  com¬ 
munities  and  as  they  relate  to  the  diocese.  I  have  noticed  that  many  other  congregations 
who  traditionally  asked  for  aid  -  or  at  least  asked  for  reductions  in  their  assessments  -  have 
not  asked  this  year,  and  that  reveals  a  fundamental  change  in  the  life  of  those  congregations 
as  well.  A  substantive  change  occurs  in  the  lives  of  people  who  attend  Cursillo 
weekends.  Last  Sunday  night,  it  was  my  privilege  to  be  present  for  the  closing  service 
of  a  Cursillo  weekend  and  to  hear  people  share  about  the  love  of  Christ  that  they  felt  during 
this  particular  experience  and  about  their  commitment  to  carry  their  faith  on  into  their  fourth 
day,  which  is,  in  fact,  the  rest  of  their  lives.  I  have  been,  for  many  years,  and  continue 
to  be  an  active  supporter  for  renewal  ministries  in  the  life  of  the  church  and  more  especially 
for  Cursillo  and  Marriage  Encounter.  I  have  been  asked  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  to  be 
the  liaison  bishop  for  the  Marriage  Encounter  movement  and  I  look  forward  to  being 
involved  in  that  particular  area.  I  also  have  been  appointed  to  the  Mission  and  Ministry 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  have  been  elected  to  the  Board  of  the  Anglican 
Fellowship  of  Prayer.  We  will  have  Harry  and  Emily  Griffith,  of  this  fellowship  in  the 
diocese  for  a  prayer  workshop  in  1988.  All  three  of  these  responsibilities  point  up  my 
deep  and  abiding  commitment  to  the  renewal  of  the  Church  through  these  organizations.  I 
say  this  as  a  preparatory  remark,  since  one  of  my  fondest  hopes  is  that  we  might  begin 
sponsoring  Happening,  which  is  a  weekend  renewal  experience  for  young  persons.  In  fact, 
that  process  has  already  begun  with  my  appointment  of  Father  Robert  Bramlett  as  the  Spiritual 
Director  for  the  Happening  weekend.  Twelve  people  have  been  meeting  and  they  are  plan¬ 
ning  this  experience  for  young  people  sometime  in  the  spring.  This  added  program  will 
not,  of  course,  supercede  or  replace  any  other  youth  activities,  but  rather,  should  enhance 
them.  I  mention  one  other  transformational  change,  and  I  saved  it  for  the  last  because  I 
think  it  deserves  some  special  attention.  For  a  long  time,  I  have  had  a  concern  for  clergy 
who  live  in  church-owned  housing.  For  the  first  twelve  years  of  my  ministry,  I  lived  in 
church-provided  housing  and  did  not  have  the  opportunity  to  build  up  any  equity.  Then, 
at  the  age  of  39,  I  bought  a  house  and  had  very  heavy  mortgage  payments  because  I  had 
not  accrued  any  down-payment  monies.  Another  personal  example  is  that  my  own  father 
was  a  priest  for  over  40  years  and  retired  and  died  immediately  upon  his  retirement.  He 
had  never  owned  a  house  and  my  mother  was  left  without  any  housing,  or  any  equity,  or 
any  savings  built  up  to  provide  housing  for  retirement.  I,  therefore,  have  been  working 
very  closely  with  Father  Eyrick  and  with  the  vestry  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  LaPorte,  and 
we  have  developed  a  plan  which  will  result,  I  believe,  in  transformational  change  in  the 
lives  of  the  clergy  of  this  diocese.  From  now  on,  it  will  be  my  policy  when  a  church  owns 
a  rectory,  and  chooses  to  keep  that  rectory,  for  the  vestry  to  provide  an  equity  account  for 
the  priest.  This  account  will  be  administered  by  the  Church  Pension  Fund  and  its  affiliates, 
and  it  will  be  a  standardized  policy  within  the  diocese.  In  order  to  enable  churches  to  enter 
into  this  particular  program,  the  vestry  of  St.  Paul’s  has  most-generously  provided  a  grant 
to  me  so  that  I  might  provide  50%  of  the  individual  payments  to  the  clergy  this  first 
year.  This  will  enable  all  of  the  congregations  to  enter  into  this  program  wiAout  unduly 
taxing  their  bugets.  I  will  be  able  to  flesh  this  out  at  a  future  time  with  the  clergy  and 
the  wardens  of  the  parishes  which  are  affected  by  this  plan,  but  I  did  want  you  to  know 
about  this  fundamental  change  and  that  I  am  overjoyed  with  the  generosity  of  St.  Paul’s 
in  providing  the  necessary  money  to  make  this  plan  feasible  in  the  life  of  the  diocese. 

I  have  spoken  a  great  deal  about  change,  but  I  do  not  want  you  to  think  that  change 
is  my  only  goal  as  the  bishop.  There  are  some  things  that  do  not  need  to  be  changed  and, 
as  I  mentioned  in  the  sermon  last  night,  I  believe  that  we  are  called  to  proclaim  Christ, 
we  are  called  to  be  the  Church,  we  are  called  to  bring  other  people  into  a  healing  and  clean¬ 
sing  relationship  with  Christ,  and  we  are  called  to  minister  to  the  sick  and  the  suffering 
in  die  name  of  Christ.  This,  of  course,  is  a  living  out  of  our  baptismal  vows.  How  do 
we  live  out  our  baptismal  vows?  How  do  we  in  some  way  affect  those  around  us  for  the 
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sake  of  Christ?  I  offer  to  you  two  themes  which  are  very  important  for  me  and  for  the 
life  of  the  diocese,  the  theme  of  evangelism  and  the  theme  of  stewardship.  I  can  mention 
these  only  briefly  due  to  the  time  press,  but  I  hope  that  in  the  years  to  come  these  two  themes 
will  be  fundamental  to  the  life  of  the  diocese.  They  are  themes  which  interweave  with 
one  another,  the  theme  and  understanding  of  evangelism  and  the  theme  and  understanding 
of  stewardship. 

Evangelism  -  As  I  have  mentioned  before,  the  census  figures  show  that  the  3 1  counties 
which  comprise  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  have  a  population  in  excess  of  2. 1  million 
people.  The  national  average  of  Episcopalians,  nationwide,  is  approximately  1  to  1  '/i  % .  If 
we  take  the  1  %  figure,  that  would  mean  that  we  probably  should  have  in  the  neighborhood 
of  20,000  Episcopalians.  Our  figures  show  that  we  have  perhaps  around  6,952  confirmed 
Episcopalians  in  this  diocese.  I  also  note  that  people  frequently  mention  that  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  movement  out  of  this  area.  While  that  may  be  true  of  the  Calumet  region, 
the  rest  of  the  state  is  growing  at  a  rate  of  3  Vi  %  per  year.  At  the  same  time,  the  population 
has  been  growing  here  in  Northern  Indiana,  the  diocese  has  decreased  from  13,000 
Episcopalians  22  years  ago,  to  6,952  this  year.  This  should  be  cause  for  great  concern 
for  all  of  us,  for  if  this  trend  continues,  we  probably  can  close  up  most  of  our  churches 
around  the  turn  of  the  century  and  quietly  fade  away.  I  offer  to  you  a  quote  from  the 
Reverend  William  Reed  Huntington,  who  was  one  of  the  framers  of  the  Chicago  Quadrilateral 
of  1888  and  was  a  noted  church  leader  in  the  last  century.  Father  Huntington  says  this 
of  the  church  of  his  day,  and  I  believe  that  it  applies  to  the  church  of  our  day  as  well: 

"If  our  whole  ambition  as  Anglicans  in  America  is  to  be  a  small,  but  eminently 
respectable  body  of  Christmas,  and  to  offer  a  refuge  to  people  of  refinement 
and  sensibility,  who  are  shocked  by  the  irreverences  they  are  apt  to  encounter 
elsewhere;  in  a  word,  if  we  care  to  be  only  a  countercheck  and  not  a  force  in 
society;  then  let  us  say  as  much  in  plain  terms,  and  frankly  renounce  any  and 
all  claim  to  Catholicity.  We  have  only,  in  such  a  case,  to  wrap  the  robe  of 
our  dignity  about  us,  and  walk  quietly  along  in  a  seclusion  no  one  will  take  much 
trouble  to  disturb.  Thus  we  will  be  a  Church  in  name  and  a  sect  in  deed. 

But  if  we  aim  at  something  nobler  than  this,  if  we  would  have  our  Communion 
become  national  in  very  truth,  -  in  other  words,  if  we  would  bring  the  Church 
of  Christ  into  the  closest  possible  sympathy  with  the  throbbing,  sorrowing, 
sinning,  repenting,  aspiring  heart  of  this  great  people,  -  then  let  us  press  our 
reasonable  claims  to  be  the  reconciler  of  a  divided  household,  not  in  a  spirit 
of  arrogance  (which  ill  befits  those  whose  best  possessions  have  come  to  them 
by  inheritance),  but  with  affectionate  earnestness  and  an  intelligent  zeal. " 

I  believe  that  we  are  at  a  crossroads  in  the  life  of  the  Church  in  this  diocese.  That 
crossroads  cannot  be  overemphasized.  We  must  bring  new  members  into  the  household 
of  faith  and  we  must  teach  them  and  equip  them  for  their  ministry.  But,  true  evangelism 
is  not  simply  bringing  people  into  church.  Evangelism  means  the  telling  of  the  Good  News, 
and  we  who  are  Episcopalians,  who  are  Anglicans,  have  good  news  to  tell  and  we  must 
tell  that  good  news  unashamedly  and  unabashedly  to  a  culture  which  desparately  needs  to 
hear  the  good  news  of  Jesus  as  we  preach  it.  We  must  discover  what  our  Anglican  roots 
are.  We  must  understand  why  we  are  Anglicans  and  then  proclaim  the  faith  of  Christ 
crucified,  and  risen,  and  ascended.  Someone  once  said  that  the  Anglican  Church  is  so 
incarnational,  that  is,  we  live  out  the  meaning  of  the  incarnation  of  Jesus  within  ourselves 
in  a  way  that  others  see.  When  that  story  of  Anglican  Christians  is  told,  people  do 
respond,  but  we  need  to  find  new  ways  to  tell  the  same  story.  As  I  mentioned  in  the  ser¬ 
mon  last  night,  our  worship  services  must  have  more  vitality  to  them.  We  must  discover 
the  root  of  our  commitment  to  Christ  Jesus,  and  we  must  realize  that  we  have  a  theology 
and  a  spirituality  which  is  as  fresh  today  as  it  ever  has  been.  That  is  evangelism  -  the  tell¬ 
ing  of  the  good  news  of  Christ  and  the  inviting  of  others  to  share  in  that  good  news.  We 
are  most  fortunate  in  the  church  to  have  a  very  active  and  vital  evangelism  department 
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at  the  national  church  level.  They  stand  ready  to  help  us  and  indeed  have  helped  us  in 
the  past.  There  are  other  organizations  ready  to  help  -  organizations  such  as  Churches 
Alive  and  the  church  growth  people;  but  we  must  take  the  responsibility  for  realizing  that 
we  have  a  need,  and  courageously  stepping  forward  to  accept  our  responsibility.  In  several 
places  in  the  diocese,  I  have  mention^  Rosalind  Rinker’s  definition  of  evangelism.  She 
says  that  evangelism  is  nothing  more  than  one  beggar  telling  another  where  to  find  bread.  I 
have  said  throughout  the  diocese  that  it  is  unfortunate  that  many  people  will  be  happy  to 
share  the  name  of  a  good  restaurant  with  someone,  to  tell  someone  about  a  good  doctor, 
or  a  good  filling  station,  but  there  seems  to  be  reluctance  in  many  parts  of  the  diocese  for 
people  to  tell  one  another  and  to  tell  strangers  about  the  church  -  about  the  place  where 
they  receive  spiritual  bread.  Yet,  I  see  some  changes,  some  wonderful  examples  of 
churches  reaching  out  to  other  people.  One  example  is  that  the  churches  in  Marion  and 
Gas  City  are  taking  out  advertisements  in  the  newspapers  and  are  entering  into  an  evangelism 
program  together.  St.  Philip  and  St.  James  Church  has  purchased  a  mailing  list  for  the 
zip  codes  near  their  church  and  they  sent  out  1800  letters  before  Easter  last  year.  They 
simply  invited  people  to  come  and  worship  with  them.  As  a  result  of  that  letter,  six  families 
attended  an  Easter  service,  and  I  understand  that  two  or  three  of  those  families  actually 
have  become  members  of  that  congregation.  I  also  applaud  the  vestry  of  Trinity  in  Fort 
Wayne  for  the  new  congregations  they  have  developed  over  the  years  and,  more  recently, 
they  are  working  with  St.  Philip  and  St.  James  so  that  congregation  might  reach  parish  status 
in  the  near  future.  I  note  that  the  people  of  St.  Paul’s  in  Hammond  have  done  surveys 
in  various  neighborhoods  to  find  people  who  do  not  attend  church,  and  I  also  note  with 
a  great  deal  of  joy  that  Trinity,  Logansport,  will  present  a  class  of  17  people  to  me  for 
confirmation.  I  know  even  as  I  mention  individual  congregations  that  I  may  have  left 
someone  out,  and  I  hope  that  in  due  time,  if  there  is  something  that  is  happening  that  I 
have  not  mentioned,  someone  will  stand  up  at  this  convention  and  share  what  is  happening 
in  their  parish  regarding  evangelism. 

Stewardship  - 1  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  mention  stewardship.  It  has  been  said 
many  times  that  we  are  not  a  wealthy  diocese.  That  is,  in  fact,  true.  Nor  are  we,  though, 
a  poor  diocese.  I  do  believe  that  God  has  given  us  everything  we  need  for  the  equipping 
of  the  saints  for  the  ministry  of  the  church  here.  If  we  have  financial  needs,  the  resources 
are  here  and  the  solving  of  our  financial  needs  will  be  here.  If  we  need  artists,  they  are 
in  our  communities.  If  we  need  musicians,  they  are  here.  Everything  that  is  needed,  God 
will  provide  and,  therefore,  we  are  not  poor.  We  are  tremendously  rich  in  resources  and 
in  people  and  indeed  in  financial  resources.  I  do  believe  that  we  need  to  be  about  the  business 
of  raising  some  more  money  for  diocesan  programs  and  for  the  new  missions  which  will 
be  opening  in  future  years.  Some  of  these  monies  will  have  to  be  obtained  through  private 
subscriptions,  some  will  be  obtained  through  people  giving  generously,  but  some  may  come 
as  a  result  of  evangelism.  As  our  congregations  grow,  as  our  people  take  their  faith  more 
seriously,  as  people  come  into  a  deeper  relationship  with  Chnst  Jesus,  they  cannot  help 
but  change  the  way  in  which  they  look  at  their  money  and  their  talents,  and  their 
treasure.  Stewardship  really  begins  in  the  homes  of  individuals  and  in  their  own 
consciences.  I  do  believe  that  tithing  is  the  minimum  standard  of  giving  and  Karen  and 
I  are  tithers.  I  also  believe  that  we  can  apply  the  same  kind  of  criteria  to  the  gifts  of  time 
and  talent  that  we  offer  to  God.  I  commend  tithing  to  you  and  I  commend  to  you  the 
offering  of  your  time  and  your  talents  as  well.  I  would  like  to  say  something  about  diocesan 
trust  funds  and  about  educational  opportunities.  Our  diocesan  trust  funds  are  indeed  modest 
and  we  attempt  to  use  them  wisely.  In  the  future,  I  would  like  to  use  the  Delphi  trust 
account  which  is  now  available  for  diocesan  use  for  evangelistic  and  educational  oppor¬ 
tunities  in  the  church.  As  you  will  note,  there  are  two  line  items  in  the  budget  which  will  | 
be  funded  from  the  Delphi  account,  the  educational  consultant,  and  the  possibility  of  a  youth  j 
consultant;  however,  as  these  programs  increase  in  viability  and  become  more  and  more 
a  part  of  the  diocese,  they  gradually  will  be  added  into  the  diocesan  budget  over  the 
years.  This  way,  you,  the  delegates,  will  have  an  opportunity  to  vote  on  these  matters 
in  the  future.  I  mentioned  the  diocesan  budget  -  which  I  hope  you  will  approve  later  to¬ 
day.  It  is  a  modest  budget.  The  goal  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Treasurer  -  and 
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and  my  goal  -  was  to  keep  the  assessments  under  17%,  and  we  were  able  to  do  so.  At 
the  same  time,  we  have  had  modest  5  %  increases  in  staff  salaries  and  we  have  added  one 
part-time  staff  person.  All-in-all,  it  is  a  very  good  budget  and  I  commend  it  to  you.  Even 
as  we  talk  about  trust  funds,  and  tithes,  and  budgeting,  and  education,  I  encourage  you  to 
be  good  stewards  of  your  parish  budget  and  to  be  generous  for  the  work  in  the  diocese  because 
I  will  be  at  work  in  the  next  year  attempting  to  raise  funds  for  future  mission  expansion 
and  for  the  educational  programs  of  the  diocese. 

I  must  say  something  about  clergy  salaries,  for  clergy  salaries  are  a  concern  of  mine.  In 
figures  published  by  the  national  church,  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  rates  91st  out 
of  101  dioceses  in  clergy  salaries.  Our  clergy  minimum  salary  of  $15,500  is  the  lowest 
in  this  particular  province  and,  as  I  have  mentioned,  is  extremely  low  on  a  national  average.  I 
have  appointed  a  Clergy  Compensation  Committee  and  they  will  be  reporting  to  us  in  the 
near  future  about  clergy  salaries.  I  did  want  to  mention  to  you  my  concern  about  them 
and  I  certainly  hope  that  parish  budgets  in  1988  will  reflect  this  concern. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  say  something  about  myself  in  this  particular  year.  I  am  just 
now  beginning  to  understand  what  it  is  to  be  a  bishop  in  the  Church  of  God.  In  every 
sense  of  the  word,  I  still  am  very  much  a  ''Baby  Bishop. "  In  every  sense  of  the  word, 
I  still  am  growing  into  this  vocation,  and  I  do  believe  that  what  I  am  called  to  do  is  a  voca¬ 
tion  -  a  vocation  to  be  a  pastor  and  bishop  to  this  particular  diocese.  I  also  am  beginning 
to  realize  the  importance  of  the  Bishop’s  being  involved  in  the  Larger  Church,  not  only 
through  the  House  of  Bishops,  but  also  through  the  Lambeth  Conference  and  through  the 
various  commissions  and  appointments  the  Presiding  Bishop  makes  for  each  of  us  who  are 
called  to  be  bishops.  I  know  that  I  have  a  great  deal  to  learn  as  a  bishop,  and  I  will  be 
the  first  to  tell  you  that  it  can  be  a  rather  sobering  and  fearful  experience  to  realize  that 
I  am  called  to  be  the  bishop  of  this  diocese  for  a  long,  long  time.  But,  I  do  believe  that 
it  is  mainly  sobering  and  fearful  if  one  is  not  called  by  God  and  if  one  does  not  realize 
that  God  must  be  at  the  very  heart  and  center  of  everything  that  is  in  this  diocesan  family. 
As  I  conclude  this  address,  I  ask  for  your  continued  prayers  for  me,  as  your  bishop.  I 
ask  that  you  pray  specifically  for  my  own  spiritual  growth,  my  own  spiritual  depth,  and 
my  own  spiritual  journey.  I  am  trying  to  find  time  to  go  apart  for  prayer  and  reflection 
and  quietness.  I  am  asking  for  time  for  discerning  my  own  spiritual  failures,  as  well  as 
my  own  spiritual  gifts.  I  ask  your  prayers  for  my  family,  as  we  together  ask  God’s  wisdom 
and  guidance  in  this  vocation  to  which  I  have  been  called  as  your  bishop.  Finally,  I  want 
to  tell  you  that  it  is  with  a  great  sense  of  joy,  as  well  as  humility,  that  I  embark  upon  my 
next  year.  You  have  called  me  to  a  tremendous  task  -  that  of  being  your  bishop  -  and, 
as  I  warm  to  that  task,  I  thank  God  that  he  has  called  me  to  be  here;  I  thank  God  that  he 
has  given  me  a  wonderful  family,  a  wonderful  staff,  and  a  wonderful  diocese;  and  I  thank 
you  for  the  confidence  that  you  have  given  to  me  this  year  and  for  the  caring  and  encourage¬ 
ment  that  you  show  to  me  daily  as  I  attempt  to  be  God’s  person  in  this  vocation.

SYNOPSIS  OF  1987  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL  MEETINGS 
31  January  1987 

A  procedure  developed  for  the  use  of  VIM  interest  to  fund  travel  and  conference  atten¬ 
dance  by  clergy  or  lay  people  in  the  diocese. 

Scholarships  were  voted  for  young  people  attending  the  Episcopal  Youth  Event. 

The  Delphi  Trust  being  redirected.  Council  enthusiastically  received  the  bishop’s  plan  to 
use  interest  from  the  principal  for  educational  and  evangelistic  programs. 

The  Bishop  advised  Council  that  the  Canon  to  the  Ordinary  would  have  responsibilities 
in  the  areas  of  deployment,  education,  and  office  oversight. 

Council  decided  to  hold  its  meetings  abroad  in  the  diocese  from  time  to  time. 

25  April  1987 

Council  authorized  the  finance  committee  to  invest  the  Delphi  Trust  money  in  the  Frank 
Russell  Funds  to  gain  higher  interest,  with  a  report  by  convention  time,  and  advice  to 
parishes  which  might  wish  to  pool  investments  in  the  fund. 
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Council  approved  redecorating  plans  for  the  Diocesan  Office  and  some  long  needed  grounds 
work  at  die  Episcopal  Residence. 

Approval  was  given  for  an  ad  hoc  committee  to  discuss  diocesan  clergy  salaries,  which 
appeared  to  be  very  low  in  comparison  with  other  dioceses. 

27  June  1987 

The  Secretary  was  authorized  to  discuss  with  the  Chancellor  changes  in  the  Rules  of  Order 
and  the  Canons  to  allow  a  streamlined  voting  and  registration  procedure  at  Convention. 

The  Bishop  reported  on  plans  to  start  new  missions  in  the  diocese,  and  that  work  had  begun 
in  Rochester. 

The  Bishop  reported  that  the  Delphi  Trust  funds  were  in  the  process  of  being  invested 
with  the  Russell  Funds. 

The  Bishop  requested  that  an  Equity  Account  be  established  for  him  when  the  Episcopal 
Residence  was  paid  for,  in  the  same  amount  as  the  monthly  payments,  at  no  extra  cost 
to  the  diocese,  for  equity  at  retirement  time.  When  Council  approved,  the  Bishop  unveiled 
plans  to  enable  diocesan  parishes  to  do  the  same  for  their  priests  who  live  in  rectories. 

19  September  1987 

Assessment  reductions  were  approved  for  St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City,  St.  David’s,  Elkhart,  and 
St.  Christopher’s,  Crown  Point.  Christ  the  King,  Huntington,  was  commended  for  its 
plan  to  reduce  its  dependence  on  the  mission  budget  over  the  next  5  years.  St.  Francis 
is  also  reducing  this  aid  by  20%  per  year,  and  St.  Peter’s  is  instituting  a  plan  whereby 
reductions  may  be  made. 

The  Bishop  reported  on  plans  to  use  Delphi  Trust  income  to  fund  a  diocesan  educational 
consultant  and  a  diocesan  youth  consultant,  the  diocese  gradually  taking  over  the  same 
in  its  budget  in  future  years,  should  all  go  well. 

Council  discussed  and  approved  changes  to  the  Canons  and  Rules  to  allow  diocesan  con¬ 
vention  to  expedite  its  business,  especially  in  the  areas  of  registration  and  voting.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA  FOUNDATION 

My  name  is  Suzanne  Stiene  and  I  am  a  member  of  Christ  the  King,  Huntington.  I  am 
also  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  Foundation. 

During  one  of  the  Foundation  meetings  I  said  to  Bishop  Gray,  "I  think  that  a  lot  of  people 
don’t  know  what  the  Foundation  is. "  HE  said,  'I’ll  give  you  a  few  minutes  at  Conven¬ 
tion  and  you  can  tell  them  about  it. "  I’ll  bet  I  don’t  complain  to  HIM  again! 

Really,  I  am  very  glad  to  have  an  opportunity  to  tell  you  about  the  Foundation  -  or  to 
refresh  your  memory  if  you  DO  know  about  it. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Foundation  consists  of  six  elected  Directors  and  two  ex- 
officio  members.  The  ex-officio  members  are  the  Bishop  of  Northern  Indiana  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Finance.  (Better  known  as  Ae  Treasurer.)  The  six  elected 
Directors  are  made  up  of  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  communicants  of  this  diocese 
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in  gocxi  standing.  They  are  elected  for  a  three  year  term.  The  terms  of  the  six  elected 
trustees  are  established  on  a  rotating  basis  so  that  one  clerical  trustee  and  one  lay  trustee 
will  be  elected  at  each  Diocesan  Convention.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
is  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Foundation’s  purpose  is  to  foster,  develop  or  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  religious, 
educational  and  charitable  work  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  .  .  .  "by  means  of 
gifts,  grants,  loans  or  temporary  advances,  exclusively  for  religious,  educational  or 
charitable  purposes,  to  fiilly  approved  parishes,  missions  or  other  forward-looking  organiza¬ 
tions  connected  or  affiliated  in  any  way  with  this  Diocese" 

Organizationally,  the  Foundation  is  a  wholly  owned  and  controlled  non-profit  corporation 
of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

The  Foundation  had  its  beginning  in  1961  with  funds  being  assessed  from  each  parish 
or  mission.  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  Foundation, 
Inc.  (an  Indiana  not  for  profit  corporation)  were  filed  in  1963. 

Gifts  by  individuals,  guilds,  parishes,  missions,  estates,  foundations  and  other  are  the  sources 
of  the  Foundation’s  funds.  Most  givers  are,  of  course.  Episcopalians  of  this  diocese.  Such 
gifts  become  the  capital  funds,  or  corpus,  of  the  Foundation. The  directors  are  instructed 
to  consider  the  "corpus  or  net  income "  as  a  "revolving  fund  from  which  character  loans 
may  be  made  to  approved  borrowers  upon  signed  written  applications  setting  forth  facts 
that  the  loan  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  or  purposes  within  the  objects  of  this  Founda¬ 
tion.  "  Directors  likewise  are  charged  that  they  shall  have  reason  "to  believe  that  the  prin¬ 
cipal  and  interest  of  such  loans  will  be  duly  paid. " 

Directors  may  make  gifts  "to  proper  beneficiaries,  provided,  however,  such  gifts  may 
be  made  from  net  income  only,  and  provided  further  that  in  no  case  shall  any  gift  be  made 
which  may  impair  the  corpus  of  the  trust. " 

The  fiscal  year  for  the  Foundation  is  from  September  first  through  August  thi^-first.  The 
Foundation  MUST  meet  once  each  year,  and  meets  on  an  as-needed  basis. 

After  doing  some  research  for  this  talk  I  believe  that  almost  every  parish  and  mission  have 
benefited  from  the  Foundation,  but  I  am  still  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  learn  more 
about  the  Foundation  myself  and  to  share  with  you. 

I  think  it  is  good  that  you  know  what  the  Foundation  is  and  does  when  you  have  the  duty 
to  elect  two  directors  at  each  Convention. 

Some  of  the  parishes  and  missions  which  have  received  loans  or  grants  from  the  Founda¬ 
tion  are:  St.  Ann’s,  Warsaw;  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend;  St.  Augustine’s,  Gary;  Trinity, 
Logansport;  Christ  the  King,  Huntington;  St.  Alban’s,  Fort  Wayne;  St.  Michael  and  All 
Angels,  South  Bend;  St.  James,  Goshen;  St.  Timothy’s,  Griffith;  Holy  Trinity,  Peru; 
Holy  Family,  Angola;  St.  Peters,  Rensselaer;  St.  Paul’s,  Gas  City;  and  the  Wawasee 
Episcopal  Center.  I  am  sure  that  over  the  years  there  have  been  many  others.  I  guess 
a  lot  of  you  DO  know  about  the  Foundation!  The  most  recent  project  that  the  Founda¬ 
tion  has  undertaken,  in  cooperation  with  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese,  was 
to  ask  for  slides  of  the  churches  and  some  representation  of  the  life  of  the  parish  or 
mission.  They  will  be  made  into  a  video  which  was  intended  to  be  finished  in  time  for 
showing  at  this  Convention,  but  we  have  not  received  the  slides  from  several  parishes 
and  we  ran  out  of  time.  It  WILL  be  finished  and  you  will  all  have  an  opportunity  to  see  it. 

Thank  you  for  the  time  to  explain  about  the  Foundation  and  for  your  attention. 

Remember  that  the  Foundation  accepts  gifts  and  bequests! 
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THE  COMMISSION  ON  MINISTRY 


This  year  the  COM  did  the  following: 

1.  In  conjunction  with  the  Standing  Committee,  we  prepared  a  handbook  taking  the 
ordination  process  from  Aspirancy  through  Ordination.  This  handbook  was 
distributed  to  all  the  Clergy  and  all  the  Vestries  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana. 

2.  Discussed  The  Institute  of  Faith  and  Ministry  and  promised  help  when  requested. 

3.  Supported  the  Bishop  in  the  idea  of  a  discernment  year  for  all  people  interested  in 
Ministry. 

4.  Appointed  a  team  of  both  commission  and  non  commission  members  to  design  a 
conference  for  people  participating  in  the  discernment  year.  As  of  this  writing,  the 
team  is  at  work  on  the  conference. 

5.  Appointed  a  team  of  COM  members  to  design  a  training  program  for  Vestries  inter¬ 
viewing  aspirants  for  Holy  Orders.  Team  is  at  work. 

6.  Appointed  a  team  of  COM  members  to  study  standards  for  Lay  Readers  and  Chalice 
Bearers.  Team  is  at  work. 

7.  Reviewed  the  progress  of  all  Aspirants,  Postulants  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

8.  Assigned  advisors  to  each  of  the  above  from  COM  membership. 

9.  Hosted  the  1987  Provincial  COM  Meeting. 

10.  Recommended  Gregory  Stevens  (Cathedral)  and  Richard  Miller  (St.  Andrews, 
Valparaiso)  to  the  Standing  Committee  for  Candidacy  for  Holy  Orders.  Mr.  Stevens 
was  recommended  under  Title  3  Canon  13  of  the  National  Canons. 

1 1 .  Recommended  Frank  King  (Gethsemane,  Marion)  and  Gregory  Stevens  (Cathedral) 
(Title  13)  to  the  Standing  Committee  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconate. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  thank  The  Rev.  Canon  Jeffrey  D.  Lee,  Canon  to  the  Ordinary 

for  his  guidance,  help  and  support  throughout  the  year.

EVANGELISM  COMMITTEE  REPORT  -  1987 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year  the  Evangelism  Committee  was  increased  to  14  members.  We 
meet  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month  and  wish  to  thank  the  Dean  and  Cathedral  for  the 
use  of  those  facilities. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Provincial  Co-Chair  for  Evangelism  we  have  defined  evangelism 
as:  The  presentation  of  Christ  as  Savior.  And  we  see  our  purpose  to  develop  and 
implement  programs  of  ministry  for  the  people  of  God  in  this  diocese  for  the  proclama¬ 
tion  of,  and  witness  to,  Jesus  Christ  through  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

We  have  now  established  meetings  in  each  deanery  with  parish  evangelism  officers  and 
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clergy  in  order  to  have  better  communication  and  dissemination  of  information.  We  have 
compiled  materials  and  practices  of  various  churches  now  engaged  in  evangelism. 

At  our  display  booth  at  this  convention  materials  from  the  national  church  and  some  of 
our  parishes  are  available.  We  invite  the  delegates  to  visit  the  booth  and  see  the  available 
material. 

Two  members  of  the  committee  attended  a  seminar  in  Chicago  offered  by  the  Fuller  In¬ 
stitute  of  Evangelism.  One  member  attended  a  second  conference  offered  by  them. 

In  October  all  members  of  this  committee  attended  the  Provincial  Evangelism  Conference 
at  Fatima  Retreat  Center  for  a  three-day  training  course  on  Basic  Consulting  Skills. 

Recognizing  that  there  is  no  cut  and  dried  curriculum  to  use  in  dealing  with  evangelism, 
such  as  we  had  with  the  Seabury  Series,  the  national  effort  in  evangelism  is  focusing  on 
the  training  of  consultants  within  a  diocese.  These  persons  would  then  be  available  as 
resource  persons  in  developing  an  evangelism  program  within  a  parish.  Such  a  consul¬ 
tant  would  be  available  and  committed  to  the  period  of  time  and  effort  to  aid  the  parish 
in  its  evangelistic  efforts. 

We  look  forward  to  your  invitation  to  help  in  any  way  we  can  to  develop  evangelism  in 
your  church  and  the  diocese.

DIOCESAN  YOUTH  COUNCIL 

This  year  the  diocesan  youth  program  participated  in  diocesan,  provincial,  and  national 
events.  In  the  diocese  two  retreats  were  held.  One  of  the  retreats  had  as  its  theme  the 
creative  use  of  conflict  and  the  other  was  devoted  to  the  re-structuring  and  re-vitalization 
of  the  Youth  Council.  The  week  long  Bishop  Mallet  Conference  explored  the 
theme:  "What  you  are  is  God’s  gift  to  you;  what  you  become  is  your  gift  to  God.  "  A 
number  of  young  people  served  as  volunteer  counselors  at  the  Bishop  White  and  Gray 
Camps  for  younger  children.  Both  the  camps  and  the  conference  showed  an  increase 
in  attendance  and  participants  demonstrated  on  enthusiasm  for  the  programs.  The  diocese 
has  been  represented  on  the  Provincial  Task  Force  for  Youth  Work  by  Mrs  Bonnie 
Girton,  Lisa  Klos,  Angela  Girton,  and  Angela  Colbert.  A  group  from  the  diocese 
attend^  last  year’s  Province  V  Youth  Event  and  plan  to  attend  this  year’s  event  as  well. 
Fr.  Jon  Sams  and  Mrs.  Bonnie  Girton  squired  a  group  of  twelve  young  people  from  the 
diocese,  whose  fees  and  transportation  were  underwritten  by  the  diocese,  the  ECW,  and 
local  parishes,  to  the  National  Youth  Event  in  San  Antonio,  Texas.  Those  participants 
would  be  happy  to  share  their  experiences  with  any  congregation  in  the  diocese.  Ar¬ 
rangements  for  this  can  be  made  with  the  Diocesan  Youth  Officer,  Fr.  David  Hyndman. 

In  February,  Bishop  Gray  held  a  Youth  Day  at  St.Thomas’  in  Plymouth  to  review  the 
existing  diocesan  program  and  to  set  some  plans  and  goals  for  the  future.  The  meeting 
was  very  well  attended  and  the  discussion  showed  a  lively  interest  in  youth  work.  At 
the  meeting  the  existing  diocesan  program  was  reaffirmed,  and  a  clear  sentiment  for  the 
introduction  of  the  Happening  Youth  Program  popular  in  other  dioceses  was  expressed. 
Accordingly,  the  Bishop  has  appointed  Fr.  Robert  Bramlett  as  the  Spiritual  Director  of 
a  Steering  Committee  to  plan  such  an  event  for  the  diocese.  The  committee  composed 
of  both  youth  and  adults  is  now  at  work  to  bring  this  plan  to  realization. 

Clearly,  the  youth  of  the  diocese  play  a  vital  role  in  our  common  life.  The  Presiding 


Bishop  has  said  that  the  youth  are  not  the  church  of  tomorrow  but  they  are  part  of  the 
church  of  today.  It  has  been  my  privilege  over  the  years  to  learn  a  great  deal  from  young 
people  and  to  have  my  faith  re-energized  by  participating  with  them.  In  a  small  diocese 
such  as  ours,  the  diocesan  youth  program  is  all  the  more  critical  in  our  life  together.  It 
can  provide,  and  I  have  seen  it  do  so,  a  great  opportunity  for  personal  growth  and  for 
the  establishment  of  important  life-long  relationships.  Our  program  for  youth  is  not  perfect; 
the  perfect  program  does  not  exist,  and  so  it  needs  the  support,  criticism,  input  and  energy 
of  the  fullest  participation.

COMMISSION  ON  ALCOHOLISM 

The  main  thrust  of  the  Commission  for  the  coming  year  will  be  toward  the  enhancement 
of  awareness  of  chemical  dependency  problems,  including  alcohol  and  other  drugs,  and 
toward  the  establishment  of  working  Parish  Resource  Groups  to  respond  to  the  needs  of 
individuals  in  our  several  congregations.  We  need  to  learn  appropriate  ways  to  confront 
situations  and  to  intervene  in  broken  lives  with  love,  compassion  and  strength.  We  need 
to  learn  the  difference  between  "turning  our  lives  and  will  over  to  God"  and  expecting 
to  "cook  our  breakfast". 

As  a  commencement  to  that  goal,  Tom  and  Peg  Winslow  will  conduct  a  one-day  retreat 
on  Saturday,  October  10,  1987  at  St.  John  the  Evangelist  in  Elkhart.  Peg  is  Chairman 
of  the  Commission  on  Alcoholism  for  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee  and  Tom  is  a  Deacon 
in  that  Diocese.  Together,  they  have  developed  a  program  over  the  past  8  years  which 
includes  a  5-day  retreat  course  required  for  graduation  from  Nashotah  House. 

We  look  forward  to  visiting  every  parish  in  the  diocese  to  share  our  experience,  strength 
and  hope  and  we  pray  that  Jesus  Christ  will  send  the  Holy  Comforter  to  be  with  us  in 
our  service  as  an  instrument  of  God’s  peace.

The  Wawasee  Episcopal  Center  Committee  has  had  a  busy  year.  The  committee  has  met 
several  times  with  Bishop  Gray  to  do  some  visioning  for  the  future.  It  was  decided  that 
an  over-all  long  range  plan  for  the  continuing  renovation  of  the  center  be  developed.  To 
assist  in  this  endeavor  Mr.  Jerome  A.  Hyndman,  a  Michigan  City  architect,  and  Maria 
S lager,  an  interior  designer  from  Elkhart,  have  donated  their  services  to  the  committee.  A 
floor  plan  of  the  pre-existing  part  of  the  retreat  house  has  been  prepared,  and  a  proposed 
renovation  plan  will  be  developed  by  these  two  consultants.  Their  work  has  been  in¬ 
valuable  to  the  committee. 

The  Center  property  itself  was  improved  this  summer  by  replacing  the  back  porch  of  the 
vicarage  and  the  painting  and  re-screening  of  the  front  porch  of  the  vicarage.  By  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clay  Moody  a  new  pier  was  purchased  for  the  use  of  the 
center  visitors.  New  silver  and  dishware  was  given  in  memory  of  Col.  Joseph  A.  Gray, 
a  purchase  that  would  have  pleased  him  very  much.  Fans  and  new  lamps  were  the  gift 
of  the  Diocesan  ECW,  and  a  microwave  oven  and  small  steam  table  were  the  gifts  of  Bob 
and  Janet  Liles,  parishioners  of  All  Saints’.  As  part  of  their  ministry  of  hospitality  members 
of  the  mission  congregation  also  provided  a  catering  service  for  two  diocesan  seminars 
held  during  the  summer. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  a  public  thanksgiving  for  the  faithful  life  of 
Col.  Joseph  A.  Gray.  Col.  Gray  had  a  great  vision  for  the  conference  center  at  Wawasee 
and  devoted  a  good  deal  of  time  and  expertise  towards  its  reality.  The  diocese  owes  him 
thanks  for  his  labors  and  dedication.  His  spirit  will  permeate  all  that  will  be  done  to  make 
the  conference  center  an  even  more  valuable  asset  to  the  diocese. 

The  use  of  the  center  is  increasing.  The  renovation  of  the  center  should  make  the  facility 
an  even  more  attractive  location  to  hold  events  that  help  in  the  growth  of  the  educational 
and  spiritual  fabric  of  the  diocese.  Events  can  be  sch^uled  by  contacting  the  Director, 
The  Rev.  David  L.  Hyndman. 

STEWARDSHIP  COMMISSION 

The  Stewardship  Commission  works  on  several  levels.  It  provides  workshops  in  the 
theology  of  stewardship  and  the  nuts  and  bolts  of  ’campaigns’.  Individual  members  make 
themselves  available  to  congregations  for  in-house  planning  and  training  sessions  in  steward¬ 
ship.  And  the  Commission  recommends  names  to  the  Bishop  for  training  at  the  regional 
training  conferences  offered  by  the  national  church’s  stewardship  office. 

The  concerns  of  the  Commission  include  planned  giving  in  addition  to  that  of  the  annual 
operating  budget.  To  this  end,  the  Commission’s  sub-committee  on  planned  giving  brought 
in  Fred  Osborne,  for  a  diocesan-wide  workshop  September  19,  1987.  He  is  the  director 
in  that  area  for  the  national  office.

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  LITURGICAL  COMMITTEE 

This  new  committe  began  to  meet  early  this  year  with  our  first  task  being  the  planning 
of  the  liturgies  for  the  Clergy  Conference  at  Ancilla  Domini  College.  In  response  to  re¬ 
quests  coming  out  of  this  conference  the  committee  began  to  work  on  diocesan  guidelines 
for  Christian  Initiation,  Marriage  and  Burial  of  the  Dead.  These  guidelines  are  now  com¬ 
plete  and  will  soon  be  available  for  use. 
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The  Liturgical  Committee  is  working  on  a  revision  of  the  Maundy  Thursday  rites  at  the 
cathedral.  A  conference  on  pre-marriage  preparation  was  presented  in  July  sponsored 
by  the  committee  and  further  work  will  be  done  in  the  area.  A  day  of  reflection  by  the 
diocesan  clergy  is  scheduled  with  particular  interest  directed  towards  the  theology  and 
ministry  of  Lay  Eucharistic  Ministers.  Diocesan  guidelines  will  be  submitted  after  this 
meeting. 

The  Liturgical  Committee  will  be  sending  Father  Paul  Tracy  to  the  National  Episcopal 
Church  Liturgical  Conference  in  Houston,  Texas.  Our  diocese  is  now  a  member  of  the 
National  Association  of  Diocesan  Committees  on  Liturgy  and  Church  Music.  We  are 
currently  engaged  in  the  pre-General  Convention  study  which  has  been  issued  by  the 
Standing  Committee  dealing  with  "inclusive  language".

DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 
PRESIDING  BISHOP’S  FUND  FOR  WORLD  RELIEF 

Contributions  from  our  Diocese  recorded  at  New  York  for  the  period  of  Jan.  1 ,  1987  through 
July,  1987  -  $5,119.74.  Contributions  from  all  dioceses,  same  period  -  $1,831,693.95. 
Use  of  Advent  Calendars  (all  dioc.)  generated  $125,0(X). 

Although  our  per  capita  giving  is  low,  our  yearly  contributions  to  the  fund  have  shown 
an  increase  each  year  for  the  past  4  or  5  years,  and  more  communicants  are  giving  on 
a  regular  basis  -  which  is  the  goal  we’re  working  toward. 

Total  grants  made  in  1986  amounted  to  $2,309,133.  Grants  for  Province  V  went  to 
Chicago,  Milwaukee,  Missouri,  Ohio,  and  Springfield  (none  were  requested  for  No.  Ind.) 
in  the  amount  of  $49,818  for  flood  relief,  food  crisis  networks,  refugee  development  pro¬ 
jects,  and  refugee  &  orphanage  sponsorship  programs.  As  Bishop  Browning  stated  in 
the  newly  formatted  Where  Your  Dollars  Go,  there  is  no  more  graphic  illustration  of  the 
world- wide  embrace  of  the  Presiding  Bishop’s  Fund  than  this  listing  of  grants. 

Refugee  arrivals  (1986)  in  our  Diocese  totaled  4  -  (Indianapolis  had  10).  I  assisted  this 
summer  (1987)  in  completing  a  family  reunification  sponsorship  for  a  Fort  Wayne 
resident.  His  parents  (Iranian  Christians)  arrived  at  Baer  Field  in  September,  coming 
from  Austria  where  they  had  taken  refuge. 

Some  of  our  parishioners  participated  this  July  in  the  coast-to-coast  hunger  walk  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island.  Each  diocese  receives  10%  of  the  funds  raised 
in  their  diocese;  80%  goes  to  the  PBFWR;  10%  to  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island.  At  this 
writing,  final  report  has  not  been  received. 

None  of  the  parishes  requested  any  of  the  new  audiovisual  aids  received  from  National 
for  1987.

Annual  Report  1987 


The  twelfth  annual  Diocesan  Altar  Guild  Day  was  held  October  3,  1987,  at  St.  Philip 
and  St.  James,  Fort  Wayne,  with  St.  George’s,  Berne,  as  co-host.  Approximately  50 
persons,  including  seven  clergy,  attended.  It  was  a  day  of  fellowship  as  well  as  learning, 
and  the  goal  of  this  day  as  it  is  with  every  DAG  Day  was  to  make  at  least  one  new  friend. 

Mary  Jo  Luke  opened  the  meeting,  then  introduced  Father  Poston  who  welcomed  everyone 
to  St.  Philip  and  St.  James. 

After  prayer  and  brief  announcements,  a  slide  presentation,  "Christmas  at  Washington 
Cathedral"  showed  the  decorations,  music,  pageants  and  magic  of  Christmas  at  Washington 
Cathedral. 

Father  Newby,  rector  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  Mishawaka,  in  his  excellent  talk 
on  "The  Eucharist"  developed  his  theme  in  two  parts  from  the  first  question  in  "An  Outline 
of  the  Faith "  from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  He  began  by  concentrating  on  the 
"outward  and  visible  signs"  of  inward  and  spiritual  grace,  followed  by  a  theological 
explanation  of  inward  and  spiritual  grace. 

A  letter  from  Bishop  Gray  was  read  in  which  he  expressed  his  regret  at  being  unable  to 
be  with  us  on  DAG  Day  because  he  would  be  returning  from  the  House  of  Bishops’ 
meeting.  It  was  a  disappointment  not  having  him  there,  but  his  hope  of  being  there  next 
year  was  echoed  by  all. 

The  Holy  Eucharist  was  celebrated  at  noon  by  Father  Ron  Poston,  after  which  a  delicious 
lunch  was  served. 

Following  lunch,  special  recognition  was  given  to  Thelma  Hoot  who  is  celebration  her 
50th  year  of  Altar  Guild  work  at  St.  John’s,  Elkhart. 

Father  Kallehberg  moderated  the  traditional  Question  Box.  This  provides  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  everyone  to  ask  questions  anonymously,  and  is  intended  to  stimulate  discussion 
on  customs  and  practices  of  various  altar  guilds. 

The  Altar  Guild  directress  from  St.  Philip  and  St.  James,  Wilma  Pratt,  was  introduced, 
and  she  in  turn  introduced  the  ladies  from  her  parish  and  St.  George’s,  Berne,  who  were 
responsible  for  the  lunch  and  the  breakfast  rolls.  She  also  invited  those  present  to  visit 
their  sacristy  which  has  the  dubious  distinction,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  of  being 
the  only  sacristy  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  without  running  water!  There  were 
also  altar  guild  manuals  and  other  publications  on  display. 

The  day  ended  with  a  blessing  given  by  Father  Smith  of  Berne.

The  Commission  will  also  make  available  to  any  parish  or  mission  which  desires  it  an 
annual  subscription  to  The  Episcopal  Teacher,  a  publication  edited  by  Fr.  Locke  Bowman 
who  is  nationally  known  in  the  field  of  Christian  education. 

In  1987,  our  Diocese  was  represented  at  The  National  Episcopal  Educator’s  Symposium 
held  in  Estes  Park  by  Fr.  Curtis  E.  Ross  and  Deacon  Sarah  Tracy,  and  at  the  Province 
V  Education  Task  Force  Meeting  held  in  New  York  City  by  Fr.  Curtis  E.  Ross  and 
Ms.  Mary  Ruth  Finster. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Christian  Education  Commission  will  sit  on  the  School  for  Faith 
and  Ministry  Board  to  coordinate  programs  of  the  Commission  with  the  on-going  pro¬ 
grams  made  available  through  the  Diocesan  School.

DIOCESAN  ECW  PRESIDENT‘S  ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1987 

The  Diocese  as  a  whole,  and  the  Diocesan  ECW  in  particular,  have  profited  during  this 
initial  year  of  Bishop  Gray’s  episcopate.  With  a  new  ECW  Board  for  next  year,  pro¬ 
gress  and  improvements  will  build  on  past  accomplishments. 

The  Province  V  Conference  in  Cincinnati  attracted  eight  ladies  from  Northern  Indiana, 
including  some  first-time  attendees.  At  that  meeting,  it  was  announced  that  Northern 
Indiana  will  host  the  Conference  in  1991. 

The  Spring  bi-Deanery  meetings  all  featured  a  presentation  by  Fr.  Robert  Center,  Diocesan 
historiographer.  Fr.  Center  reported  little-known  personal  aspects  of  former  Bishops  and 
their  administrations,  emphasizing  how  each  has  influenced  the  development  of  our  Diocese. 

Income  from  the  Diocesan  Memorial  Fund  and  the  Edgerton  Trust  Fund  enable  the  ECW 
to  grant  two  $400  scholarships  to  ladies  preparing  the  service  vocations.  Recipients  this 
year  were  Laraine  Lehman,  Fort  Wayne,  Trinity,  who  will  continue  educaiton  in  social 
work,  focusing  on  addiction,  and  Cheryl  Faulstitch,  St.  Thomas’,  Plymouth,  who  will 
continue  working  toward  an  RN  degree. 

Our  sixth  annual  Summer  Fair  attracted  nearly  100  people  despite  a  steady  rain  all 
day.  This  was  our  first  experience  with  a  complete  day  of  rain,  and  we  learned  that  ar¬ 
rangements  can  be  altered,  as  required,  to  accommodate.  The  Silent  Auction  earned  more 
than  $375 ,  designated  for  the  Wawasee  Furnishings  Fund.  Proceeds  from  previous  years 
provided  four  large  fans  and  three  new  lamps  this  year. 

This  year  we  experimented  by  sponsoring  a  Diocesan  bus  trip  to  Washington  DC.  This 
was  timed  to  participate  in  the  annual  Open  House  weekend  at  Ae  National  Cathedral.  One 
large  bus  load  of  tourists,  including  several  gentlemen,  enjoyed  the  excitement  and  color 
associated  with  Open  House  activities,  as  well  as  many  other  points  of  interest  in 
Washington.  The  trip  even  included  a  river  cruise! 
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Following  elections  at  this  year’s  ECW  Annual  General  Meeting,  our  featured  speaker 
will  be  Eileen  Witzky,  our  Prov.  V  representative  on  the  National  ECW  Board.  She  will 
explain  her  role  in  the  operation  of  the  National  structure  which  was  adopted  at  the  1985 
Triennial. 

The  privilege  of  representing  the  Women  of  the  Diocese  has  been  one  of  the  greatest  bless¬ 
ings  of  my  life,  and  this  past  year  has  included  some  rare  experiences  which  will  remain 
as  cherished  memories  forever.  The  most  memorable  of  these  was  the  honor  of  being 
a  presenter  for  Bishop  Gray’s  Consecration.  The  January  enthronement,  followed  by 
luncheon  honoring  the  Sheridans  was  a  tribute  to  both  Bishops,  as  an  historic  day  in  our 
Diocese.  In  addition  to  attending  Diocesan  Convention,  regular  Diocesan  Council 
meetings,  the  spring  ECW  retreat,  and  the  three  spring  bi-Deanery  meetings,  I  shared 
in  parish  celebrations  for  Ordinations  of  Frs.  Larry  Smith,  Ron  Poston,  and  Richard 
Matthews.  I  also  attended  the  Institution  as  Rector  for  Frs.  Morgan,  Bradford,  and 
Matthews.  Special  celebrations  honoring  Fr.  McCormick  at  the  Cathedral,  and  Fr.  Mosier 
at  Goshen  were  additional  highlights  in  the  year. 

Although  not  related  to  ECW,  I  was  privileged  to  attend  the  National  Forum  on  the  Role 
of  the  Diocese  in  Reshaping  Congregations.  This  was  conducted  in  Chicago  in  late  June. 

The  Diocesan  Board  and  all  Parish  participants  deserve  the  credit  for  whatever  ac¬ 
complishments  have  occurred  during  this  adminstration.  My  support  and  assistance  are 
available  however  they  may  be  used  by  the  new  adminstration.  Thanks  be  to  God  for 
the  privilege  of  the  past  six  years  as  Diocesan  ECW  President.

ECUMENICAL  OFFICER‘S  REPORT  FOR  THE  DIOCESAN  CONVENTION 

Since  my  report  a  year  ago,  I  have  become  aware  of  an  increasing  interest  in,  and  a  con¬ 
cern  for,  ECUMENISM  on  the  part  of  the  major  Christian  communions. 

In  the  Anglican  Communion  there  have  been  positive  statements  by  our  leadership,  especially 
by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  our  own  Presiding  Bishop,  calling  us  to  recognize 
that  the  basic  Mission  of  the  Church  requires  greater  unity  among  all  Christians.  The 
renewed  urgency  in  this  call  for  our  greater  commitment  and  participation  in  ecumenical 
matters  is  based  upon  our  Lord’s  high  priestly  prayer  in  the  seventeenth  chapter  of  St. 
John’s  Gospel: 

'1  pray  that  they  all  be  one;  even  as  thou.  Father,  art  in  me, 
and  I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be  in  us,  so  that  the  world 
may  believe  thou  hast  sent  me. " 

No  doubt  about  the  fact  that  obedience  to  God  demands  Christian  unity  and  Mission  be 
linked  together. 

This  year,  in  the  Episcopal  Church,  we  are  observing  the  one  hundreth  anniversary  of 
the  Chicago-Lambeth  Quadrilateral  as  the  basis  for  our  discussions  with  other  Christians 
on  the  unity  we  seek.  Marking  the  importance  of  the  Quadrilateral  and  the  centenary 
celebration,  a  National  Ecumenical  Consultation  was  held  in  Chicago,  September  24-26. 
The  Consultation  included  attendance  of  bishops,  priests  and  lay  people  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  as  well  as  noted  ecumenical  leaders  who  participated  in  the  discussions  and  in 
the  Solemn  Eucharist,  which  took  place  in  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James,  Chicago,  on 
Saturday,  September  26th.  Bishop  Gray  and  I  participated  in  the  Consultation. 
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Both  bilateral  and  multilateral  dialogues  are  continuing  among  various  groups  of  Christians. 
Many  of  the  important  documents  which  have  resulted  from  these  dialogues  have  been 
published  and  are  available  through  the  Forward  Movement  Publications. 

Ecumenically,  the  year  1988  promises  to  be  an  important  year  for  us.  Our  General  Con¬ 
vention  in  July,  at  Detroit,  and  the  Lambeth  Conference  will  be  acting  on  ecumenical 
matters.  One  very  important  item  will  be  in  reference  to  the  twenty-six  member  chur¬ 
ches  of  the  Anglican  Communion  who  have  been  making  their  decisions  in  regard  to  the 
Anglican/Roman  Catholic  International  Commission’s  Final  Report  on  EUCHARIST, 
MINISTRY  and  AUTHORITY.  Lambeth  1988  will  be  the  occasion  for  the  member 
churches  of  the  Anglican  Communion  to  co-ordinate  and  announce  their  official  response 
to  this  report. 

In  our  attempts  to  seek  greater  unity  in  the  Christian  Church  in  the  world,  an  exciting 
note  evident  in  major  discussions  at  the  present  time  is  the  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  the 
Church,  as  the  Body  of  Christ,  cannot,  in  reality,  be  divided.  Here,  our  attention  is  cur¬ 
rently  being  focused  on  the  belief  that  whatever  the  human  state  of  diversity  and  dividedness 
we  experience,  visible  unity  already  exists  and  the  task  of  the  ecumenical  movement  now 
is  to  discover  God’s  gift  of  unity  which  really  does  exist.  This  is  certainly  a  different 
way  to  view  the  ecumenical  movement,  and  I  confess  it  excites  me. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  state  that  while  I  find  an  air  of  excitement  about  discovering 
and  acknowledging  the  unity  of  the  Church  which  already  exists  as  God’s  gift  to  us,  I 
am  aware  that  3iis  excitement  is  present  notably  among  the  leaders  of  our  churches  and 
by  many  of  the  laity  and  clergy  involved  in  an  official  way  with  dialogues  and  other 
ecumenical  discussions.  There  is  still  a  great  need  to  bring  this  whole  concern  down  to 
the  "grassroots"  level  —  to  the  people  in  our  parishes.  I  believe  that  our  urgent  thrust 
at  this  time  must  be  in  this  very  area  of  church  life. 

I  hope  that,  as  a  diocese,  we  will  make  a  renewed  effort  to  become  committed  to,  and 
more  actively  involved  in,  working  for  Christian  unity.  I  pray  that  we  will  join  with  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  in  having  as  our  vision  that  unity  which  St.  Paul  describes  in 
the  Epistle  to  the  Ephesians: 

"There  is  one  body  and  one  Spirit,  just  as  you  were  called  to 
the  one  hope  that  belongs  to  your  call,  one  Lord,  one  faith, 
one  baptism,  one  God  and  Father  of  us  all,  who  is  above  all, 
and  through  all  and  in  all.  But  grace  was  given  to  each  of 
us  according  to  the  measure  of  Christ’s  gift  ...  to  equip  the 
saints  for  the  work  of  ministry,  for  building  up  the  body  of 
Christ,  until  we  all  attain  to  the  unity  of  the  faith  and  of  the 
knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  to  mature  humanity,  to  the 
measure  of  the  fullness  of  Christ. "  (Ephesians  4:4-7  and  12-13)

Thompson  and  Anne  Donnelly,  Co-Chairmen,  and  David  Evans.  At  the  time  David  Evans 
left  the  diocese  to  attend  Nashotah  House,  Father  Richard  Hatfield  was  appointed  to  take 
his  place.  Harriet  Heithaus,  from  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  was  also  appointed  to 
the  committee  at  a  later  date.  Harriet  had  served  on  the  Diocesan  Companions  in 
Mission  Committee  in  her  previous  diocese  of  Southern  Ohio. 

On  Saturday,  November  22nd,  the  morning  of  the  business  session  of  the  88th  Annual 
Convention,  Bishop  Gray  met  with  Fathers  Thompson  and  Hatfield  and  Anne  Donnelly 
to  discuss  the  future  of  the  companion  diocese  relationship.  Bishop  Gray  indicated  at 
the  meeting  and  later  stressed  to  the  convention  during  his  address,  that  one  of  his  priorities 
would  be  ’mission’.  It  was  agreed  that  in  order  for  the  companion  diocese  relationship 
to  really  function,  a  meeting  would  have  to  take  place  between  Bishop  Gray  and  Bishop 
Otubelu.  Bishop  Gray  then  extended  an  invitation  to  Bishop  Otubelu  to  visit  this  diocese 
and  to  be  a  guest  at  the  89th  Annual  Convention.  When  Bishop  Otubelu  accepted  the 
invitation  the  diocesan  committee  was  then  expanded  into  an  ’Ad  Hoc’  committee  to  plan 
for  Bishop  Otubelu ’s  visit,  including  a  clergy  and  lay  representative  from  each  deanery. 
This  ’Ad  Hoc’  committee  first  met  at  the  Cathedral  on  May  12th  with  Bishop  Gray  the 
convenor.  At  this  meeting  discussion  took  place  concerning  deanery  visits  for  Bishop 
and  Mrs.  Otubelu  and  Father  Nwizi,  the  Bishop’s  secretary,  who  will  be  accompanying 
them,  suggestions  for  gifts,  the  necessity  for  publicity  throughout  the  diocese  and  the  con¬ 
cern  for  Ending.  The  next  meeting  of  the  committee  took  place  on  June  16  at  St.  Paul’s, 
LaPorte.  The  main  item  on  the  agenda  was  to  plan  a  tentative  itinery  for  Bishop  Otubelu ’s 
visit,  using  the  dates  received  from  Father  Nwizi,  to  be  sent  to  Bishop  Gray  for  approval. 
It  was  also  decided  to  have  a  photographer  in  each  deanery  to  be  responsible  for 
accompanying  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Otubelu  to  take  photographs,  having  them  developed  and 
presenting  them  to  the  Bishop.  The  committee  met  again  on  August  8  at  St.  Augustine’s, 
Gary,  to  give  updated  reports  on  the  proposed  deanery  activities.  At  this  time  it  was 
also  necessary  to  change  the  proposed  dates  for  deanery  visits  as  Bishop  Gray  had 
received  the  final  itinerary  from  Bishop  Otubelu  and  the  date  of  arrival  was  earlier  than 
previously  anticipated.  Most  deaneries  had  several  ideas  for  entertaining  Bishop  and  Mrs. 
Otubelu  and  Father  Nwizi,  but  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  it  was  too  early  to  establish 
concrete  plans.  The  discussion  of  appropriate  gifts  took  place  and  it  was  suggested  that 
each  parish  present  a  small  gift  and  that  each  parish  contribute  to  a  special  deanery  gift.  We 
were  reminded  to  ensure  that  the  gifts  should  be  easily  transportable  or  they  would  have 
to  be  shipped.  The  concern  for  diocesan  publicity  was  again  discussed  and  it  was  agreed 
that  on  three  consecutive  Sundays  each  parish  should  have  a  bulletin  insert  giving  infor¬ 
mation  to  the  parishioners  on  the  reason  for  diocesan  partnerships,  a  brief  history  of  Nigeria 
and  some  information  on  our  particular  companion  diocese  of  Enugu  and  the  Anglicans 
living  there.  It  was  also  decided  that  during  Bishop  Otubelu ’s  visit,  a  meeting  should 
take  place  with  both  Bishops  present  along  with  members  of  the  committee  to  evaluate 
and  discuss  the  future  of  the  relationship. 

At  the  time  of  preparing  this  report  two  of  the  three  bulletin  inserts  have  been  mailed 
to  each  parish.  The  next  meeting  of  the  committee  is  set  for  October  10  at  St.  Paul’s, 
Mishawaka,  with  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Gray  in  attendance,  to  finalize  diocesan  and  deanery 
plans,  and  meetings  are  being  scheduled  in  each  deanery,  with  representation  from  each 
parish,  to  finalize  deanery  plans. 

Along  with  diocesan  meetings.  Bishop  Gray,  Father  Thompson,  Father  Hatfield,  Harriet 
Heithaus  and  Anne  Donnelly  have  attended  provincial  ’Companions  in  Mission’  meetings 
in  Indianapolis,  and  Bishop  Gray,  Harriet  Heithaus  and  Anne  Donnelly  were  present  at 
a  special  meeting  concerning  the  Provincial  Companion  relationship  which  took  place  at 
the  Dekoven  Retreat  Center  in  Rachine,  Wisconsin,  in  conjunction  with  the  annual  Pro¬ 
vincial  Synod  meeting.

RESOLUTION  NO.  1 
(Passed  as  Amended) 

That  the  first  sentence  of  Section  2  of  Canon  No.  5  be  amended  to  read  as  follows  (the 
amendment  being  underlined): 

The  contract  of  the  clergyman-elect  shall  be  in  writing,  approved  in  writing 
by  the  Bishop,  and  shall  express  distinctly  any  special  conditions,  together  with 
the  stipulations  with  regard  to  salary  or  support,  which,  when  the  clergyman 
is  settled,  shall  be  a  valid  legal  contract,  and  the  salary  as  accruing  shall  be  an 
acknowledged  debt,  recoverable  by  process  of  law,  if  necessary,  except  that  the 
amount  of  said  salary  may  be  increased  or  decreased  if  from  time  to  time  the 
parties  so  agree. 

Canons  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  one  Convention  and  approval  of  the  Bishop.

Canon  36 

(Concerning  Elections  by  Ballot) 

(Withdrawn) 

Elections  by  ballot,  when  required  by  the  Canons,  can  only  be  dispensed  with  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention;  and  when  an  election  is  by  ballot  (except  when  a 
two-thirds  vote  be  expecially  required),  the  election  shall  be  carried  out  by  preferential 
voting  according  to  the  Single  Transferable  Vote.  Persons  shall  be  declared  validly  elected 
who  receive  the  necessary  quota  of  votes  in  both  Orders,  the  quota  (Q)  being  defined 
according  to  the  formula: 

Q=  Number  of  ballots  cast _  +1 

Number  of  vacancies  + 1 

The  tabulation  of  the  ballots  may  be  by  computer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  under  the  direction  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Tellers. 


RESOLUTION  NO.  5 
(On  Pluralism) 

(Tabled) 

Whereas,  in  recent  years  by  the  use  of  the  term  "pluralism"  many  persons  have  sought 
not  only  to  indicate  a  healthy  diversity  on  matters  of  faith  not  strictly  essential  to  salva¬ 
tion,  but  have  also  begun  to  justify  diversity  of  opinion  regarding  the  centrality  of  Christ 
and  the  necessity  of  the  Atonement;  and 

Whereas,  some  Christian  bodies  in  recent  years  have  judged  that  the  Jews  still  have  their 
own  valid  covenant  with  God;  and  some  theologians  have  argued  that  Christian  mission 
need  not  attempt  the  conversion  of  people  espousing  certain  "higher  religions; "  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  that  this  Eighty-ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
deplores  the  misuse  of  the  word  "pluralism"  as  it  has  been  used  to  dilute  the  clarion  call 
of  the  Gospel  to  all  men  and  women  everywhere  to  repent  and  believe  in  Jesus  Christ 
for  the  remission  of  sins;  and  be  it  further 

Resloved,  that  this  Convention  remind  Church  members  everywhere  that,  though  in  the 
mysterious  providence  of  God  those  who  are  unable  to  hear  the  Gospel  shall  find  mercy 
and  the  Jews  are  still  "beloved  for  the  fathers’  sakes, "  the  only  truth  about  God  the  Church 
is  authorized  to  recognize  and  proclaim  is  the  necessity  of  faith  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
the  only -begotten  Son  of  God,  who  is  the  sufficient  and  reliable  revelation  of  God’s 
eternal  nature  and  purposes.

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RESOLUTION  NO.  6 
(On  Sexual  Morality) 

(Failed) 

Whereas,  The  Episcopal  Church  in  many  quarters  is  suffering  from  a  lack  of  an  attainable 
clarity  on  Biblical  standards  of  sexual  morality;  and 

Whereas,  this  issue  is  certain  to  come  before  the  1988  General  Convention  for  debate; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  that  the  Eighty-ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
reaffirm  its  committment  to  the  Biblical  standard  of  sexual  morality  by  concurring  with 
the  statement  on  the  same  already  issued  by  the  Bishops  of  Provinces  VII  and  IV  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  especially  the  following: 

"Granted  that  perfection  is  beyond  the  reach  of  flesh  and  blood  and  that  no  human 
relationship  is  without  sin,  one  of  the  nearest  approaches  to  God’s  intention  for  his 
human  creatures  lies  in  the  union  of  male  and  female  in  marriage.  Such  marriage, 
following  biblical  and  traditional  Christian  teaching,  is,  by  intention,  faithful,  life¬ 
long,  and  monogamous.  This  sexual  relationship,  and  no  other,  may  receive  the 
church’s  blessing. 

"Chastity,  by  which  is  meant  faithfulness  in  marriage  and  abstinence  apart  from 
marriage,  is  the  sexual  moral  standard  for  all  Christian  people,  clergy  and  laity  alike. 
Persons  selected  for  holy  orders  are  chosen,  in  part,  in  order  to  provide  "wholesome 
examples"  of  Christian  living  for  the  rest  of  the  church’s  membership.  Their 
ability  and  willingness  therefore,  to  uphold,  in  word  and  deed,  such  standards  as 
chastity  constitute  necessary  conditions  for  their  selection. 

"Having  stated  one  of  the  moral  norms  by  which  we  Christians  are  judged,  we 
would  now  stress  the  love  through  which,  after  every  failure,  people  are  forgiven 
and  restored,  if  they  truly  repent.  There  should  be  no  end  to  the  understanding, 
the  forgiveness,  or  the  love  and  pastoral  care  offered  by  Christian  people  to  those 
who  find  themselves  unable  to  live  within  the  moral  norms  of  faith,  so  long  as  those 
norms  are  honored  and  upheld.  This  condition  is  necessary  lest  love  turn  to  senti¬ 
mentality,  forgiveness  be  rendered  meaningless,  and  pastoral  care  prove  injurious 
rather  than  helpful. " 

And  be  it  further 

Resolved,  that  this  Convention  memorialize  General  Convention  to  this  effect.

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Whereas,  "Father  Mac"  has  graced  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  since  1957,  having 
served  as  the  much-loved  Assistant  priest  of  Trinity  Parish,  Fort  Wayne,  from  1957-1967, 
and  as  the  Vicar  of  St.  Anne’s  Mission,  Warsaw,  from  1967-1973  (he  is  humanly  respon¬ 
sible  for  laying  the  foundation  for  the  strong  parish  that  is  now  St.  Anne’s);  and 

Whereas,  "Father  Mac  "  has  served  the  Diocesan  Family  —  both  many  of  its  clergy  and 
lay  people  alike  —  as  a  compassionate  confessor  and  Godly  example;  and 

Whereas,  "Father  Mac"  served  Bishop  Sheridan  and  the  Diocesan  Family  full  time  after 
his  required  retirement  at  age  72,  without  stipend,  for  the  love  of  our  Lord  and  His  Church; 
and 

Whereas,  "Father  Mac"  continues  to  serve  gracefully  and  with  great  effectiveness  as  a 
"Diocesan  Supply  Priest, "  and  as  an  honorary  part-time  assistant  at  St.  Thomas’  parish, 
Plymouth  (the  town  in  which  he  resides);  and 

Whereas,  "Father  Mac  "  not  only  is  an  example  of  a  holy  priest,  but  the  pattern  of  a  delightful 
human  being  whose  witticisms,  quips,  and  good-humored  remarks  are  well-known 
throughout  Northern  Indiana;  and 

Whereas,  "Father  Mac "  has  been  a  faithful  diocesan  servant  in  a  multitude  of  ways  (member 
of  the  Commission  on  Ministry,  a  Deputy  to  General  Convention,  etc.)  and  an  invaluable 
councillor  and  friend  to  the  fifth  Bishop  of  Northern  Indiana;  and 

Whereas,  "Father  Mac"  has  inspired  deacons,  priests,  and  bishops  -  and  countless  lay 
people  -  by  his  priestly  ideals;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  Northern  Indiana,  through  their  representatives 
here  assembled  in  Convention  in  the  City  of  Gary  on  November  7,  1987,  do  thankfully 
make  this  resolution  a  part  of  the  official  actions  of  the  89th  Diocesan  Convention;  and

THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS 
of  the 

DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA 
as  adopted  by  the 
Seventy-first  Annual  Convention 
October  15,  1969 

and  amended  by  subsequent  Conventions 
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THE  CONSTITUTION 


Preamble 


Certain  principles  ought  to  be  recognized  and  enforced  by  Canon  Law.  This  Church  traces 
its  continuity  from  the  Apostles  and  respects  its  own  history.  In  belief,  government  and  worship 
it  aims  to  conform  to  the  practice  adopted  most  generally  by  the  Episcopal  Church  throughout 
its  development.  The  purpose  of  these  laws  is  to  establish  as  the  rule  of  this  Diocese  that  order 
which  the  Church  adjudges  best  to  comport  with  God's  Glory  and  to  provide  for  man's  growth 
in  grace.  And  as  anarchy  must  prevail  where  no  law  exists,  so  where  laws  have  been  enacted 
their  ends  are  best  secured  when  they  are  enforced  by  reverent  regard  for  law  by  all  who  are 
amenable  to  law,  by  a  willing  and  conscientious  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  that  law.  These 
laws  are  framed  with  this  end  in  view.  They  are  submitted  to  a  law-abiding  people  in  the  hope 
that  in  order  to  insure  compliance  with  them,  it  will  only  be  necessary  that  it  be  known  what 
the  mind  of  the  Church  is. 

WHEREAS,  by  the  vote  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  at  its  session  held  in  the  City  of  Washington,  D.C.,  in  October,  A.D. 
1898,  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  was  divided,  and  all  that  part  of  the  State  of  Indiana  lying  north 
of  the  south  line  of  the  following  counties,  to  wit:  Benton,  V/hite,  Carroll,  Howard,  Grant, 
Blackford  and  Jay,  was  constituted  and  created  a  Diocese  of  said  Church;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Church  in  said  Territory  has  been  and  is  now  duly  recognized  as  a  Diocese  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  under  the  name  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  Inc.; 

NOW,  we,  the  Bishop  and  Priests  of  said  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  and  the  Lay  Delegates 
of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  thereof  in  Convention  assembled,  do  adopt  and  enact  this  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  said  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  I 

The  name  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  Inc.,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "The  Diocese." 


ARTICLE  n 

The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Inc,  comprises  all  of  that  part 
of  the  State  of  Indiana  lying  north  of  the  south  line  of  the  following  counties,  to  wit:  Benton, 
White,  Carroll,  Howard,  Grant,  Blackford  and  Jay. 


ARTICLE  HI 

The  law  governing  the  Diocese  is  declared  to  be: 

1.  The  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

2.  The  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America 
as  set  forth  by  the  General  Convention  thereof. 

3.  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  its  Rubrics. 

4.  The  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  and  the  enactments  of  the  Convention 

thereof. 

5.  The  ecclesiastical  law  of  England  and  the  Statutes  of  the  British  Parliament  made  in 

aid  thereof  prior  to  A.D.  1789,  and  which  are  of  a  general  nature,  not  local  to  that  kingdom, 

and  not  inconsistent  with  the  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  paragraphs  of  this  article. 
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ARTICLE  IV 


SECTION  1.  The  legislative  power  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested  in  a  Convention 
thereof. 

SECTION  2.  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  is  constituted  as  follows: 

First.  The  bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and,  if  there  be  one,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  any 
Suffragan  Bishop  shall  each  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention. 

Second.  Every  Priest  and  Deacon  not  under  ecclesiastical  censure  who  is  canonically 
resident  within  the  Diocese  shall  each  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Third.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex- 
officio  entitled  to  sit  and  vote  in  the  Convention.  The  three  appointed  chairmen  of  each 
of  the  Bishop’s  three  Executive  Divisions  shall  be  given  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

Fourth.  Each  parish  in  the  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  three  (3)  lay  delegates,  and  each 
Diocesan  and  parochial  mission  to  one  (1)  lay  delegate,  who  shall  in  all  cases  be 
communicants  of  the  Church,  not  less  that  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age,  and  residents  and  stated 
worshipers  of  the  parish  or  mission  which  they  represent;  further,  such  persons  may  not  be 
under  ecclesiastical  discipline,  and  must  have  been  elected  delegates  in  accordance  with  the 
Canon  governing  the  election  of  delegates. 

Fifth.  Lay  members  of  Diocesan  Council  shall,  during  their  term  of  office,  have  a  seat 
and  voice  in  Convention. 

Sixth.  Elected  lay  deputies  of  this  Diocese  to  General  Convention  shall,  during  their 
term  of  office,  have  a  seat  and  voice  in  Convention. 

SECTION  3.  The  Convention  shall  meet  in  regular  annual  session  which  shall  be 
convened  by  a  summons  issued  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  conjunction  with  the  Standing 
Committee,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  then  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  at  a  time  designated 
by  Canon  and  at  a  place  deemed  most  convenient.  In  all  cases  printed  notice  shall  be  sent 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  to  all  who  are  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Annual 
Convention  at  least  ninety  (90)  days,  and  in  a  Special  Convention  at  least  thiry  (30)  days, 
in  advance  of  its  assembling  which  said  notice  shall  specify  the  place  and  the  time  of 
meeting  and,  in  the  case  of  special  sessions,  the  business  for  the  transaction  of  which  the 
session  has  been  called. 

SECTION  4.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  President  of  the  Convention, 
but  in  case  of  his  absence  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  shall  preside.  In  the  absence  of  both,  a 
presiding  officer  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Convention  from  among  its 
representatives. 


ARTICLE  V 

SECTION  1 .  A  majority  of  the  Priests  and  Deacons  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  and 
lay  delegates  from  one-third  of  the  parishes  and  missions  entitled  to  representation,  when  duly 
assembled,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjourn  from  time  to  time. 

SECTION  2.  All  elections  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  Canon  shall  be  by  ballot  in 
Convention  unless  the  same  be  dispensed  with  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention. 

*  SECTION  3.  The  clergy  and  laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body.  Evety  member  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  determine  any  question  submitted  to  the 
Convention,  unless  otherwise  provided  for  by  Convention  Rules  of  Order. 

SECTION  4.  If  any  member  shall  call  for  a  vote  by  oral  declaration,  the  Secretary  shall  call 
the  roll  of  the  Convention,  and  the  members  shall  thereupon  announce  their  votes  as  their  names 
are  called  by  the  Secretary.  The  votes  so  cast  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Journal,  and  no  member 
shall  be  excused  from  voting  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention. 

*  This  section  ammended  in  1987;  due  for  second  reading  in  1988. 
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SECTION  5.  If  any  three  clerical  members  or  three  lay  delegates,  being  representatives 
from  three  different  parishes  or  missions,  shall  demand  a  vote  by  orders,  the  roll  of  the 
Convention  shall  be  called,  as  directed  in  the  previous  section,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes 
of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  an  affirmative  decision. 


ARTICLE  VI 

SECTION  1.  The  Convention  may  admit  parishes  and  missions  into  union  with  it  on  such 
terms  as  provided  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese 

SECTION  2.  The  Convention  shall  set  forth  the  conditions  by  virtue  of  which  parishes 
and  missions  in  union  with  it  may  be  deprived  of  representation  in  the  Convention,  or  forfeit 
their  parochial  privileges. 

SECTION  3.  No  parish  shall  be  organized  within  the  boundaries  of  any  existing  parish 
without  the  consent  of  such  existing  parish,  which  must  be  given  by  the  action  of  its  Rector, 
Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  sitting  as  one  body.  If  consent  is  refused,  the  parish,  through 
its  Rector,  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  shall  give  notice  to  the  Bishop  of  such  refusal 
and  the  reasons  therefor.  The  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  shall  judge  the 
reasonableness  of  such  refusal  and  decide  accordingly,  and  if  the  decision  of  the  Bishop  and 
a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  is  that  such  refusal  is  unreasonable,  they  shall  proceed 
to  grant  consent  for  the  organization  of  the  new  parish.  Any  decision  of  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  shall  be  final  in  the  matter. 


ARTICLE  Vn 

The  Convention  shall  annually  by  resolution  provide  for  the  raising  of  such  revenue  as 
is  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  maintenance  of  such  other 
ecclesiastical  work  as  it  may  authorize.  The  Convention  shall  further  designate  the  authority 
and  functions  to  be  delegated  to  and  exercised  by  the  Diocesan  Council. 


ARTICLE  vra 

SECTION  1.  As  provided  in  Article  V,  the  legislative  power  of  the  Diocese  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Convention  thereof. 

SECTION  2.  There  shall  be  a  Diocesan  Council  which  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop 
as  Chairman,  six  priests,  six  lay  persons  and  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  Women.  The  said  Diocesan  Council  will  function  exclusively  as  the  interim 
legislative  arm  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  and  shall  carry  out  such  specific  delegated 
authority  as  the  Diocesan  Convention  shall  specify.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  no 
executive  function  and  no  operating  divisions.  Its  legislative  authority  will  include  at  least 
quarterly  reviews  of  the  Executive  Department's  activities  and  approval  of  revised  budget 
priorities.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  also  have  the  authority  to  authorize  inter-budget 
transfers  of  budgeted  funds  between  sessions  of  Diocesan  Conventions. 


ARTICLE  IX 

SECTION  1.  In  addition  to  the  Bishop,  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  Suffragan  Bishop,  the 
officers  of  this  Diocese,  who  shall  in  all  cases  be  elected  by  the  Convention  of  the  same  and 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successor  shall  have  been  elected,  shall  be: 

A  Secretary  for  one  year. 

A  Treasurer  for  one  year. 

A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  three  priests,  for  three  years,  and  two  lay  persons 
for  two  years. 

A  Commission  on  Ministry,  consisting  of  at  least  five  (5)  and  not  more  than  seven  (7) 
clergymen  and  at  least  three  (3)  and  not  more  than  five  (5)  lay  persons,  to  be  nominated  by 
the  Bishop,  for  one  year. 
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The  Chancellor  for  three  years. 

A  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  three  laymen,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop,  for 
three  years. 

The  duties  of  said  officers  shall  be  as  specified  by  this  Constitution  and  by  Canon  Law. 
SECTION  2.  AU  persons  holding  office  under  the  provisions  of  Section  1  of  this  Article 
must  be  communicants  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  X 

SECTION  1.  The  executive  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested  in  the  Bishop  who 
shall  be  President  of  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  2.  A  part  of  the  executive  authority  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop, 
there  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of  three  laymen  each  elected  for  a  period  of 
three  years  by  Diocesan  Convention.  The  laymen  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop  on  a 
rotating  basis  as  provided  by  the  Canon  Law.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  supervise  the 
investment  of  the  Diocesan  funds  and  the  special  trust  funds  which  may  from  time  to  time 
become  the  property  of  or  be  administered  by  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  3.  The  Commission  on  Ministry,  provided  in  Section  1  of  Article  IX,  shall  be 
part  of  the  executive  branch  of  the  Diocese  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese.  The  duties  of  the  Commission  on  Ministry  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  the  Bishop  and 
in  accordance  with  the  Canon  Law  of  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  The  Bishop’s  cabinet  shall  consist  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Executive 
Divisions,  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  Canon  Law  of  this  Diocese,  together  with  the 
Treasurer  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese.  The  Chairmen  of  said  Executive  Divisions  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  The  Bishop's  cabinet  shall  meet  with  the  Bishop  at  least 
quarterly  and  at  such  times  as  the  Bishop  may  call  said  meetings  for  the  purposes  of 
augmenting  and  carrying  out  the  executive  directions  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  XI 

SECTION  1.  The  election  of  a  Bishop,  a  Bishop  Coadjutor,  or  a  Suffragan  Bishop  for  the 
Diocese  shall  be  at  an  Annual  Convention,  or  at  a  Special  Convention  duly  called  by  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  that  purpose. 

SECTION  2.  In  the  election  the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  by  orders.  If  there  are 
present  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  the  Priests  and  Deacons  entitled  to  vote  and  lay 
delegates  from  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  all  parishes  and  missions  entitled  to  represen¬ 
tation,  then  a  concurrent  majority  of  the  two  orders  shall  be  necessary  to  a  decision; 
however,  if  there  are  fewer  present,  then  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  each  order  present  shall 
be  necessary  to  a  decision. 

SECTION  3.  In  all  cases  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  no  clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  unless  he  shall  be  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  The  procedure  and  rules  for  the  conduct  of  such  election  shall  be 
established  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  or  by  special  rules  of  election  adopted  by  the 
Convention  convened  to  conduct  such  election,  which  such  special  rules  shall  be  deemed  to 
control  in  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  them  and  the  provisions  of  Canon  Law  with 
regard  thereto. 


ARTICLE  Xn 

No  person  shall  serve  as  Chairman  of  any  of  the  Bishop’s  Executive  Divisions  and  at  the 
same  time  be  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  or  Diocesan  Council.  A  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee  may  not  cerve  concurrently  on  the  Diocesan  Council. 
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ARTICLE  Xni 


The  judicial  functions  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested  in  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  and  in  an  Ecclesiastical  Court.  The  said  Ecclesiastical  Court  shall  be  cornoosed  of 
the  three  priests  who  are  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  its  procedure  shall  be  as 
provided  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese. 


ARTICLE  XIV 

As  used  in  this  Constitution  the  following  terms  and  phrases  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

"Parish."  An  ecclesiastical  body  organized  according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  Law, 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention  of 
the  Diocese. 

"Mission."  An  ecclesiastical  body  organized  according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  Law, 
not  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese. 

"Rector."  A  priest  duly  chosen  by  the  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  a  parish,  and 
instituted  into  office  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

"Ecclesiastical  Authority."  First,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese;  second,  in  the  event  of  the 
death  or  incapacity  of  said  Bishop  or  his  absence  from  the  Diocese,  so  much  of  his  authority 
as  is  not  peculiar  to  hfs  Episcopal  office  is  vested  in  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

"Communicant."  A  confirmed  person  registered  or  enrolled  as  such  by  a  congregation 
of  this  Diocese,  as  defined  in  the  Canons  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

"Canonical  residence."  That  connection  with  the  Diocese  which  a  Priest  or  Deacon 
acquires:  First,  by  ordination  in  and  for  the  Diocese;  second,  by  transfer  to  the  Diocese  and 
acceptance  of  his  Letters  Dimissory  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof. 


ARTICLE  XV 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  amended  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  Convention  unless  the 
proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  a  previous  Convention, 
nor  unless  at  its  final  adoption  it  shall  be  approved  by  the  Bishop  and  shall  receive  three- 
fourths  of  the  votes  of  eaeh  order  at  the  Convention. 
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THE  CANONS 


CANON  NO.  1 
DIOCESAN  CLERGY  LIST 

SECTION  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of  this  Diocese, 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall  prepare  or  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all  the  priests 
and  deacons  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective 
parishes,  stations,  employment,  or  places  of  residence,  but  no  priest  or  deacon  while 
suspended  from  the  ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  the  said  list.  Such  list  shall  be  placed 
before  the  Convention  on  the  first  day  of  meeting  and  be  prefixed  to  the  Journal, 

SECTION  2.  The  right  of  any  priest  or  deacon  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined  by  the  Convention  itself. 


CANON  NO.  2 

THE  DIOCESAN  CONVENTION 

SECTION  1.  Lay  delegates  and  alternates  to  the  Convention  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
Vestry  of  each  parish  and  by  the  Vicar's  Committee  of  each  canonically  organized  Diocesan 
and  Parochial  Mission.  The  lay  delegates  from  each  parish  and  mission  shall  present  to  the 
Convention  a  certificate  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  Vestry,  or  of  the  Vicar's  Committee,  or 
by  the  Rector,  or  Priest-in-Charge  or  by  one  of  the  Church  Wardens,  in  substance  as  follows:

SECTION  2.  The  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  of  each  parish  and  the  Priest-in-Charge  of 
each  organized  mission,  or  where  there  is  no  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge,  the  clerk  of  the 
Vestry  or  of  the  Vicar's  Committee,  shall  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting  of  any  ; 

Convention  of  the  Diocese  make  returns  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  and  to  the  Rector 
of  the  Parish  in  which  the  Convention  is  to  be  held,  of  the  names  of  the  persons  chosen  to 
represent  the  parish  or  mission  at  such  Convention.  If  there  be  no  election  or  if  the  persons 
elected  cannot  attend,  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  and  Church  Wardens  or  Vicar's 
Committee,  or,  if  there  be  no  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  then,  the  Church  Wardens  or 
Vicar's  Committee,  shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancies  and  in  such  case  the  certificate 
shall  set  forth  that  fact. 

SECTION  3.  Every  session  of  the  Convention  shall  be  opened  by  divine  services  under  i 
the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese.  ^ 

SECTION  4.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  Convention  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
to  receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  all  delegates  to  the  Convention. 

SECTION  5:  A. 

In  the  case  of  a  disputed,  irregular,  or  contested  delegation,  each  such  disputed,  ^ 

irregular,  or  contested  delegation  may  speak  upon  the  question  but  shall  not  vote  upon  its  .j 

decision.  ! 

B.  Before  the  Convention  may  proceed  further  there  must  be  found  present  a  quorum 
of  both  Orders.  If  such  quorum  be  found  and  if  there  is  a  presiding  officer  to  be  elected, 
then  the  Convention  shall  proceed  to  his  election.  The  Bishop,  or  the  presiding  officer 
declared  to  be  elected,  shall  declare  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

C.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary,  who,  being 
chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  an  assistant,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Convention.  The  presiding  officer  may  nominate  one  or  more  persons  for  the  office  of 
Secretary,  who  need  not  be  delegates  to  the  Convention. 
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SECTION  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  the  following  standing  committees, 
which  shall  have  the  authority  to  meet  during  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall 
report  at  the  next  annual  Convention: 

1.  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

2.  A  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  and  Missions. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  of  which  the  Chancellor  shall  be  the 
chairman,  ex  officio. 

4.  A  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Bishop's 
address  and  the  parochial  and  mission  reports. 


CANON  NO.  3 

THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  A  PARISH 

SECTION  1.  The  Convention  may  admit  parishes  into  union  with  it,  provided  that  they 
shall  have  presented  to  the  Convention  at  its  first  business  meeting  the  following  documents: 

FIRST:  A  certificate  from  the  Bishop  approving  of  the  organization  of  such  parish. 

SECOND:  A  statement  of  its  assets  and  liabilities,  signed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
congregation,  showing  that  it  is  able  to  meet  its  obligations  without  financial  assistance  from 
the  Diocese. 

THIRD:  Satisfactory  written  evidence  that  the  congregation  has  been  duly  organized  by 
the  election  of  two  Church  Wardens  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  the  number  of 
Vestrymen  allowed  by  law,  and  that  they  have  assumed  a  name  under  which  they  have  been 
legally  organized  and  that  they  have  at  least  fifty  (50)  communicants. 

FOURTH:  Articles  of  Organization  subscribed  by  the  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen, 
by  which  they  exoressly  accede  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  and  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese. 
Each  parish  may  adopt  its  own  by-laws,  provided  that  they  shall  not  conflict  with  the 
Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  or  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

SECTION  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  upon  consultation  with  the  Rectors  and 
appointed  missionaries  of  any  city,  township,  or  incorporated  village  affected,  with  the 
advice  and  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  may  establish  boundaries  of  parishes  and 
missions  in  any  such  city  or  disctrict  as  may  be  judged  best,  and  such  boundaries,  when 
reported  in  writing  to  the  Convention,  shall  be  the  canonical  boundaries  thereof. 

SECTION  3.  Whenever  any  parish  shall  for  a  period  of  two  consecutive  years  fail  to 
elect  Church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  or  if  the  Vestry  shall  for  two  consecutive  years 
willfully  refuse  to  elect  a  Rector,  or  if  it  shall  in  any  way  knowingly  transgress  the 
Constitution  or  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese  or  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  it  may  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Convention  or  its 
connection  with  the  Diocese  may  be  wholly  dissolved  by  the  Convention  or  the  Convention 
may  change  its  status  to  that  of  a  mission. 

SECTION  4.  Any  parish  which  may  have  been  suspended  from  the  right  of 
representation  in  this  Convention  or  whose  connection  with  the  Diocese  may  have  been 
wholly  dissolved  as  provided  in  this  Canon  or  its  status  changed  to  that  of  a  mission  pursuant 
to  Section  3  of  this  Canon  may  be  reinstated  as  a  parish  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Bishop  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention;  such  reinstatement  shall  take  effect  upon  the 
adjournment  of  the  Convention  which  shall  have  ordered  the  same. 

SECTION  5.  Any  parish  which:  (1)  has  not  paid  in  full  its  prior  year's  assessment  as 
of  January  31  of  the  current  year;  or  (2)  which  receives  an  adjustment  of  its  Diocesan 
assessment;  or  (3)  which  is  more  than  three  months  delinquent  on  its  current  year's  Diocesan 
assessment  shall  be  designated  an  'aided  parish'.  Such  aided  parish  shall  appear  at  the 
Diocesan  Council  meeting  next  held  to  set  forth  and  explain  the  reasons  for  the  delinquency 
and  shall  thereafter  comply  with  the  requests  of  the  Diocesan  Council.  Any  aided  parish 
shall  be  given  representation  and  voting  rights  at  the  Diocesan  Convention  only  upon 
application  therefore  by  said  aided  parish  at  the  time  of  Convention,  and  by  majority  vote 
of  the  delegates  to  such  Convention.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  the  right  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  Convention  on  such  application. 
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SECTION  6.  Upon  the  organization  of  a  new  parish  or  the  occurence  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  rectorate  of  any  existing  parish,  the  Vestry  shall  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  Authority,  which,  after  thirty  (30)  days,  if  divine  service  is  not  maintained, 
shall  take  measures  to  supply  services  at  the  expense  of  the  parish. 

SECTION  7.  No  Vestry  shall  sell  or  mortgage  any  real  estate  without  having  first 
obtained  the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

SECTION  8.  On  the  Dissolution  of  a  Parish.  In  the  event  that  it  becomes  evident  to 
a  Parish  Vestry  that  the  Parish  is  no  longer  viable  and  should  be  dissolved,  the  following  steps 
shall  be  taken: 

1.  The  Bishop  shall  first  be  consulted  and  shall  give  his  consent  in  writing  within 
30  days.  If  he  does  not  agree  with  the  proposed  dissolution,  he  shall  state  the  reasons  in 
a  written  communication  to  the  Vestry  which  communication  it  shall  be  the  Vestry's  duty  to 
cause  to  be  mailed  to  the  entire  mailing  list  of  the  Parish. 

2.  In  any  case,  the  Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestry  shall  call  a  Parish  meeting  for 
discussion  of  the  proposal  to  dissolve  and  notify  the  members  of  the  Parish  no  less  than  30 
days  before  the  scheduled  date  of  the  meeting.  In  the  event  of  the  Rector's  absence  or  a 
vacancy  in  the  Parish,  one  of  the  Wardens  shall  preside.  ‘ 

3.  Having  determined  to  proceed  with  the  dissolution  of  the  Parish,  the  Vestry 
shall  consult  with  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  and  present  an  inventory  of  assets 
and  property  and  a  written  plan  for  the  disposition  of  those  same  assets  and  property  of  said 
Parish.  The  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  must  be  satisfied  with  the  plan  and  so  state 
in  writing  to  the  Vestry  before  the  proposed  dissolution  becomes  effective. 

4.  All  assets  and  property  of  the  Parish  on  the  effective  date  of  dissolution  shall 
become  the  property  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.  Ultimate  disposition  of  the 
undisbursed  assets  and  property  will  be  made  by  the  Diocesan  Convention,  if  one  be  meeting 
within  30  days  of  the  effective  dissolution  of  the  Parish,  or  otherwise  by  the  Bishop  and 
Diocesan  Council,  which  is  the  arm  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

5.  In  the  disposition  of  assets  and  property,  all  legitimate  indebtedness  shall  be 
paid.  Any  moneys  owed  the  Diocese  or  any  of  its  agencies  shall  be  construed  as  part  of  the 
indebtedness  to  be  satisfied. 


CANON  NO.  4 

QUAUnCATIONS  FOR  PASTORAL  CHARGE 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Rector,  assistant  to  the  Rector,  or  Priest- 
in-Charge  unless  he  has  had  Episcopal  Ordination  and  is  in  good  and  regular  standing  as  a 
priest  or  deacon  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  shall  be 
certified  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  to  be  a  qualified  clergyman  of  the 
Church.  Letters  dimissory  shall  not  be  given  or  received  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
this  Diocese  when  the  provisions  governing  them  are  not  honestly  complied  with. 


CANON  NO.  5 

THE  SELECTION  OF  CLERGYMEN 

SECTION  1.  A  Priest  shall  be  called  to  a  parish  in  this  Diocese  in  any  capacity  only 
by  election  by  the  votes  of  the  majority  of  the  Vestry  given  by  ballot,  and  except  in  the  case 
of  the  election  of  a  Dean  and/or  Rector,  the  consent  of  the  Rector  shall  have  been  given 
previously  in  writing.  The  election  of  such  Priest  must  be  made  after  open  nomination  at 
a  previous  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  duly  convened,  and  each  nomination  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  written  declaration  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  that,  in  its  judgment,  taking  into 
consideration  the  best  interestes  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Parish  in  question,  the  individual 
nominated  is  a  fit  and  qualified  clergyman  of  this  Church  and  may  be  considered  for  election. 
The  notice  of  the  meeting  of  the  Vestry  at  which  such  election  is  intended  shall  express  such 
intention. 

SECTION  2.  The  contract  of  the  clergyman-elect  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  express 
distinctly  any  special  conditions,  together  with  the  stipulations  with  regard  to  salary  or 
support,  which,  when  the  clergyman  is  settled,  shall  be  a  valid  legal  contract,  and  the  salary 
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as  accruing  shall  be  acknowledged  debt,  recoverable  by  process  of  law,  if  necessary,  except 
that  the  amount  of  said  salary  may  be  increased  or  decreased  if  from  time  to  time  the 
parties  so  agree.  Due  notice  of  any  such  increase  or  decrease  and  of  such  contract  shall 
be  given  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry. 

SECTION  3.  On  the  election  of  the  clergyman  as  hereinabove  provided  for,  the  Vestry 
shall  immediately  deliver  notice  of  said  election  to  the  Bishop.  The  said  elected  clergyman 
shall  not  be  recognized  by  the  Diocese  as  the  Rector,  assistant  to  the  Rector,  or  Priest-in- 
Charge  of  the  parish  until  the  Vestry  shall  be  duly  notified  by  the  Bishop  that  the  said 
elected  person  has  been  canonically  transferred  to  this  jurisdiction,  and  at  the  request  of  the 
clergyman-elect,  if  he  be  a  priest,  and  of  the  Vestry,  his  induction  may  be  accomplished  by 
the  use  of  the  Office  of  Institution  contained  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

SECTION  4.  The  priests  or  deacons  in  charge  of  organized  or  unorganized  missions  are 
appointed  and  sent  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  upon  such  terms  with  regard  to  pecuniary 
support  and  for  such  period  of  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Bishop  and  such  priest 
or  deacons,  which  appointments  shall  be  in  writing. 

SECTION  5.  In  the  event  of  the  inability  of  a  Rector  to  perform  his  duties,  or  his 
absence  from  his  cure  for  a  continuous  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  or  more,  excluding  vacation 
and  leave  of  absence,  then  with  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  Vestry  may 
designate  a  person  to  act  as  Priest-in-Charge  during  that  period  of  inability  or  absence  unless 
the  Rector  has  previously  so  designated  in  writing. 


CANON  NO.  6 

THE  SETTLED  CLERGYMAN 

SECTION  1.  The  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  of  a  parish  or  mission  has,  by  virtue  of 
his  office,  the  exclusive  charge  of  all  the  spiritual  concerns,  music,  and  ritual  observances 
of  the  parish  or  mission,  subject  and  answerable  only  to  the  Bishop.  He  is  entitled  at  all 
times  to  have  access  to  the  Church  building,  and  to  open  the  same  as  he  may  deem  proper 
for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  for  prayer,  for  catechetical  or  other  religious 
instruction,  for  marriages,  baptism,  or  burials,  and  for  other  rites  and  ceremonies  authorized 
by  the  Church  or  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  this  Diocese.  He  shall  be  responsible 
for  distribution  of  the  alms  received  at  the  Holy  Communion  to  such  purposes  as  they  are 
appointed.  He  shall  have  the  full  direction  and  control  of  all  guilds  and  societies  within  the 
parish.  He  may  call  meetings  of  the  Vestry  and  congregation  as  he  may  deem  proper  and, 
in  addition,  he  is  President  ex  officio  of  the  same  and  is  entitled  to  speak  and  vote  on  all 
questions  before  those  bodies. 

SECTION  2.  No  priest  or  deacon  shall  presume  to  function  in  any  sacerdotal  capacity 
within  the  parish  of  any  other  priest  or  deacon  without  the  request  or  permission  of  the 
incumbent  or,  in  case  of  the  absence  or  incapacity  of  the  incumbent,  of  the  Church  Wardens 
of  the  Parish. 


CANON  NO.  7 

DISSOLUTION  OF  PASTORAL  RELATIONS 

SECTION  1.  When  a  Rector  or  clergyman  has  been  regularly  settled  in  any  parish  or 
mission,  he  shall  not  resign  the  same  nor  separate  himself  from  it  by  the  acceptance  of  any 
other  charge  of  duty,  nor  leave  his  congregation  against  their  will  without  first  asking  and 
obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese.  If  any  Rector  or 
clergyman  so  settled  shall  resign,  separate  from,  or  leave  his  parish  or  mission  without  the 
consent  or  concurrence  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  first  requested  and 
obtained  in  writing,  then  said  Rector  or  clergyman  shall  be  held  not  to  be  of  regular  standing 
until  he  shall  have  made  such  satisfaction  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  may 
require. 

SECTION  2.  In  case  an  attempt  shall  be  made  by  a  Vestry  or  Congregation  to  force 
the  resignation  of  a  Rector  or  clergyman  by  any  coercive  means  and  without  the  consent  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  to  such  resignation,  then  on  satisfactory  evidence  of  such 
attempt  being  shown  to  the  Convention,  such  parish  or  mission  so  offending  shall  have  no 
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right  to  a  seat  or  vote  in  the  Convention  until  it  shall  have  made  such  satisfaction  as  the 
Convention  may  require. 

CANON  NO.  8 
VACANT  PARISHES 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Church  Wardens  of  each  parish  to  give  written  notice  tf<  the 
Bishop  as  soon  as  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  pastoral  charge,  asking  hi5  advice  and 
assistance  in  the  settlement  of  a  successor,  and  submitting  suitable  information  as  to  the 
state  and  requirements  of  the  parish. 


CANON  NO.  9 

DISPUTES  BETWEEN  A  CLERGYMAN  AND  HIS  PARISH 

SECTION  1.  In  any  dispute  which  may  arise  between  a  Rector  or  settled  clergyman  and 
his  Vestry  or  congregation  which  cannot  be  amicably  settled  themselves,  the  parties  or  either 
of  them  shall  make  application  to  the  Bishop  and  serve  upon  him  in  writing  a  document 
setting  out  the  matters  in  dispute.  In  such  proceeding  any  Vestry  or  congregation  must  act 
officially  and  when  duly  convened.  The  Bishop,  upon  receipt  of  such  document,  if  he  shall 
deem  the  matter  in  controversy  to  be  serious  enough  in  its  character  or  sufficiently  set  forth 
to  be  a  proper  subject  of  adjudication,  shall  then  promote  inquiry  into  the  same  in  such 
manner  and  to  such  extent,  either  personally  or  by  commission,  as  he  shall  deem  expedient. 
The  Bishop  may  give  his  decision  on  the  matter  in  dispute  with  his  recommendations  of  duty 
or  obligation  in  the  premises.  If  the  Bishop  shall  decide  that  there  is  no  reasonable 
probability  of  a  favorable  termination  of  the  controversy,  then  he  may  recommend  the 
dissolution  of  the  connection  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rector  or  clergyman  on  such 
conditions  as  seem  to  the  Bishop  to  be  reasonable  and  expedient. 

SECTION  2.  If  either  party  desires  a  rehearing  of  the  case  he  shall  make  a  request  in 
writing  for  such  rehearing  within  twenty  (20)  days  from  the  date  of  the  decision.  Such 
written  request  shall  be  served  upon  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority.  It  shall  then  be  the  duty 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
receipt  of  such  request  for  rehearing  to  consider  and  decide  upon  that  request  for  rehearing. 
If  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  them  shall  be  opposed  to  such  rehearing,  then  the  original 
decision  sought  to  be  reheard  shall  be  final;  otherwise,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Appellate  Tribunal.  In  the  event  that  no  such  action  be  taken  by  the  Eccesiastical  Authority 
and  the  Ecclesiastical  Court  within  that  thirty  (30)  days,  then  the  matter  shall  be  deemed 
referred  to  the  Appellate  Tribunal.  In  any  case  the  said  Appellate  Tribunal  shall  be 
composed  as  follows:  The  Ecclesiastical  Authority;  that  priest  in  the  Deanery  in  which  is 
located  the  contestant  Vestry  or  congregation  who  has  the  longest  canonical  residence  in  the 
Diocese,  or,  if  he  be  involved  in  the  controversy,  then  the  priest  in  that  Deanery  who  has 
the  next  longest  canonical  residence  in  the  Diocese;  and  three  priests  who  shall  be  selected 
by  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Appellate  Tribunal  may  request  the  services  of  the 
Chancellor  as  its  Law  Officer  and  the  Chancellor  may  so  act  or  may  nominate  another 
lawyer  of  the  Diocese  to  so  act.  The  decision  of  the  Appellate  Tribunal  shall  be  final  in 
the  matter. 


CANON  NO.  10 

THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  MISSIONS 

SECTION  1.  A.  Persons  desiring  the  services  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  any  town, 
village,  or  district  in  the  Diocese  may  make  application  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
the  Diocese  for  the  organization  as  a  Diocesan  mission  as  follows: 

"Reverend  Father  in  God:  We,  the  undersigned,  residents  of  ,  County 

of^ _ ,  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  desiring  the  services  of  the  Episcopal 

Church  and  being  ready  and  able  to  do  our  share  to  sustain  the  same,  do  hereby  request  that 
you  provide  for  us  as  you  may  deem  proper  and  expedient. 

We  hereby  agree  to  put  ourselves  under  your  charge  and  promise  conformity  to  the 
Constitution,  Canons,  doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship  of  said  Church,  to  the  Constitution 
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and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana,  and  to  all  other  rules  and  regulations  of  said 
Church.  We  now  ask  t‘-t  privilege  of  being  organized  as  a  Diocesan  mission  under  the  name 
of  _  Mission. 

Furthermore,  we  hereby  stipulate  and  agree  to  raise  and  faithfully  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  every  year  such  contributions  as  may  be  imposed  upon  us  as  our  minimum 
contribution  toward  the  stated  salary  of  the  missionary,  and  we  now  agree  for  the  first  year 
to  pay  in  quarterly  installments  the  sum  of  not  less  than  _ dollars.: 

The  above  application  shall  be  signed  by  all  who  propose  to  be  members  of  the  mission. 

B.  A  Diocesan  mission  shall  be  established  only  by  the  approval  of  such  application 
therefor  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  the  Diocesan  Council  and  upon  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  2  of  this  Canon. 

SECTION  2.  A  Diocesan  mission,  when  established  pursuant  to  Section  1  of  this  Canon, 
shall  be  duly  organized  by  the  appointment  by  the  Bishop  of  a  missionary,  who  shall 
constitute  the  Vicar's  Committee  of  the  mission,  and  who  shall  be  charged  with  responsibility 
for  its  temporal  interests.  The  Vicar's  Committee  shall  serve  for  one  Conciliar  year  and 
beginning  with  the  second  Conciliar  year  of  the  existence  of  the  mission,  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  using  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Canon  No.  13.  Prior  to  the  appointment  of  a 
missionary,  however,  the  Bishop,  should  he  deem  it  expedient,  may  appoint  such  Vicar's 
Committee  of  the  mission,  thereby  securing  a  preliminary  organization. 


CANON  NO.  11 
THE  CHURCH  WARDENS 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  two  Wardens  in  each  parish,  who  shall  be  communicants  in 
good  standing,  and  who  may  be  designated  as  Senior  Warden  and  Junior  Warden  and  all  duties 
may  belong  equally  to  both. 

SECTION  2.  The  Wardens  shall  see  that  the  church  is  provided  with  a  Bible,  containing 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  and  other  books  commonly  called  the  Apocrypha,  as  authorized 
by  the  General  Convention,  and  prayer  books  and  hymnals  of  proper  size  and  of  the  standard 
editions.  It  shall  also  be  their  duty  to  provide  the  Fair  Linens  and  the  elements  of  bread 
and  wine  for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  to  procure  proper  vestments  and 
vessels,  and  to  cause  the  alms  and  other  offerings  of  the  people  to  be  gathered  in  proper 
basins  provided  for  that  purpose. 

SECTION  3.  The  Wardens  shall  insure  that  the  church  building  be  kept  from  all  uses 
not  authorized  by  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge,  if  there  be  either,  or  especially  prohibited 
by  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  that  it  be  kept  in  good  repair  and  clean  condition,  and  that 
the  premises  around  it  be  in  proper  order. 

SECTION  4.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  preserve  order  and  decorum  in  and  around 
the  church  building  on  all  occasions  whatever  and  especially  during  the  time  of  divine 
worship,  and  to  admonish  persons  guilty  of  any  unseemly  conduct. 

SECTION  5.  In  case  there  is  no  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  or  in  case  of  the  absence 
or  inability  to  act  of  both,  the  Wardens  according  to  seniority  shall  preside  at  all  mi  etings 
of  the  Vestry  and  of  the  parish. 


CANON  NO.  12 
THE  VESTRY 

SECTION  1.  The  Vestry  shall  consist  of  the  Rector,  the  duly  elected  Wardens,  and  the 
duly  elected  Vestrymen.  The  Rector  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Vestry  at  which  he 
is  present.  The  Vestry  shall  transact  all  of  the  temporal  business  of  the  parish,  shall  see  that 
all  things  needed  for  divine  services  are  provided,  shall  collect  and  disburse  all  monies  with 
regard  to  Church  purposes,  shall  provide  that  any  needed  officers  be  duly  appointed  and 
faithfully  discharge  their  duties,  shall  pay  when  due  and  at  intervals  agreed  upon  all 
stipulated  salaries,  shall  inform  themselves  of  any  assessments  which  may  be  imposed  by  the 
Diocesan  Convention  and  take  measures  for  the  due  and  prompt  liquidation  of  these 
obligations.  The  Vestry  shall  have  the  responsibility  to  collect  before  the  end  of  each  fiscal 
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year  a  sum  sufficient  to  liquidate  all  the  current  expenses  and  assessments  of  the  parish. 

SECTION  2.  The  Vestry  shall,  at  or  before  the  annual  parish  meeting,  cause  to  be 
written  and  delivered  to  the  Rector  or,  if  there  be  none,  to  the  Wardens  a  statement  of  the 
temporal  condition  of  the  parish.  At  the  annual  parish  meeting  the  Rector  or  one  of  the 
Wardens  shall,  before  voting  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  present  and  read  said  statement  to 
the  parishioners  there  assembled  and  afterward  deliver  it  to  the  new  Vestry,  to  be  examined 
and  duly  recorded  by  them,  and  the  original  shall  be  kept  as  a  permanent  part  of  the  parish 
records.  The  said  statement  shall  set  forth  in  detail  what  property  has  been  received  during 
their  time  of  office  and  from  what  souce,  what  money  has  been  expended  and  for  what 
purposes,  and  what  property  has  been  purchased,  exchanged,  sold,  or  mortgaged  and  for  what 
purposes. 

SECTION  3.  Meetings  of.  the  Vestry  may  be  called  by  order  of  the  Rector  or  in  case 

of  his  inability  to  act  or  if  there  be  no  Rector,  by  the  Wardens,  at  any  time  that  he  or  they 

may  deem  it  expedient.  He  or  they  shall  call  such  meeting  when  requested  in  writing  to  do 
so  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Vestry;  that  writing  shall  declare  the  purpose  or 
purposes  of  such  meetings.  No  meeting  of  a  Vestry  shall  be  held  to  be  valid  in  which  there 
shall  not  be  present  the  Rector  or  one  Warden. 

SECTION  4.  In  the  event  that  there  is  no  Rector  and  there  is  a  Priest-in-Charge,  then 
the  Priest-in-Charge  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  duties  of  a  Rector  for  that  time. 

SECTION  5.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  one  of  their  members  as  Clerk,  whose 

responsibilities  shall  include  taking  and  keeping  minutes  of  their  meetings  and  acting  as 

custodian  of  the  records  and  seal  of  the  Vestry. 

SECTION  6.  If  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  shall  not  have  appointed  a  parish 
Treasurer,  the  Vestry  shall  elect  one.  Such  officer  need  not  be  a  member  of  the  Vestry. 

SECTION  7.  The  Vestry  shall  have  the  right  to  make  by-laws  for  meeting  and  business 
and  may  after  and  repeal  the  same  from  time  to  time. 


CANON  NO.  13 
ANNUAL  PARISH  MEETING 

SECTION  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  parish  shall  be  held  at  such  time  as  the  parish 
By-Laws  or  Vestry  shall  designate.  In  the  event  of  a  parish  not  making  such  designation  by 
By-Laws  of  Vestry  action,  then  such  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  during  the  month  of 
January  of  each  year.  At  such  meeting,  there  shall  be  presented  the  reports  required  by 
Section  2,  Canon  12,  and  of  the  various  parochial  organizations.  The  qualified  voters  shall 
then  elect  two  Church  Wardens  who  shall  be  communicants  in  good  standing  and  qualified 
voters  of  the  parish.  They  shall  also  elect  annually  or  on  a  rotating  basis  not  less  than  three 
nor  more  than  fifteen  Vestrymen  who  shall  in  every  case  be  episcopally  confirmed  and 
qualified  voters  in  the  parish.  The  Rector  of  the  parish  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Vestry, 
ex  officio.  Such  Vestry  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected.  At  least  ten  (10)  days  notice  shall 
be  given  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  election  by  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge  on  an 
occasion  of  public  worship,  or  in  the  absence  of  both,  the  Vestry  shall  cause  notice  to  be 
given  in  writing,  conspicuously  posted  at  the  door  of  the  ordinary  place  of  worship  or  by 
publication  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  throughout  the  parish. 

SECTION  2.  In  all  such  elections  the  following  shall  be  qualified  voters:  all  validly 
baptized  persons  who  are  members  of  the  parish  and  of  the  age  of  sixteen  (16)  years  or  more 
and  whose  names  appear  on  the  records  of  the  parish  Treasurer  as  regular  contributors  to 
the  support  of  the  parish  for  six  months  next  preceding  such  election. 

SECTION  3.  The  meeting,  when  assembled  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the 
annual  election,  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  Rector  or  Priest-in-Charge,  or  in  the  absence 
of  both,  by  one  of  the  Church  Wardens. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  two  qualified  voters  present  to  act  as  judges  of  the 
election,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  decide  all  questions  which  may  arise  with  regard  to  the 
qualifications  of  voters.  He  shall  also  appoint  a  clerk  and  a  teller  whose  duties  shall  be  to 
collect,  count  and  make  a  fuU  list  of  the  ballots  cast,  and  to  report  to  the  presiding  officer 
the  names  of  the  persons  receiving  a  majority  or  plurality  of  such  votes,  whichever  method 
of  election  is  chosen  by  the  parish  prior  to  election,  and  such  persons  shall  be  declared  by 
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the  presiding  officer  to  have  been  duly  elected. 

SECTION  4.  The  clerk  or  the  teller  shall  within  ten  days  after  such  election  file  witi 
the  Recorder  of  the  county  in  which  such  parish  is  located  the  certificate  of  such  election 
required  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 


CANON  NO.  14 
DEANERIES 

SECTION  1.  The  Diocese  shall  be  organized  into  six  (6)  Deaneries  consisting  of  the 
parishes  and  missions  as  follows: 

Calumet  Deanery:  St.  Christopher's,  Crown  Point;  Good  Shepherd,  East  Chicago;  Christ 
Church,  Gary;  St.  Stephen's,  Hobart;  St.  Augustine's,  Gary;  St.  Paul's,  Hammond;  St. 
Timothy's,  Griffith;  St.  Peter's,  Rensselaer;  and  St.  Barnabas',  Gary. 

Michigan  City  Deanery:  Incarnation,  Chesterton;  St.  Paul's,  LaPorte;  St.  Andrew's, 
Long  Beach,  Michigan  City;  Trinity,  Michigan  City;  and  St.  Andrew's,  Valparaiso. 

South  Bend  Deanery:  St.  Paul's,  Mishawaka;  St.  Thomas',  Plymouth;  Cathedral  of  St. 
James',  South  Bend;  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels',  South  Bend;  and  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend. 

Elkhart  Deanery:  Holy  Family,  Angola;  St.  John  of  the  Cross,  Bristol;  St.  John  the 
Evangelist,  Elkhart;  St.  David's,  Elkhart;  St.  James',  Goshen;  St.  Mark's,  Howe;  and  All 
Saints',  Wawasee. 

Fort  Wayne  Deanery:  Trinity,  Fort  Wayne;  St.  Alban's,  Fort  Wavne;  St.  Philip  and  St. 
James',  Fort  Wayne;  St.  Anne's,  Warsaw;  and  Christ  the  King,  Huntington. 

Wabash  Valley  Deanery:  St.  Andrew's,  Kokomo;  Trinity,  Logansport;  St.  Alban's, 

Monticello;  Holy  Trinity,  Peru;  St.  Paul's,  Gas  City;  and  Gethsemane,  Marion. 

SECTION  2.  Other  parishes  and  missions  shall  be  added  from  time  to  time  to  the 
respective  deaneries  by  action  of  the  Diocesan  Convention.  No  parish  or  mission  shall  bo 
made  a  member  of  a  designated  deanery  without  its  expressed  consent. 


CANON  NO.  15 
THE  DIOCESAN  COUNCIL 

SECTION  1.  As  provided  for  in  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese,  the 
Diocesan  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop  as  Chairman,  six  (6)  priests,  six  (6)  lay 
persons,  and  the  President  and  the  Vice  President  of  the  Episcopal  Church  Women.  One  (1) 
priest  and  one  (1)  lay  person  shall  be  elected  from  each  of  the  six  (6)  deaneries.  The  said 
members  of  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  serve  for  two  (2)  years,  beginning  on  the  first  day 
of  the  calendar  year  following  their  election  and  until  their  successors  have  been  duly 
elected.  Council  members  from  the  Calumet,  Fort  Wayne  and  South  Bend  deaneries  shall  be 
elected  at  Diocesan  Convention  convened  in  even  years  and  members  from  the  Elkhart, 
Michigan  City  and  Wabash  Valley  deaneries  shall  be  elected  at  Diocesan  Convention  convened 
in  odd  years.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  on  that  Council 
occurring  other  than  by  expiration  of  term  of  office. 

SECTION  2.  Prior  to  annual  Diocesan  Convention,  delegates  to  Convention  shall  meet 
by  a  deanery  upon  not  less  than  ten  (10)  days  written  notice  as  to  the  time  and  place  to  be 
issued  by  the  senior  parochial  priest  of  said  deanery.  The  senior  priest  present  shall  preside. 
In  years  for  Diocesan  Council  election,  one  (1)  priest  and  one  (1)  lay  person  shall  be  elected 
by  majority  vote  of  the  Convention  delegates  present  at  such  deanery  meetings.  The  results 
of  such  election  shall  be  announced  at  annual  Convention  by  the  senior  priest  present  from 
such  deanery.  Retired  priests  shall  vote  in  the  deanery  of  the  parish  or  office  they  last 
served  prior  to  retirement  and  other  priests  shall  vote  in  the  deanery  in  which  their  offices 
are  geographically  located. 

SECTION  3.  The  first  Diocesan  Council  so  elected  in  the  year  1969  shall  begin  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  upon  election  and  shall  serve  until  December  31,  1970. 

SECTION  4.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  it  shall  elect  one  of  its 
members  Vice  Chairman  to  preside  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  and  at  such  other  times  as 
the  Bishop  shall  request. 
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CANON  NO.  16 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS  OF  THE  DIOCESE 


SECTION  1.  The  Bishop  shall  be  President  of  the  Diocese  and  its  chief  executive 
officer. 

SECTION  2.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  the  Bishop  shall 
nominate  and  the  Convention  shall  elect  a  Secretary  of  the  Diocese.  The  said  Secretary  shall 
have  the  following  duties:  To  tak  minutes  of  all  proceedings,  including  but  not  limited  to 
the  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  meetings  of  the  Bishop’s  Cabinet,  and, 
after  they  are  approved,  to  record  them  in  a  proper  book;  to  preserve  all  journals  and 
records;  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Diocese;  to  transmit  annually 
a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the 
General  Convention  and  to  the  Secretary  of  each  Diocesan  Convention  and  .  Missionary 
District  in  the  United  States  of  America,  to  each  priest  and  deacon  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese  and  to  each  lay  delegate  attending  the  Convention,  to  each  mission  in  the 
Diocese,  and  two  copies  to  each  parish  in  the  Diocese,  one  of  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  clerk  of  the  Vestry  to  preserve  with  the  parish  records;  to  request  that  a  copy  of  the 
Journal  of  the  Convention  be  sent  to  him  by  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention  and 
Missionary  District  in  the  United  States  of  America;  to  transmit  to  every  General  Convention 
a  certificate  signed  by  himself  containing  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  priests  and  deacons 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese;  and  to  faithfully  deliver  to  his  successor  all  property 
which  may  be  in  his  offical  possession.  The  Secretary  shall  also  be  the  custodian  of  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  3.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  the  Bishop  shall 
nominate  and  the  Convention  shall  elect  a  Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  shall 
receive  and  disburse  all  monies  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention  or  Diocesan 
Council,  unless  such  collections  or  disbursements  shall  have  been  otherwise  regulated.  He 
shall  submit  to  the  Bishop's  Cabinet  each  month  a  complete  statement  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  on  every  account.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  annually  to  the  Convention 
and  shall  have  been  audited  by  a  committee  acting  under  its  authority.  The  Treasurer  shall 
also  be  a  member  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet. 

SECTION  4.  The  judicial  functions  and  responsibilities  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Standing  Committee  and  an  Ecclesiastical  Court.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  consist 
of  three  priests,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  each  to  have  a  term  of  three  years,  and 
two  lay  persons,  both  communicants  in  good  standing  of  the  Diocese,  each  to  have  a  term 
of  two  years,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention,  and  they  shall  have  rotating 
terms.  The  Standing  Committee  at  its  first  meeting  shall  select  a  President  and  a  Clerk. 
The  said  Clerk  shall  record  their  proceedings  in  a  suitable  book,  which  book,  together  with 
all  documents,  papers,  and  other  books  in  their  official  possession,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
examination  of  the  Convention  and  the  Bishop.  A  full  report  of  their  acts  shall  be  made  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convetion.  Any  three  of  the  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee  (all  members  having  been  summoned)  shall  be  a  quorum,  except  for  any  purposes 
for  which  their  own  rules  or  Canon  Law  may  require  a  greater  number.  They  may  make  rules 
for  meetings  and  business  and  may  alter  and  repeal  the  same  from  time  to  time.  They  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their  membership,  occurring  other  than 
by  expiration  of  term  of  office. 

SECTION  5.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall 
nominate  at  least  five  and  not  more  than  seven  clergymen  and  at  least  three  and  not  more 
than  five  lay  persons  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  to  serve  as  a  Commission  on 
Ministry;  the  said  nominations  shall  be  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Convention.  The 
members  of  the  said  Commission  shall  serve  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 
If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  Commission  between  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention,  the 
Bishop  shall  submit  his  nomination  of  the  suitable  person  as  a  replacement  on  said 
Commission  to  the  Diocesan  Council,  and  upon  confirmation  of  the  nomination  by  the 
Diocesan  Council,  that  person  shall  become  a  member  of  the  Commission.  The  Commission 
shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  organize  itself  by 
electing  a  chairman  and  a  clerk.  It  may  formulate  and  adopt  rules  for  its  work,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  and  said  rules  must  be  in  accordance  with  the  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention. 
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SECTION  6.  At  the  election  of  a  Chancellor  the  Bishop  or  presiding  officer  of  the 
Convention  shall  nominate  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  candidates  for  that  office,  each 
of  whom  shall  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  Indiana  Bar,  the  choice  to  be  decided 
or  approved  by  the  Convention.  The  Chancellor  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  and 
he  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chancellor  to  be 
the  Diocesan  legal  advisor  in  all  matters,  whether  with  regard  to  civil  law  or  Canon  Law, 
and  shall  advise  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  any  other 
corporation  or  body  which  may  have  to  do  with  property,  finances,  or  other  affairs  of  the 
Diocese. 

SECTION  7.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  which  shall  be 
composed  of  the  following:  The  Bishop,  Treasurer,  and  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  and  three 
lay  persons  who  shall  be  residents  and  communicants  of  the  Diocese.  The  said  three  lay 
persons  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  and  elected  by  the  Convention, 
one  such  lay  person  to  be  so  nominated  and  elected  in  each  succeeding  year,  and  the  term' 
of  office  of  each  such  member  shall  be  three  years.  Should  any  vacancies  occur  among  the 
Trustees  between  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention,  then  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  a  replacement,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  remaining  Trustees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  supervise  the  investment  and  care  of 
all  endowment  and  trust  funds  of  the  Diocese.  The  Trustees  shall  render  an  annual 
accounting  and  report  to  the  Convention,  together  with  a  complete  and  accurate  list  of  all 
property  in  their  care. 

SECTION  8.  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  Inc. 

(a)  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  Inc.  which  shall  have  such  powers  as  may  be  delegated  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Diocesan  Convention.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  designate  by  proper  resolutions 
who  the  authorized  officers  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Inc. 
shall  be  for  the  purpose  of  the  execution  of  deeds,  mortgages,  leases,  contracts,  and  other 
legal  documents  affecting  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Inc. 

(b)  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
Inc.,  shall  consist  of  four  members  who  shall  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana,  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Chancellor,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  The  above  named  officers  of  the 
Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  shall  by  virtue  of  their  office  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  Inc. 

SECTION  9.  Except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  all  vacancies  in  the  offices  of  this 
Diocese,  except  the  office  of  President,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  and  each  such  appointee  shall  serve  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Convention. 


CANON  NO.  17 

THE  ECCLESIASTICAL  COURT 

There  shall  be  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  of  this  Diocese  which  shall  be  composed  of  the 
three  (3)  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee.  The  Ecclesiastical  Court  may  meet 
at  such  times  and  places  within  the  Diocese  as  it  shall  choose  and  it  shall  have  power  to 
adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to  place  within  the  Diocese  as  it  shall  deem 
necessary. 


CANON  NO.  18 

THE  REGISTRAR  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

There  shall  be  a  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Registrar  to  collect  in  detail  and  as  fully  as 
practicable  and  to  record  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  an  account  of  the  origin 
and  progress  of  each  parish  and  mission  organized  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall  collect  and  pre- 
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serve  copies  of  all  published  journals  and  other  documents  connected  with  the  history  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall,  when ‘not  a  delegate,  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
Convention  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  a  record,  making  a  report,  and  fulfilling  any  other 
responsibilities  of  his  position. 


CANON  NO.  19 
THE  BISHOP'S  CABINET 

The  Bishop,  as  President  of  the  Diocese,  and  its  chief  executive  officer,  shall  have  a 
Cabinet  which  shall  consist  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese, 
and  the  appointed  chairman  of  each  of  the  Bishop's  three  Executive  Divisions.  The  said  three 
Executive  Divisions  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  Administration,  with  responsibility  in  the  areas  as  the  Bishop  may  from  time  to  time 
assign; 

(b)  Development  and  Communications,  with  responsibility  in  the  areas  as  the  Bishop 
may  from  time  to  time  assign; 

(c)  Operations,  with  responsibility  in  the  areas  as  the  Bishop  may  from  time  to  time 
assign. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Cabinet  to  advise  the  Bishop  on  the  performance  of  all 
executive  and  administrative  functions  of  the  Diocese.  The  Bishop  shall  have  the 
responsibility  to  provide  for  the  budgeting  and  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Diocese,  subject  to 
approval  and  appropriation  by  the  Diocesan  Convention  or  the  Diocesan  Council.  The  Bishop 
sh^l  also  be  responsible  for  providing  within  the  three  Executive  Divisions  such  Division 
members,  one  of  whom  may  be  designated  Vice  Chairman,  executive  assistants,  and  office 
staff  as  are  necessary  to  do  the  work  of  the  Church,  subject  to  appropriation  by  the  Diocesan 
Convention  or  the  Diocesan  Council  of  sufficient  funds  to  pay  therefor. 


CANON  NO.  20 

THE  DIOCESE  OF  NORTHERN  INDIANA  FOUNDATION,  INC. 

The  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  Foundation,  Inc.,  is  a  separate  corporation  organized 
and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana  to  hold  funds  of  the  Diocese  and  to  make 
loans  and  grants  to  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese.  Its  officers  and  directors  shall  be 
communicants  of  the  Diocese.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  required  to  submit  a  complete 
and  accurate  report  of  its  holdings  and  activities  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention. 


CANON  NO.  21 
THE  CATHEDRAL  CHAPTER 

SECTION  1.  The  congregation  of  the  Cathedral  Parish  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  all  of 
the  rights  and  privileges,  together  with  the  responsibilities  and  obligations,  of  any  other 
parish  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

SECTION  2.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  ex  officio;  the  Dean, 
ex  officio;  Archdeacons  and  Canons,  if  there  be  such,  ex  officio;  and  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  fifteen  lay  persons,  who  shall  be  communicants  of  the  Cathedral  congregation  and 
at  least  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age,  to  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Cathedral 
Parish  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  of  Vestrymen,  and  four  members  elected  by  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  as  follows:  Two  priests,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  and 
two  lay  persons  at  least  sixteen  (16)  years  of  age  and  communicants  in  good  standing  of  any 
parish  or  mission  within  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  3.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  have  power  to  enact  its  own  by-laws  and  to 
make  rules  of  order  for  the  conduct  of  its  own  business. 

SECTION  4.  The  Cathedral  Chapter  shall  be  the  body  politic  and  corporate  for  the 
holding  of  property,  the  receiving  and  disposition  of  funds,  and  all  other  legal  matters,  and 
shall  enjoy  all  privileges  which  are  accorded  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana  to  the 
Rector,  Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  any  parish  or  congregation. 
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CANON  NO.  22 
FISCAL  YEAR 


SECTION  1.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Diocese  and  of  all  parishes  and  missions  in  the 
Diocese  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January. 

SECTION  2.  All  Diocesan  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

SECTION  3.  All  parish  and  mission  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  ('crtificd  Public 
Accountant,  if  available,  or  if  none  be  available,  then  be  a  public  accountant  or  other 
competent  person.  The  appointment  of  such  auditor  shall  be  made  by  the  Rector  or  Pricst- 
in-Charge. 


CANON  NO.  23 
SALARIES  OF  OFHCERS 

The  salaries  of  the  Bishop  and  of  all  other  officers  of  the  Diocese  shidl  be  as 
determined  by  resolution  of  the  Diocesan  Convention.  The  Bishop,  so  long  as  he  is  the 
Diocesan,  shall  have  the  use  of  the  Episcopal  residence. 


CANON  NO.  24 
DIOCESAN  ASSESSMENTS 

SECTION  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the.  Diocese  to  make  assessments 
upon  all  the  parishes  and  missions  of  the  Diocese  for  the  amounts  necessary  to  meet  all  of 
the  expenses  of  the  Diocese  for  which  funds  are  not  obtained  elsewhere.  These  assessments 
shall  be  calculated  at  a  percentage  to  be  determined  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention  and  shall  be  based  upon  the  Average  Support  Income  Base  for  the  three  years 
next  preceding  that  year.  The  Support  Income  Base  for  each  parish  and  mission  shall  bo  the 
total  of  all  recepts  for  local  support  plus  all  receipts  for  Diocesan  and  General  ('hurch 
Program  less  receipts  from  the  Diocese,  as  recorded  in  the  annual  report  of  each  parish  and 
mission. 

SECTION  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  parish  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  and  of  each  organized  misison,  to  render  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention  and  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  a  complete  and  accurate  statistical  report  as 
required  by  the  blanks  furnished  for  that  purpose,  and  a  complete  and  accurate  list  and 
description  of  all  real  estate  and  other  property  held  by  each  such  parish  and  mission,  with 
an  indication  of  its  then  fair  market  value,  and  a  statement  of  all  liens  and  encumbrances 
upon  the  same  or  any  part  thereof.  Further,  each  parish  and  mission  must  report  completely 
and  accurately  all  of  its  current  expenses  and  the  amount  thereof,  including  salaries. 

SECTION  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  each  parish  and  the  Vicar's  (Committee 
of  each  mission  of  the  Diocese  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  such  sums  as  shall  be  assessed 
against  it  by  the  Treasurer  and  to  transmit  the  same  in  monthly  installments  to  the 
Treasurer. 

SECTION  4.  The  Diocesan  Council  shall  act  ns  an  anjustment  committee  u[)on  all 
applications  for  modifications  of  assessments.  All  such  applications  shall  be  presented  in 
writing  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention 
and  shall  contain  a  full  statement  of  reasons  for  such  modifications. 

SECTION  5.  The  Council  shall  receive  from  the  Diocesan  Treasurer,  after  consultation 
with  the  administrative  division  of  the  Bishop's  Cabinet,  at  least  ninty  (90)  days  prior  to 
Diocesan  Conventino  of  each  year,  a  proposed  Diocesan  budget  for  the  succeeding  year.  The 
Council  shall  propose  to  Convention  any  modifications  of  such  budget  stating  reasons 
therefor  which  may  result  from  action  on  requests  to  modification  of  assessment  or  any 
changes  proposed  by  Diocesan  Council.  The  Diocesan  Convention  shall  adopt  the  final 
budget. 
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CANON  NO.  25 

THE  CHURCH  PENSION  FUND 

SECTION  1.  In  conformity  with  the  legislation  adopted  by  the  General  Convention  of 
1913,  setting  forth  the  principles  upon  which  a  pension  system  for  the  clergy  of  the  Church 
and  their  dependents  should  be  constructed,  pursuant  to  which  the  corporation  known  as  The 
Church  Pension  Fund  has  been  created  to  carry  these  principles  into  effect,  this  Diocese 
adopts  the  system  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

SECTION  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  annually  a  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension 
Fund,  which  shall  consist  of  three  priests  and  three  lay  persons,  and  it  shall  be  a  part  of  the 
Executive  Division  on  Administration  as  provided  for  in  Canon  No.  19.  The  duties  of  the 
Committee  shall  be  as  follows:  First,  to  furnish  annually  to  The  Church  Pension  Fund  a  list 
of  the  priests  and  deacons  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese  and  of  the  priests  and  deacons 
canonically  resident  in  other  Dioceses  or  missionary  districts  licensed  to  officiate  within  this 
Diocese,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  remuneration  of  each  of  the  said  priests  and 
deacons  from  any  parish  or  mission  in  this  Diocese,  or  other  organization  in  this  Diocese 
which  is  subject  to  this  Convention,  or,  being  engaged  in  religious  or  charitable  work  at  a 
Church  institution,  elects  to  come  into  the  Church  Pension  Fund.  Second,  to  receive  from 
the  Church  Pension  Fund  annually  a  statement  of  the  premiums  necessary  to  be  paid  by  each 
of  the  said  parishes,  missions,  or  other  organizations  in  order  that  the  priests  and  deacons 
in  receipt  of  remuneration  from  them  may  be  entitled  respectively  to  pensions.  Third,  to 
inform  the  authorities  of  each  of  the  said  parishes,  missions,  and  other  organizations,  of  the 
premiums  payable  by  them  and  of  the  time  and  manner  of  payment  thereof.  Fourth,  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  Vestries  of  parishes  and  the  Vicars'  Committees  of  missions  and  to  urge 
upon  them  the  necessity  of  paying  to  the  Treasurer  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the 
premiums  due  on  the  salaries  of  the  clergy  promptly  and  regularly.  Fifth,  to  inform  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  from  time  to  time  of  the  clergy  and  the  widows  and  minor  orphans  of 
the  clergy  who  may  be  entitled  in  respect  of  this  Diocese  to  receive  pensions  from  The 
Church  Pension  Fund.  Sixth,  in  general  to  inform  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese  of  the 
pension  system  created  by  the  General  Convention  and  committed  by  it  to  the  operation  of 
the  Church  Pension  Fund,  whereby  the  clergy  of  the  Church  are  assured  of  pensions  as  of 
right  to  themselves  in  the  event  of  old  age  or  disability,  and  in  the  event  of  death,  to  their 
widows  or  minor  orphans,  and  to  do  all  things  that  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  to  the  end 
that  money  necessary  to  be  paid  by  the  parishes  and  other  ecclesiastical  organizations  may 
be  fully  and  systematically  paid. 

SECTON  3.  First,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  Diocese  to  pay 
to  the  Treasurer  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the  premiums  payable  on  behalf  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  and  also  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  of  the  Suffragan  Bishop,  if  there  be 
such.  Second,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the  premiums  payable  on  account  of  remuneration  received  by 
the  clergy  from  the  Diocese.  Third,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Convention  to  authorize  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  pay  annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  The  Church  Pension  Fund  the 
premiums  payable  on  account  of  all  renumeration  paid  by  the  Diocese  to  clergymen  and  to 
make  all  necessary  arrangements  to  provide  for  the  cost  of  such  premiums. 

SECTION  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  receiving  remuneration  and  the 
duty  of  every  parish,  mission,  or  other  organization  paying  such  remuneration,  to  furnish  a 
statement  of  such  remuneration  to  the  Bishop's  Executive  Division  on  Administration 
whenever  the  said  Division  shall  in  writing  ask  for  such  statement. 

SECTON  5.  Any  parish  or  mission  which  shall  have  failed  to  pay  the  pension  premium 
on  the  remuneration  paid  to  all  priests  and  deacons  employed  by  it  for  a  period  of  two  (2) 
months  shall  be  automatically  suspended  from  its  representation  in  the  Convention  until  that 
delinquency  shall  have  been  paid  in  full  or  until  that  parish  or  mission  shall  have  been 
reinstated  by  action  of  the  Convention. 
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CANON  NO.  34 

THE  DIOCESAN  YOUTH  COUNCIL 


SECTION  1.  There  may  be  a  Diocesan  Youth  Council  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  jursidic- 
tion  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  and  the  Diocesan  Conven¬ 
tion.  The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  shall  also  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
or  its  representative. 

SECTION  2.  The  diocesan  Youth  Council  shall  be  consitituted  as  follows: 

Two  members  who  shall  be  baptized  members  of  the  Church  shall  be  elected  from  each  of 
the  six  deaneries  by  the  youth  of  their  respective  deaneries;  such  election  to  be  held  during  the  month 
of  September  each  year  at  the  fall  Youth  Rally  which  shall  be  convened  by  the  Diocesan  Youth  Of¬ 
ficer;  such  elections  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  the  delegates  shall  take  office 
as  of  the  October  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Youth  Council. 

The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  shall  organize  itself  at  the  October  meeting  each  year. 

SECTION  3.  The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  shall  have  as  its  concern  the  implementation  of  youth 
programs  within  the  Diocese. 

SECTION  4.  The  Diocesan  Youth  Council  shall  elect  three  representatives  to  serve  on  any  and 
all  committees  or  commissions  charged  with  the  conducting  of  any  and  all  camps  and  conferences 
for  the  youth. 


CANON  NO.  35 

Membership  in  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  and  on  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  be  limited 
to  two  (2)  consecutive  terms,  and  thereafter  a  member  may  not  be  re-elected  to  that  same  body  of 
which  he  or  she  is  a  member  unt^  the  second  of  two  consecutive  Annual  Diocesan  Conventions  from 
the  last  day  in  office  as  a  member  of  such  body,  which  day  is  the  conclusion  of  the  Diocesan  Conven¬ 
tion  of  the  year  in  which  such  term  expires. 
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
